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F  r  O  R  E  We  enter  into  the 
Proceedings  of  this  Parliament,  it 
may  be  neceflary  to  take  a  View 
of  the  Slate  of  the  Peerage  at  this 
Time ;  which  ihe  Reader  will 
find  much  enlarged  from  the  Lift 
at  the  Beginning  of  this  Reign.  But  this  was  no- 
thing to  the  Number  of  Si:otch  and  Irijh  Lords  the 
King  made,  from  Englijh  private  Gentlemen, 
who  had  Ambition  enough  to  purchafe  thofe 
Titles,  in  order  to  get  a.  Step  higher  than  the  new 
Degree  of  Baronets,  created  alio  in  this  Reign. 
This  gave  great  Difguft  to  the  Engl'i/h  Peerage; 
and  near  Forty  of  that  Order  joinea  in  a  Petition 
to  the  King,  to  remonilratc  the  Inconvenience  of 
fuch  Proceedings.  Which  Petition  had  fuch  Ef- 
fect, That  though  it  did  not  deiogaie  from  the 
Dignity  of  thofe  already  CI  eated,  yet  the  King  wil- 
lingly rcftrained  himfclf  for  the  Time  to  come  {a).

AB.ii,jimetl.  The  Parliament  being  affembled  on  the  nth 
iSjj.  Day  of  February,  they  were,  by  Commiffion,  ad- 
journed to  the  iSth,  and  from  ihence,  by  another 
Commiffion,  to  the  iglh  of  the  fame  Month. 
Thefe  ihort  Adjournments,  we  are  told,  by  the 
Writer  of  this  Reign,  were  occafioned  by  the  fud- 
den  Death  of  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  who  was 
found  dead  in  his  Bed,  by  his  Lady  (f),  in  the 
Morning  of  the  firft  Meeting  of  the  Parliament. 
ThisNobieman,beinga  near  Relation  of  the  King's 
«nd  a  great  Favorite,  he  was  fo  ftruck  with  the 
Accident,  that  he  put  off  the  Solemnity  of  going 
and  appearing  in  Parliament,  asabovefaid.  How- 
ever, on  the  19th,  being  all  met  again  and  the 
Commons  called  up,  the  King  was  pleafed  to  make 
the  following  Speech  to  them  {d).

'  Majefty  fhines  upon  them  by  his  good  Laws ; 

*  and  tho'  that  Kingdom  adds  little  to  his  Crown, 

*  it  adds  much  to  his  Glory. 

'  And  now,  Mr  Speaker,  what  Liberties,  Pri- 
'  vileges,  and  Acccfs  were  ever  yielded  to  any  of 
'  your  Predeceflbrs,  his  Majefty  now  granleth  fully 

*  and  freely,  without  the  leaft  Jealoufy  or  Dimi-

Afier  this  laft  Harangue  was  ended,  which  muft 

be  allowed  very  extraordinary  for  an  Extemp»reoi\e, 

the  Houfe  was  adjourned  to  Mmday  the  23d  of 

FebrunTy. 

.  On  which  Day,  afrer  the  Houfe  waj  called,  and 

aConfercnce con- ''^^'^''^'  Pfoxics  jdmitted,  ihe  Lofds  took  into  Con- 

retoing  the  Spi- fideration  the  great  Bulinds  for  which  his  Majefty 

'tuvw^  '"^had  fummoned  this  Parliament,  and  which  he  had 

a  jnnate,    jj^pg^j^j  j^  i^ntm  in  that  Houfe.     T  heir  Lordihipa 

agreed  to  defire  a  Conference  with  the  Commons, 

for  the  expediting  thereof,  by  the  fullowlng  Mef- 

lage: 

'  Whereas  hb  Majefty,  in  his  Speech,  had  faid, 
'  That  he  deligned  the  Pi  ince  and  the  Duke  of  Bmk- 
ingham  10  fignify  to  both  Houfes  the  Particulars  of 
the  laft  great  Negotiation,  and  his  Secretaries  to  fhew 
the  Letters  andPapers  concerning  the  lame;*  Their 
^..ordfliips  being  defirous  to  expedite  this  great  Eu- 
iinefs,  and  hold  fair  Correfpondency  wiih  them,  do 
pray,  if  their  Occafions  I'o  permit,  a  Conference 
to  be  had  between  both  Houfes,  in  the  Painted 
Cbembtr,  To-morrow,  at  Two  in  Uie  Afternoon. 
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And  if,  upon  Doutit  of  any  of  (he  Particulars  then  An. 
related,  any  of  ihcm  move  any  Qiieftions,  ihey 
(hall  be  fully  and  cleaily  iaiisficd  therein.' 

This  Meflage  being  fenr,  ihe  Houlc  highly  ap- 
proved of  the  Prince's  own  Offer  to  affift  ilie  Duke 
in  his  Relation  to  both  Houies;  and  alfo  ihai  (he 
Secretaries  (hould  attend  wilh  their  Papers,  and  pro- 
duce ibem  as  the  Narration  (hall  inquire.  Aiifwer 
to  the  Me£age.  *  That  the  Commons  returnedyf.; 
to  theii  IJotJihips  hearty  Thaciksfbr  the  good  Cor-mon 
refpondency  they  defire  to  hold  with  them :  They 
■do  moft  willingly  embrace  the  Meeting,  as  is  deli- 
red,  and  will  attend  their  Lordlhips  at  the  Time 
end  Place  appointed.' 

The  Lords  then  proceeded  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mitlee  to  take  into  ConCderaiion  the  Cuftoms  and 
Orders  of  thai  Houfe,  wiih  the  Privileges  of  the 
^ers  of  this  Kingdom,  or  Lords  of  Parliament. 

Feh.  24.  On  a  Motion  of  the  Prince,  another 
Meffage  Was  fent  to  the  Commons,  importing, That 
the  Painted  Chamber  being  appointed  for  the  intend- 
ed CoDference  that  Afternoon,  their  Lordlhips  now 
defire  that  the  faid  Meeting  might  be  in  the  Hall,  ac 
IVhitehall;  that  Room  being  better  accommodated 
forEa^e  and  Hearing.  Alfo  to  acquaint  them  with 
his  H^hnefs's  Refolution  to  aiTilt  the  Duke  in  his 
Narration-  The  Commons  readily  aflented  to  the 
fitit,  and  declared  themlelves  much  fatbfied  wilh 
the  Prince's  Delign, 

Feb.  25.  The  now  Duke  of  Backtngharn,  feven 
Earls,  one  Vifcount,  and  three  Birons,  were  intro- 
duced into  the  Houi'e  of  Lords,  to  their  levera! 
Places,  wilh  the  ufual  Ceremonies,  On  the  Prince's 
^lotion,  the  Report  which  was  to  be  made  this 
Day,  by  the  Lord  Keeper,  of  the  Duke's  Narta- 
lion  of  Yeflerday,  was  delerred  to  the  lyih. 

At  which  Time  the  Lord  Keeper  removed  from 
ihe  Wool-Sack  to  his  Place  on  the  Earls  Bench,  in 
Older  to  make  his  Report;  the  laid  Narration  ha- 
ving been  made  to  a  Commitlee,  and  not  to  the 
Houfe.  This  Report,  being  very  long,  is  much 
Abridged  in  Ru/hwortb ;  but,  fince  the  Lerds  Jmr~ 
B  2  nal 
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It.  Jjmesl.  nal  hath  given  ihc  Whole,  together  with  Copies  of 
'6»3'  the  Lc[tcr3  which  pafled  in  this  Negotiation,  we  fiiall 
alfo  give  it  at  lengih  ;  in  order  thai  no  Pan  of  an 
Enterprize  and  Treaty  may  be  hid,  which  muft 
then  have  amazed  all  Eurc-pe,  and  does  flill  demand 
the  Attention  of  every  inielligeot  Reader  of  En- 
glifli  Hiftory  (i). 

The  Lord  Keeper  told  the  Lords,  That

'  Ab  touching  the  /r/?,  he  craved  Pardon  of  both 
Houfes,  if,  in  the  Difchargeof  this  great  Burden, 
which  his  Majefty  had  Impofed  on  him,  he  did  not 
proceed  in  that  Order  and  Method,  (which  left  in 
the  Memory  a  fure  Dint  and  Imprefllon)  which  the 
Bufinefs  required ;  and  deljred  them  to  confider 
how  unufual  it  was  for  him  ro  fpeak  in  fo  great  and 
judicious  an  Auditory,' 

'  As  touching  the  fecond,  he  did  acknowledge, 
that,  among  many  great  o'nes,  this  was  none  of  the 
leaft  Favours  his  Majefty  had  laid  upon  him,  to 
put  him  at  this  Timeunder  the  Wingeand  Protec- 
tion of  the  Prince  his  Highnefs;  without  whofe 
Help  and  AHiftijncc,  he  was  as  unable  to  govern 
himfelf  in  the  Parts  of  the  Relation,  as  former!/ 
in  the  Paflages  of  the  Negotiatiun.' 

'  For  the  third,  he  noltd  his  Misfortune  to  fall 
upon  a  Subjeil  of  fuch  a  Nature  as  fiiall  afford  little 
Honour  to  the  Relator,  of  what  Affection  or  Difpo- 
firion  foever  he  be ;  for  i!  he  be  well  affefled  there- 
unto, and  fliall  fpeak  the  Truth,  he  mult  either 
1  blufti  or  wrong  his  Modefty  ;  if  othervi'ife,  (as  all 

true-hearted  Englijhmen  mull  be  affedcd  oiherwife) 
he  is  fure,  by  laying  out  all  Things  in  their  true 
Co,

ever^  the  Bufinefs  bdng  of  the  greateft  Importance       '^>* 

that  Cbriftendsm  has  afforded  theie  many  Years  5 

and  that  Advice  which  the  Parliament  was  to  give 

his  Majejty,  being  to  be  founded  in  part  upon  this 

Relation,  be  would  not  be  afraid  to  open  fo  much 

as  might  perfe£lly  inform  boih  Houfes  in  the  pre- 

fent  Bufinefs ;  but  would  fpare,  for  all  that,  (as  far 

as  the  Nature  of  the  Relat'ion  would  give  him  leave) 

to  dafli  upon  the  Minifters  employed  from  the  one 

or  the  other  King/ 

And  this  was  the  EffeiSt  of  bis  Grace's  Pnfacr 

In  the  Narration  itfelf  his  Grace  ufed  indeed 
a  clofe^  but  yet  an  exad  and  perfect  Method :  A 
Man  might  obferve  therein  fix  diltin£k  and  feveral^ 
Parts, 

Tbi  firft  was  the  Motives  of  the  Prince's  Jour- 
ney t9  Spain. 

The  fecond  was  tie  Treaty  of  Marriage  /et  4 
Fo6t  in  Spain,  feveraUy^  and  by  itfilf. 

Tbe  tbu-d  was  tbi  Treaty  of  the  Maniag^,  and 
Reftitution,  united  together  by  a  ucifrocal  Sub* 
erdinatm. 

Ihe  fourth  wns  tbe  Prince's  Return  from  Spain* 

The  fifth  was  his  Majefty's  fubfequent  Proved- 
ings  in  betb  tbe  Treaties  fince  the  Return. 

4nd  tbe  laft  was  tbe  ftating  the  Queftion,  fuper 
totam  Materiam. — Andtberein  both  the  Houfes 
were  to  offer  to  his  Mcjejiy  their  humble  Advice 
and  CounfeL 

Of  thcfe  Parts  his  Grace  fpoke  very  diftindWy 
ud  orderly. 

I.  Tbi  Motives  of  tbe  Primes  Journey  to 

Spain. 

Hb  Grac^  acquainted  us  with  this  Method,  which 
was  to  open  Things. 

'  Firft,  in  thegeneraU  and  to  leave  Particulars  to 
(hew  tbemfelves,  he  took  it  for  granted  that  lie  need 
nor  bmn  any  higher  dian  tbe  Nesotiation  of  Mr. 
.  ex  Ch?a- 
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Aii.ai.  jM««l.Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  with  the  Arch-Duch^ 
!^3*  efs ;  which  mmiftred  unto  his  Majefty  the  firft  Oc- 
cafion  of  Jealoufy,  and  made  a  Kind  of  Difcovery 
pf  their  indireft  Efealing  with  thb  Eftate ;  And  then 
fny  Lord  told  us  we  (hould  fee  a  Difpatch,  written 
from  Hampton-Court  upon  Mr.  Chancellor's  Re- 
turn ;  and  after  be  acquainted  with  Mr.  Porter^s, 
Relation ;  which  was,  in  very  iTruih,  the  Motive 
of  the  Prince's  Journey.' 

Here  was  read  the  King's  Letter  of  the  3d  of 
O^o^j  1622,^  to  the  Earl  of  Brijiol,  viz: 

Right  Trudy  and  right  Well-beloved  Coufm 
and  CounfeUor,  we  greet  you  well, 

HTHfre  is  none  knows  better  than  your f elf.,  hew  we. 
•»  have  laboured  ever  fitheme  the  Beginning  of  thefe 
unfirtunate  troubles  of  the  Empire^  notwitbjlanding 
ell  Oppofition  to  the  contrary^  to  merit  well  of  our 
good  Brother^  the  King  of  Spain,  and  the  whole 
'Houfe  of  Auftria  s  by  a  long  and  lingring  Patience^ 
grounded  ftillupon  his  Frien4/bip  and  Promifes,  That 
Care  Jbould  bfi  had  of  our  Honour^  and  of  our  ChiU 
drens  Patrimony  and  Inheritance.  TVe  have  acquaint- 
ed you  alfoy  from  Tme  to  Time^  Jince  the  Beginning 
of  the  Treaty  of  Bruflels,  hm  crojly  fhings  have  there 
procefdedj  notwithjianding  %}?•£  fair  Profeffions  made 
unto  us  t  both  by  the  KingofSpzitiy  the  Infanta  ^and  all 
his  Minifiers  5  and  the  Letters  written  by  him  to  the 
Emperor^  and  then  effe£luaUy^  at  leaft  as  they  endea- 
voured to  make  us  believe:  But  what  Fruits  have  we 
iff  all  tkis^  other  than  Difoonourand  Scorn  f  fPhilfi 
yje  are  treating-,  the  Town  and  Cafile  of  IJeidelberg 
taken  by  Force,  our  Garrifon  put  to  the  Sword^  Main- 
heim  befiogedy  and  all  the  fbfUHty  ufed  that  is  with- 
in the  Power  of  an  Enemy  ;  as  you  will  fee  by  the 
Relation  which  we  have  commanded  our  Secretary  to 
fend  you.  Our  Pleafure  therefore  iSj  That  you 
fhall  immediately^  as  foon  as  you  can  get  Audience^ 
let  that  King  unAerJland  how  fenfMe  we  are  of  thefe 
proceedings  of  the  Emperor  towards  us  \  and^  with^ 
gi/,  are  not  a  little  troubled  to  fee^  That  the  Infanta 

having 
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having  an  abfaluti  Cemmijjinn  ta  conclude  a  Sufpeii-  ai 
/an  and  Ceffaiion  of  Arms^  JhauU  ntnu^  at  the  loji, 
when  all  Objsfliens  ate  anfwired,  and  tie  farmtr 
foleif-pretended  Obflacles  remsved,  net  only  delay  the 
Cenilufmn  of  the  Treaty,  but  refuft  to  lay  her  Com- 
mand Upnn  the  Emperor's  Generals  for  aijlaining 
from  the  Siege  of  our  Garrifiris  during  the  Treaty^ 
upon  Pretext  of  Want  of  Authority :  Si  as,  for  avoid- 
ing tf  further  Dijhonour,  we  have  been  foned  tQ 
reeali  bnh  r^ur  Ambajfadors,  es  well  as  the  Chancellor 
ef  our  Exchequer,  [who  is  already  return'd  to  our 
Prejence)  as  alfi  the  Lord  Chithcfter,  whom  we  in' 
tenaed  to  have  fern  unto  the  Emperor  to  the  Diet  at 
Ratisbon.  Seeing  therefore  thai,  merely  mt  ef  our 
extraordinary  RcJpeS  to  the  King  of  Spain,  and  the 
firm  Cenpie7.ce  we  ever  put  in  the  Hopes  and  Pra- 
mifii  wh.ch  h-:  d'd  give  us ;  defii  ing  nathing  more  than, 
far  bis  Caule  principally,  ta  avoid  all  Occajions  that 
might  pat  us  into  ill  Under/landing  with  any  of  the 
UBitfe  of  Auftria,  we  have  hitherto  pr.reedid  with  a 
Jiidfad  Patience  ;  trufting  in  the  Ireaties,  and  ne- 
gleiling  all  other  Means  which  might  probably  have 
Jecured  the  Remainder  of  our  Childrens  Inheritance, 
(thofeGarrifanswhi(hwetnaintainedintke?3,h\.\n&X£i 
being  rather  for  Honour's  Sake  to  keep  a  Footing  un- 
till  the  General  Aceommodation,  than  that  we  did  re- 
ly ft  much  on  their  Strength  as  upon  his  Fttendjl/ip) 
eiitdy  by  this  Confidence  and  Security  efours,  are  thus 
txptfid  to  Dijhonour  and  Reproach :  Jbujhall  tell  that 
King,  that  feeing  all  thofe  Endeavoun  and  good  Of- 
fitti,  which  he  hath  u/ed  towards  the  Emperor  in  this 
B^ntfs,  on  the  Behalf  of  our  Son-in-Laiv,  (upon 
Confidence  whereof  that  our  Security  depended)  which 
he  antinually,  by  bis  Letters  and  MinfierSj  hath 
bert  laboured  to  beget  and  confirm  us  in,  have  not 
firted  to  any  other  Uft,  than  to  aplain  Abufe,  both  of 
bit  Trujl  and  oun ;  whirebf  we  are  both  of  us  highly 
injured  in  our  Honour,  tho'  in  a  difilrrnt  Degree: 
JVf  hope  and  defire,  that  out  of  a  true  Scnje  of  this 
f^rong  offered  to  us,  be  will,  as  our  dear  leV'ng  Bro- 
ther, faithfully  promife  and  undertake,  upon  his  Honour 
tanfirming  the  fame  and  alfi  under  h's  Hand  and 
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al.Seai,  lilber  that  the  Cajile  and  Town  of  Heidelberg 
Jhall,  vjithin  three-fcore  and  ten  Day!  after  this 
your  Audience  and  Demand  made,  bt  rendered  into 
nor  Hands^  uiith  all  Things  therein  tehnging  ti  our 
Son-in-Laiv  or  mr  Daughter,  as  near  us  may  be  in 
the  State  they  were  in  when  taken ;  and  the  Hie  for 
Mainbeim  and  Frankendale,  if  both  er  either  of 
them  Jhall  be  taken  by  the  Enemy  whUft  thife  Things 
/ire  in  treating  I  as  alfi  that  there  Ihall  be,  within 
the  /aid  Term  of  three  f cure  and  tm  Days,  a  Cejfa- 
lion  and  Sufptnfion  «f  Arms  in  the  Palatinate  far  the 
future,  upon  the  feveral  Articles  and  Comlitisns  laft 
propounded  by  our  Amba(jadar,  Sir  Richard  Wefton ; 
and  that  the  General  Treaty  fbail  b^  fsi  on  Foot  again ^ 
on  fiub  homurabU  Terms  and  Condiiians  as  we  pro- 
pounded to  the  Emperor,  in  a  Letter  written  t»  him 
in'HovtmheT  laji,  and  w'.th  which  the  King  a^^Spain 
then  (as  we  underjiaad)  feemed  fitisfted ;  i>rtlfe,in 
cafe  thsfe  Pcrtintiars  be  net  yielded  unto,  and  per- 
formed by  the  Emperor  as  is  here  propsanded,  bat  be 
refujed  or  delayed  beyond  the  Time  befari  mentioned, 
that  then  the  King  of  Spain  do  join  Ms  Forces  with 
ours,  for  the  Recovery  of  our  Childrens  Unoors  and 
Patrimony,  which,  vpen  this  Truli,  hath  been  ibus 
la/i;  or  if  ^  be  his  Forces  be  at  this  preftnt  otherwifi 
employed,  as  they  cannot  give  us  that  AJfflence  whitb 
we  here  dejve,  and.  as  we  Ibini,  have  diferved,  yet 
that  at  /ea/i  he  will  permit  us  a  free  and  friendly 
Parage  thro'  his  Territories  and  Dominions  for  fiich 
Forces  as  we  Jhall  fend  and  employ  in  Germaoy  for 
this  Service:  Of  all  which  disjunifively,  if  you  re~ 
eeive  not  from  the  King  of  Spain,  within  ten-  Days 
at  farthejl  after  your  Audience  and  Prepo/stion  made, 
a  direSi  Affurame  under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  without 
Delay  or  putting  us  off  to  further  Treaties  and  Con* 
ferenees ;  that  is  to  fay,  of  Juch  Reflitution,  Cejfa- 
lion  of  Arms,  and  proceeding  to  general  Treaties,  as 
is  be/ore  mentioned ;  or  elfe  of  Affifianee  and  joining 
his  Fjrcei  wit  hours  againji  the  Emperor ;  or,  at  leii/if 
Permi/Jion  if  Paffage  for  stir  Forces  through  his  the 
jnid  King's  Dominions,  that  then  you  tate  yotir  Leave 
^iid  return  to  our  Prefence  without  farther  Stay  : 
Other- 
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Olhermfe  ta  proceed  iu  (he  NtgatiatUn  of  the  Mar-  An.ii 
riagt  if  pur  Sow,  aicsrdijig  to  the  Jnjimniens  we  ■ 
have  gmii  you.     Given,  &c. 

Hampton- Couri,  OiSt.  3.   1622. 

*  Then  his  Grace  deliring  us  to  take  for  Truth 
whatfotvcr  he  {hould  fay,  gratiied  and  aiiefted  by 
the  Prince's  Prefence,  he  (liewed  that  this  Loaer 
was  not  put  home  to  the  utmoft  by  the  Earl  of 
Brijitl;  whom,  notwithllandjng,  hU  Graceexcu- 

fcd  for  the  Point  of  his  Return,  becaufe  he  had,         I 
in  another  Letter,  fome  private  Diredions  toftay     ,    I 
untill  his  Majelty  W2s  adverliled  from  that  Place ; 
howfoever  he  gave  out  his  coming  away.' 

*  Mr  Ptrier  tarried  this  Letter,  with  a  perempto- 
ry Direilion  to  retu  rn  homeward  after  the  ten  Days 
Sray  i  the  which  Time  being  now  expired,  and  no 
Dilpalch  prepared,  Mr.  PorUr  Hept  io  the  Conde 
d'OUvarii,  whole  Servant  and  Creature  he  had  for- 
merly be&n,  and  defired  him  to  fpeed  his  Dilpalch, 
that  he  might  iiave  fome  good  Anfwer  to  carry 
home  with  him.  The  Conde  afkcd  him  what  he 
would  have?  to  which  he  anfwered,  No  more  than 
Jud  been  promifed  by  the  King  of  Spain  -,  which 
was,  ihat  if  a  Reftitution  was  not  made  of  tlie  Pa- 
lat-natt,  by  way  of  Mediation,  that  then  he  would 
join  in  Arms  with  the  l^mgoi Great  Britain  tore- 
cover  the  iame,  and  give  Pafiage  for  the  King'* 
Forces  to  come  at  it.  The  Conde  anfwered.  That 
this  Demand  was  very  exorbitant:  What!  His 
Mafter  to  aflift  with  Arms  againft  his  Uncle,  a- 
gunll  the  Catholic  League,  againft  the  Head  of 
hi»  Houfe  ?  He  would  never  do  it.' 

'  Mr.  Porter  forthwith  rejoined,  and  afk'd  him. 
What  Hope  he  could  give  him  about  ihe  Match  ? 
To  which  the  Conde  anfwered.  That  for  the  Match 
be  knew  norhingof  it,  nor  would  he  underfiand 
wbat  jt  meant.— And  here  give  me  Leave  to  weave 
in  iwo  of  ihefe  Suppiemenis,  which  the  Lord 
Keeper  imparted  from  their  Lordlhips  to  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  out  of  the  two  leveral  Letters  of 
ibe  Earl  of  Bri/JaCs,  that  the  Match  was  originally 
pro- 


Ml.propofed  by  Spain,  and  not  by  us ;  namely,  by  ihe 
Duke  of  Lerma  ;  and  that  the  King  of  Spain  had 
ciltettly  promifed  Afliftancc  by  Arms,  in  cafe  Me- 
diation could  not  prevail  for  the  Reftitution  of 
the  Palatinate.' 

'  Mr.  Porter  acquainting  my  Lord  of  Briflal 
with  thefe  Anfvers,  obferved  his  Lordfliip  at  the 
firft  to  be  much  mov'd,  and  to  fay  in  Anger,  That 
he  would  call  Olivares  to  account  if  he  held  this 
Language  with  him  ;  and  would  make  him  under- 
ftand  that  an  Earl  of  England  was  as  good  a  Man 
as  a  Condc  of  Spain:  But  fending  for  Mr.  Psrter 
nex:  MorninET,  this  Choler  wai  abated ;  and  he 
himfelf  confefl'sd  that  he  had  chr.ng'd  his  Reiblii- 
tion,  and  concluded  to  carry  the  Gufinefs  more 
calmly ;  for  [hat  having  foon  after  fpoken  w\xh  ihc 
Conde  for  being  fo  referv'd,  his  Anfwer  was,  That 
he  did  not  think  it  proper  to  impart  thefe  Myfteries 
with  (hit  pTeedom  to  him,  who  was  not  qualified 
as  a  public  Minifter.  Mr.  Porter,  mov'd  here- 
with, expoftulated  with  the  Conde  for  denying 
that  to  his  old  Sen-ant,  which  lie  had  imparted  to 
both  the  AmbaQ'adors ;  with  that  the  Conde  fell 
into  a  Rage,  and  fwore  Vols  a  Dies  qut  in  enHntas 
Embaxadcres nil  Verai,  ft  eUos  ajjt  dtchos;  but,  faith, 
the  Conde,  I  have  Reafon  to  take  it  ill  at  your  Hands 
(whom  I  ever  farour'd  and  lendet'd  as  my  Child) 
for  communicating  that  to  the  Earl  of  Brifial, 
which  I  had  to!d  you  as  a  Secret.  Mr.  Psrter  an- 
fwei'd,That,  being  a  ServantoftheKing's,  he  could 
do  no  !efs  than  acquaint  his  Ambafi'ador  there- 
wiihall.  But  the  Truth  is,  that  the  Conde  was 
highly  difpleas'd  with  Mr.  Porter,  infomuch  that 
the  Duke  of  Buciingham  coming  into  Spoin^  he 
fpake  it  openly,  that  he  hated  the  Ground  which 
Mr.  Porter  trod  upon.  Mr.  Porter  returning  with 
a  Difpatch  fraught  with  Generalities,  without  any 
one  Particular  or  Certainty  at  all,  made  his  Rela- 
tion to  the  Prince  his  Highnefsj  who,  thereupon, 
rook  his  Relblution  to  go  in  Perfon  to  Spain-,  and 
gave,  himfelf,  thefe  Reafons  for  that  Enterprize. 
He  faw  his  Father's  Negotiaiioa  deluded;  Matters 
of 
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of  Religion  gain'd  upon  and  extorted  ;  his  Sifter's  An.n 
■Cafe  more  and  more  defperate ;  that  this  Was  the  ' 
Way  TO  help  Things  off  or  on ;  that  ihig  particu- 
lar Delay  was  worfe  than  a  plain  Denial ;  and  that 
aacording  to  ihe  uiual  Proverb,  A  defperaft  Dijeafe 
tnuji  have  a  defperate  Remedy.  This  Refolution 
ihe  Dutcj  by  the  Prince  his  Command,  made 
known  to  the  Kingj  who,  after  he  had  confuired 
of  it  tog,etbcr  with  them,  at  the  la(t.  commands 
the  Duke  to  accompany  his  Higtincfs  in  this 
Journey.' 

And  here  ends  the  firji  Part  of  the  Narra- 
tive, the  Mttives  of  the  Prince  hh  Journey.

*  When  the  Prince  had  arriv'd  at  Madrid,  and 
immediately  difcover'd  himfelf  to  the  Earl  of 
Bripl.  the  Duke  fent  the  next  Day  to  offer  a  Vifit 
unto  the  Conde,  who  v;as  fo  complemental  as  he 
refufed  to  receive  him  in  his  own  Houfe,  but  gave 
him  a  Meeting  in  t  Garden.  Here  the  Conde  n-i.if^- 
nify'd  exceedingly  the  Prince  his  Journey;  anij- ;- 
fy'd  the  Obligations  his  Higbnefs  had  put  upon  that 
King  and  his  Kingdoms ;  faid,  that  now  without 
all  peradveniure  it  muft  be  a  Match,  and  we  muft 
part  and  divide  the  whole  World  between  us.  This 
Complement  was  very  apt  (quoth  the  Duke,)  and 
proper  to  proceed  from  ihem,  who  had  long  fiihence 
in  their  Imagination  fwallowed  up  the  World  as 
ihcir  own ;  hut  not  to  be  fo  eafily  believed  by  us, 
as  being  no  fmall  Offer  to  part  thus  fuddenly  with 
the  one  Half  at  a  Blow  ;  however,  the  Ambafla- 
dors  took  an  Occafion  hereupon  to  move  his  Grace, 
That  now  having  heard  this  good  AffeOion  of  the 
Conde,  he  would  write  to  the  King  to  juftify  them 
in  iheir  former  Difpatches  in  this  Kind :  Nay,  foft- 
ly,  anfwer'd  the  Duke,  ihcfe  are  but  GeneraUt 
when  I  find  the  Paniculara  tuneable  hereunto,  I 
fliall  be  ready  to  relate  it  to  his  Majefty.' 

*  The  next  Day  after  when  the  King  and  the 

Prince  had  met  in  the  Pardsy  and  perfbrmed  their 

Inter- 
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al.  Inlerview  and  mutual  Ceremonies,  the  Conde 
taking  ihe  Duke  inio  his  Coach  and  Mr.  Pertfr 
for  bis  Interpreter,  falling  into  a  Difcourfe  of  the 
,  Match,  he  faid  unto  ihe  Duke,  Lei  usdifpatch  this 
Match  out  of  Hand  and  ftiike  it  up  without  tlie 
Pspe.  The  Duke  aniwer'd.  He  liked  the  Manner 
very  well,  but  defired  to  underftmd  ihe  Means. 
Why  ?  rheMesns  (quoih  the  Conde)  is  very  eafy: 
It  is  but  the  Converfion  of  the  Prince,  which  we 
cannot  conceive  but  his  Highnefs  intends  upon  his 
Refolution  of  this  Journey.  His  Grace  anfwer'd 
fonhwiih,  That  with  Freedom  they  came  thither, 
and  with  Freedom  they  would  return  again  :  They 
Were  no  Jugglers,  neither  came  they  to  Spain  to 
make  new  Bargains  ;  the  Prince  wa;  fettled  in  his 
Ketigion,  his  Confcience  was  troubl-d  wi;h  no 
Scruple  in  that  Kind ;  if  they  ftrtick  any  more  on 
that  String  they  would  marr  the  H;irniony :  Then 
faid  the  Conde,  There  is  no  Way,  but  to  fend  to 
Reme  to  haften  the  Difpenfation:  To  the  which 
Motion  hisGraceailented,  faying,  The  fooner  they 
did  it,  the  better  it  was.' 

*  Whereupon  the  Conde  wrote  his  Letter  to 
the  Cardinal  LsdovUs,  the  Pope's  Nephew,  which 
bang  ftiew'd  to  t!;e  Duke,  fecm'd  to  him  to  be  ve- 
ry heavy  and  inelfeSual :  His  Grace  defiring  there- 
fore to  quicken  it  with  fuch  a  Poftfcript,  That  now 
ihe  Prince  being  arriv'd  muft  not  be  fent  bacfc 
without  his  Wife ;  that  Delay  to  a  Suitor  is  a  Kind 
of  Rcfufa! }  that  clogging  Inftruftions  would 
amount  to  a  Denial,  and  new  Conditions  to  an  ab- 
folute  Breach ;  the  Conde  fell  into  Choler,  and 
faid  dJreiSIy,  It  could  not  be  done.  {7hh  the  Princt 
affirmed  to  be  aSed  in  his  Pre/ence.]  Of  this  Car- 
nage of  the  Conde,  Sir  IVGlier  AJhn  made  a  doubt- 
ful, the  Earl  of  Brijial  a  more  benign  Conflruc- 
lion  ;  but  the  Duke  a  downright  Conclulion  that 
diefc  People  never  intended  either  Match  or  Refti- 
tution  ;  and  (b  wilh'd  his  Highnefs  fairly  at- Home 
again,  and  thus  the  Meflcnger  was  difpatch'd  to 
KBme* 

'By 
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*  By  ihisTime  you  muft  imagine  all  the  SfiewsAn.n.jw 
and  Ceremonies  for  ihe  Prince  his  EnterCainment  *^1« 
part  over,  and  wiihia  three  or  four  Days  after,  his 
Higjincfs  is  plac'd  lo  fee  his  Miftrcfs  in  her  PafTage 
through  the  Sireeis,  as  flie  made  her  Vifirs  from 
Church  J  but  unfalisfy'd  herewith,  and[weffingfor 
Acccfs.  he  was  delay'd  from  Day  to  Day,  although 
prorois'd  at  firft  to  have  it  within  the  Compafs  of 
two  Days.  In  the  mean  Time,  the  Duke  hearing 
that  it  was  refolv'd  in  Cour«;il,  that  this  Vifit 
ihould  be  put  off,  until  the  Return  of  the  Difpen- 
faiion,  he  afk'd  plainly  of  the  Conde,  If  ii  were 
[o  ?  who  confefs'd  as  much  in  effeiit,  and  gave  his 
Grace  this  Reafon  for  it,  'I'hat  much  Scandal  had 
already  been  taken  in  the  Court,  that  the  Prince 
was  permitted  to  have  fcen  thelnfanta  fo  publickly 
in  the  open  Streets,  and  that  the  Lady  ihould  be 
thus'divuIgM  and  profan'd.' 

*  The  Duke  reply'd.  He  {hould  have  done  well 
lo  have  dealt  freely  with  the  Prince,  and  to  have 
acquainted  him  with  to  much  before :  After  this, 
his  Highnefs  oblain'd  a  Vifit,  but  a  very  ftrange 
one,  and  fijch  a  Vifit  as  was  never  heard  of  before; 
hewas  not  fuffered  to  fpeak  to  her,  but  as  if  he  had 
been  upon  a  Stage;  his  Part  ready  conn'd,  and  no- 
thing elfe,  in  fo  many  Words  and  Syllabjes  as  ihey 
had  didlaied  the  fame  to  him.  Here  (he  Prince 
was  pleas'd  to  acquaint  us  with  ihe  Realbn  ihcy 
alledg'd  for  dealing  fo  meafuredly  and  fparjngly 
with  his  Highnet;  they  were  not  Aftrologers  to 
forefee  the  Event  of  this  Marriage ;  ihey  were  un- 
certain whether  it  Ihould  lake  Effefl  or  no,  and 
therefore  they  refolv'd  to  admit  him  as  a  Prince 
only,  but  not  as  a  Suitor.  This  Reafon  was  juflly 
diflik'd,  and  this  Courfe  much  fufpeflcd  by  his 
Highnefe,  as  himfelf  now  alledg'd,  yet  tiie  C<}nde 
falv'd  it  op  with  this  Complement,  That  it"  the  Di- 
fpcnfation  were  once  rcturn'd,  he  fliould  lie  with 
her  even  that  very  Night ;  nay,  have  her  he  fhould, 
upon  any  Terms,  if  he  could  not  be  qualified  lo 
enjoy  her  as  a  Wife,  yet  lie  ftould  have  her  as  a 
Miiliefit.' 

*  And 
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jix.  jmnetL  ^  And  now,  in  part,  to  entertain  the  Prince,  but 
i^»S»  principally  to  prevent  more  Vifits,  his  Highnefs  is 
carried  to  a  Country- Houfe,  caird  ^ranviez.  Here 
be  is  prefs'd  again  to  change  his  Religion,  but,  be* 
iog  deaf  and  averfe  to  fuch  a  Motion,  he  is  fet 
upon  by  the  G)nde,  to  this  EfFefl:,  Yet,  Sir,  be  a 
Friend  to  our  Religion :  To  the  which  his  High- 
neis  anfwer'd.  He  was  no  Enemy  lo  their  Religi- 
on nor  to  them  that^rofefs  it.  Soon  after,  riding 
in  a  Coach,  it  was  urg'd  again  by  the  Conde, 
That  the  Infanta  was  of  a  tender  Confcience,  and 
if  (be  (hould  come  into  England^  and  find  the 
Prince  an  Enemy  unto  her  Religion,  it  would 
quite  difliearten  her  i  his  Highnefs  was  therefore 
mov'd  to  promife  to  hear  the  Lady  fpeak  upon  that 
Theme;  to  this  his  Highnefe  willingly  confented, 
and  told  us  his  Reafon,  which  was  very  probable, 
becaufe,  his  Highnefs  was  as  like  to  convert  her,  as 
flie  was  to  pervert  him.  Not  long  after,  a  Confe* 
rence  with  fome  learned  Divines  is  pre6*d  upon  his 
Highnefe;  which  the  Prince  declined  for  thefe 
Reafons  :* 

Firji^  *  If  his  Highnefs  fliould  be  reported  in 
this  his  firft  Entrance  into  the  Theatre  of  the 
World,  to  be  fickle  in  his  Religion,  and  to  carry 
tbefe  Scruples  in  his  Confcience,  it  would  prove 
much  to  his  Diflionour  in  all  Parts  of  Chrijlendom! 

Secondly  f  '  Alt  ho'  his  Highnefs  (as  he  profeis'd) 
was  not  afraid  to  confer  with  any  Divines ;  yet,  if 
after  Difputation,  they  fhould  not  prevail  againft 
a  young  Man,  they  would  retnain  much  difgulted 
tnd  ill-aSeded  to  the  whole  Negotiation/ 

Lafth^  *  If  the  Infanta  did  pleafe  herfclf,  with 
any  imaginary  Hop6  of  converting  the  Prince,  this 
Bope  would  vanifh  away  for  the  Time  to  come, 
if  thisfolemn  Conference  prov'd  inefFedlual:  Yet 
0)e  Spaniards  were  never  ofF  from  this  Kind  of 
Importttnity,  but  fpent  therein  all  the  Interim  until 
tbe  Return  of  the  Difpenfation.' 

*  About  thisTime,  theCondein vited  the  Prince  to 
treat  of  .the  Terms  of  Friendfliip ;  which  his  High- 
liels  put  off  upon  this  ileafon :  Becaufe  the  emer- 
gen: 
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gent  Propotiiions  concerning  the  Reftitmion  of  iheAo. 
Paletivate  may  prove  a  Slay  and  Remora  to  the  haft- 
ening  of  ihe  Dirpenfation  and  the  fpe«ding  of  the 
Macch;  whereas,  wereit  once  fairly  concluded,  there 
■would  be  little  Doubt,  but  the  Reftitulion  would  be 
effefted ;  and  therefore  it  was,  as  his  Highnefs  told  us, 
that  the  Treaty  of  the  Reftitution  was  fet  afide  at 
this  Time,  though  ever  held  fit,  and  intended  to 
go  hand  in  hand  with  the  Treaty  of  Marriage.' 

'  Six  Weeks  after  the  Prince  his  Arrival,  arriv'd 
theDifpenfaiion;  which,  contrary  to  many  former 
Profeffions,  was  four  or  five  Daysconceal'd  from 
his  Highnels :  At  the  la(f,  the  Duke  having  Intel- 
ligence thereof  did  call  for  it,  and  fo  a  Committee 
is  appointed  so  treat  thereof,  and  the  Prince  at- 
tended the  Buiinefs  in  Pctfon;  but,  upon  the  firil 
Opening  of  Particulars,  the  ConJe  was  put  to 
School,  and  Ihew'd  himfelf  to  underftand  never  a 
Word  either  of  the  Match  or  of  the  Reftitution 
of  (he  Paktinate :  The  Articles  being  propounded 
to  the  Prince  his  Coniideraiion,  his  Highnefs  molt 
judicioully  refufed  to  treat,  unlcfs  he  might  have 
Aflurance  they  fhould  be  all  cleared  and  accommo- 
dated upon  the  Place,  without  lending  to  Rurnt  to 
zww-mould  them ;  becaufehis  Highnefs  undciltood 
from  Rome,  by  Mr.  Gage  his  Letter,  that  the 
Difpenfation  was  return'd  much  clogg'd  in  Matter  ' 
and  Manner ;  and,  efpecially,  with  that  annex'd 
new  Condition,  That  the  King  of  Spaiiii  before 
the  receiving  of  the  Difpenfation,  was  to  take  aa 
Oath  to  fee  all  the  Articles,  whereupon  the  Facul- 
ty was  iffued,  really  perform'd ;  or  elfe  to  make 
War,  in  cafe  of  any  Failure,  upon  the  King  of 
England:  A  very  odd  Conjurflion  with  Matters 
of  Alliance,  as  the  Prince  well  obferv'd.  His 
Highnefs  put  the  Qucflion  to  the  Committer 
Whether  their  King  could,  and  whether  he  would 
take  this  new-found  Oath  i  They  anfwer'd.  That 
the  afling  thereof  muft  wholly  depend  and  relate 
lo  the  Prince  his  facilitating,  here  in  England,  foin« 
Kicdof  Connivance  in  Matters  of  Religion;  Here- 
upoa 
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jytftx-jimesi.  upon  the  Prince  fignified  to  them  his  Refolu- 
»^J»  tion,  that  he  neither  could  nor  would  alter  any 
Thing  in  the  firft  Articles  fent  from  Englana^ 
en  which  the  Treaty  began. — And  here  the  Duke 
made  a  Remonftrance  unto  us.  That  if  any  Thing 
concerning  Religion  might  feem  to  be  added,  (for 
the  Prince  faid,  that  nothing  was  fo  added  indeed) 
wherewith  his  Majefty  was  not  formerly  acquaint- 
ed, that  it  was  not  the  Prince  nor  his  Grace's 
Fault;  Nay,  in  one  of  the  Articles  fought  by  the 
fcpi^  and  comprehended  in  the  Prince  his  private 
Piomife,  a  great  Conteftation  arofe  between  the 
Earl  of  Brifiol  and  the  Duke  ;  wherein  his  Grace 
iaid,  he  (hewed  himfelf  refolute,  which  the  Earl 
lerm'd  Opmonafire^  alledging.  That  the  Point  in 
Queftion  was  already  agreed  upon«  at  leaft,  in 
Intention,  between  the  two  Kings.  Thk  the  Duke 
deny*d,  and  was  fithence  juftified  in  his  Denial  by 
the  King's  Majefty/ 

*  And  now  the  Junfto  of  Divines  are  met  to* 
gether,  to  refblve  the  Cafe  of  Confcience  upon  that 
Preparation  and  Predifpofition  of  Things  and  Ani- 
ons, whether  their  King  might  fafely  take  the  Oath  ? 
At  this  his  Highnefs  enquired,  What  that  meant  ? 
But  Anfwer  was  made,  That  it  was  only  for 
Form  Sake,  and  fliould  not  delay  the  Bufinefi  the 
Length  of  one  Hour  j  as  the  Prince  was  pleas'd  to 
tell  us :  But  the  Truth  is,  this  Committee  was  the 
Conde's  Wheels,  wherewith  hefet  the  whole  Frame 
of  the  Buiinefs  backward  and  forward  at  his  own 
Pteafure/ 

•  By  this  Time,  the  Prince  hath  gone  thro'  all 
the  Articles  together  with  the  reft  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  leaving  three  undecided.  That  of  the 
Church ;  that  of  the  Nurfe ;  and  that  of  the  Edu- 
cation of  the  Children ;  v/hich  his  Highnefs  refer- 
ved  until  he  fhould  fpeak  with  the  King  himfelf; 
and  going  with  the  Conde  m  his  Coach,  he  ac- 
quainted him  with  his  Refolution  for  thofe  three 
Particulars;  which,  the  Conde  writing  down  in  a 
Pair  of  Tsilc-Books,  faid.  That  now  the  Bufmefi 

was 
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was  in  a  better  Way  than  ever :  It  was  a  Matchj|Aii.si.|uiMi' 
and,  without  more  ado,  (he  was  his  Wife/    .  *^3« 

'  Buti  the  very  next  Morning,  came  the  Mar- 
quis of  Mantes  Ckros  and  the  Conde  deG^ndamarei 
and  fpake  to  the  Prince  of  the  fame  Match,  as  of 
a  new  Thing ;  and  told  him  plainly.  That  unlefi 
his  Highnels  came  to  all  the  Conditions  of  the  Di- 
fpeniations,  as  they  were  fent  from  Romi,  clearly 
and  entirely,  nothing  would  be  done  i  for  they  had 
no  Power  to  remove  or  alter  fo  much  as  a  Word 
of  falfe  Latin :  Whereupon  his  Highnefi  was  juftly 
diftafted,  and  offered  to  break ;  for,  as  himfelf  told 
us,  this  was  the  firftTime  he  faw  clearly  they 
wanted  to  ju^le  with  him  ;  for  the  which  Altera- 
tion and  Change  of  Councils  all  the  Excufe  they 
offered  was  this.  That  they  were  Beafts,  and  blind> 
and  CQuld  not  read  their  own  Language/ 

•  The  Prince,  thus  refolvM  to  take  his  Leave,  thd 
Conde  ftays  him  with  a  double  Propofition ;  Either 
to  fend  to  Rome  io  have  the  Articles,  as  they  were 
agreed  upon,  confirmed  by  the  Conclave  i  ot  elfe  to 
fend  to  England^  that  the  King  our  Maffer  might 
be  drawn  unto  them.  Word  for  Word  j  as  they  came 
from  Rmnet  To  the  which  his  Highnefs  returned 
this  Anfwer,  That  he  accepted  of  both  Offers,  as 
in  due  Form  and  Manner ;  that  they  ihould  fend 
to  Rcme^  and  himfelf  would  repair  into  Englandi 
to  difpo&  hi3  Father  to  this  Efiedt,  and  to  facili- 
tate the  Negotiation.  And  here  the  Prince  declared 
his  Rcfolution  to  procure  either  a  fair  Breach  or  a 
ipeedy  Difpatch.  The  Conde,  finding  this  to  amount 
to  a  Breach,  thereupon  made  a  new  Propofi- 
tion, That  the  Prince  would  be  pleafed  to  ftay 
twenty  Days,  until  our  Mailer's  Anfwer  might  be 
bad  from  England* 

'  Here  the  Prince  told  us  how  the  Earl  of  Briftol 
had  faid  unto  bim«  That  this  was  but  a  mere  Punc- 
tilb  ;  and  that  he  received  it  from  very  good 
Hands  that  if  his  Highnefs  made  Shew  to  yield 
tnto  this  Propofition,  he  fhould  not  be  tied  there- 
unto;  bat  (faid  his  Highnefs)  when  I  had  once  de- 
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An.  SI.  jjmMl. '^'"'"'ne'^  f°  "^X'  ^  ne^ef  heard  more  of  ihePunc- 
1613.        [ilio,  bur  was  raft  bound  to  real  Performance.' 

*  Alier  ihis  the  Conde  and  the  Earl  defir'd  [he 
Prince  to  fpcak  no  more  of  his  Return  in  this  Sortj 
for  if  he  did,  they  would  quarrel  with  it  as  amount- 
ing to  a  kind  of  Menace  or  Threat ;  whereupon 
ihc  Duke  anfwered,  That  this  they  could  not  do, 
becaufe  the  Prince  bare  himfelf  as  too  well  fatisfied 
with  the  Journey,  and  no  way  diftailed  at  all  with 
any  Occurrences  in  Spain ;  but  troubled  only  with 
that  closing  of  Articles  which  happen'd  in  Romt. 
But  the  Earl  of  Brijiol  replied,  That  he  knew  from 
good  Hands,  that  ifhisHighnefsftay'd,  ihey  would 
prefeniiy  fail  to  Bufinefs,  The  Prince  then  refolv'd 
to  ftay,  upon  Condition,  thai  Sir  Francis  Cotlinglan 
might  be  difpaich'd  away  within  tvo  Days;  and 
a  Courier  might  overtake  him  with  the  Articles 

.  that  ihould  be  fent  after,  as  foon  as  ever  they  could 
be  made  ready,  which  his  Highnefs  well  hoped 
might  have  faetn  the  very  next  Day  ;  his  Highnefs 
took  Care  hereby,  left  the  Health  of  his  Secretary, 
upon  whom  the  Difpatch  of  the  Bulinefs  wholly 
depended,  might  be  impair'd  with  any  extraordi- 
nary Riding:  This  Condition  of  his  Highnefs,  al- 
though the  Conde  (to  gain  more  Time)  much  op- 
pos'd,  and  would  have  Sir  Francis  (lay'd  there  un- 
til! the  Articles  fhould  be  perfeiftly  digeftedj  yet, 
by  the  Prince's  fix'd  and  conftant  Refoluiion,  the 
Contrary  was  at  the  lad  obiain'd.  And  now  the 
Articles  are  laid  upon  the  Anvil  again,  and  the 
two  Days  of  thcirHammeringlpunout  to  twenty, 
at  the  End  whereof  they  brought  them  in  with  new 
Additions  and  Alterations,  hoping  that  his  High- 
nefs, through  Hafte  or  Unadvifednefs,  would  (hut 
his  Eyes,  and  fup  them  up  without  more  ado. 
But  lire  Prince  read  them,  found  out  the  Altera- 
tions, and  upbraided  them  with  the  Praflice ;  and 
when  they  excufed  themfelves,  as  ignorant  of  the 
Form,  the  Prince  offer'd  to  help  them  with  a  Pre- 
cedent, viz.' 

*  That  taking  the  Oath  ufed  in  the  Marriage- 
Twaty  between  King  Philip  and  Queen  Mary^ 

aoi 
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and  adding  to  it  each  Article  agreed  upon,  theyAii.it.  jameir. 
might  draw  it  up  accordingly ;  whereupon  they  i^3* 
fnatch'd  the  Paper  out  of  the  Prince's  Hand,  as  re- 
folir'd  to  purfue  this  Diredion  ;  but,  a  Sevennight 
after,  brought  them  back  again,  as  raw  and  unto- 
ward as  ever  they  were,  fo  as  the  Prince  was  fain 
to  take  them  in  Hand  himfelf ;  who,  by  the  Mi* 
tuftry  of  the  Earl  of  Briftol^  framed  them  up  in  a 
few  Hours,  to  the  full  Approbation  of  all  the  Com* 

Sittee  ;  but  (as  the  Duke  obferv'd)  it  was  not  the 
ifpatch  of  the  Bufinefs,  but  the  Approach  of  the 
Heats,  and^  confequently,  the  Stay  of  the  Prince, 
t¥bicb  was  the  principal  Objeft  of  the  Spani/b 
Counfellors*' 

The  Ardcles  being  at  the  laft  fent  into  England^ 
the  JunAo  of  Divines  deli vered  their  Opinions,  that 
the  Infarita  could  not  be  fent  over  before  the  Spring 
enfuing.:  But  the  Prince  remembering  a  former 
Promife,  that  the  Jun£to  fhould  not  retard  his  Ne- 
gotiation for  one  Hour,  refolvM  once  more  to 
mak  the  Treaty  upon  this  Occafion.  This  put 
the  Conde  to  his  Invention  again,  and  caus'd  him 
to  make  to  the  Duke  and  Sir  Walter  Aftm^  ano- 
ther Propofition ;  That  if  the  Prince  would  ftay  till 
their  Ambafladors  (hould  cenify  out  of  England^ 
that  the  Articles  were  aflented  to  by  our  King, 
and  put  in  Execution ;  then  the  Lady  (hould  go 
Over  with  his  Highneis,  this  Vote  of  the  Divines 
notwitbftanding.  His  Grace  anfwer'd  to  this  Pro- 
pofition, ThsCt  it  was  yet  worfe  in  Subftance  than 
the  other,',  fdt  the  Ambafladb/:  may  be  finifterly 
afie^ted  ;  befides,  it  was  a  BuHnefs  of  no  fmall  Im- 
portance to  coiinive  at  fo  many  Laws  as  were 
|)ointed  at  in  the  Articles ;  many  Occafionsof  Com- 
plaint might  intervene  hereupon,  in  the  large 
Ciixniit  of  Englandy  Scotlarid  and  Ireland ;  the  Am- 
bafladors might  take  a  falfe  Alarm  thereby,  and 
fetum  their  Certificate  accordingly;  and  fo  the 
knee's  Stay  fhould  be  fruftrated  and  made  of  no 
iSeSt.  Then  the  Conde  defired  the  Duke  to  go  in 
Vnto  tiie  Commiffioners,  who  were  fitting  hard 
Iry^  and  to  aik  them  their  Opinions,  how  the  Dif- 

C  z  ficuhies 
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Aa.at.]u)iHl.ficukics  might  be  facilitated;  the  Duke  replied, 
i6ij.  That  he  knew  it  was  but  Joft  Labour  to  go  from 
him,  the  proper  Oracle,  to  thefe  Commiflioners 
for  [he  Aflbyiing  of  that  Riddle ;  yet  the  Condc 
prefftd  his  Grace  to  do  ib  j  and  the  Duke  ftepptng 
forwards,  towards  the  Committee  Chamber,  was 
called  back  by  the  Cuude,  and  defired  to  put  the 
Qyeftionafter  this  Manner:  What  Requital  or  Saiis- 
fadion  fliall  the  King  eif  ^ain  return  tor  the  Favour 
ihe  Prince  had  done  him  by  undertaking  this  Jour- 
ney? To  which  his  Grace  replied.  That  now  the 
Queftion  was  varied,  and  the  State  of  it  aliei'd ; 
Yet  (q'Jolh  the  Conde)  for  my  Sake,  make  your  firft 
Approach  upon  them  with  this  Queftion.  The 
Duke  to  fatisfy  the  Conde,  went  in  unto  them, 
who  wonder'd  much  to  fee  him ;  he  told  them, 
lie  came  by  the  Perfualion  of  ihe  Conde,  to  pro- 
pound this  Queftion  to  them,  What  Requital  or 
Saiisfailion,  ts'c' 

*  They look'doneupon another;  and,iniheEnd, 
one  of  them  gave  him  Anfwer,  That  he  ftiould  re- 
turn to  the  Conde,  and  take  from  him  Saiisfaflion 
:ohis  Queftion.' 

'  And  fo  the  Duke  went  back  to  the  Cotide, 
who  prefenily  required  what  Anfwer  he  had  lecei- 
yed  }  the  Duk;  told  him,  Such  a  one  as  be  expeft- 
ed,  and  if  they  had  given  him  any  other,  they  had 
not  fo  well  deferved  thai  great  Truft  and  Employ- 
nienimtheState,whichiheKinghadmoft  prudently 
impos'd  upon  them.  Why,  quoth  the  Conde,  What 
was  their  Anfwer  \  Surely,  laid  the  Dufce,  to  hold 
you  no  longer,  it  was  this,  That  I  Ihould  return 
back  again  to  you  to  know  it.  Withihat,  the  Conde 
lapp'd  with  his  StafF,  and,  calling  in  the  Chancel- 
lors, he  ("pake  unto  them  in  fuch  a  perplexed  Stile, 
as  though  he  would  have  tlicm  underlland  his 
^  gleaning  (but  yet  for  fear  the  Duke  Ibould  do  fo 
loo)  by  any  Thing  rather  than  by  his  Words.  At 
jhelaft,  the  BiQiopofS^irw'aaniwcr'd  his  Grace  to 
^Jhis  Effcft,  He  had  heard  fomewhat  of  the  EftaJe 
of  our  Kingdom,  and  had  receiv'd  it  from  good 
'HandE,  That  our  King  could  not  make  a  Tolera- 
tion 
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tion  without  a  Rebellion;  and  heeafily  beiiev'd  it,Aa.i 
becaufe  the  King  of  Spain  is  noi  able  in  his  Domi- 
nions to  efFedt  the  like  Enterprize,  without  incur- 
ring the  like  Danger ;  and  therefore  concluded  it 
was  unfafe  to  fend  the  Lady  thiiher  at  this  Time; 
becaufe  we  having  granted  as  much,  in  efFeft,  as 
a  Toleration,  it  was  very  probable  fhe  (hould  be 
welcomed  with  a  Rifing  and  Rebellion.  To  the 
which  the  Duke  replied.  That  if  the  Favours, 
which  the  King  his  Mafter  hai!  extended  to  his 
Catholics,  at  the  Mediation  of  that  King  and  the 
Advice  of  thai  very  Commitiee,  beof  fo  dangerous 
a  Conlequence,  ii  fecmed  iheir  Lordfhips,  who 
gave  their  Advice  for  ihe  Articles,  then  knew  they 
portended  Rebellion.  But  you  muft  know  (quoth 
the  Duke)  that  if  his  Highnefs  had  been  of  my 
Lord  Biriiop's  Opinion,  that  thofe  Connivances 
liad  amounted  to  a  Toleration,  he  had  never  ac- 
cepted of  ibefe  Articles  to  have  gained  any  Alli- 
ance in  the  whole  World ;  This  was  but  a  temporary 
Sufpenfion  of  penal  Laws,  but  no  Toleration ; 
which  was  never  offered  to  beihruftupon  the  State 
of  England,  but  by  Confent  of  Parliament.  Then 
they  all  look'd  wifhfully  at  Gundamon,  as  the  Sur- 
veyor General  oi  England,  and  Author  of  thai  In- 
telligence i  fo  that,  being  eyed  by  them  all,  and  in 
a  Manner  pointed  out,  be  faid,  I  mull  confefs,  the 
King  of  England  is  a  very  learned  King,  hath  go- 
vern'd  locg,  and  is  very  rich  in  the  Hearts  of  his 
Subjefts ;  yel  do  I  not  hold  it  fitting  to  fend  the 
Infanta  thither  before  the  Ariicles  be  perfedlly  put 
in  Execution ;  nay.  Sir,  yoc  know  very  well, 
that  I  have  formerly  dealt  very  plainly  and  freely 
herein  with  the  King  of  Gyeat  Britain.  To  this  the 
Duke  replied.  That  now  he  had  provok'd  him  very 
far,  for  he  had  been  acquainted  with  the  Treaty 
fram  the  Beginning,  and  never  yet  heard  a  Word 
fall  to  that  Purpofe  )  nay,  on  the  contrary  Side,  the 
Cbnde  de  Guadamort  ofter'd  to  our  King  the 
Daughter  of  Spain,  and  begg'd  this  Alliance  merely 
for  the  Alliance  Sake,  without  any  Prejudict  to 
the  ptcfenl  Government,  or  the  Religion  ellablifli'd. 
C  3  An4 
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Aa.s>.j3iMi],And  that  when  we  objefled  the  DiMvaniage  of 
i6»3-  Ireaiing  wiih  the  Catholic  King,  beCiure  of  that 
back  Door,  ro  flip  in  and  out  at,  at  his  Pleafure, 
(to  wit)  ihePii/if's  Confittoryj  Gi/nisffwre  replied, 
The  Pope  durft  not  but  difpenfe  with  this  Match, 
if  Spain  (o  required ;  and,  for  Proof,  alledged  di- 
vers Inftances  of  Bufinefs  refolv'd  in  Spain,  though 
difliked  by  thePiji^i  to  which  notwithftanding  his 
Holmefs  gave  his  Confent  for  mere  Fear  left 
his  Aflentfliould  not  be  expefled  or  required.  The 
Conde  de  Gundamore  took  this  very  offenfiveiy  a: 
the  Duke's  Hands,  to  be  told  of  thofe  Stories  ia 
Spain,  which  he  had  provided  for  the  Meridian  of 
England ;  and  did  his  Grace  no  good  Offices  from 
that  Time  forward,  which  the  Duke  little  regard- 
ed ;  yet  one  of  his  Requitals  is  very  memorable, 
that  at  the  very  famelnftant,  he  infus'd  inio  the 
Prince's  Highnefc  that  the  Dake  was  in  Heart  (as 
he  faid  all  his  Kindred  were)  a  Roman  Catholic  i 
and,  to  a  Jefuit  of  great  Account  and  Zeal  in  thofe 
Paris,  that  he  was  a  moft  obftinate,  perverfe  and 
refraflory  Puritan,  which  bred  his  Grace  much 
llatted  among  the  Zealots  in  thofe  Parts.' 

'  AbouE  this  Time  it  was  reported,  that  his 
Highnefs  made  fome  Provifion  to  ftca!  out  of  the 
Country  fecretly ;  and  it  is  very  true  that  Ways 
were  laid  to  intercept  him,  and  in  fuch  a  Cafe  to 
detain  him  openly  and  avowedly  as  a  Prifoner. 
Hereupon,  my  Lord  Duke  was  fent  unto  them  with 
this  brape  Remonftrance,  That  altho'  they  had 
ftolen  thiiher  out  of  Love,  they  would  never  Ilea! 
from  thejice  out  of  Fear;  and,  however,  others 
were  guihy  ot  thinking,  they  two  (hould  never  be 
guilty  of  taking  (b  poor  and  unworthy  a  Courfe.' 

'  And  the  Prince  making  about  that  Time  a 
Difpatch  unro  Jth?  Father,  fent  unto  him  this  Mef- 
fage,  by  Mr  Graymti.  That  if  his  Majefty  fhould 
receive  any  Adver  ifement  that  he  was  detained  by 
thai  Stiite  MS  a  Prifoner,  he  would  be  pleas'd,  for 
his  Sake,  never  to  think  upon  him  any  longer  as  ^ 
Son  i  but  (ortfledt,  with  all  his  Royal  Thought^ 
upon  the  Good  of  his  Sifter,  and  the  Safety  of  hi? 
King-_ 
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Kingdom;   neverthelefs,   ihe  Prince  commanded ao.u 
'   Craymesnot  fo  deliver  this  Mellage,  unlefs  lie  heard        " 
that  his  HighneJs  was  there  deiain'd.' 

*  And  thus  fjr  extended  the  Jeiond  Part  of  the 
Narfative,  The  Tienty  of  the  Match,  as  it 
fiood  fevered  and  divided.' 

I  HI.  ^tbt  Treaty  eftke  Match  and  Restitu- 
tion reciprocally  fubordinated. 

•  When  the  Prince  had  refus'd  the  former  Pro- 
I   [lofiiion  oi  ihe  Coode,  to  expeii  the  Certificate 

from  the  Spanip)  Ambafladors,  and  was  rcfolv'd  to 
ftay  no  longer  ;  the  Conde  betakes  himielf  to  his 
laft  Anchor,  and  offer'd  to  his  Highnefs,  in  cafe 
lie  would  accept  of  [he  Time  of  the  Infanta's  going 
at  the  Spring,  inablankPaper  Co  fet  down  hisown 
Condtiions  for  the  Reftituiion  of  the  Palatinate. 
To  this  his  Highnefs  began  to  liften,  as  well  re- 
membering his  Father's  Commandment  laid  u[>on 
hira  at  his  Departure,  that,  together  with  his  AlU- 
apce,  he  Oiould  endeavour  to  the  uimoft  of  his 
Power,  the  Peace  of  Chrijicfidsm ;  he  therefore  fent 
the  Duke  and  Sir  Walter  Ajhn  to  the  Conde,  to 
know  whether  he  meant  fcrioufiy  and  really  in  this 
Offer.' 

'  The  Conde  avow'd  that  he  did  ;  and  tliat  this 
was  the  only  Way  now  left  to  gain  the  Palat'matt 
by  Way  of  Treaty,  otherwife  the  King  our  Ma- 
fler  muft  re-conquer  it  with  Arras  if  he  will  have 
it.  This  being  juftiiied  to  the  Prince,  by  the  Duke 
lod  the  Interpreter,  (whom,  in  every  Employ- 
ment, the  Duke  brought  (till  to  the  Prince  for  the 
Wimels  of  his  Negotiation)  his  Highnefs,  to  pre- 
vent the  further  Shedding  of  Chriftian  Blood, 
yielded  to  the  Propofition  for  his  Stay.' 

'  Here  it  is  fit  to  obferve  this  Paffage,  which  is 
the  Thing  upon  which  all  his  Highnefs's  fubfequent 
Aflions  are  turned  and  moved :  He  had  never  (laid 
a  Se'nnight  longer  in  Spaing  he  had  never  left  any 
Proxy  with  the  Eaii  of  Briflol,  he  liad  never  takeiv 
iUiy  Oathat  ihc  Efiurial,  or  fo  mr.ch  as  ever  written 
a  Let:- 
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An*  %j.  jamei  I.  St  Letter  of  Compliment  to  the  Irady ;  but  that  he 
i^^l*  had  ftill  before  his  Eyes  as  his  Land-Mark,  the  Pro« 
mife  made  by  the  Conde  for  the  Reftitution  of  the 
Palatinate^  -This  one  Obfervation  will  ferve  as  a 
Tpf chy  ^  caft  not  only  a  Light,  but  a  Luftre, 
upon  all  Ub  fubfequent  Adlions/ 

*  At  this  Stay  of  the  Prince's,  there  appeared  ge- 
jxeralhr  in  the  Court,  great  Alacrity,  fuch  Carelfes 
and  ExpreiSons  of  Joy,  as  the  Duke.profefTed  he 
never  faw  the  like/ 

^  His  Grace  laying  hold  upon  this  good  Humour^ 
thought  it  beft  llriking  when  the  Iron  was  hot ;  and 
begun  to  caft  about  how  to  (horten  thefe  Months, 

vond  to  haften  the  Delivery  of  the  Lady.  He  pre* 
iented  unto  the  Conde,  how  his  Mafter  was  now 

.  in  Years,  the  Prince  was  his  only  Son,  and  he 
longM  to  fee  Iflue  by  him.  That  his  Hightilfi 
wouldXuffer  much  in. bis  Honour  and  Reputation, 
to  return  Home  without  his  Wife;  that  the  In- 
fanta coming  in  his  Company  would  open  to  her  t 
y^ide Paffage  into  the  Heartsand  Aflfeftions  of  tH 
the  People ;  that  this  would  kiU,  in  the  very  Rdo^ 
the  Pradlices  of  other  Princes  to  divert  this  Alft* 
ance ;  and  iaftly,  this  would  ^ut  dh  eternal  Obii'^ 
gation  upon  the  Duke  him&lf^  and  a  glorious 
Luftre  and  Repute  upon  his  prefeni  Journey  and 
Jlmplayment.* 

*  The  Conde  faid  hereupon,  That  he  was  he- 
witch'd  with  thefe  Reafons,  and  aflur'd  the  Duke  bi^ 
Motions  (hould  uke  Eifedl,  only  the  Prince  muft 
not  be  acquainted  therewith;  but  himfelf  would 
fuddenly  prepare  for  the  Voyage,  and  would  needs 
have  the  Prince  name  a  Day  for  his  Departure^ 
which  accordingly  was  defign'd  and  appointed.* 

'  This  News  either  came  indeed,  or  was  pre- 
tended to  have  conic,  to  the  Infanta.  She  is  fup* 
pos'd  to  take  it  exceedingly  ill ;  and  the  Condefla 
6'OlivareSy  who  hath  theCareof  bar  Education,  fent 
Vnto  the  Prince,  that  it  became  him  not  to  forfakc 
;he  Company  of  fuch  a  Lady,  for  the  gaining  of  a 
poor  Circumftanc^  gf  Time,  after  fo  many  and 
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ibextraordinary  ExpfciTions  of  Love  and  Affection  iAa.ai-Jami 
and  upon  her  Alliirance  that  no  Advantage  ftiould  be  '6*1- 
taken  of  that  Promife,  prevail'd  on  his  Highncls 
to  return  this  Comiiliment,  that  rather  than  give  her 
Highnefs  any  Difgult,  he  would  ftay  for  her  reven 
Years.  The  Conde  (who  winked  thro'  his  Fingers 
at  thcfc  Aflionsof  his  Wife)  being  prcfs'd  to  prepare 
for  the  Infanta's  going  (according  to  that  Enchant- 
ment the  Duke  had  caft  upon  him)  burft  out  into 
Oatlis;  and  demanded,  If  they  ihoughthehadno- 
tfaing  elfe  to  do  with  his  Matter's  Money,  but  to 
throw  it  out  of  the  Windows  in  this  kind:  And 
when  t'ne  Prince  replied  again.  That  if  he  were  fo 
careful  a  Steward  for  his  Matter,  his  Highnela 
bioifelf  would  defray  the  Preparations;  be  refufed 
thcOfter,  and  faid,  his  Matter  expeded  no  fuch 
Supplies.  By  tiiis  Time  Sir  Fmncis  Coitinglsn  ar- 
riv'd  with  all  Things  pcrfefled  by  the  King,  and 
Letters  of  good  Satiifadion  from  the  AmbaiVadors, 
and  a  Command  from  our  King  unto  his  Highnels, 
to  make  his  Return  within  one  Month  after  the 
Reception  of  thefe  Letters.  When  the  Prince  ex- 
pe£ted  to  have  found  tbem  wrapt  in  an  Extafy  of 
Joy,  they  were  in  muchDiforder  at  the  Hearing  of 
the  News ;  and  infinitely  troubled  that  his  Majefty 
had  fo  well  and  fo  quietly  overcome  fo  many  Par- 
ticulars, Here  theDuke  made  his  Annotation,  That 
}»  did  rot  pofitively  affirm  they  meant  to  have 
bred  any  Stirs  in  England;  but  this  he  well  remem- 
bered, that  when  the  Prince,  to  difpute  them  out 
of  their  unrcafonable  Demands  in  Matters  of  Reli- 
gjon,  objefledagainft  tbem,  thisDangeiof  Rebel- 
lion, Ihey  replied  again,  That  if  he  fear'd  any 
fucb  Thing,  he  fliould  i>e  wailed  upon  into  Eng- 
land with  a  good  and  ftrong  Army  to  decide  all 
Controverfies  m  Religion:  A  Courtely.as  the  Lord 
Keeper  ohferv'd  in  reporting  the  fame,  better  un- 
derftood  in  Alikn,  Naples,  and  Germany,  than 
hitherto  {God  be  ihank'd)  in  ihis  liiand  i  but  the 
Prince  told  us  his  own  Anfwer  to  this  Compliment 
df  theirs  was,  That  the  Remedy  was  worfc  ihan 
"    DifeaTe.' 

'  Yet

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>i.  JwKiL     '  Yet  all  this  while  there  was  no  Preparation 

ifi»j.        made  by  the  Conde,  not  fo  much  as  for  the  Prince's 

Journey  ;  which  his  Hi^hnefs  faid,  was  therefore 

deferr'd  in  Hopes  to  have  made  him  faft  and  be- 

iroihed  before  his  Departure.' 

'  Upon  the  Certificate  of  the  AmbalTadors 
brought  by  Sir  Francii  Cottington,  the  Duke  pref- 
fed  ihe  Conde  with  his  former  Promife  to  deliver 
the  Lady  now,  the  Condition  being  petform'd; 
The  Conde  told  him,  TheTimewaspaft;  and  tho' 
his  Grace  offer'd  to  tarry  the  very  Brim  of  Winter 
for  her  Company,  yet  was  the  Motion  flighted, 
and  the  Duke  delir'd  to  trouble  bimfelf  no  more 
with  any  Thoughts  to  that  Purpofe.'  i^ 

*  About  this  Time  the  Conde  renew'd  Urn 
Treaty  for  the  Reftiiution  of  the  Palatinate ;  fajr? 
ing.  The  Lady  Ihould  by  no  Means  go  into  Eng' 
had  before  that  Bufmefs  was  accommodated  :  And 
after  Conference  with  the  German  Ambafil-.dors, 
there  was  projefted  a  Reftitution  of  the  Land  to 
the  Son,  upon  Condition  of  a  Marriage  with  the 
Emperor's  Daughter,  which  the  Prince  did  not 
diflike;  but  ihere  was  added  wiibal,  another  Con- 
dition, that  his  Son  fliould  be  bred  in  the  Empe- 
ror's Court,  which  his  Highnefs  utterly  rejefled.' 

*  As  Concerning  the  Prince  Palatine  himfelf,  he 
mull,  like  Cain,  have  a  Mark  cf  Infamy  upon  his 
Perfon  ;  and,  for  his  Eledoraie,  it  was  a  Thing 
ill  Nuinias,  which  hung  in  the  Air,  and  altogether 
beyond  their  Resch  and  Power  ;  nor  would  they 
by  any  Means  undertake  the  fame.'  . 

'  Then  the  Prince  demanding  of  the  Condqj, 
Whether,  in  c'lfe  ihe  Emperor  prov'd  rcfraftory^j 
the  King,  his Mafter,. would  aflift  him  with  Arm^^ 
10  reduce  him  io  reafonable  Terms  f '  \  ' 

'  The  Conde anfwered negatively;  becaufe  tb^r* 
had  a  Maxim  of  State,  That  the  King  of  Spt^ 
mufi  never  fight  againft  the  Emperor." 

'  He  had,  indeed,  (lor  it  was  not  to  be  denied) 
dealt  very  ill  wi:h  rhem  in  this  Particular;  but  tf 
befhould  beat  and  buSet  them,  tl<ey  would  not 
promife  to  employ  their  Forces  againft  the  Haifa 
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of  yfuftria.  Hereupon  his  Highnefs  made  his  Pro-  An.  ai.  ]mti  l. 
teftalion  to  the  Condc,  Look  to  it,  Sir,  for  if  you  '^*^' 
bold  yourfelf  to  that,  there  is  an  End  of  all  j  for, 
without  ihis,  you  may  not  rely  upon  either  Mar- 
liageorFriendiTjip  ;  for  I  mufl,  as  I  am  required, 
return  to  my  Father,  and  acquaint  him  with  your 
Refolution  in  this  Point.  Look  for  neither  Mar- 
riage nor  Frieiidthip  without  Reftitution  of  the  Pa- 
iatinate.' 

*  Yet  was  not  the  Earl  of  Brijiol  (o  abfolutely 
perfuaded  of  the  Prince's  Refolution ;  for  he  offer- 
ed (as  was  related  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons)  to 
lay  with  him  a  Ring  worth  looo  I.  that  for  all  his 
Father's  Letters,  his  Highnefs  would  keep  his 
Cbriftmas  at  Madrid  -,  which  Wager  the  Prince 
iaid  with  him,  and  gave  away  his  Ring  before  his 
Face.* 

*  About  the  Time  it  was  concluded  that  the 
Inf^ta  fhould  not  come  away  with  the  Prince,  the 
Duke  took  occafion  to  open  his  Mind  with  fomc 
Freedom  to  the  Conde  d'Oihares .-  He  had  put 
him  in  mind  how  he  had  formerly  told  his  Grace, 
That  they  in  Spain  could  Ao  with  the  Pope  whan 
they  would;  and  that  his  HotJnefs  never  aflented 
to  the  Difpenfation,  until!  they  had  faid  il  was 
full  Time,  and  had  given  him  his  proper  Cue : 
And  that  the  Conde  wai  the  Caufe  of  calling  the 
Junflo  of  Divines ;  which  the  Conde  confef- 
fed,  faying,  That  the  Devil  bad  put  it  into  his 
Head  fo  to  do.  Alfo  that  the  Conde  had  offered  to 
bis  Grace  the  preftnt  conrfuiUng  of  the  Lady,  fo 
IS  he  would  but  endanger  hi.s  Snul  for  the  Favour, 
and  turn  Rom^n  Catholic.  To  all  this  the  Conde 
made  Anfwer,  That  there  were  but  three  Ways  to 
wade  thro' this  Bufmeis ;  whereof  two  weregood, 
the  third  an  ill  one :  The  tirft  eood  one  was  the 
Converfion  of  the  Princr,  which  now  he  found 
was  abfoi'jiely  impollible :  The  fecond  good 
Way  was,  thai  a'!  they  were  oblig'^d  by  the  Piince's 
free  coming  intLi  Spein,  fo  they,  with  the  like  Free- 
dom, to  dehver  up  the  Infanta  ntohrsHiinds,  trutt- 
inghim  without  further  Condition:  And  the  third 

Way, 
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An.»».jimesl.  Way,  which  be  faid  was  a  very  ill  one,  was  i» 
»6»3'  wrap  him  and  fwadle  him  up,  as  hard  as  they  could, 
with  nice  Articles  and  ftriit  Conditions.  Where- 
upon the  Duke  replied,  ihey  had  made  MtdiS(^^ 
Choice  ;  difcovercd  the  bert,  and  chofen  the  woift 
of  all  the  Wiys.  The  Conde  replied  again,  That 
if  be  were  a  Counfellor  ai  lai^e,  he  would  advife 
the  King  to  commit  the  Infania  unto  his  Highnefs 
freely  andabfoluiely,  without  Conditions:  So  would 
he  do,  if  he  were  King ;  and,  as  he  was,  he  would 
do  fo,  if  the  King  was  thirty  Years  of  Age  j  but, 
being  a  Favourite,  to  anfwcr  the  Adtions  of  a  mi- 
nor King,  (altho'  he  cannot  deny  but  it  lies  in  his 
Power)  yec  he  refolved,  the  Infanta  (hall  not  go 
along  with  his  Highnefs,  but  upon  thefe  Con- 
ditions,' 

*  Thus,  by  this  Time,  the  braveft  Prince  in  £«- 
n^t  is  grown  cheap  and  vuigir  in  ihe  Court  of 
Spain,  fo  as  they  fearce  beftow  a  Vifit  on  him  j  and 
the  Conde  came  very  feldom  at  bim,  pretending, 
for  a  Reafon,  that  his  Highnefs  looked  but  heavily 
en  him.  In  fine,  the  Duke  was  fain  to  negotiata 
the  Condefla,  lo  procure  her  Lord  to  vouchfafe, 
now  and  then,  to  look  upon  his  Highnefs.' 

'  About  this  Place  the  Duke  declared  to  uS  J)ow, 
in  the  Fla(hings  and  Lightnings  in  the  Conde's  Fa- 
vour towards  him,  thele  two  Letters  came  tO  be 
produced,  which  are  to  be  read  by  and  by.  The 
Conde,  when  in  the  good  Humour,  lold  his  Grace, 
That  now  certainly  it  was  to  be  a  Match,  and  that 
the  Devil  could  not  break  it.  The  Duke  replied, 
he  thought  fo  lou ;  and  that  the  Match  had  need  be 
firm,  which  had  been  fevcn  Yeats  in  foldering.' 

'  The  Conde  denied  it,  and  faid  plainly,  it  had 
not  been  really  intended  fcven  Months.  The 
Duke  rejoined.  That  if  he  were  Cure  of  that,  he 
could  ingratiate  himfelf  very  much  with  his  Ma.- 
fter,  and  receive  many  Thanks  for  his  Journey  and 
Employment;  it  he  could  make  it  appear  to  ibtf 
King,  that  the  Marriage  was  the  Produce  of  thift 
Negotiation  only.  Then  faid  the  Conde,  I  will 
fetch  that  out  of  my  De&  tbac  (hall  allure  yoa 
thereof  j 
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thereof ;  and  fo  produced  liiefe  two  Letters :  The  An.i 
Srft  was  written  with  the  King  of  Spaitt's  own 
Hand  j  then  read  over  five  or  fix  Times,  and  the 
Subftance  collefled  in  their  Memory,  by  (he  Prince 
and  ^a  lyatur  Ajlavt  (the  Duke  having  promiied 
it  fliould  not  be  copied,  and  indeed  the  Time  noE 
permiding  to  do  it)  and,  by  and  by,  after  fet  down 
mWritJngi  if werememberwhowereiheNoiaries, 
we  need  not  doubt  but  it  isauthencically  taken.  The 
fecond  Letter  is  ttanflated  by  the  Prince  himfelf/

rHE  JSng,  my  Father^  declared  at  his  Death, 
that  his  Intent  never  was  ia  marry  my  Sijler,  the 
Infanta  Donna  Maria,  with  the  Prince  of  Wales ;

treated  ibit  Match  ever  with  Initntion  to  delay  it ;

thaht  League,  (as  you  certainly  will)  yeur  Maje/ly 
tuillfind  yourfeff  brought  into  a  War  again/}  the  King 
9/  England,  and  your  Si/ler  married  with  hit  Son ; 
with  the  vjhich  all  whatfievtr  Reafons  of  Conveni- 
ence, that  were  thought  upon  with  this  Marriagty 
do  tta^.  If  your  Majejiy  /hall  /hew  ymrfelf  neu- 
tral, {as  it  may  be  fome  will  propound)  that  will  give 
taufe  of  very  great  Scandal ;  and  with  jufl  Rea/ott^ 
fince,  in  Matters  of  lefs  Oppofition,  then  of  Catho- 
lics again/l  Heretics,  the  Arms  of  this  Crown  have 
taken  the  godly  againfi  the  convenient  Party :  And,

I'ime^,     The  Emperor  is  now  in  the  Dyet,  and  the 

^ranflation  is  to  be,  made  in  it. 

The  Propofition  in  this  EJtate  is  by  confidering  the 
'  Means  for  a  Conference,  which  your  Majefifs  Mi- 
nijiers  will  do  with  their  Capacity,  Zeal,  and  Wif- 
dom  ;  and  it  is  certain  they  will  have  enough  to  do 
with  it  all:.

HisOrderfor  the  preftnt  was,  That  if  a 
i6ij,  Confirmation  came  Irom  Rome,  clear  and  entire, 
which  it  did  not,  then  within  fo  many  Days  )ie 
fhould  dehver  it  to  the  King  ot'  Spain.  A  fecond 
Direflion  was  fenc  unto  him  by  a  Letter,  which  his 
Highnels  fent  unto  him  between  his  Dtpanure  from 
the  Efiurial  and  his  Coming  to  the  Sea  Side,  to 
this  Effefli  That  for  fear  a  Monaflry  fliould  rob 
him  of  his  Wife,  he  fhould  ftay  the  Delivery  of 
the  Powers uniill  that  Doubt  was  clear'd ;  and  that 
his  Highnefs  fhould  fend  him,  in  the  Premifles,  fome 
further  Direction,' 

'  Here,  becaufe  my  Lord  of  Briflot^  in  his  Let- 
ter of  the  firft  of  Novembir,  1 623.  (which  follows 
anon  in  this  Dilcourie)  doth  prefs  lo  vehemently 
ihe  Prince's  Faith  not  to  retradl  his  Proxy;  and 
ihiX  Sirica,  the  Secretary,  had  inferted  fuch  a  Claiife 
in  the  Inftrument,  fign'd  and  feal'd  autheinically ; 
the  Lord  Keeper,  in  his  Report  in  this  Place,  col- 
iefled  all-  ihofe  Parts  of  the  Narration  which  raig^it 
fetve  locleai  this  Afl  of  his  Highnels ;  and  added 
fome  Reafons  to  maintain  the  fame.' 

'  Firft,  The  Prince  avowed  openly,  before  both 
Houles,  That  he  had  never,  by  Oath  or  Honour, 
engaged  himfelf  not  to  revoke  the  Powers,  more 
than  by  the  Claufe  de  mn  revocanda  Procurntere, 
inferted  in  the  Inftrument  itfelf.'

'  And  here  the  Duke  told  us  how  the  Prince, 
at  the  lall,  by  the  Mercy  of  God,  and  his  own 
wife  and  judicious  Demeanor,  came  to  Royjion ; 
and  made  his  Relation  lo  the  King  of  all  that  had 
palled.  His  Majefty  was  glad  of  this  exaft  Car- 
riage of  his  Son  in  fo  great  a  Negotiation,  and  told 
his  flighnefs,  That  he  had  a£ted  well  the  Part  of  a 
Son,  and  now  the  Pan  of  a  Father  muft  come  upoo 
ihe  Stage ;  which  was,  to  provide  with  all  Cir- 
cumfpcflion,  that  his  only  Son  fhould  not  be  mar- 
ried with  a  Portion  of  Tears  to  his  only  Daughter ; 
and  therefore  his  Majefty  commands,  by  an  exprefs 
Oifpatch,  that  a  Stop  be  put  to  the  Proxy  in  the  Earl 
GiBriJltifi  Hands,  untill  he  had  fome  better  AiTu- 
rance  of  the  Reftitutron  of  the  Palatinate.  Here- 
upon the  Lord  Keeper  obferved,  That  this  is  no 
Upftqtt  or  fpringingCondition,  but  thai  the  very  fame 
■was  offered  by  OUvarei's  blank  Papers  to  his  High- 
tteb,  and  preyed  by  his  Uil  Anlwer  to  Olivares.

^mblt  Advice ,  to  ourfdf  and  our  Son,  whereupon 
bavilg  rightly  dil'.beraied  with  oiirfe'J,  and  com- 
mumcaled  with  our  dear  Sjv,  wc  have  rifih'dy 
Viitb  the  great  Liking  of  our  Son,  to  rejl  upon  thai 
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ml. Security t  and  in  peitit  cf  Deuk  of  the  Infanta'i 
taking  a  religieui  Onler,  which  you  in  your  Judg- 
mtnt  think  meet ;  we  have  further  thought  meet  to 
give  you  Knowledge,  that  it  is  our  Ipecial  Defire,  that 
the  Betrothing  of  the  Infanta,  with  Words  dc  pra- 
fenri,  Jhould  be  upon  one  of  the  Days  in  Chriftmas, 
New  Stile,  that  hsly  and  joyful  Time  beji  befitting  f§ 
notable  and  bkffed  an  Anion. 

But  firji  we  will,  that  you  repair  prefmtly  to  that 
King,  and  give  him  Knowledge  of  the  fafe  Arrival 
of  our  dear  Sen  at  cur  Court,  fo  fatisfied  and  taken 
With  the  great  Entertainment,  perjonai  Kindnefs^ 
Favour  and  ReJpeB  he  hath  received  from  that  King 
end  Court,  as  that  be  Jeems  not  able  to  magnify  it 
fufficiently:  We  will  therefore,  that,  by  all  pojfsble 
Means  you  endeavour  to  exprifs  our  Thanifulnefs  to 
that  King,  and  the  rejt  to  whom  it  belongs,  in  the 
ieji  and  mSjl  ample  Manner  you  can. 

And  hereupon  you  may  take  Octafton  to  let  that 
Sing  know,  that,  according  to  lur  eonjlant  AffeEtton, 
to  make  a  firm  and  indigohaLle  Amity  between  our 
F-2milies,  Nations  and  Crowns,  (and  not  to  feem  to 
abandon  our  Honour,  nor,  at  the  fame  Time  we  give 
Joy  to  our  only  Son,  to  give  our  only  Daughter  her 
Portion  in  7 ears)  by  the  Advice  of  that  King's  Am- 
6iiSadors,  who  have  offered  themjelves  as  our  Counfel- 
lors,  we  have  entered  into  a  I'eaty  concerning  tht 
Rejlituiion  of  the  Palatinate,  as  will  more  particu- 
lar^ to  you  appear,  by  the  Copies  herewith  Jent. 

Now,  we  m:ij}  remember  you,  thai  we  have  under-- 
flood  and  expected,  that,  upon  the  Marriage  of  em- 
Son  with  the  Infanta,  we  fhould  have  a  dear  Refli- 
luiisn  of  the  Palatinate  and  Elelioral  Dignity  to  our 
Son  in-Law;  tobereallyprocuredbythatKingyaccor- 
dingio  the  Obligation  of  his  own  Honour,  as  you  have 
well  exprefs' d  in  your  Reafons  why  the  Perjin  of  our 
Son-in-Law  Jhould  not  be  left  out  of  the  'treaty,  but 
that  the  Emperor  Jhould  find  ail  fome  great  Title, 
er  by  encreafing  tht  Number  of  EleStiral  Stiles, 
tube)  tvjith  to  fatisfy  the  Duke  of  Bavaria,  We  there- 
ferenow  require  you,  that  prejently,  inyour  firJi  Au- 
dience, you  procure  from  that  King  a  punliual  Anf- 
wer

tver  what  Ceurfe  he  will  take  fir  the  ReHitutian 
ef  the  Palatinate  and  Eledorare  tn  our  Ssn-in-^

i)ttif  ^Bavaria  willoppofi  any  Part  if  the  expeifed 
RMftitufm^i  what  Cmrjc  the  King  will  take  to  give 
US  AJpiTami  for  sur  Content  in  that  Point  whereof 
toe  require  your  pre/ent  AnfiiJir;  and  that  ym  fi  prefi 
Expeditisn  herein,  that  we  may  together  receive  the 
fuUJeygf  bnh  at  Chriftmas:  ReJIing  upon  that 
faithful  Drligence  of  youn  we  have  approv'd  in  all 
jiur  Service,  though,  alme/l  with  {he  lateff,  we

^hat  the  King  wculd  ^ive  us  a  Blank,  in  which  we 
might  form  our  own  Conditions  concerning  the  Pala- 
tinaie;  and  the  fame  our  Son  lorifirms  unto  us  now: 
What  Ohfervation  and  Performance  that  King  will 
taaie,  we  require  you  to  exprefi,  and  to  give  us  a 
fpttdy  Accmnt, 
Given,  &c. 


'  Hereabouts  the  Duke  defired  us  to  obrerve  well 
die  Spanijh  Proceedings ;  and  if  we  found  tliem  not 
ftill  10  be  built  upon  Generals,  without  any  one  di- 
ftinft  or  certain  particular  Obligement,  he  would 
acknowledge  his  own  Weiknefs  and  Incapacicy  of 
ihofc  Affairs.' 

'  You  would  conceive,  faith  the  Duke,  that 
upon  this  Difpatch,  the  Earl  of  Bf'tpl  would  lay 
hold  upon  all  the  Hints  nnd  emergent  Occafiors 
lo  put  off  the  Defponfaries,  without  this  requir'd 
Afliirance  of  Affiftance  by  Arms  firll  oblain'd: 
Bui  the  Truih  is,  he  did  not  fo.'     For, 

Firji^  '  The  Confirmation  came  from  Rsmey 
clo^pd  and  mangled  ;  and,  inftead  of  challenging 
ihera  thereupon,  he  labours,  with  no  fmall  Strength 
pf  Wit.  to  hide  and  palliate  the  fame.' 

Second^,  *  When,  in  ibe  temporal  Articles,  the

Thirdly,  '  For  the  AlTurance  of  Reftitotion  of 
the  Paktinati,  the  main  Foundation  of  both  Match 
and  Friendfliip,  he  is  fo  far  from  providing  for  it 
before,  (which  was  the  Method  prefcrib'd  him  by 
ihe  King)  lliat  he  leaves  it  to  be  mediated  by  the 
Infanta  after  the  Marriage.' 

Lajliy,  '  Inftead  of  putting  off  the  Contpft, 
as  any  Man  in  the  World  (upon  the  Difpaich  from 
SiyJIon)  would  have  done,  he  is  come  to  preiix  a 
precife  Day  for  the  Defponfaries.' 

•  Thefe  Things  appear  very  plainly,  by  the  Let- 
ters of  the  24th  of  bifsber,  and  the  ill  of  No- 
vembtTy  1623,  which  follow:'

ir.ed,  that  though  I  am  fit  p  ee  [in  as  mucbas  concern- 
tth  the  Infanta's  entering  into  a  religious  Order)  for 
delverihg  tlie  Poteen  left  with  me  by  his  Hghnefsi 
yet.  by  this  new  {''ireiiion  1  now  received  fi  om  your 
Majejly,  That  the  De  pcrfaries fliould  be  deferred  tUl 
Chril'inas.  the  jaii  Powers  are  made  altogether  ufe- 
h[)  and  JKvaiid ;  it  being  a  Ciauie  in  the  Hndy  of 
the  fiid  Powers^  that  they  fhall  only  remain  in  Force 
^ntili  Cjiriltmas  atid  no  longer;   as  your  AJqjefiy 
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may  fee  by  a  Copy  ef  thim,    which  I  find  here  in-  An.  2 
thfid.  '  I 

leur  Maje/ly,  J  conceive,  wH!  le  ef  Opinion^  that 
ibh  SuJ/endi/ig  ef  the  Execution  of  the  Pewers,  umll 
the  Farce  and  I'aliiiily  ef  them  be  expired,  is  a  direil 
and  efficiual  Revoking  of  them  -,  which,  ntt  to  de, 
baw  far  bis  Highnefi  is  in  his  Honour  engaged^  your 
Majtjly  -will  be  bcji  able  to  judge,  by  viewing  tbt 
PttDtri  them/ehes. 

farther,  if  the  Date  ef  thefe  Powers  do  expire, 
(iefh:es  the  Breach  ef  t/.e  CipitJaiisTi!}  alt6  ugh  the 
Match  itfej  p.^uid  not-  hyjea]i'ifui  and Mrjlrujfs, 
bthazar tied. yet  the  P-incebiscom  nginteV.h<^h{Y\::  at 
the  Sp'lng  will  ualn.oji  trnp^ihle ;  for,  by  ibt  Time 
ihatjitcbtieiu  Camm'.ffioni  a-id  potien  Jhallbe.  after

i  ininv  your  Maje/iy  hath  long  been  of  Opinion, 
.that  the  greateft  Jffurance  you  could  get,  that  tht 
King  ef  Spain  would  effe£kuaily  labour  the  entirt  Re- 
jitutian  of  the  Palatin,nc,  was,  that  he  really  prif' 
(eeM  t»  Iti  cfsifing  of  tht  Mdlch:  And  my  /«-. 
fruWuHj. 
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.it.i»maJ.J}rui!ions,  under  your  Majefty's  Hands,  were  iohifi/l 
i6»j.  upon  the  Reforing  of  the  Prime  Palatinej  but  mtfo 
to  antttK  it  ta  the  Treaty,  as  thai  thereby  the  Match 
Jbsuld  be  hazarded ;  fsr  that  ymr  Majefly  feem'd 
tanjident,  that  they  here  wiuld  never  grew  tt  a  per- 
fect Csndujjsn,  witheut  a  fettled  Refilution  to  give 
ymr  Majtjiy  Satisfa£lim  in  the  Bufinefs  ef  the  Pa- 
latinate. The  fame  Cmrfe  I  cbferved  in  the  Car- 
riage of  Bufifufs  by  his  Highnefs  and  my  Lard  Duke 
at  their  being  here ;  ivho,  though  they  iu/tfled  upon 
the  Buftnefi  of  the  Palatinate,  yet  they  held  it  fit  to 
treat  of  them  difiiniily ;  and  that  the  Marriagt 
fhiuld  proceed  as  a  good  Pawn  for  the  other. 

Sinte  their  Departure,  my  Lord  Jmbaffador,  Sit 
Walter  Alton,  and  myfetf,  have  much  prefjed  t» 
have  this  King's  Refohition  in  Writing  caneerning  the 
palatinate ;  and  tie  Difpaiches  which  your  Majefly 
will  receive  herewith,  concerning  that  Bufinefs,  were 
written  before  the  Receipt  ef  your  Maje/iy's  Letters  :■ 
And,  dmibliefs,  it  is  now  a  great  Pert  cf  their  Care^ 
that  that  Bufmejs  mat  be  well  ended,  before  the  In- 
fanta's coming  10  England  :  And  his  Highnefs  wiU 
/  %vel!  remember,  thot  the  Conde  A'Oyiv»tes  often  pro- 

tefled  the  Necejity  of  having  this  Bufinefs  compound- 
ed and  fettled  befoii  the  Marriage  j  faying,  other- 
wife  thsy  might  give  a  Daughter  and  a  ff^ar 
within  three  Months  after,  if  this  Ground  and  Sub- 
jea  ef  ^rrei  Jhottli  flill  he  left  on  Foot,  'tht 
fame  Language  he  hath  ever  held  with  Sir  Walter 
Afton  and  myfelf,  and  that  it  was  a  firm  Peace 
and  Amity,  as  much  as  any  Alliance,  which  they 
fought  with  his  Majefiy.  So  that  it  is  not  to  be 
do'ibtcd  bus  t/:if  King,  concluding  the  Match,  refelv- 
eth  to  employ  Hs  ulmo/l  Power  for  your  Saiisfaiiisn, 
in  the  Ref}ilut:on  of  the  Prince  Palatine.  The  ^ue- 
Jiien  now  will  be,  if'he/her  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Pi  incf 
Palatine,  having  Relation  iomany  g>eat  Princes  that 
are  interefled  therein,  living  at  gt  eat  D'/iance,  and 
being,  for  the  Condition  and  Nature  of  the  Bufi- 
atjs  irfelf,  impofiible  u  be  ended  hut  by  a  formal 
Treaty,  which  of  Necejfuy  will  require  great  Length 
/fTme;  the  Conchfmof  the  Match fball any  IVay 
depend 
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\jlfVKd  m  the  IJjut  of  thai  Bufinefi  ?  WUch  I  f«- An.« 
VtrtVe  ta  be  far  fram  yvur  MajtHfs  Intention;  fir 
Ji  tht  Prince  might  beiipt  unbeltovjed,by  the  Averji- 
ntfs  tf  theft  that  might  have  particular  Jtittrefl  in 
the  Print*  his  remaining  unmarried^  er  Difltke  ef 
bis  tnatehing  with  Spain.  But  this  which  I  under- 
fiani  to  be  year  Majejiy's  jUm,  is  anly  to  have  the 
Cenclufim  of  his  Match  accompanied  with  as  firing 
en  Engagement  as  can  It  procured  from  tht  King, 
far  the  Jfining  with  your  Majejfy,  not  onfy  in  all  the 
gatd  Offices  for  the  entire  Se/litutien  of  the  Palati- 
nate, but  stherwife,  if  Need  require,  efbis  Majijift 
Affiflance  herein.  I  have  thefe  many  Days  pofi  labour- 
tatoith  all  Earneftnefs,  and  procured  the  Kin^s  pub- 
He  Anfiver ;  which,  J  am  told,  is  refohed  of,  and  I 
Jbatt,  within  thefe  few  Days,  have  it  to  fend  to  your 
Meidiy-y  as  likewife  a  private  Propojilian,  which 
will  be  put  in  your  Hands :  And  /hall  not  fait  fur- 
ther ta  purfue  your  Majejiy's  prefent  DireHionsy  of 
preeuring  the  King's  Declaration,  in  what  Sort  your 
M^ejiy  may  rely  on  the  King's  Ajjiflancc,  in  cafe  the 
Eft^eror  er  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  Jball  oppofe  the  en- 
tire Recitation  of  the  Prince  Paiatine.  But,  I  con- 
ftivty  if  it  be  your  Majejifs  Intention  that  1  Jheuld 
prtture  htrt,  Jirji,  this  King's  peremptory  Anjwtr 
tn  tilt  whole  Btfine/s,  and  how  he  will  be  ajfi/iant 
jtnto  ymr  Majefly,  in  cafe  if  tht  Emptor's  or  the 
DuieefhTtvniWs  Averfnefs ;  /md  that  I  Jheuld  fend 
it  to  ymr  Myidi,  and  receive  again  your  Anfiver^  . 
i^ere  I  deliver  the  Powers  for  the  Dejponfaries ;  the 
Match  would  thfebyj  if  nut  be  hazarded,  yet,  I 
(Mceive,  tie  IfaMa's  going  at  Spring  would  be  ren- 
dfred  aUegethei'  imP'ffibU ;  for,  upon  Arrival  of  tht 
Pope'j  Approbation,  I  cannot  Tefufe  them  hut  Upon 
fomi  Grcund.  If  I  oUedgt  your  Majefty's  Deftrt  of 
bavi'ig  the  Dcfponfaries  deferred  untill  Chriftma?, 
tbty  kiow  as  Wfil  as  myfef  that  his  Highntfs's  Proxy 
is  then  'ut  of  Date,  befidts  the  infringing  of  the 
Cafiiui  .lions  i  and  they  will  judge  it  as  a  great 
Rem  put  upon  this  King,  who,  (everfime  the  Prince 
bis  granting  cf  hi;  Powen)  hath  caird  himjif  tht 
itfantci's  Dc^snfado. ;  ani,  to  that  efftSl^  the  Princt 
batb 
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tau  *i.  Jamci  I.  hath  writ  unto  him  in  fome  of  his  Letters.  Befjdesy 
i6»3-  it  will  be  held  a  Point  of  great  Dijhonour  unto  the 
Infanta^  if  the  Powers  call d  for  by  her  Friends  fbould 
be  detained  by  the  Prince  his  Part  5  and  -whoever  elje 
may  have  deferv^d  illy  JJje  certainly  hath  neither  de- 
ferv'd  Difrejpe^  nor  Di [comfort.  Further^  upon 
my  Refufal  to  deliver  the  Powers^  all  Preparations^ 
which  now  go  on  clear  fully  and  a-pace^  willbejiafdi 
and  there  will  enter  in  fo  much  Dijiruft^  and  Jo  many 
JealoufteSi  that  if  the  main  Bufinefs  run  not  Hazard 
by  them,  at  leaji  much  Time  will  be  fpent  to  clear

And  that  far  the  Bufinefs  ef  the  Palatinate,  / 
cmtinue  my  earne/i  and  faithful  Endeavoun  to  engage 
tbisEing,  as  far  as  Jball  be  pejfible,  both  for  the 
doing  all  gsod  Offices  fsr  the  Palatine'j  entire  Rejii- 
tution,  as  liiewije,  fsr  this  King's  Declaration  of  Af- 
fiance, in  cafe  the  Emperor  or  the  Duie  ^Bavaria 
^11  Bppofe  the  faid  Rejhtuiion :  Herein  I  will  not

If  I  Jhall  alkdgt  your  Majtfty's  Pleafure,  of  having 
the  Marriage  deferred  untill  one  »f  the  Chrrftmas 
Halydays;  aitho'  they  fhtuld  coniefiend  thereto,  that  is 
impiffible,  for  the  Powers  will  then  be  expired.  If  I 
Jbali  inftfl  upon  the  Reffituiien  of  the  Palatinate,  tbii 
King  hath  therein  declared  his  Anfiver  ;  and  it  will 
be  much  wondered  at,  why  that  Jhould  be  now  added 
for  a  Condition  af  the  Marriage,  having  ever  bither- 
te  been  treated  as  a  Bufinefs  apart,  and  wm  in  be- 
ing at  the  granting  of  tie  Jb'd  Powers,  and  hath 
teen  often  under  Debate,  but  never  fpecifed,  mr  the 
Powers  delivered  upon  Condition  of  having  any  fiuh 
Point  firfi  clear'd.  And  I  tiiufi  confefs  unto  your 
Mfj'fi^t  I  underfland  not  how,  with  Honour  and  that 
exail  Dealing  which  hath  been  ever  obferved  in  all 
your  Majejiy's  Aldions,  the  Powers  can  be  detained, 
unUfi  'there  Jhould  appear  fime  new  emergent  Cauji 
jince  the  granting  cf  them ;  whereof,  as  yet,  I  hear 
none  fpedfied.  I  being,  therefore,  kih  to  be  the  la' 
Jirument,  by  whofe  Hands  any  Thing  jhould  pafs  that

want  of  due  Information,  that  the  Powers  would  then 
be  expired :  I  have  thought  fit,  with  the  Advice  of  Sir 
Walter  Afton,  to  raife  no  Scruple  in  the  Delivery  of 
the  faid  Powers ;  but  do  intend,  when  they  Jhall  be 
required,  to  pafs  on  to  the  Nomination  of  a  prefix' d 
Day  for  the  Defponfiries ;  tho'  I  Jhall  endeavour  to 
defer  the  Time  untillJ  maybe  advertifid  of  your  Ma- 
jejiys  Pleajure,  if  it  may  be  within  the  Space  of  twenty- 
four  Days ;  and  will  labour  to  find  fome  hanifome 
and  fair  Occafion  for  the  deferring  of  them,  without 
elledging  any  Direifions  of  that  Kind  from  your  Jlda- 
jefly  or  the  'prince.

Aniiaffidgr.      [he  Duke  defircd  iheir  Loidlhips  to  take  into  Coti- 
fideraiion,    wheiher   he  could  have  juftified  the 
leaving  out  any  of  the  Paiticalars  in  the  Narra- 
tion ?' 

The  Lords,  in  general,  did  commend  ihe  fair 
Proceeding  of  the  Duke  therein,  and  agreed, 
'  That,  as  his  Grace  deferved  all  their  Thanks  for 
the  iaiin;,  fu  he  hiid  done  ill  if  he  had  concealed 
any  Part  of  it.  That  tlieir  Lordfiiips  did  conceive 
that  it  was  an  Afperfion  laid  upon  their  Houfe  by 
ihis  Complaint ;  hecaule  it  concerns  their  Lord - 
fhips  nor  to  lufFer  any  Thing  to  be  publickly  fpo- 
ken,  in  their  Hearing,  in  Dilhonour  of  h  great  a 
Prince  in  Amity  with  his  Majefty.  And,  they 
conceive  that  nothing  then  delivered  did  concern 
that  King  [larticularly,  biu  were  the  Acts  of  hia 
Officers  and  Mirillers  only.' 

But,  for  -the  full  clearing  of  his  Grace  in  this 
Matter,  the  Lord-Keeper,  by  general  Confenr, 
put  it  io  the  ,Que(tion,  '  That  the  Duke  did 
deliver  noihiiig,  in  his  fald  Narration,  but  what 
was  fit  lor  hjm  to  do,  and  what  the  Matter 
led  him  unto;  which  was  unanimogfly  agreed  to. 
And  their  Lordfhips  alio  agreed  to  latisfy  his  Ma- 
jefty Jierein  by  a  Committeeof  theirwholeHoufci 
and  the  Prince  v»as  defired  to  intimate  this  their 
Requeft  to  the  King,  and  to  let  them  know  when 
his  Majefty  would  be  pleafed  to  admit  them  to  hia 
Prefence.  The  Lord-Keeper  to  be  their  Speaker.' 
Then  the  Houfe  was  moved  to  take  into  iheir 
Confideration,  how  &.cSpaiiiJh  AmbalJador  came 
to  this  Knowlcdoe :  But  the  Duke  requefted  their 
Lordfhips  to  delift  from  that  Enquiry  s  for  that 
he  only  deiired  his  own  Juftificatioo,  and  no  Re- 
veny:c. 

But, 
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But  the  Lords  were  ftill  more  aftive  in  thisAa.21.  Jameil. 
Matter,  and  lent  a  Meflage  to  the  Commons  to       *^*3« 
this  Effea : 

*  Whereas  their  Lordfliips  are  informed  that 
Complaint  hath  been  made  to  his  Majefty,  by  the 
Spantjh  Ambaflaiior,  T hat  the  Duke  of  Buckng- 
ham^  in  his  hJarration  to  both  Houfes,  had  fo  high- 
ly touched  the  Honour  of  the  King  of  Spain,  that 
it  could  not  be  expiated  but  by  his  Head  :  Their 
Lord{hips>  taking  this  into  their  Lonfideration,  do 
iind  this  Complaint  to  fallen  an  Afperfion  upon 
themfelves  alfo;  and  have,  by  general  Vote  of 
their  Houfe,  acquitted  his  Grace  thereof;  and  have 
determined,  by  a  Committee  of  their  whole  Houle, 
tofatisfy  his  Majefty  therein:  And,  to  the  end 
that  their  Lordfliips  may  ever^  according  to  their 
Eiefire,  hold  good  Correspondence  with  their  Houfe, 
they  have  thought  fit  10  fignify  it  unio  them.* 
But,  the  Mefiengers  flaying  long,  the  Lords  agreed 
to  adjourn  to  the  Afternoon. 

At  which  Time  they  received  the  following  BoUiHoufasjof* 
Anfwer  to  their  Meflage  from  the  Commons :        ^^y  the  Duke. 

*  That,  their  Houfe  had  confidered  of  the  Mef- 
fage  and  do  find  the  Complaint  to  afperfc  them 
alfo.  They  have  acquitted  the  Duke  of  Bucking- 
ham of  any  Thing  which  he  faid,  touching  the 
Honour  of  the  King  of  Spain.

The  very  Dav  I  received  your  Majeliy's  Letters^

prefentli  granted  me ;  and  I  repaired  thither  ta  him 
upei  the  -jd  of  October,  the  Conde  de  Gondamorc 
being  iikewiff  commanded  to  wait  upsn  the  King,  I 
ivas  there  Well  received ;  and  prefently  upon  my  Ar- 
rival, the  dude  d'Oliirares  came  to  mi  to  the  Lodg- 
ings which  Wi're  i.pfiointed  for  me  la  re/i  in ;  to  him 
I  deliver' d  fully,  ifi  the  PrefencerfSir'Wiher  Alton 
and.the  Conde  de  Gondamorc,  what  I  had  la  nego- 
thW  Tviil'  the  King,  both  in  the  Bufinejs  of  the 
Match  and  of  the  Palatinate. 

Ill  the  Match,  1  reprefintei  how  much  it  import~ 
ed  yerf  Mo'jifly  that  a  fpeedy  Refihtkn  might  bt 
taken  thtre\n\  beth  in  regard  of  the  Prince,  being 
yaur  Majejlys  only  Son,  noiv  arriv'd  to  the  Age  of 
twerrfv  two  Years,  and  far  the  fettling  your  Affairs 
in  Englartd :  /  repeated  to  him  all  the  Pejfages  in 
ibis  Treaty  ;  how  many  Tears  had  been  already  fptnt 
in  it,  and  that  after  fa  ler.g  an  ExpeSation,  the 
Diligence  ufid  in  Rome,  for  obtaining  the  Difpinfa- 
lii-.n,  had  wrciighl  but  fmaii  F.fft£l,  fince  the  Pope 
r^ad  Ir.lely  made  fich  Demands  as  were  allrgelher  im- 
piffible  fir  ymr  Majefly  ta  candeftend  unts ;  and 
therefore,  voi/r  Mojtfiy  feeing  the  Btifinefi  j}iii  de- 
lav'd,  /-eld  it  ft  that  fome  fmh  Coierfe  might  be 
taken,    that  your  Majeflj  might  fPetdih  inctt'  zvhat 
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y§u  have  to  truft  unto ;  and  therefore  had  command-  An.  %t.  Jaaet  l« 
ed  me  to  fignify  unto  this  King,   your  utmoft  Re/olu-^       '^»1» 
tion^  how  far  you  could  condejcend^  in  Point  of  Re- 
ligionj  towards  what  the  Pope  demanded.     And  if 
herewith  this  King  could  be  Jatisfied^  your  Majc/iy 
deftred  that  we  might  proceed  to  a  final  and  /peedy 
Conckifton ;    otherwife^  that  the  King  Hkewife  zu^ld 
clearly  declare  himfilf  that  your  Majcfty  might  lofe 
no  mere  Time  in  the  difpofing  of  the  Prince  y  ur  Son. 
Hereunto  the  Conde  d'OIivares  anfivered  with  fome 
Lengthy  the  Subjlance  whereof  I  Jhall  only  pre  fume 
to  Jet  down  to  your  Majejiy. 

He  profefs^d  a  ftncere  Intention  and  Refolution  in 
this  King  to  make  the  Match^  and  that  there  Jbould 
net  be  one  Dtxy  lojl  \  for  that  the  Jpecdy  Di /patch 
thereof  imported  them  as  much  as  your  Majejfy  ;  and 
to  the  end  no  Time  Jbould  he  loft^  this  King  had^  the 
Day  after  the  Death  of  Don  Baltazar  de  Zunign, 
appointed  Don  Ferdinando  de  Gyron  in  lAi  Place^ 
in  his  Commijfion.  That  Jor  the  going  of  Mr,  Gage 
from  Rofne,  and  the  Pope'j  Demands^  they  were 
abfidutely  ignorant  of  them ;  that  the  ISng  had  done 
all  that  1  myjelf  aejtred  for  the  Redrejs  of  this  Er- 
ror ;  that  I  might  ajjiire  your  Ma^eJly  that  youjhould 
find  here  all  Sincerity  and  clear  Proceedings  and 
without  an  Hours  Delay  more  than^  of  Necejftty^  the 
Nature  of  the  Bujinejs  required. 

As  for  the  Bujinefs  of  the  Palatinate,  /  reprefent- 
ed  at  hrge^  the  Merit  of  your  Majejifs  Proceedings 
and  the  many  Promifes  made  from  hence ;  yet^  notwith- 
fianding,  whiffi  your  MajeJly  was  treating  at  Bruf- 
fek,  Heidlebwgh,  one  of  the  three  Places^  which 
-were  enly  left^  and  where  your  Majejiy  had  Garri- 
fins^  wai  bejteg^d  by  the  Archduke  Leopold  and 
Mohfieuf  TilJy  :  That  this  King  hath  withdrawn 
his  Forces^  ana.  fo  expojed  the  Palatinate  ahfoluteiy  to 
thi  Emperor  and  the  Duke  of  Bavaria.  The  Conde 
d*Ol^tares  anfwered  me^  by  acknoiv^ edging  how  much 
your  Majejlfs  Proceodings  had  dejerv'd  at  the  Em- 
peror\s  ana  this  King^s  Hands  \  that  ivhatfocver  your 
Mmefty  could  expeii,  or  l)ad  been  at  any  Ime pronii^ 
feif  Jhould  by  thv  King  be  recilv  performed. 

That' 
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Tlyit  tie  Prince  Pjlaiine'j  awn  Courji  hiiherta^ 
had  imn  the  euk  Hindrance  a/  the  effeiiing  of  it. 

That  ke  referred  it  to  your  Majefly'i  own  jujl 
"Judgment,  whether  the  colling  of  this  King's  Fertis 
eut  of  the  Palaiin.ue  u,ere  with  any  ill  Itiienlioti,  or 
merely  fir  tl:e  Definie  of  Yl'WAiit^;  which,  other- 
Vjfe,  hud  been  put  "i  gredi  Hazard  by  Count 
Matisfitld,  as  your  M:jejiy  pw  by  what  h^d  realhf 
pafCdx  Thai  the  Siege  ef  Heidelberg  tfOJ  no  way  by 
the  Canfent  or  Knowledge  of  the  King,  or  any  of  bii 
Minijlers,  but  vic2S  generally  dijapprcv'd  by  them 
all. 

I  told  him.  I  conceived  that  was  imhing  j  for 
that  your  Majejly  bad  engaged  yourjef  to  this  Kiug, 
Ihat  in  ca/e  your  Soa-tn-Law  would  not  conform 
bimfelf,  you  would  not  only  fcrjUie  him,  but  aeelare 
youTJef  againfi  him,  and  give  the  Emperor  AffiA- 
mee  for  the  reducing  of  hi'n  to  Reajen ;  and  that 
your  Majefly  could  not  but  expeit  a  lih  reciprocal 
Proceeding  from  this  King  his  Miijier.  He  an/Mer'd, 
Your  Majejly  Jhould  fie  this  King's  Sincerity  by  tht 
Uffe^s,  and  that  if  Heidelberg  jhuld  be  taken, 
and  the  Empercr  refufi  to  rejlore  it,  or  ccndefcend  ta 
fiich  an  Jccommodaiian  as  fhould  be  held  reafonable, 
ibis  King  would  infallibly  affift  your  Mejejly  with  bis 
Forces.  And  this  he  fpaie  with  great  Afjurance^- 
and  wp'd  me  to  def.re  your  Majejly  to  be  confident, 
you  would  find  nothing  tut  real  and  fincere  Pro- 
ceedings from  hence.  I  was  then  prefently  called  for 
to  the  King,  to  whom  I  Jpoie,  fir  ft,  in  the  Bufiaefi 
of  the  Match,  and  delivered  bim  the  Contents  there- 
of in  IVriling;  which  I  have  fint  to  Mr.  Secretary, 
I  received  fom  him  the  jam  Anpaer,  in  effeSl,  as 
from  the  Condi  d'OIivarcs,  That  he  defied  tht 
Match  m  lefi  than  your  Ma\efly ;  that,  on  his  Part, 
there  JhouH  be  no  Time  loft  from  the  Beginning  of  it 
to.a  fpeedy  Conclufion.  /» the  Bufinefs  of  the  Pala- 
riiiate,  I  fpol^e  unto  the  King  with  fonie  Length,  re- 
peating  many  Particulars  of  your  Majt/ty's  Proceed-  ■ 
ings,  and  huv  much  your  fi/four  was  Hie  to  fuffer:

He  would  effeHually  lalmur  ^^i' 
thai  your  Majifty  Jhtatld  havi  entire  Satiifa£im  j 
and  rather  than  your  Majejiy  Jhould  fail  theresf, 
be  W^ldetnploy  his  Arms  to  tffe3  it  for  yau.  My 
Lord  Ambaffador,  Sir  Walter  Afton,  acesmpanied 
me  at  my  Audience,  and  was  a  IVilnefs  of  alt  that 
fia/i'd,  as  will  with  the  King,  as  with  the  Cotide 
d'Olivarcs,  fflthin  few  Days  after  the  News  of 
the  taking  of  Heideliiery;  came  hither  i  whereupon  I 
dijPatehed  again  to  the  King^  in  fuch  fort  as  I  have 
at  large  advertijed  to  Mr.  Secretary  Calvert.  Ihe 
Bffed ^  my  Negotiation  was.  That  they,  on  the  ijfi 
af  Oftober,  difpatch'd  Letters  away  to  the  Infanta^ 
t6  Jiop  the  Emperor's  and  the  Ditke  5/"  Bavaria'i 
Precfedings ;  but  preffing  them  further,  in  regard 
their  former  Letters  have  wrought  Jo  little  E^iiy 
thet  have  given  me  a  fecond  Dl^atth,  which  I 
have  fent  to  the  Injanta,  and  whereof  Mr^  Secre- 
tary will  give  your  Mokfty  an  Account  %  which,  I 
enceive,  will  procure  your  Majejiy  better  Satisfac- 
tion than  b  therto  you  have  received  from  the  Empe- 
ror and  his  Parix. 

Fer  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Match,  I  have  written  to 
Jtdr.  Secretary  what  is  to  be  faid  at  prefent,  and  will 

That  as  I  Jiiauld  not  willingly  give  your 
Majejiy  Hopes  upon  uncertain  Grounds,  fo  1  would 
net  conceal  what  they  profefs ;  whnb  is.  That  they 
will  give  your  Majejiy  real  and  fpeedy  SatiifailioH 
therein  :  and  if  they  intend  not,  they  are  falfer  than 
ali  the  Devils  in  Hell,  for  deeper  Oaths  and  Prote- 
fiatiini  of  Sincerity  cannot  be  made. 

It  will  only  remain  that  I  humbly  caji  myfelf  at 
your  Majejiy' s  Feet,  with  that  Addition  of  Title  where^ 
with  it  hath  pieajed  you  to  honour  me  and  my  Pojle- 
rity.  My  Gratitude  and  Thankfulnefs  wantetb  Ex' 
pweffion,  and  fmll  onfy  fay  to  your  Majejiy,  That  at 
ali  I  have,  either  of  Fortune  or  Honour,  1  hold  it 
merely  of  your  Bounty  and  Goodnefs,  fe  Jhall  I  ivtr 
cbearfulfy  lay  them  down,  with  my  Life  into  the  Bar- 
gain, for  the  Service  of  ycur  Majejiy  and  yours.  So

Thefe  Letters  being  read,  the  Lords  idjnurned, 
ai  Libitum,  to  dcha'e  what  they  fhuuid  advile  the 
Kirg  to  do  in  this  Bulinefs.  Aiiti,  betaufe  hi-  Ma- 
jeily  had  required  10  have  the  Advice  ot  boih  Hou- 
fes,  they  [houghl  it  not  fit  10  proceed  further  in 
it  at  that  Time  ;  but  to  have  a  Conference  with  ihe 
Commons,  and  to  confider,  firft,  What  copropofc 
10  them  at  their  next  Meeting. 

February  j8.  The  Affiir  was  again  refumed  re- 
lacing  to  tile  Match  with  Spain  and  the  Recovery  of 
the  Palatinate ;  and  though  the  Lords  generally 
agreed,  '  That  they  cannot  advife  about  one,with- 
out  theoiber  ;  and,  alfo,  ihat  they  had  fo  far  de- 
clared themfclves  here,  that  it  is  nor  fafe  for  the 
King  to  continue  the  Treaty  on  eirher,  nor  cx- 
peft  ihe  ReftitoiiOn  of  the  Palatinate,  bv  any  other 
Means  than  the  Sword ;  yei,  their  Lordfhips  do  ftill 
think  it  not  fit  to  deliver  their  fingle  Advice,  but 
tirft  10  confuU  the  Commons  j  and  when  ihe  two 
Houfea  have  agreed  thereon,  then  to  deliver  ihe 
fame  jointly  lohis  Majefty.' 

After  which  a  long  Debate  arofe,  what  to  pro- 
pofe  to  the  Commans;  and,  at  laft  it  was  refolvcd. 
That  thetewas  no  Neceflity  to  treat  of  the  Match 
and  the  Palatinate  together,  Alfo,  their  Loidihips 
were  of  Opinion,  That  his  Majefty  rely  not  upoti 
any  further  l^eaties;  except  they  fliall  hear  from  i 
ibe  Commons  better  Reafiins  for  it  at  the  Confe- 
rence. And  3  Commitiee  was  appointed,  of  which* 
tbe  Duke  was  the  Chief,  10  feaich  for  Precedents  of 
former  Treaties  and  Supplies  to  ihe  King  in  Matters 
of  this  Kind.  Alfo,  the  King's  Servants  were  ro 
bring  them  all  I'uch  Papers  and  Difpatchcs,  out  erf 
Spa^  as  they  (houid  require, 

March- 
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March  I,  The  Lords  were  put  in  Mind  of  their  Aa.,,.jiBimi, 
'  laft  Mcfl'ige  to  ihc  Commons,  luuchmg  the  Duke  i6ij. 
of  Butkhigham ;  and  ihey  thought  good  to  explain 
ihemfelvca,  by  another  Meflage,  on  their  Refolution 
to  gitfe  the  king  Saiisfaflion  that  (he  Duke  is  clear- 
ed aoAacquiited,  by  them,  of  that  which  the  Bpanijb 
EmbafTador  complained  of.  Therefore,  a  Meflage 
was  fent  lo  the  Lower  Houfe,  to  exprefs  their 
Lordlbips  Doubt  that  their  Me^nrng  was  not  ftjlly 
underHood}  for  that  they  do  think  it  moll  proper, 
as  the  Narratian  was  made  to  both  Houfes,  lb  both 
to  join,  if  they  fo  pleafe,  in  their  Juftificationof 
I  it  to  bis  Majefty.

Ifwer  to  ihr  Meflage,  That  ihey   were  defirous  to

Accordingly,  a  Committee  was  then 
Kingdoni.         appointed,  to  take  a  View  of    the   Mag.izines, 
Stores,  Arms,  and  Munition  i    to  coniiJer  about 
the  Tranfponaiion  of  Ordnance;  of  the  Forts  of 
the  Land,  and  the  Weaknefe  thereof;  of  Irtlandt 
and  of  ail  other  Things   incident  to  thefe ;    to 
prefent  [heir  Opinions  to  the  Houfe  of  what  De- 
fefts  they  find,  and  the  Means  to  redrefs  the  fame. 
March  2.  After  an  Adjournment  of  the  Houfc, 
lid  Libitum^    the  Attorney  General  read  another 
Letter  to  the  Kin^  from  the  Lord  Digby^  after- 
wards Earl  of  Briflpl,  in  thefe  Words : 

Lord  DIGBY's  Letter  to  the  KING. 

Moft  Gracious  Sovereign, 

/T  m^y  pl.'ofe  your  Mnjejiy  to  remtwbtr.  Thai,  at 
my  coming  eul  of  Spain,  J  Jignified  aula  yaOr 
Ma'iefly^  hew  far  the  Duie  a/'Lerma  had,  upon  fe- 
ver at  Occafims,  miim^ted  unto  me  an  extraordinary 
Defire  of  th'n  King  and  State  for  not  only  an  intimate 
Peace  and  Amity  with  your  Majejly.  but  «  lay  hiM 
of  all  Means  thai  might  be  offered,  for  the  nearer 
Uniting  of  pur  Maje/lies  and  your  Crowns:  jfnd^ 
from  this  Generality,  be  had  defiended  often  te  have 
Diftourfe  with  me  of  a  Match  with  the  'Prince  his 
Highnefs  with  the  Jecond  Daughter  of  Spain  -,  enu- 
ring me,  that,  in  this  King  and  his  Mini/lers,  there 
taas  6  very  forward  Difpofuion  thereunto.  B'-it  from 
me  be  received  no  other  Atijvjer^  but  to  this  Effeil : 
That  in  the  Treaty  af  the  former  Match  far  the 
late  Prince,  I  had  t  eceived  fojirange  and  unexpeiied 
Anfwer  from  them,  and  tijat  their  Demands  had 
feem'd  JO  improper  and  unworthy,  that,  I  conceived, 
your  Maje/ly  had  little  Reafan  to  be  induced  again  to 
fiv*  Ear  to  any  fitch  Overture,  or  that  1  Jhould  en' 
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ttr  again  into  any  fucb  Treaty,  inuch  Ufi  lo  be  the Aa. 
Metiener  thereof;  eltha'  J  wouM  emfefs,  that  if  I 
wire  fully  periuaded  ef  the  Sincerity  sf  their  Inten- 
tiaas,  and  of  a  FoffibiHty  of  having  the  faid  Match 
iffeifed,  1  know  not  any  Thing  therein  I  would  mere 
vnUingly  impky  my  Endeavours ;  but,  as  the  Cafe  new 
fiosdf  I  was  certain,  that  if  I  jhould  but  make  any 
fici  Motion  in  England,  /  Jhould  but  draw  an  Im- 
putation of  much  Weaknefi  upon  myfelf-,  and  no  whit 
^vanu  the  Cauje  -,  for  that  your  Majefly  and  your 
i/Enifters  would  tnake  no  other  Conflruilion  of  that 
Motion^  6ut  th.il  it  was  only  to  akufs  your  Majefty, 
and  to  divert  the  Match  of  France,  which  wai  then 
treated  ef:  Far  that  your  Majefly,  who.,  but  the  Tear 
itfore,  had  received  fi  unpieafing  and  unequal  an 
Anjwer,  Jhould  new  be  perfuaded  that  there  was  here 
fa  great  a  Change  as  that  a  Match  was  realty  deft- 
red,  there  would  now  need  more  than  ordinary  Af- 

furanee. But  the  Duke  of  Lerma,  continuing 

feveral  Times  in  the  fame  Pn.fcffttn,  and  telling  me 
befides.  That  the  greatejl  Cafe  mght  be  altered  by 
Circumflatnes^  and  that  the  Age  of  this  Piince  was 
much  mere  proper  than  that  ef  his  Brother^  I  freely 
lit  the  Duke  know,  that  in  cafe  I  might  be  fiiiiy  af- 
fured  that  fuch  a  Maieh  was  really  defired  here, 
and  be  able  to  pmpMtid  unto  my  Majier  Conditions 
tf  (e  much  Advantage,  as  might  certainly  put  him 
tnd  his  JUiniflers  out  of  doubt  thai  this  Overt/ire  was 
net  again  revived  from  hence,  either  for  Diverfton  or 
aintting  of  Time,  I  would  then  willingly  intimate 
Mnto  your  Majefly  the  Inclination  and  Dejlre  I  found 
here,  ef  having  a  Prepofition  for  this  Match  once 
again  fit  en  foot.  The  Duie  told  me,  Tbitt  he  would 
have  further  Conference  wiih  me  ;  and  that  he  no 
ways  doubled  but  then  to  give  juch  Satifailion  as 
might  well  ajure  both  your  Majefly  and  your  Mini- 
fiers,  that  they  fsnierely  defired  the  Match  in  gene- 
ral, and  would  omit  nothing  on  their  Side  for  accom- 
aodating  every  Particular  that  might  give  FUrther- 
fime  unto  it.  But,  the  very  Mghl  brfore  the  Duke 
liad  ap^inted  a  Meeting  with  me,  there  came  a 
■'*tft  dsfpatcFd  out  ef '^Ln^T.vA  from  the  Spanifh 
Am" 
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An.  9^.  Irunesi.  Amhajj'ador^  upon  the  Arrival  of  Sir  Thomas  Ed- 
1623.  monds*  in  England,  who  brought  Word  that  a  Match 
with  France  wai  abjolutely  concluded^  and  that  within 
a  few  Days  it  was  to  be  publi/hed^  whereupon  the 
Duke^  at  our  Meeting  the  next  Mornings  told  me 
that  it  would  be  needlefs  now  to  defend  to  ar^  Par- 
ticulars in  the  Bufmefs  whereof  we  were  to  treat ; 
ftnce  they  had  now  received  Advertifement  that  the 
Match  with  France  was  fully  concluded.  And  thu9 
far  that  prefent  Matter  refted  feme  five  or  fix 
.  Weeks  after ^  about  which  Time  I  was  to  go  into 
England;  and fo  taking  Leave  of  the  Duke,  he 
ajk*d  me.  Whether  I  had  not  received  Advertijement 
that  the  Match  with  France  was  not  publijhedf  t 
told  him  no,  but  -that  I  had  certainly  heard,  that  it 
was  not  yet  fully  concluded.:  Whereupon  he  entreated 
me^  thaty  in  ca/e  I  found  not  the  Frencli  Match  in 
fuch  Forwardnefs  as  tt  could  not  be  ftafd,  I  would 
let  him  know  of  it  j  and  that  if  I  fiould  fee  any  kind 
0f  Poffibility,  that  the  Bufmefs  we  had  fpoke  of  might 
be  fet  on  foot,  I  would  advertife  him ;  and  that 
thereupon  he  would  proceed  to  thofe  Particulars,  which 
Jpe  formerly  intended  for  my  Satisfa^ton. 

Herewith  I  acquainted  your  Majejiy,  and  find- 
ing that  the  Spanifh  Amhaffador  in  England  had 
"Notice  from  the  Duke  nf  our  former  Proceedings, 
and  Order  to  further  them  by  all  poffible  Means  he 
could,  efpcdally  if  he  Jl)ould  underfiand  that  your 
Majefiy  were  not  fully  rcfolv'd  of  the  French  Match ; 
I  thought  it  fit,  by  his  Means,  to  let  the  Duke  un* 
derfiand  in  what  Eft  ate  I  found  this  Bufmefs  in 
England  \  and  thereupon,  with  your  Majejlfs  Per^ 
mi^on,  wrote  a  Letter  to  him  to  this  Ejfeh : 

^  That  altko'  it  were  true  that  the  Match  with 
Trance  had  been  treated  of  zvith  much  Earneftnefs 
in  both  SideSf  and  with  great  Likelihood  of  being 
ioncluded ;  yet  there  daily  arofe  fo  many  Difficulties 
4ind  new  Caufes  of  Delay ^  that  I  jud^d  it  far  from 
4tny  perfe^  Conclufion  ;  neither  did  I  fee  Cauje  ab* 
folutely  to  defpair  of  the  Buftnefi  which  ourfehes  had 
intended',  unlefs  the  Difficulties  of  the  Conditions 
fiouli  make  it  d0fp$rate  i  hi  if  tbefc  things  Jhsuld

he  txpf£fed  by  Spiio,  which  in  the  Treaty  far  the  hte  xtt.% 
Piince  were  demanded,  it  were  be  ter  by  much  net 
to  rinew  the  Bujiritfs  %  ihiin  by  utifittsng  and  utibf- 
cemiig  Prcp:jui9ns  en  either  Side  to  give  Dijiajie, 
or  UU'en  the  Fneudjhip  wh:ch  now  was  betwixt  your 
M^ejiits.  And  therefore  I  expe£led  tkalt  in  Spain, 
tbiy  would  be  content  with  fuch  Conditions  as  your 
Me^ifiy  might  fitting^  and  convenient^  yield  unto, 
and  all  other  Catkolic  Princes  were  wilting  to  Cvntent 
tbtmfehes  ■a^irh ;  I  neither  /aw  Cuufe  to  hope  for 
gisd  Suceefi,  nor  Reafon  to  jet  the  Treaty  on  foot\ 
but  in  tafe  that  I  might  know  that  the  Conditions,  in 
Point  of  Religion,  might  be  fueh  as  I  Jkuld  fee  a 
Ptffibitily  of  your  Majejiy's  condffcendtng  to  them,  I 
Jhoiild  be  far  from  dejpairing  efjome  good  EffeEf-, 
Jtr  that  1  know  divers,  not  of  the  meanefl  nor  leaji 
Power  with  your  Mejefij,  were  thereunto  well  in- 
lUn'i  and  would  give  their  helping  Hands,  &c.' 

Hereupon  the  Spanifh  Ambajfador  dijpatch'd  hit 
Secretary  into  Spain,  and  received  Anjwer  from  the 
Duke,  Ihat  he  fhould  give  me  all  Ajfiirance  that 
there  was  here  a  great  D^j.re  and  Inclination  to  the 
mating  of  the  Match;  and  thai,  at  my  Return  into 
Spain,  they  no  ways  doubled  but  JJhauld  receive  fuch 
Saiisfaiiion  as  Jbould  moke  it  appear,  that,  on  their 
Part,  there  jhoM  be  nothing  wanting  for  the  effefl- 
ingtfit. 

It  remaineth  that  I  now  fignify  to  your  Majejiy 
what  hath  pafj'ed  herein,  fince  my  lafl  coming  to  tbis 
Court. 

I  arrived  here  in  Madrid  on/y  a  Day  or  Iwa  be- 
fore their  Chriftmas,  and  having,  feme  fix  Days  af- 
ter, my  Audiena  appsinled  by  the  King ;  whilfi  1 
was  in  a  wiihdrewing  Chiirnber  expeSfing  the  King's 
coming  forth,  the  Duke  of  Lerma  came  hither  la 
bear  me  Company ;  and  after  many  refpe&ful  De- 
mands of  your  Majefly's,  the  ^ecn's,  and  Prina't 
Health,  and  fome  few  Complements  unto  myfclf  con^ 
urning  my  IVekame  again  to  the  Court,  .  he  fell,  to 
^ak  of  she  falfe  Alarms  we  had  in  England  con- 
«rw'ff^  dSpanifli  Atmaiizi  Jeeming  much  dijpleas'd 
ibct  any  Credit  fhouli  he  given  to  any  Ihing  fo 
much 
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J.  muck  to  his  Mafler's  DiPiomw  and  want  ef  Fide- 
lity, ai  he  termed  it ;  but  your  Majifly,  he  /aid,  did 
never  believe  it :  Jnd,  it  jeetin,  he  bad  heard  cffime 
pleafant  Atijwer  year  Majejly  ftrnuld  make  to  fame 
one  of  your  Minifien,  that  in  great  Hafle  came  to 
your  Majefly  when  you  were  a  Hunting,  and  tald 
you  that  the  Spanifh  P^eei  was  in  the  Sleeve.  From 
this  he  entred  into  great  Protiflation  of  the  Sinceritji 
sf  this  King'i  JffeSlisns  and  Intensions  towards  your 
Majtjly ;  telling  me,  that  Ijbould  now  fee  hmu  mui^  ~ 
they  defired  ta  work  a  greater  Nearnejs  and  UnittH 
between  your  Majejiies ;  and  that  particularly  as  x 
the  principal  Bufmefs  (of  which  in  fo<  mer  Time  S 
had  fpoken,  meaning  the  Marriage,)  he  would fh 
fpeak  with  me,  but  it  muft  be  at  more  Leijitre 
anfwer'd  him.  That  I  Jhould  not  fail  Jlmrtly  to  W^ 
en  him,  and  that  be  Jhmld  find  me  anjwerable  to  («" 
ProfeJ/ions  I  had  made  i  which  was,  that,  being  in- 
duced thereunto  by  fach  fifficient  and  good  Grounds 
as  might  jatify  my  Mafter,  hath  for  the  Convimeney 
end  Fiitingneji  ef  having  futh  a  Treaty  to  be  fit  en 
foot,  and  Hiewife  might  take  away  all  Objeiiioni 
ef  their  Intent  of  entertaining  and  diverting  your 
Majejly  hereby,  I  would  be  as  ready  to  do  all  good 
Offices,  and  give  Furtherance  to  the  Buftne/s,  a:  any 
Minijier  the  King  f  Spain  had.  And  this  was  a$ 
that^  at  Our  firj)  Meeting,   paffed  in  this  Bufinefs, 

About  fume  eight  Days  after,  I  having  not  all  this 
Time  Jiirred  cut  of  my  Houfi,  under  Colour  of  be- 
ing  indi{j>os'd,  though  the  Truth  Was,  indeed,  to  in- 
form myfilf  of  fame  Particulars  which  concern' d' your 
Majefly's  Service  before  I  would  fpeai  with  tbt 
Duke  i  he  being,  as  I  fmce  underfteod,  fomtwhat 
troubled,  that,  in  all  this  Time,  I  made  no  Means 
to  come  unto  him,  oneMornmg,  bf  Nine  of  the  Clock, 
very  privately,  came  to  my  Hsufe,  without  iiivertf- 
fing  of  his  coming  (as  the  Cufom  is  here)  untiU  his 
Coach  Jlaid  at  my  Gate ;  and  then  he  fent  a  Gentle- 
man  to  me,  telling  me.  That  the  Duke  was  there  to 
fpeak  with  me.  IVhen  I  had  conduBed  the  Duit 
into  a  Room  where  we  were  private,  he  fell  into  the 
aforefaid  Matter,  end  in  tht  Manner  as  I  Jhall  hert 
f,i 
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jet  dffwn  unto  your  Mqjejly^  without  making  tf»FAo.2i.>i^eil, 
other  Pretence  as  the  Intent  of  bis  Coming^  or  wthout     *  t6ij. 
^ftng^  in  the  Space  of  an  Hour^  any  Speech  of  any 
other  Bufmefe. 

After  fome  few  ^ejlions  of  your  Mtgejlj  and  the 
^een^  he  began  to  ask  many  Things  of  the  Prince^ 
hs  of  bis  Jgtj  Us  Stature,  his  Healthy  his  Inelina* 
toftj  to  what  Sports  he  was  chiefly  given^  and  then 
fuddenly,  as  it  were  *viih  »  pafhonate  Exprejfion  (f 
Affe^ion^  he  defired  God  to  bkfs  him,  and  to  make 
him  the  Means  by  Mich  your  Mc^ejfy  might  be  con- 
joined in  a  mater  Alliance,  and  your  Kingdoms  in  per^ 
petual  Amity ;  faying  to  moy  that  he  was  out  of 
boubt  of  my  good  Inclinations  to  this  Buftnefsy  both 
Ij  what  had  formerly  pafs*d  between  us  on  tnis  SUb-- 
jtSf,  as  liiewifeby  my  ProceeMngs  in  England,  wferf- 
of  he  bad  been  fully  informed  by  the  Spahifli  Ambaf^ 
fader ;  and  therifoire  he  iJuould,  in  a  few  Wordsy  deal 
with  me  with  much  Freenefs  and  ClearnefSy  affuring 
timfelf  be  fhould  receive  the  Uke  Meafiire  from  tie  ; 
and  thereupon  entered  into  afolemn  PrrieJlatioH,  how 
much  the  IGnjt  defired  the  match ;  ahd-^  for  himftlf^ 
hefolemnly  fwore  there  was  no  one  Thing  in  the  World 
he  more  defired  to  fee  before  he  died,  than  the  effe6t^ 
ing  thereof:  But,  niy  Lord  Ambaffador^  faid  he^  you 
biufi  deal  as  jujlly  with  me,  io  let  me  undirjfand  whe- 
ther you  conceive  the  like  Defire  to  be  in  thi  King  of 
England  and  his  Minifiers,  and  tbtn  1  fhfall  proceed 
io  fpHak  further  unto  ydu.  I  anfwered  the  Duke^ 
That  I  ever  efieetffd  Hiore  the  Reputation  of  a  Man 
tf  Truth  aha  Integrity  than  of  Skill  and  Subtilty  i 
hticbj  I  did  bopt,  he  would  well  perttive  by  what  t 
ioas  to  fay  \  for  that  I  wdi  much  wore  defiroui  fairly 
hgo  off  frofh  this  BufineJS.  than  eafily  to  enter  intb 
it ;  and  therefore  if  he  wmld  have  mefpiak  my  Con- 
flieneltf  I  did  not  conceive  that,  either  in  yout"  Maje- 
fiy^  §r  any  of  your  Mini/lers,  there  was  any  Kind 
If  leclination  iherei/nto  ;  for  that  tbey  havirg  for^ 
meriy  giten  fo  refolute  and  dijlajleful  nn  Aufwer^ 
)#&•  Majefiy  had  juft  Cdufi  never  agdin  to  cajf  fo 
Urncb  ai  voUr  Thoughts  tins  Way^  and  thmgh  it  might 
h  aBedlid.  That  the  Fitnefs'of  the  Prince's  Yectts, 
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l,and  ether  civil  Regards,  might  caufe  new  Refsktions, 
yel  the  Differences  of  RtH^ion  wtri  Jlill  the  fame^ 
and  the  fame  were  the  Tenets  and  Opinions  of  Di- 
vines in  Matter  ef  Conjdence  ;  and  therefore  it  could 
not  but  he  a  Thing  cf  great  Difficulty  toperfuade  your 
.   J4dJ£fty  and  your  Mini/iers,  that  a  Match  jbmld  bf 
I  ^arken'd  unto,  much  lefs  defiredfrovt  hence,  Mit  vpon 
^ihe  fame  Terms ;    the  very  Thought  and  Remem- 
W-irancewhereifis  yet  unpleaft'tgin  England  .■  So  thai, 
ttt  deal  plainly  with  him,  I  neither  found,  either  in 
I  .ytur  Majefty,  or  in  the  Council,  any  Kind  of  Thought 
r  w  Imagination  ef  my  Pejfibility  of  having  any  filch 
Motion  again  ;  but  this  I  foundnot  to  grow  fram  erty 
Diftike  or  want  of  AffeSiion  in  your  Majefty  towards 
Spain,  or  that  many  of  the  greotejl  or  princlpallejl  Pery 
fans  in  Y.x\^2sA  judged  not  the  Nearnefs  and  AlUance 
with  Spain  ifuolfy  valuable  with  any  other  in  Chri- 
ftendom  ;  Jiul  ihat^  out  of  Difiaftefulnefi  of  the  for- 
mer Anders  given  from  hence,  all  ExpeStatlens  of 
any  Bufinejsefthis  Nature  were  abjelutefy  exilnguijh- 
td ;  and  therefore  again  to  revive  it,  there  would 
need  more  than  ordinary  Endeavours,  or  ordinary  Af- 
fsfiance:  But  as  I  knew  ihir  Match  would  neither 
want  ffell- fFilleri  nor  Ajfijien,  and,  far  my  own 
Part,  I  would  freely  make  Profcffion^  that  no  Man 
more  dtfired  it  (ban  myfelf,  or  would  more  wUHnghf 
employ  his  Endeavours  for  the  Furtherance  thereof  ^ 
•when,  by  de/cending  to  Particulars,  1  Jhsuld  fee  that 
both  in  regard  to  the  Conditions  and  Afjarance  of  fin- 
cere  Proceeding,  the  Motion  wus  worthy  andproper 
for  a  good  Servant  to  offer  it  unto  his  Mafler ;  nei- 
ther then  Jhould  I  be  tvhoify  out  of  Hope  of  good  Sue- 
cefs,  tho'  I  could  not  but  efleem  it  a  Bujjiicfs  of  infi- 
nite Diffjcultiss. 

The  Duke  replied.  That  any  Csurfe  I  thought  ft 
herein  fljould  be  eondefcended  unto ;  for  that  ail  timi 
was  loft  that  was  [pent  in  Generatiries ;  and  there~  - 
fere,  if  I  fo  I'iedy  he  would  move  this  King,  that 
fome  one  or  two  be/jdes  him/elf  might  be  appointed  ta 
have  Conference  with  me ;  for  that  if  he  Jhould  re- 
tain it  in  bis  awn  Hand  only,  it  would,  by  reafon  of 
his  many  Ocsupalisnit  bavt  «  Jlawir  Progiefs  thai* 
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htwijh'd;  but  if  We 'uiBuM,  by  way  tf  Con/irenee,Aa.ii.U 
<iigift  the  Diffimliiti  into  Hiads  atid  Pariicuiars,  he  '**** 
itituld,  as  tfim  m  be  could,  be  prefinl  at  our  Meet- 
ings 1  and,  fir  his  own  Part,  he  [aid,  he  apprehend- 
ed few  Difficulties  wmUarifi  but  from  Differentt 
^tf  Rtligion. 
,  /  told  the  Duie,  7hat  I  very  well  approved  of  the 
^tending  into  Particulars ;  nather  Jhauld  I  refufe 
Ctfiftrince  with  any  herein  lukem  the  King  Ihouli  ap- 
fmt  ti  fpeak  with  me :  But  if  his  Meaning  tuere^ 
that  the/e  Perfins  fhould  be  nominated  tr  join'd  by 
w^  ef  Camttijfun,  I  thtught  Jit  to  lit  him  under- 
Jtand,  that  I  neither  had  any  Time,  nar  did  1  at  the 
prefint  Jpiak  of  this  Bufisefs  either  by  Order  er  Dt- 
re^ien ;  no,  not  fo  much  as  even  by  your  Majefiy's 
Privity :  But  as  a  Minifter,  that  dejired  la  lay  held 
an  all  Occafioni  for  the  encreafing  of  further  Lme 
and  Nearntjs  betwixt  his  Majler  and  the  Prince  by 
wham  he  is  employed,  1  Jiiould  be  glad,  ta  the  utinoji 
tf  my  Paurer,  to  advance  and  further  this  Catrfe  -,  as 
that  which  I  apprehended  to  be  the  greatefl.  which  the 
JVirld  new  affitrdeth,  far  the  firm  tiniting  of  your 
Mayeflies  andyeur  Eftatts. 

'The  Duke  t»ld  me,  'that  this  King  would  make  nj 
Scruple  tt  declare  his  good  Inclination  and  Difire  to 
have  the  Match  proceeded  in  ;  and  that,  far  accsm' 

B  dating  the  Dipcuhies,  he  had  already  ufed  divers 
Jiffs  and  Di/igeiices  with  the  Pope,  as  Hkezoi/i. 
tithe  greateji  Dlvinei  a/  tbi  kingdom,  whereof 
tfsmtd  lame  unts  me,  whom,  he  faid^  he  found 
■atry  well  inclined  to  the  Match.  He  told  me  alfo 
bt  would  be  glad  they  might  ^eii  with  me,  ft  then 
I  iR'ght  truly  underfland,  bi  them,  dU  Kind  of  Scru- 
pktbai  ttuld  be  alledged.  1  anfwe'rd,  That  I  de- 
fiTid  nothing  more,  and  that  I  could  not  but  approve 
tf  tbtfe  CoUr/es  he  prefcribed,  as  the  riojl  probable  la 
pradaee  a  good  Effeii ;  and  that  I  hoped  God  wauU 
give  a  happy  Succtfi  ta  the  Bufmefs :  But  I  Jhauld  be 
told  in  one  Thing  to  deliver  my  Opinion,  which  was, 
no  viays  to  tnierejl  sw  Mailers  herein,  unUfs  by  the 
unJsrjJaTiding  and  clearing  the  Difficulties  on  both 
Sfdn,  there  JJiould  be  a  great  Appearance  and  Proba- 
f  2  iUitf 
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ntbility,  that  the  Bufmefi  ivmU  take  Ejf'eii ;  for  if 
tbtir  Names  Jhaiild  be  therein  ufed,  and  afterwards 
the  Treaty  fhsuld  not  be  fuecefsful^  it  would  but  exalte- 
fate  dnd  breed  a  greater  Dijlajie  betwixt  your  Maje* 
Jilts.     The  Duke  isld  me^  He  mifliked  not  my  Opini- 
tn ;  tho'  he  laid,  Hiwever  the  Bvfinefs  jucceededt  yet 
j^eu  Jbould  have  Reafon  to  accept  kindly  this  King's 
W^ood  Intentions ;  for  that,  if  it  miftartled,  it  fiould 
^appear  not  to  be  thro'  their  Default  j  but  that  they 
f  'bad  Jlrelched  as  far  as  Honour  or  Confdmce  ivottli 
[  '.pve  them  leave. 

Jndthus  much  he  faid  I  might  write  to  your  Ma- 
^y.  If  I  thought  fit.,  or  to  my  confident  Friends  in 
Kaghad,  his  IP'ord  and  jf^rance  i  and  fo  telling  me^ 
^hdi  he  would  prefenily  appoint  thefe  that  Jlxuld  cmfer 
mth  me  in  tins  Buftnefs,  we  then  parted. 

Ifithiri  Irvo  Days  after  I  went  to  the  Duke,  and, 
•after  I  had  fpoken  to  him  of  the  Bufmefs  ef  Cleves, 
according  to  my  Injirultms,  whereof  I  gave  an  Ac- 
mmt  to  Mr.  Secretary^  in  a  Difpalch  direiledts  hiffii 
ive  fell  again  into  Speech  of  the  Match. 

the  Duke  told  me  he  had  well  covfidered  of  that 
which  I  had  /did  unto  him,  and  much  apprmJ'i  it, 
}fot  to  inierijf  our  Majlers  in  the  Bufmefs  till  wt 
'  Ihould  fie  fome  Likefyhoid  of  good  Succefs. 

And  for  that  he  fuppofea  the  Difference  of  Religion^ 
Ske  to  prove  the  only  Difficulty  of  Confideratm,  hg 
.  thought  it  fit  that  it  fiicvld  firfi  be  cleared  ;  and 
.  iherefore  he  wmid  break  the  Matter  with  the  Car~ 
'  dinai  of  Toledo,  and  the  King's  Confefbr,  and  with 
them  Ihmtld  he  join'd  another  learned  Man,  one  Fa- 
ther Fredrick ;  who,  fince  Ivndtrfland,  is  a  Jcfuit, 
but  truly  bath  the  Repsrt  of  a  moderate  Man.  Thefe, 
the  Duke  faid,  Ihould  have  Orders  to  confer  with 
me,  and  Charge  to  go  as  far  as  might  be,  referving 
fafe  the  Grmnds  and  Sincerity  ef  their  Religion.  I 
anfivered  the  Duktf  Ttat  I  was  well  fatisfied  bete- 
tuith  i  and  that  f  their  Demands  werefuch  as  would

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Iprefume  to  fet  dawn  to  your  Majejly  all  the  Paf-  An- » 
fiiiasf  this  Bujjne/s,  with  Jo  muth  Length  andFul- 
fl^,  (for  that  1  no  ivap  dare  adventure  to  offer  to  your 
mjt^  any  Opinion  or  Belief  of  my  own,  either  for 
tbt  Fitneji  of  the  Match,  or  far  the  Sincerity  of  their 
hitntien,  or  the  Poffibility  of  accommodating  Diffe- 
rtntrt  in  Religion)  that  your  Majejiy,  feeing  undif- 
iuifedly  all  that  haih  hitherto  pajfed,  with  every  Cir- 


nimJiancOf  niisy  be  pkafed,  out  ef  the  Confideratioti 
iiid  Knowledge  of  thefs  Particulars,  t<i  framt  unto 
jsuHilf  fuch  a  Belief  of  their  dire£l  Meaning,  and 
jucia  Refolutien  for  the  further  proceeding  herein,  as 
fiall  be  nto/i  fuitable  to  your  Majejly'!  IVfdom.  On- 
if  I ^tf  think  it  ft  to  fet  down  furthir  to  your 
Maj^yt  the  particular  Ends  which,  it  may  be  con' 
itived,  they  aim  at,  by  fitting  this  Bufiaefs  en  Foot 
at  tbirprefenl,  in  cafe  iheyjhsuld  not  intend  really  it 
perform  it.  ^he  jirji  may  be  to  divert  and  Jlagger 
yssr  Majejiy's  Treaty  with  France.  The  fecond, 
for  the  entertaining  your  Majijly  with  fair  Hapes 
and  Promi/es,  thereby  to  keep  you  from  declaring 
jourfejf  tppofiie  to  tkem  in  the  prefent  Bufisefs  of  Ju- 
liers  tf«(J  Cleves ;  ivhich  is Jlill  remaining  unfettled. 

Bui  this  being  fa,  your  Majifly  may  be  pleafed  to

!  Lorrf^  began  10  deliberate  on  what  {houM  be  delr- 
l^vertd  to  the  Commons,  ata  Conference  that  After- 
noon, concerning  the  Grand  Affair.  And  it  was 
agreed,  that  the  Lard- Keeper  fhould  begin  with 
an  Induftion,  our  of  the  Duke's  N'lrratisn;  and 
then  acqmim  thcCommfitis,  Tbnt  the  Opinion  of 
their  Houle  was  to  advife  the  King,  /aper  totam 
Mate-iam,  Tfm  ^s  Mtgefty  cannot,  with  the  Safe-  ■ 
Iff  of  his  own  Hfnour^  or  Convcmency  of  Religion  and 
$Af  6iai€,  proceed  any  further  for  the  Treaty  of  the 
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Prhui's  Match,  nor  rely  any  longer  on  that  for  theKn.  ax.  Jtmci  I. 
Recovery  of  the  Palatinate.  J613. 

It  was  alfo  agreed,  that  the  Lord- Keeper  (hould 
deliver  unto  the  Commons,  by  way  of  Supple- 
ment, firft,  concerning  the  Treaty  of  Marriage^ 
That  it  appeared,  by  the  Earl  of  Briftoh  Difpatch, 
of  November  3.  1624.  That  the  firft  Motion  of 
it  came  from  Spain^  viz.  from  the  Duke  of  Lerrna 
into  England.  2.  Concerning  the  Treaty  of  Re- 
fiitution^  That  the  King  of  Spain  had  promifed 
Affiftance,  by  Arms,  in  cafe  a  Mediation  fhould 
not  prevail^  tho'  now  he  denied  it  again.  This 
appeared  out  of  another  Difpatch  from  the  Earl  of 
Briftol.  ^Concerning  an  heroic  Saying  of  the 
Prince,  *  That  when  it  was  noifed  he  fhould  be 
detained  a  Prifoner  in  Spain^  he  fent  Word  by 
Gfjmes  to  the  King,  Jhat  in  cafe  News  Jbould  come 
hUber.  of  bis  Detention^  his  Majefy  would  think  no 
more  on  him  as  a  Son ;  but  reflet  all  his  royal 
Thmghts  on  bis  Sifter^  and  the  tf^eUfaro  tf  bis  own 
EJlates  and  kingdoms? 

The  reft  of  this  Day  and  the  two  following  A  Conrerenet 
were  chiefly  taken  up  in  the  Conference  between  ^«'^p°"- 
the  two  Houfes,  about  this  Grand  Affair^  as  the 
"journals  call  it :    And, 

March  5.  The  Archbifljop  of  Canterbury  made 
a  Report,  briefly,  of  what  had  pafled  at  it,  and  de- 
liYered  in  the  Reafons,  in  Writing,  from  the  Com- 
mons, to  fortify  their  Refolutions  to  advife  his  Ma- 
jd^  to  proceed  no  farther  in  the  Treaties  with  Spain  : 
Which  were  thefe : 

I.  *  It  is  obferved,  That  the  State  oi  Spain ^  not  The  Conaom 
content  with  their  ordinary  Provifions  for  ihe  Ex-*^^®"*  ^h  th« 
crcxfe  of  the  Roman  Religion  by  the  Infanta  and  her  L^"u«ein. 
Family,  which  other  Princes,  in  like  Cafe,  would 
have  demanded,  and  which  his  Maj^fty,  with  great 
Redbn,  might,  at  the  Beginning  of  this  Treaty, 
have  conceived  they  would  have  been  contented 
.  with,  have,  with  great  Vehemency,  upon  the  Ad- 
vantiige  of  having  the  Prince's  Perfon  in  their  Poflcf- 
ikm,  prefied  a  general  Connivance  for  his  Majefty*s 
Suhjcch  of  the  Roman  Rclijion,  to  the  great  Dif^ 

hqnour 
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An.ii.jjmeiT.honour  of  Almighty  God,  in  the  Sincerity  of  hi3 
***3'  Service  in  this  Realm-,  and  to  the  apparent  Dimi- 
nution of  his  Majefty's  Sovereignty,  by  cftablifhitig 
a  iieceflary  Dependence  for  Proteftion  upon  a  fo- 
reign King  and  State  ;  and  to  the  great  Derogation 
oHheLawsof  this  Kingdom  i  and,  laltly,  to  the 
Grief  and  Difcouragemen:  of  all  his  Majefty's  well- 
affefled  Subjefls,  from  whofe  genera!  Difcontent 
they  expef^ed,  as  well  appeareth,  a  Confequcnce  of 
no  fmaJl  ^\ichie(.' 

'  II.  It  is  obferved,  that  during  the  Continuaiice 
of  this  Treaty,  and  by  rcafon  of  tfie  fame,  thcPo- 
pifh  Faftion  have  exceedingly  increafed  in  this 
Realm,  boih  in  Multitude  and  Boldnefs  ;  and 
■whereas,  heretofore,  they  have  been  divided  ainongft 
themfelves  into  the  Party  of  Jefuits  depending 
opon  Spain,  and  the  fecular  Pr'iclts ;  otherwifethey 
aregenerally,  now,  ftrongly  united  together,  depend- 
ing no  lefs  upon  Spain  for  temporal  Refpefls,  than 
from  Rime  for  fpiritual ;  which,  confidering  the 
Houfe  of  Spain  hath  h(een  always  a  capital  Enemy 
to  our  Religion,  to  enpreafe  their  own  Greatnefs^ 
by  extirpating  the  Proteftant  Party  in  all  Place* 
■where  they  can  prevail,  cannot  but  be  of  molt  dan- 
gerous Confequence  to  the  Safety  of  the  King  and 
this  Realm,  ^lnlefs  Remedy  be  provided  wiih  Speed 
for  abating  that  Party  here  at  home  ;  which  can- 
not be  during  the  TimethefeTreatiesareonFoot-' 

'  HI.  It  i3ohfcrve,d,that,by  Advaniageof  thefe 
Treaties,  and  thereby  keeping  his  MnjeHy  in  hope, 
of  gener.il  Peflcp,  they  have  fontrarity,  ufider  Pre- 
tence of  affifting  the  Em|.ieror,  opprefled  by  the 
Pruteftani  Party  in  moft  Part  of  Chrijfendom,  being 
the  ancient  Allies  gnd  Conff^i^ef^ies  of  this  Crown, 
tp  the  endangering  not  only  of  the  whole  Stale  pf 
the  Reformed  Religion  but  alio  againft  the  commor^ 
Safety  of  all  the  Prule/Iors  of  Che  fame.' 

'  IV.  During  the  Time  of  thefe  Treaties  of 
Love  with  his  Majelly,  they  have,  with  a!!  Kind  of 
Hofttiiiy,  fei  upon  his  Majefty's  Son-Jn-Law,  the, 
fti.sband  of  his  unly  an-J  moft  Royal  Dau.shter ;  in- 
vaded hi?  Towns  and  Territories  in  all  Places  i  aiid, 
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[n  fine,  difmheriied  him,  with  all  that  Royal  OfF'  a, 
fpring.  of  all  his  antiem  patrimonial  Honours  zn^ 
Pofieffionsi  tothegreatDiflionourofbisMajefty,and 
the  exiream  Grief  of  all  his  well-affe£ied  Subjefls ; 
and  now  alfo,  at  the  laft ,  when  they  fiiould  have 
come  to  make  good  the  Hope  of  Reftitution,  ihey 
have  laid  new  Grounds  for  endlcfs  Delays,  and 
turned  pretended  Difficulties  into  apparent  Impolli- 
bilities;  not  forbearing  alfo  to  annex,  as  a  Con- 
dition to  the  weak  Hope  of  their  uncertain  and 
impetfeft  Reftitution,  that  the  eldeft  Son  of  the 
Count  Palatine  fhould  be  brought  up  in  the  Em- 
peror's Court ;  So  reftlefs  are  their  Defires  to  work 
the  Overthrow  of  our  Religion  by  all  poffible  De^ 
'  vices-' 

'  Laflfyt  It  is  too  apparent  how  many  Years, 
from  Time  to  Time,  they  have  deluded  and  abu- 
fed  his  Majefty  with  their  Treaties ;  how  fmall  Re- 
fpcdt  they  have  fhewed  to  the  Prince's  Greatnefs 
and  Worlb ;    what  Indignity  they  have  offered, 
again  and  again,  [o  his  Highnels,  by  importuning 
him,  upon  all  Advantages,  to  forfakehis  Reiigionj 
contrary  to  the  Cuftom  of  all  Princes,  and  contrary 
to  thp  amient  Laws  of  Honour  and  Hofpitality  j 
■who  ought  to  have  been  ufed  there  with  princely 
Freedom,  and  prefled  lo  nothing  to  which  he  was 
ill-difpofed  ;  confideringwithall,  with  what  Confi- 
dence,  being  fo  great  a  Prince,  he  had  put  bimfelf 
within  their  Power;  aUho^  it  pleafed  God  fo  to 
guide  and  fortify  his  Ptnicely  Heart,  that  he  con- 
[•Santly  withftood  all  their  Attempts  and  Machina- 
t  tions,  to  his  own  immortal  Honour,  and  the  un- 
ipeakable  Comfort  of  all  good  People  of  his  Fa- 
ther's King  'CjOi  i  whereunio  may  be  added  the  in- 
I-  finite  Advantageoufnefe  and  cndlefs  Delays  in  their 
I  Treaties,  inviting  ftill  to  new  Treaties,  and  turn- 
L  ing  all  to  ihe  Advantage  pf  their  owri  particulac 
r.Eods ;  being  true  to  noihing  bui  their  own  ground-r 
cd  Mrxims,  with  which  neither  the  AJaub  noj  Rs- 
kitutm  of  rlic  Palafmuie  can  pollibly  confift,  but 
upon  fuch  Teims  as  threaten  lo  our  Eft '.lean  in- 
l,Ci(rable  Mifcllief  j  and,  i<)\  a  further  Jufti&catian 
r     ■  of 
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1.11.  Tunwl  °^  ^^^  Charge  of  InlJncetity  in  all  their  Proceed- 
'  1E13.      'ings.there  Particulars  enfuingi  among  many  others, 
may  be  produced.' 

'  Firjit  In  that  Treaty  concerning  Prince  Henry  j 
after  many  Tpecious  Motions  on  their  Pare,  it  was 
followed  with  difavowing  their  own  Ambafladors, 
and  a  fcornful  Propofiiion  to  the  King  for  that 
Prince's  altering  his  Religion.' 

'  Sicmidty,  In  tbe  Treaty  of  Bruffeh,  wherein  Sir 
Richard  lyeflan  was  employed,  he  found  nothing 
but  Delays  and  Deceits ;  and,  after  divers  peremp- 
tory Commands  from  Spain,  i<x  his  Majefty^  Sa- 
tisfadion,  they  wrought  no  other  Efteft  than  ilie 
Siege  and  taking  of  H-idiliergh ;  fo  that  he  was 
forced  to  return  with  a  Proieftation.' 

'  Thirdly,  When  Baron  Bafist  came  thither  to 
continue  their  former  Treaty,  the  firft  News  we 
heard  was,  the  Tranilation  of  the  Eleflorate  to 
the  Duke  of  Bavaria ;  of  which  both  the  Baron 
and  Don  Carlot  proiefted  Ignorance,  and  thai  tbe 
King  of  Spain  would  let  tbe  World  fee  how  much 
he  relented  fuch  an  Affront  ;  yet  it  plainly  appeal^ 
eth,  by  the  Letter  of  the  Count  d'Olivans,  given 
to  the  Prince,  that  the  Stale  of  ^ain  both  had  In- 
telligence of  it  before,  and  expei^ed  it  to  be  efieftcd 
at  that  Diet.* 

*  Fmrlhly^  When  his  Highnefs  was  in  Spain  the 
Count  d'OUvtvis  (liewed  hiin  two  Letters,  by 
which  it  plainly  appeared,  that,  till  his  Coming  thi- 
ther, there  was  nothing  really  intended;  which 
they  were  not  alhamed  direflly  to  avow  to  the 
Prince  himfelf,  and  that  after  the  Requital  of  fo 
hazardous  a  Journey,  and  fuch  an  exiraordinary 
Truft.  When  ail  Articles  were  again  concluded, 
they  found  a  new  Shift,  by  a  Junfto  of  Divines, 
to  let  the  Prince  come  home  without  ihe  Lady ; 
for  whofe  Perjbn,  his  Highnefe  had  chiefly  put  him- 
felf to  that  Hazard.' 

'  Lijfily,  When  upon  his  Highnefs's  happy  Re- 
turn hither,  we  bad  juft  Caufe  to  expert  the  uimoft 
ihey  wosiid  do  in  reftoring  the  Palatinate ;  the 
faitliful  Promife  of  which  was  tbe  only  Caufe  that 
the 
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the  Prince  yielded  to  that  Junfto  of  Divines,  the  An.ai.  Jwal, 
Defponfaries  being  prefenily  to  follow  i  the  Berg.  i6s]. 
Jiac  was  to  be  delivered  to  the  Eleflor  of  MeniZy 
being  won  by  the  King  of  Spain's  Arms,  and  Part 
of  it  then  in  Pofleflion  of  his  own  Miniftcrs,  con- 
trary to  an  exprefs  Article  in  the  Treaiy,  conclu- 
ded by  Don  Carles  and  the  Baron  of  Ba/col ;  where- 
in it  was  particularly  provided  tliat  no  Alteration 
was  to  be  made  in  thefe  Treaties,  till  the  general 
Treaty  was  ai  an  End.' 

Thefe  Reafons,  wilh  the  confequent  Advice  to 
the  King  annexed,  being  read,  the  Lords  approved 
of  them  by  a  general  Vote  of  the  Houfe,  Nemini  Sf- 
fintkntt  J  and  a  Committee  of  tlie  Lords  was  ap- 
pointed to  join  [liat  of  the  other  Houfe,  in  order  to 
go  and  ptefeni  them  to  his  Majefty. 

Monk  8.  The  Archbi(hop  of  Canttrbury  report- 
ed to  the  Houfe,  That,  on  the  6ihlnftant,  the  joint 
Committees  of  both  Houfes  waited  on  his  Majefty, 
itTheoholds;  at  which  Time  he  delivered  himfelf 
to  the  King  as  follows  j

*  Mauriam,  ptel'ent  this  our  humble  Addrefs  unto 

*  your  Majefty  j    that  the  Treaties,   both  for  the 

*  Man-'wge?in&  xh^  Pohtinaiiy  cannot  any  longer 

*  he  continued  with  the  Honour  of  your  Majefty, 

*  the  Safety  of  your  People,  the  Welfare  of  your 

*  Children  and  Pofterity,  as  alfo  the  Affjrance  of 
'  your  aniient  Ai'ies  and  Ccn:ederates.' 

To  this  Speech  from  the  Archbifhop  the  King 
returned  this  immediate  Anfwer : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen  all, 
I-  THavs  Caufi  firfi  u  thank  Gsd  ivith  all  my  Heart 
-*  and  all  the  Faculties  of  my  Mind,  that  my  Speech, 
which  I  delivered  in  Parliament^  hath  taken  Jo  gesi 
Efell  amsngHyeu ;  as  that,  with  aa  ananimous  Can- 
jent,  yiu  have  freely  and  fpeidily  given  me  yoar  Ad- 
vice in  this  great  Buftnefs;  far  which  I  alfi  thank 
yeu  all  as  heartily  as  I  can. 

1  alfi  give  my  particular  Thanks  id  the  Oentlemen 
of  the  Lower  Hiufi ;  fir  that  I  heard,  when  fime 
would  have  caji  fealoufies  and  Doubts  between  me 
and  my  Pesple,  they  prefenlly  quelled  thefe  Ahtiens  i 
which  otherwife  might,  indeed,  have  hindred  the  hap- 
py  Agreement  I  hepe  is  find  in  this  Parliament. 
You  give  me  ymr  Advice  ts  break  iff  both  the  Treaties, 
€s  well  concerning  the  Match  as  the  Palatinate  :  And 
now  give  me  Leave,  as  an  old  King,  to  propound  my 
Doubt!,  and  hereafter  to  give  you  my  Anfwer. 

Firfi,  it  is  true,  that  J,  who  kavt  been,  all  the 
Days  of  my  Life,  a  peaceable  King;  and  have  had  tbe 
Honour,  in  my  Titles  and  hnpreffes,  to  be  Jliled  Rex 
Pacjficus,  JhoTild  be  loth,  without  Mcejfity,  to  embroil 
nyfelf  with  War  ;  far  from  my  Nature  and  from 
my  Honour,  which  I  have  bad  at  home  and  abreadj 
in  endeavouring  tt  avoid  the  Effufion  of  Chrijiian 
Blood ;  of  which  too  much  hath  beenjhei,  andfe  much 
f^ainjl  my  Heart ;   J  [erf,  that  unlffs  it  bf  upon  fieh 
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a  Neajftly,  that  I  may  call  it,  as  fime  /aid  merrily  An.»i 
ff  Women,  Malum  neceffarium,  /  Jhould  bt  hth  la  ' 
tnter  into  it.     And  I  muji  Ukiviife  acquaint  you,  ilnu 

1  have  had  nofmaU  Htpe  given  me  of  obtaining  better 
Cendilians  for  the  Rejiitutiaa  of  the  Palaiinaie,  and 
that  evenjince  the  Jtitting  down  of  the  Parliament .' 
But  bt  nBijeateu5,nor  thtni  mtpeh  a  King,  that  weu/d, 
vnder  Pretence  ef  asking  your  Advice,  put  a  Scorn 
upan  you,  by  difdaining  and  rejeifing  it:  For yiu  re- 
member, that  in  mffirjl  Speech  unto  ytu,  farPmof 
ef  my  Live  to  my  People,  I  craved  your  Advice  in  this 
great  and  ibeighiy  Ajfair  \  but,  in  a  Matter  <f  this 
IVei^ht,  I  mu{i  Jrjt  confder  hew  this  Courfe  may 
agree  with  my  Conjcieme  andHonsur ;  and  next,  ac~ 
arding  to  the  Parable  uttered  by  tar  Saviour,  after 

2  have  refiivedof  the  Necejfsiy  and  Jujinefi  ef  the 
Caufe,  to  can/ider  biw  Ijljal!  be  enabled  to  raife  Forces 
for  this  Purpofe. 

As  cencerning  the  Cauf:  of  my  Children,  lam  now 
oldi  and,  as  Mofes  faw  the  Land  of  Promile  from 
an  high  Meuntain,  tho'  he  had  nut  Leave  to  fit  his 
Foot  en  it;  fi  it  wsuld  be  a  great  Comfort  to  me,  that 
God  would  but  fa  long  prolong  my  Days,  as  if  I  might 
not  fee  the  Rejiitution,  yet  at  leaft  I  might  be  ajjured 
thalit  would  be;  that  then  I  might, with  otd&imnnt 
Jef,  Nunc  dimittis  Servum  tuum,  Domine,  &g. 
Otberivije  it  would  be  a  great  Grief  unto  me,  and  I 
Jhtuld  die  with  a  heavy  and  difcomforted  Heart.  I 
have  often  faid,  and  particularly  in  the  laji  Parlia- 
ment, and  1  jhaU  ever  be  of  that  Mind,  That  as  I  am 
mt  ambitious  of  other  Mem  Goodsor  Lands ,  jo  I  dtfue 
not  to  enjoy  a  Fiirroiv  of  Land  in  England,  Scoilarrij, 
er  Ireland,  without  Re/Htuiion  of  the  Palatinate: 
And  in  this  Mind  I  will  live  and  die. 

But  let  me  acquaint  yeu  a  little  uilh  the  Diffcul- 
ties  of  this  Caufe.  He  is  an  unbapiy  Man  that  Jbali 
advtfe  a  King  to  War ;  and  it  is  an  unhnppy  Thing  la 
ft(k  that  by  Blood,  which  may  be  bad  ly  feate.  Be 
Jules,  Ithinkyour  Intentions  are  not  to  engage  me  in  ' 
iVar  i  but,  withall,  you  will  cen/ider  haw  manyl  kings 
arerequifte  ihereunlt. 
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Aa.it.  JatDMi.  /sml  to  fptai  of  mj  awn  Neceffitm,  they  are  m  • 
^•»3-  will  imwn.  Sure  I  am,  I  htme  had  the  kajl  Help 
in  Parliament  ef  any  King  that  ever  reign' d  i>ver  yau 
this  many  Tears.  I  mull  let  yau  know  that  my  Dif- 
abiliiieS  are  intreajed  by  the  Charge  of  m^  Ssn's  Jour-  ■ 
ney  into  Spain  ;  which  I  was  at  for  his  Honixir,  and 
the  I^neur  ef  this  Naiion :  By  fending  of  Amhaf- 
fadors^  by  maintaining  of  my  Child- en.,  and  by  af- 
fixing if  the  Palatinate,  /  have  incurred  a  great 
Debt  to  the  King  of  Denmark,  U/hich  I  am  net  able 
yet  to  pay. 

The  Low  Countries,  who,  in  regard  f  their  Near- 
nijs,  are  fitteft  to  hip  fir  the  Kecavery  of  the  Pala- 
tinate, are  at  ft  low  an  Ebb,  that,  tf  I  affift  thtm 
mt,  they  are  fearce  able  to  fubfijl.  The  Princes  of 
Germany,  that  fliould  do  me  any  Good,  are  all  poor, 
weak,  and  dijheartened,  and  da  expeii  AJJiJiance  fratn 
hence.  For  Ireland,  I  leave  it  to  you,  whether  that 
pe  not  a  Baci-Dedr  to  be  fecured,  Por  the  Navy, 
I  thank  God,  it  is  in  a  better  Cafe  than  ever  it  wa>, 
yet  more  muft  be  done  ;  and,  before  it  can  be  preparid 
as  it  ought  iff  be,  it  will  require  a  mw  Charge,  as 
well  for  its  own  Strength,  as  for  the  ficuring  g/" 
the  Coafii. 

My  Children,  I  Vow  to  God,  eat  no  Bread  but  by 
fny  Means  ;  1  mujl  maintain  them,  cindnot  fee  them 
want.  In  the  mean  Time,  my  CujhUls  are  the  befi 
Port  of  my  Revenues,  and,  in  effetl,  the  Subfienee  •/ 
all  J  have  ts  live  on  ;  allwhichare  farmed  out  upon 
that  Condition,  That  if  ihete  be  a  War,  ihofs  Bar-  ' 
gains  are  to  be  difannulied  \  wBcb  enforce  a  great 
Defalcation. 

Subfdies  ash  a  great  Time  to  bring  them  in :  AW, 
if  you  eJ^H  me  that  Ifay,  I  mu(I  take  them  up  brfere- 
band  upon  Credit  j  which  will  eat  up  a  great  Fart 
of  them.  This  being  my  Cafe,  to  enter  irjia  War, 
without  fiifficient  Means  to  fupport  it,  Viere  Is  fhew 
tm  Teeth,  and  do  no  more.  In  the  mean  Time.  I 
heartily  thank  you  for  your  A-iv'ce,  and  will  feri. 
eufly  think  upon  it  j  as  I  praf  ysu  to  confsdtr  of  thofi 
ttker  Parts, 
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My  Ireafurer,  Is  whefe  Office  it  uppirtains,  _ 
mtre  at  large  infirm  you  ef  thefe  Things  that  centem 
my  EJlatt.  Thusfnely  it  Ispen  my  Heart  unte  ym  j 
«i(/,  having  your  Hearts,  I  eamiflwant  your  Helps ; 
fir  it  is  the  Heart  that  epeneih  the  Purfi,  mt  the 
Purfi  the  Heart.  I  will  deal  frankly  with  ym  j 
fiiew  me  the  Means  hw  I  may  da  what  youvisuld  have 
me,  and  if  I  tate  a  Refolutien,  ty  ysiir  Advice,  to 
enter  irUa  a  !Var,  then  ysurfehes,  ly  ymr  nvn  De- 
puties, flmll  have  the  AJpofsng  of  the  Mangy  ;  I  will 
rot  meddle  with  it,  but  you  jhall  appoint  your  twn 
Treajurers.  I  fay  not  this  with  a  Purpofe  to  invite 
you  to  eptn  your  Purfes,  and  then  to  fight  you  fo 
much  as  not  to  follmi  ycur  Counfel,  nor  engage  yoit 
befare  1  have  engaged  myfelf.  Give  me  what  you 
will  fir  my  tmn  Means ;  but,  t  protejl,  none  of  the 
Monies  which  you  Jhall  give  fir  tbofe  Ufes,  Jhall  be 
sailed  hut  for  thoje  Ends,  and  by  Men  eleiled  by 
ymrfehes.  If,  upn  your  Offer,  I  Jhall  find  the 
Means  to  make  the  ihir  honuurable  and  fafe,  and 
that  I  rtfbhe  to  embrace  your  Advice  j  then  I  promife 
ym^  en  the  Word  of  a  King,  that  altho'  War  and 
Peace  be  the  peculiar  Prerogatives  of  Kings,  yet,  as 
I  have  advifed  with  you  in  the  Treaties  on  which  the 
War  may  enfae,  fo  I  will  net  treat  nor  accept  of  a 
Peacit  without  firji  aecjuainting  you  with  it,  and 
hearing  your  Adince;  and  therein  go  the  proper  Way 
5^  Parliament,  in  conferring  andtonfulliiig  with  you  ; 
and,  haply,  the  Conditions  of  Peace  loill  be  the  iet- 
ter,  when  we  be  prepared  for  War,  according  to  the 
eld  Proverb,  that  Weapons  bode  Pence. 

ihir  kind  Carriage  gives  me  much  Content ;  and 
that  comforts  mf,  which  my  Lord  of  C-jnierhiny  Jaid, 
'That  there  w,is  noi  a  contrary  Voice  amongft  you 
all  i  ate  the  Seventy  Interpreters,  who  were  led  by 
the  Breath  of  God.  I  am  fo  dejirous  to  forget  all 
Stats  informer  Parliamems,  that  it  Jhnll  not  be  in 
my  Default,  if  lam  net  in  Lave  with  Parliaments, 
and  tallthem  often  -,  and  Idefire  to  end  mi  Life  in  that 
Iitiertourfe  between  mt  and  my  Pesiple,  for  the  ma- 
king  of  good  Laws,  reforming  of  fiich  Abufes  as  I

•rtiLotdi  cnn-     March  it.  The  Lords  took  into  Confideratioti 
fider  ihe  Slate  of  thc  State  of  the  Nation  ;  which  the  Lord  Treafu- 
tbe  Narion.       j^j  („j  fi^ft  gavean  Accountof  to  the  Houfe :  After- 
wards a  Meflage  was  agreed  upon  to  be  fcnt  to  the 
Commons,  to  this  Purpofe  :  . 

'  That,  according  to  his  Majefty's  Command* 
a  Relation  of  his  Eftate  had  been  made  by  the  Lord 
Treafurer  unto  them  ;  and  they  imagine  the  like 
haih  iieen  done  in  their  Houfe,  by  (bme  Members 
of  it  there:  Therefore,  as  this  is  like  to  be  the 
Foundation  of  thele  Endeavours,  which  mull  firft

And  a  Doubt  arifingamongft  their  Lordfliips,  what 
the  King's  End  might  be  in  this,  his  Highneis 
thought  fit  to  give  his  own  Senfe  thereof;  and,  left 
the  like  Doubt  might  alfo  have  arifen  amongft 
them,  the  Lords  had  commanded  him,  as  his  High- 
neis was  pleafed  to  fay,  to  declare  thus  much  unto 
them :  *  That  the  King  did  not  intend^  by  that 

*  Declaration,  that  we  (hould  prefently  enter  into 

*  Confideration  of  relieving  the  King's  Eftate; 

*  but,  to  let  us  fee  and  know,  that  he  could  not,  of

*  Eftate  in  his  own  due  Time.'    This  was  for  th^ 
Refolution  of  the  firft  Doubt. 

'  Another  Doubt  his  Highnefs  moved  of  him- 
felf.  That  it  might  be  fome  might  fear  and  imagine^ 
that,  when  thefe  Things  (hall  be  fettled,  the  King 
would  be  flow  to  call  us  together  again.  For  this, 
his  Highnefs  urged  them  to  call  to  Mind  the  latter 
Part  of  the  King's  laft  Anfwer,  '  That  it  (hould  not 

*  be  his  Fault  if  he  was  not  in  Love  with  Parlia- 

*  ments ;  and  that,  having  Occafion  lately  to  fend 

*  unto  thfe  King,  he  found  his  Majefty  willing  to

*  But.three  Things  his  Highneis  wiflied  us  chiefly 
tDconfider:  ^'/?,  How  far  thisBufinefs  was  gone 
on  already.  Secondly^  How  far  the  Year  was  run 
on.  And,  thirdly^  How  far  we  have  exafperated 
thofe  whom  we  may  conceive  to  be  our  Enemies. 
Three  gpod  Itims.* 

*  Therefore  it  was  fit  to  ufe  Expedition,  and  fo 
to  providit,  that  we  might  not  only  (hew  our  Teeth, 
and  do  no  more  j  b"ut  alfo  be  able  to  bite  when  there 
Ihall  b^  Caufe.  Something  more  the  Prince  added, 
as  follows  i  but  this  he  told  them,  they  muft  ta^ 
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I*  as  fpofcen  from  himfdf:  And  certainly  it  was 
"  ■    ■     "        J  a  moll  heroic  Speech.* 

Gentlemen, 

/Pray  yea  think  ferhtifly  of  this  Eufmefi  ;  iah  it 
to  Heart  andconfiier  it^     Firjl,  my  Father's  Ho- 
■   ^^l^^'^^^f^fr,  next  mine  i  and  mare  particularly  mine^  becaufi 
^  it  is  tny  new  Entring  into  the  If  arid.     If^  in  this,  ye 

Jball  fail  me,  lejhallnot  enly  di/honour  mf,  but  bring 
Dijhotieur  upati  ysur/ehes:  But,  if  ye  go  on  with 
Courage,  andjl>ew  Alacrity  and  Readinefi  in  this  Bu- 
fme/s,  you  Jhall  Jo  oblige  me  unto  you  now,  that  I  will 
never  forget  it  hereafter;  and,  when  Time  d$th 
firve,  ye  Jhall  find  your  Love  and  your  Labour  well 
bejiowed. 

Which  Report  the  Lord  Prefident  ended  thus: 
•  This  Conclulion  did  fo  talte  us,  that  we  aji  prayed 
God  to  blefs  him,  as  We  had  juft  Caufe  to  honour 
him.' 

When  the  Lords  had  heard  the  Lord  Prelideni's 
Report,  tliey  received  a  Meflage  from  the  Com- 
mons lo  this  Effea ; 

'  That  they  had  certain  Information  of  great

pointed a  Commiiieefor  that  Purpofe, 
Tfie  Comffiom       ^°o"  ^'^^^''  Came  another  Meflaj^c  from  the  Cora- 
ttfoiic  ID  aflift  mons,  importing,  '  That  the  Knights,  Citi7,ens, 
HieKingthfieiii.and  gurgefles  having  taken  into  mature  Delibera- 
tion the  King's  Anfwer,  given  unto  tlie  Advice  of 
both  Houfes  on  Fnday  laft,  the  s  th  of  March,  they 
have  refolved,  with  great  Alacrity  and  unanimous 
Confeni,  to  give  his  Majefty  AfTiftance  :  And,  by 
reafon  of  the  Correfpondeiice  between  both  Houfes, 
ihey 
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Lttiey  defire  a  Conference  i  the  Number,  Time,  and*''*"*J^^* 
I  ftace,  at  iheir  Lordfliips  Appointment.*  *"J\ 

In  anfwer  to  this  the  Lords  named,  prerently,  a  "^-^ 

I  Committee  of  fix  from  each  Bench  lo  attend  sl'is^js^j^^.^i.^^ 
I'Conrcrence,  that  Afternoon  j  and,  becaufe  fome thereupon. 
I  Emergencies  may  happen  which  will  occafion  the 
IWdvice  of  the  Houfe,  they  agreed  to  fit  at  the  fame 
'Timft. 

Poji  Meridiem.  The  Committee  Of  Lords  being 
KtQmed  from  the  Conference  with  the  Commons, 
"'  e  ArchbtfllOp  of  Canterbury  tliade  the  Report  of 
It  to  the  whole  Houfe,  to  this  Effedl ; 

'  That  the  Committee  of  the  Commons  ac- 
luaimed  them.  That  they  were  firft  commanded  to 
iieturn  the  hearty  Thanks  of  their  whole  Houfe  to 
'  the  Prince  for  his  Highnets's  Speech  unto  their  Com- 
mittee, at  their  laft  Meeting  j  wherein  they  took 
much  Joy  and  Comfort;  and  lo  afliire  him,  that 
they  will  be  ever  very  tender  of  his  Highnefs's 
Honour/ 

'  That  they  had  concurred ,  With  one  unanimous 
Confent,  to  the  AfTiftance  of  his  Majefty,  whenfo- 
cver  he  fliall  be  pleafed  to  declare  himfeif  touching 
the  breaking  off  the  two  Treaties  with  Spah.' 

*  That  they  had  drawn  up  a  Model  of  that  which- 
they  intend  to  prefent  to  his  Majefty  j  and,  for 
good  Correfpondency,  tlipy  had  brought  the  fame 
to  be  allowed  of  here,  wiih  fuch  Amendments,  in 
the  Introduiition  only,  as  their  Lotdftiips  fhould 
Ihink  fit.'

=.  of  Ambafladors  fent  hither;  Chaige  of  the  naval 
Expedition  a^ainft  the  Pirates ;  on  Ships  for  the 

■  Prince's  Journey  ;  Money  taken  up  by  the  Prince 
in  Spain,  t^c.  Tha;  there  was  80,000 1.  due  to  the 
King  of  Denmark,  with  Intereft.      Towards  all 

theie ■ —  Here   is  an  Hiatus  for 

what  had  been  given  towards  it.  And  he  next 
proceeds  to  acquaint  the  Houfc  what  Savings,  in 
the  public  Expences,  had  been  made  j  as,  '  That, 
for  Ireland,  an  Eftablifhment  was  begun  there,  borti 
for  Church  and  Common- Wealth ;  which,  put- 
fiied,  would  fublift  of  itfelf;  For  the  Navy,  belides 
the  King's  Timber,  it  coft  50,000 1,  a  Year  ;  re- 
duced thefe  laft  five  Years  to  30,000  1.  and  ten 
new  Ships  built,  befides  many  Houfes  for  Maga- 
zines :  For  the  Forts,  a  Commiflion  was  given  this 
laft  Summer  to  two  Perfons,  who  have  made  a 
Certificate  of  the  Charge;  which  may  be  feeti 
when  the  Houfe  pleafes," 

The  next  that  fpoke  was  Sir  Benjamin  Rudyard, 
who  proved,  in  the  fucceeding  Reign,  a  great  Ora- 
tor in  the  Houfe,  he  faid,  '  That  Want  of  Parlia- 
ments were  the  principal  Means  of  the  Growth  of 
Grievances  in  the  Common- Wealth:  That  the 
King's  Propofitions  to  us  now,  were,  how  to  make 
good  that  Breach  which  we  advife  him  to :  To 
prepare  for  their  own  Security :  To  intreat  the 
Lords  to  join  with  them  in  a  Committee  of  a 
Council  of  War,  10  devife  the  titieft  Means  to  fe- 
cute  Ireland,  our  Forts,  fit  out  outNavy,  and  join 
with 
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with  the  Low  Countries:  Alfo  ro  prefeni  the  KingAi 
with  fome  Relief  for  liimfelf,  to  fweeten  him,  be- 
^des  the  Provifion  for  Wat.' 

There  were  many  Speakers  befides,  in  thefe  Af- 
felrs,  all  lending  to  advife  the  King  to  diliblve  the 
^Treaties ;  and,  at  laft,  it  was  refolved,  upon  the 
.Qucftion,  *  That,  in  purfilt  of  iheir  Advice,  upon 
liis  Majefty's  Declaration  to  break  the  Treaties, 
™ey  would  be  ready  lo  aflift  him,  in  a  parlia- 
imentary  Manner,  with  their  Forfiines  and  Abili- 
nes.'  This  was  carried  without  one  NegaiiveVoice  : 
t  the  Refult  of  all  thefe  Refo'unons  will  appear 
in  the  fubfequent  Proceedings  of  the  Lords. 

March  13.  After  fome  public  and  private  Bills 
were  read,  his  Royal  Highnefs  acqiwinted  ihc 
Houfc,  That  his  Majefty  was  pleafed  the  Com- 
mittees of  both  Houfes  Ihould  attend  him  the  next 
Day,  at  IVhitekall,  at  Two  in  the  Afternoon,  in 
order  to  deliver  their  Declaration.  And  a  Preamble 
to  it  being  thought  nectflary  by  the  Lords,  the 
fame  was  communicated,  by  Mefiage,  to  the  Com- 
mons, and  approved  of  by  that  Houfe.  Accord- 
ingly, 
Marib  i+.  The  Archbiihop  o^  Canterbury  {n), 
Twho  had  been  appointed  to  deliver  thefe  Matters  to 
Kihe  Kin^,  waited  on  him,  at  the  Head  of  the 
LCommittec  of  both  Houfes,  and  fpoke  as  follows:

The  King  proceeded;  ^  this  may  be  date,  sr  that 
I  may  fee  a  fair  Way  for  it,  I  wiU  fellm  your  Ad- 
vice ;  for  I  would  rimer  have  asied  your  Advice:  U 
rejeSt  it,  of  to  put  a  Scorn  upon  you.  For  tbi  levyitig 
of  tbefe  Subfdits  and  Fifteens,  I  would  have  you  to 
tmfider  hew  to  clear  tbefe  two  Difficulties .  If  you 
levy  them  teafitddsnfy,  it  may  be  heavy  far  the  Pesplei 
ifyoujlay  toa  long,  it  will  not  ferve  the  Ttirn:  But 
this  1  leave  to  ycur  Confideration.  And  fince  I  kaVt 
it  to  ysurjihes  to  receive  the  Money,  end  expend  it 
by  your  own  Committees  of  both  Houfes,  you  may  be 
the  more  fmve.  And  yet  I  would  net  have  you  to  be 
too  hafij  in  the  levying  of  it,  that  no  Extremity  he 
Jbewed  to  my  People  by  impojing  too  heavy  a  Burden 
upon  them,  which  God  forbid.  On  the  other  Side, 
ihe  Bttfinefs  will  not  juffir  loo  long  Ungring  about  it. 
1  told  you  before,  I  had,  in  this  great  Bufinefs,  tokoi 
to  my  Confiii^ce  and  Honour  ^  as  well  as  to  the  Means; 
For  tl>e  oceans,  I mufi  have  it  from  you ;  my  Con'  .. 
fcitnff  and  Hentfir  is  yiy  tvin^  of  which  i  havA 
though 
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thmght,  md  do  think  daily^  andhotu  Ijhallbe  able  ftAn.ai.Jiniei 
ifibargt  them  as  a  IQng  ought  to  do.     In  this  Point       *'**" 
lamalready  refolved  in  a  great  Part;  bur,  if  any 
Scruple  fhall  reimin  with  me,  I  will  acquaint  you 
with  it,and  not  only  feek  but  follow  yourAdvice  (r). 

Here  again  the  Prince  faid,  He  had  [poken  with 
his  Father,  to  know  of  him,  whether  he  were  la- 
lisficd  in  Honour  and  Confctence  that  he  might  in 
ihisCafe  under  take  a  Wati  and  that  his  Nujcfty 
anfwered,  He  was  already  fatisfied  and  refolv^ 
therein ;  but,  for  ths  Manner  of  publi{hing  it,  he 
Would  take  your  Advice. 

Then  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  faid.  The  Rea- 
fon  why  his  Majefty  ufed  ihcfe  Words,  was,  that 
hiving  formerly  fpoken  of  his  Honour  and  Con- 
fcience,  if  he  fhoutd  now  have  left  them  out,  it 
migiit  have  been  thought  that  Money  only  had 
dtiwn  him  to  it.  But  the  King  faid  he  was  alrea- 
dy faiisfied  and  refolved,  yet  would  have  out  Ad- 
vice for  the  Manner  of  declaring  it.

Several  Days  pafled  after  the  laft  Date,  without 
any  Thin^  being  done  by  the  Lords,  or  fcnt  up  by 
the  Commons,  worth  our  Notice  (5),  untill, 

March  Iz.  When  the  Lords  received  a  Meflage 
from  the  Lower  Houfe,  imponing,  '  That,  fince 
they  defire^  all  Expedition  to  be  made  in  the  great 
Bufinefs  of  thq  two  Treaties,  and  had  taken  into 
Confideratjon  his  Majefty*s  laft  Anfwer,  they  have 
thought  on-a  Propofition  to  b<?  made  to  him  touch- 
ing thofe  Affairs;  wherefore  they  defi re  a  Con-- 
ference  with -thfe  Lords  about  it/ • 

This  Gottferehce  was  accepted  \fj  the  Lords; 
and,  when  their  Committee  was  returned  from  it,^ 
the  Report  was  made  by  the  Archbifliop  of  Can'-

I  believe  an  honeji  Man  as  much  as  all  the  IVorU,  and 
the  rather y  becaufe  he  was  a  Difciple  of  mine.     I  am 
gladhe.  hasfo  wellfatisfied  you^  and  thank  you.  very 
heartily  for  taking  it  in  fo  good  Party  as  I  find  yon 
hofue  done. 

When  this  Anfwer  of  ihe  King's  was  alfo  read "" 
to  the  Houfe,  and  was  ordered  to  be  enter'd  in  the  -! 
Journals^  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  *Abod  up,  and 
gave  vnto  the  Lords  his  molt  hearty  Thanks  for   * 

the 
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the  great  Favour  they  had  done  him;  and  profef-^^^'*  Jvaeit 
ftd  to  their  Lordfliips,  *  That  they  had  abiolutdy       *^^ 
engaged  him  for  the  Time  to  corae,  to  employ  alt 
the  Power  and  Favour,  which  he  had  in  his  Ma- 
tty's Service,  for  the  public  Good  of  the  Kingdom, 
and  for  the  Service  of  every  one  of  their  Lordfhips,  The  Duke  of 
in  partkuiar,  who  Ihould  have  occafion  to  n^akel^^j**"*"*! 
ufe  of  him.     Concerning  his  Journey  to  5M«» Lords* fot^diSr. 
k  did  not  coft  him  fo  much  ashisMajefty  wasplea- Jyftifiutioa  of 
fed  to  name ;  yet,  whatfoever  it  was,  he  might^^ 
very  well  expend  it  in  his  M^jcfty's  Service,  being 
iiut  the  Prodoce  of  his  Bounty  and  Goodnefs  to- 
wards him.     And,  if  his  Majefty  fhould'  extend 
his  Liberality  to  any  one  of  hb  /imbafladors,  in  fo 
lafgt  a  Proportion,  they  would  be  very  unthank- 
ful, if  they  did  not  do  as  much  for  him  as  he  had 
done.* 

The  Duke  further  declared,  *  That  it  was  his

The  Lords  no  fooner  heard  this  latter  Part  of  th^ 
Duke's  Speech,  than  they  fent  a  Meflage  to  the 
Commons  to  defire  an  immediate  Conference  with 
them,  in  order  to  communicate  this  pleafing  News 
to  ttett  Houfe.     And  joyful  News  it  was  to  all 
BngbftsI,  as  well  as  to  the  Parliament.    The  City  p^y.  ji^^^^ . 
of  Lffndon^  Ruflrwerth  tells  us,  teftified  their  Ap-„ponbre5d^S* 
piobationof  it  by  Bonfires,  ringing  of  Bells,  andthe  Treaty  with 
other  Efcmonft  rat  ions  of  Joy :  But,  as  it  is  com- ^P*"*' 
mon  in  tboie  Caies,  for  the  Mob  to  exult  too  much^ 
and'  carry  thtir  Zeal  too  far,  fu,  in  this,  they  ex- 
ceeded their  Bounds^  as  appears  by  the  following 
Ar>^£t  from  the  Journals.     The  King  had  pubn 
liflieS  a  Declaration  of  this  Breach  with  Spain  the 
thy  before,  which  occaiioned  the  Rejoicings.   And^ 

This  Dayj  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  fignlfied  to

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Aa.  It,  Jtmesj.his  Grace  moved  their  Lordfhips  to  take  thb  into 
i6z^  their  Confideration,  and  redrefe  the  Wrong  doin: 
to  a  foreign  Ambai&dor. 

The  Houfe  approved  well  of  the  Duke's  Motion, 
and  agreed.  That  if  they  could,  by  ftrift  Enquiry, 
which  they  intended  to  make,  find  out  the  Offen- 
ders therein,  they  would  caufe  them  to  be  punifh- 
ed,  acccnrding  to  the  King's  late  Proclamation,  for- 
bidding any  Abufes  to  be  offered  to  Ambaffadors. 
.  And  they  further  agreed  to  fignify  this  to  the  Com- 
mons at  the  Jiext  Conference. 

Manh  25.  The  Feftival  of  Eajiir  now  draw- 
ing nigh,  the  Lords  agreed  to  a  Kecefs  of  Parlia« 
ment  till  Thurfday^  April  i,  in  that  Week.  In  the

not  yer  pafled  into  an  Aft,  that  the  faine  may  be  lb 
handled  as  to  he  ufeful ;  which  will  not  be,  if  the 
Tims  he  now  neglected,  or  this  Month  and  the 
next  oyerilipp'd  :  Vyhercfore  the  Dute  furthef 
moved,  Xh^^  ^  Meeting  might  be  injlantly  prayej 
with  the  Conimons  to  propo|i;,to  tiicm,  that  cer- 
tain monied  P^en  might  be  d^U  with,  toilisburfe 
fuch  a,  Sum  as  was  reijuifile  for  the  prefent  Uie,  thf 
Rcpaymenl  of  which  to  lie  ucured  by  Parliament,

A  MeHJge  was  immediately  difpatched  to  the 
Commons  to  inform  them.  That  the  Lords  had  a 
Uufinefs  of  Imponance  to  communicate  to  them, 
and  therefore  defired  a  fpeedy  Conference.     Their  J^^J^^" 
Anfwcr  was,  That  they  would  attend  their  Lord-regardtotheSsp, 
fliim  Pleafute.  p'l'- 

The  Duke  of  Buckingham  acquainted  the  Lords, 
*  That  the  Spanijh  Ambaflador,  being  lately  at 
Cwrt,  his  Majefty  had  declared  to  him  the  Diffa- 
ktisa  of  the  tjvn  Ircatits,  and  that  he  had  fent  a 
Difpatch  into  Spain  concerning  the  fame.'  The

Thc  LorJs  alfo  ordered.  That  the  following  Of- 
ficers of  the  Crown  ihould  be  fent  for,  to  be  exa- 
mined on  Oath,  relating  to  this  Affair,  vtz.  Sir 
Sduiard  Arthur,  Clerk  of  the  Pells,  Sir  Robert 
^yt^  Sir  Thom.is  Msu.ifm,  Sir  Tbemas  Dallifan, 
^.fitr  Richard  Morri/attt  bir  Jebn  K^es,  S'u  Arthur 
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fm.%x.jmtih  Ingram,  Sir  Tfiamiis  Csok,  Sir  fhcmas  Morris  Clerk 
*****        of  ihe  Ordnance,  and  Sir  John  Male. 

4/>ril  3.  After  reading  fome  Bills,  the  Lords  re- 
ceived a  Sdeflage  from  the  Commons  to  this  Effefl, 

*  That  they  delired  a  Conference  with  their  Lord- 
fliips  about  a  Petition  they  had  drawn  up  to  be  pre- 
sented to  his  Majefty,  touching  P(if;}ft  Recufants, 

■  10  which  they  delired  the  Concurrence  of  that 
Houfe.'  Hereupon  a  Committee  was  appointed, 
and,  being  returned,  the  Petition  was  read  to  the 
whole  Houfe;  but  their  Lordfhips  took  Time  lo 
confider  of  it,  before  ihey  would  come  to  any  Re- 
folution  about  it. 

The  next  Dsy  this  Bufinefs  wa?  refumcd  ;  and, 
to  the  end  the  Lords  might  more  freely  debate  the 
Matter,  the  Houie  was  adjourned  ad  Libitupi,  the 
Lord  Keeper  removing  to  his  due  Place,  on  tht 
Earls  Bench :  And  the  Preface  to  the  Petition  be- 
ing again  read,  the  Lords  debated.  Whether  a  (hort 
Indui^tion  was  not  fitter  to  be  ufed,  that  Ihe  Rea- 
fons  for  the  Petition  might  be  a  Part  by  itfelf,  and 
not  delivered  at  all,  imlefs  his  Majcfty  demanded 
the  fame,  as  was  delivered  in  the  Advice  to  the 
King,  the  5th  of  March  taft,  to  diflblve  the  two 
Treaties.  The  other  Parts  of  the  Petition  being 
»!fo  read,  it  was  debated,  Whether  any  more  was 
rcquilite  to  be  defired  of  his  Majefty  than  the  Exe- 
cution of  the  Laws  now  in  Force  againft  Recu- 
fants,  left  it  fhould  be  noifed  they  were  beginning 
a  Perfecution ;  but  they  came  to  no  Relblution 
about  it  at  this  Time,  only  agreed  to  defer  the  fur- 
ther ConfidCTation  of  it  till  next  Day.  The  Pe- 
tition itfelf,  as  drawn  up  by  the  Coftimons,  fcllowe 
in  ihefe Words:

T.«n«cr.,,jg|,  Crimes  and  Mifdcmeanora;  which  Inftance, 

with  fome  foregoing,  evidenllj'  (hews,  That  no 

Man  was  ihen  fo  great  in  himfelf,  or  fo  powerfully 

fcrtcned  by  tlie  Courr,  buCa  Parliamentary  Enquiry 

woLild  reach  him.     We  ihajl  make  no  Apology  for 

the  Length  of  this  Trial,  iince  the  Rarity  of  it,  and 

extraordinary  Incidents  in  ihe  Proceedings  therein, 

muft  recommend  it  to  ihe  Public  j  efpecially  as 

neither  IVufin  nor  Kujhworth  have  given  us  one 

Ijngle  Word  of  this  Matter,  nor  any  other  Hifto- 

rian,  excepting  Sir  Wditam  Dugdale,  by  a  ilight 

Note  upon  it  in  his  Baronage  of  England. 

The  firft  Notice,  the  Lords  received  from  the 
Commons,  of  ihisBulinefs,  was  on  ihe  8th  of  v^nV, 
when  'they  received  a  Meflage  from  them  to  thia 
EiJedl- ; 

'  That. whereas  they,  Yeflerday,  fent  to  defire  a 
Conference  with  them,  for  the  better  accommo- 
daijing  the  Bill  of  Monopolies,  to  be  this  Morning 
St  nine,  which  their  Houfe  intended  to  have  done 
accordin'^Iy  }  but,  that  now  a  great  and  weighty 
Affair,  as  ever  yet  came  before  them,  intervening  ; 
and  many  of  their  Commttiee  being  employed  in 
(lie  Examination  and  Enquiry  thereof,  who  were 
formerly  appointed  to  attend  iheir  LordHiips  at  this 
Conference;  they  humbly  deGrc  to  be  (pared  ;it 
this  Time,  and  they  will  attend  at  any  other  which 
ihcirLordfhipsfhall  jp'^joini,' 

April  9.  The  Hciulc  or  Lords  being  reminded  of 
the  W6rJ3  ufed  by  th;  Lord  Treafurer,  April  5. 
of  a  diitigti'iui  Plot,  Ccnjjiiracy ,  and  Combination  a- 
gainji.hirn;  and  becaufe  the  Words  were  doubtful 
and  geneially  fpoken,  his  Lordfhip  was  required  to 
ilame  ihe  Parties  that  had  fo  combined  and  ccn- 
fpircJ 
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fpircd  againft:  him  ;  for,  otherwife,  an  Imputation  An.  n.  Jim 
might  reft  upon  that  Houfe,  or  fome  of  the  Mem- 
ber!, there  being,  at  Chat  Time,  a  Commiti 
Munitions,  (Jc.  fubfifting,  who  had   lalccn  divers 
Examinations  concerning  his   LordOiip  as  Lord 
Trafurer. 

Whereupon  bis  Lordlhip  ftood  up  and  cleared  the 
Houfe,  abfuliitely,  from  any  Combination  at  all 
againft  him ;  and  he  further  protefted,  at  that  Time, 
tfijt  he  did  not  name  or  mean  any  Member  of  that 
Houfe  (  which  Ptoteftation  he  reiterated  to  them. 

Nothing  more  occurs  of  this  Matter  til!  Jpril 
the  1 2th;  when  a  Meflagecame  from  the  Com- 
mons to  the  Lords  in  order  to  put  off  the  intended 
Conference  again  ;  becaufe  they  faid.  That  a  Lord 
of  that  Houfe  had  defired  to  be  heard,  by  his  Coim- 
fel,  in  .theirs,  in  the  Afternoon ;  which  they  had 
yielded  to. 

On  this  3  Motion  was  made  to  confider,  that 
it  might  trench  deep  into  their  Privileges,  for  a 
Lord  of  that  Houfe  to  anfwer  an  Accufation  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  either  by  his  Counfel,  or  by 
fending  his  Anfwer  in  Writing.

Jfeitf,  fsr  that  this  Petitioner  and  his  Mother  were 
forced  out  of  their  Eflate  therein  by  his  Lordjhip  for 
a  very  fmail  Matter,  by  iclmr  <f  his  Majejiy's  Ex- 
tent ;  iind  is  able  to  make  appear  Is  your  Lord/hips 
that  there  hath  not  been  much  more  than  half  the 
Sum  of  26,006 1,  really,  either  in  Monty  or  Monty* s 
Worth,  given  for  the  fame  by  his  Lordjhip ;  and  fo» 
that  the  faid  LamL  are  of  far  greater  Value ;  and 
th's  Petitioner  ought,  in  all  Equity,  to  haiie  the  Be- 
fiefit  of  cotiiponTiding  his  Father's  Debts,  and  the  Be- 
lief I  that  Jlauld  accrue  by  the  Sarplufige  of  the 
EJiate:

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A  Motion  was  made.  Whether,  by  theOrdersAo.2i.jaaMtL 
of  the  Houfe,  the  Lord-Treafurer  may  be  prefcnt       *^M* 
when  the  Report  is  read;    becaufe  the  fame  con- 
cerns his  Honour  ?  It  was  agreed.  That  he  might  be 
prefent,  at  the  firfl  Reading,  but  not  when  the 
lame  ihall  be  debated  by  the  Houfe. 

Then  the  Attomey-Ueneral  read  tbft  Report  in 
bac  Verba :

*  The  Allowance  was  duely  paid  untill  the  ill 
of  Jpril  1 6 14;  but  then,  or  Ihortly  after,  by  the 
Defiiult  of  Sir  R^ger  DalKfon  and  the  Officers  of 
the  Exchequer,  fundry  Payments  were  unorderly 
made,  whereby  the  Office  was  unfurniihed ;  and 
DaBfou^  who  had  receiv'd  thofe  Moneys  and  not 
emidoy'd  them  as  he  ought,  became  indebted  in 
gieat  Arrears  to  his  Majefty.' 

*  Upon  Complaint  whereof,  in  November  161 7, 
his  Majefty  made  a  Reference  to  divers  Lords  of 
the  Council ;  who,  in  December  161 7,  returned  un- 
der their  Hands  a  Propoiition  of  Supply,  cllimated

*  In  February  1619,  his  Majefty's  Commiffion

'  In  December  1620,  the  Lord  Vifcount  Man- 
(fm//e  became  Treafurer ;  and,  in  May  1621,  a 
P/ivy-Seal  was  drawn  by  the  Officers  of  ihe  Ord- 
nance, for  fettling  the  laid  3000  1.  yearly,  and  foe 
Payment  of  the  faid  13,640!.  14s.  and  ad. 
Eut  the  fame,  being  confider'd  of  by  the  Commif- 
fioners  of  the  Navy,  was  rejefted,  becaufe  it  fwer- 
ved  from  iheir  Propofitions ;  and  fo,  the  Lord  Man- 
deville  leaving  the  Treafurerfhip  about  Michaelmas 
1621,  nothing  was  done.

if  it  h^d  iieen  feiVd  in,  [here  would  have  been  in 
Srore  at  this  preient  above  260  Lafts  of  Powder, 
bcMes  'So  \,  fts  or  S-i]t-Pe:re,  which  would  h.ive 
(iiadc  80  Lafts  of  Powder  more  1  Bu^  by  the  Want 
of 
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bT due  Payment,  not  only  the  Store  is  unfurniQi'dAn.aj 
0*"  fo  coniiiierable  a  Proportion  ;  but  his  Majefty,  it  ' 
is  conceived  further,  halh  loft  the  Benefit  of  3  d. 
iji  every  Pound  of  80  Lafts,  which  hath  been  fold 
Eo  the  Subjeft, amounting  to  4050 1  or  thereabouts.' 
*  And  whereas  it  was  intimated,  that  the  Lord 
Treafiirer  haih  made  other  Paynients,  lefs  import- 
ing the  Public,  to  the  faid  Office  of  Ordnance  for 
old  Arrears;  which  have  a  Dependency  upon  an- 
other Point  referr'd  10  the  Sub- Committees,  couch- 
ing the  Lands  and  Debts  of  Sir  Roger  DaUlfin :  It  ' 
appears  that  28  July  1621,  which  was  about  two 
Months  before  ihe  Earl  of  Middkfix  became Trea- 
furer,  he  made  an  Agreement  with  the  Officers  oF 
the  Ordnance  for  buying  ihelr  Extent  and  Inlereft 
in  the  Lands  of  Sir  Roger  Dallifirs  and  Sir  Ihmai 
^^auafon,  which  they  had  by  Alignment  from  his 
Majelly,  for  a  Debt  of  13,062  1,  and  thereby  his 
Lotdftiip  did  agree,  fo  foon  as  conveniently 'he 
might,  to  do  his  heft  Endeavour  to  procure  from 
his  Majefty  a  certain  Affignment  and  Order  for 
the  Payment  of  the  Sum  of  8000  1.  to  the  Ufe  of 
the  Servants  and  Creditors  of  the  Office  of  Ord- 
nance, before  the  laft  Day  of  Nsvimher  next,  for 
and  towards  the  Payment  and  Clearing  of  all  fuch 
Sums  of  Money,  as,  by  the  Pay-Boolcs  of  the  faid 
Office,  fliould  appear  to  be  be  due  unto  them,  over 
and  above  the  faidSumof  13,061  i.  AndhisLord- 
fliip  was,  before  the  fame  lait  of  Nivemhr,  to  pay 
iJjem  106?  I.  ajid,atthe  Annunciation,  in  the  Year 
i&^3i  foot-  and  afterwards,  500  1.  half-yearly, 
till  the  u, 062 1.  were  paid:  But  his  Lordfliip,  be- 
fore the  prefix'd  laft  of  Navember,  becoming  Lord 
Tiejfuter,  did  not  procure  any  fuch  Order  or  Af- 
fignment from  hi.-  Majefty ;  but,  by  Warrant  of 
the  lirft-mentioned  dorm.'.ni  Privy-Seal  of  6**  Ja- 
tobi,  did.  in  ttie  firft  Mkheelmas  Term  after  he 
became  "Tleafurtr,  and  the  two  Terms  of  Eajler 
and  Mhhaelmas  following,  (being  all  within  a  little 
pi^.re  ih^n  a  Year  after  hij  becoming  Treafurer) 
pay  to  liiem  ^131 1.  of  Arrears  due  W  the  Office; 
and 
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k.u.jjDjMl.ati'J  halh,  at  other  Times  fmce,  paid  to  them  other 
»6i4«  Sums;  which  make  up  the  former  Payment  of 
19,034  I.  8  s.  II  d-  whereof  was  paid  fince  the 
Beginning  of  this  Parliament  2+80  1.  11  s.  2d. 
And  louching  the  Payment,  which,  by  the  afore- 
faid  Agreement,  his  Lordfliip  was  to  make  unto 
them  of  his  own  Money,  it  appeareih  that,  upon 
■A  fecond  Payment,  thole  Payments  due  from  him 
were  difcharged  \  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  hisLordfliip 
aOign'd  to  them  his  Part  in  the  Petty-Farms  of  the 
Wir.es  and  Currants;  which'they  eftimaied  lobe 
worth  for  the  lirft  two  Years  1000 1.  per  Antium, 
und  for  feven  Years  after  140Q  I.  per  jtnnum,  and 
odd  Pnunds.  It  alfo  appeareth,  that  about  the  fame 
Tixne  when  he  made  the  faid  Agreement  with  the 
Officers,  he  bargained  with  Sir  Thtirnas  Msunfin  for 
his  Eftate  in  Dall:fiin's  Lands ;  for  which  he  agreed 
to  give  him  30Q0  1.  in  Money,  the  making  of  fix 
Baronets,  and  fome  fit  Suit  from  his  Majefty  when 
Sir  Thsmas  could  find  it.  This  30O0  1.  was  duly 
paid  by  his  Lordfhip;  and  then  it  was  agreed  that 
the  Baronets  were  not  to  proceed,  but,  in  Heu  . 
thereof,  his  Lordlhip  gave  way  to  a  Suit,  which 
Sir  Tismas  made  to  his  Majefty,  for  the  Benefit  of 
compounding  with  the  Copy-holders  of  Wakefield, 
for  reducing  their  Fines  to  a  Certainty ;  which  his 
Lordfhip  did  eftimate  at  2000 1,  and  promifed  hitn 
further  Recompence ;  yet  Sir  Themai  Mounfin  af- 
firms, He  had  neither  Benefit  thereby,  nor  further 
Recompence.  In  this  Bargain,  neverthelefs,  there 
are  fome  Things  favourable  for  the  Lord-Treafu- 
rer,  efpecially  two.  Fhfti  That,  by  this  Bargain, 
his  Majefty  is  freed  from  all  future  Demands  from 
ihe  Officers  of  the  Ordnance,  concerning  the  Debt' 
of  13,062  1.  owing  by  Dallifm ;  which  his  Maje- 
fty, upon  ihe  affigning  thofe  Extents,  had  cove- 
nanted to  fatisfy,  in  cafe  the  Incumbrances  fliould 
hinder  them  of  Satisfaction  ;  and  this  appeareth  to 
be  true.  Secondly,  Some  Intimation  hath  been, 
that  this  Bargain  was  no  Bargain  of  Advantage, 
but  cf  Lofs  to  the  Lord-Treafurer ;    and  Ihert. 
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fore  not  probable  that  he  {hould  have  underiakeD,  Ao.ia.jKD 
but  for  his  Majefty's  Service,  and  ihe  Good  of  tlie  '***" 
Office.  And  touching  this  Point,  it  appears,  by 
the  good  Tedimony  of  Sir  Thomas  DaUifsn,  that, 
before  the  Troubles  of  his  Father,  the  Lands  and 
Leafo  being  of  about  lixiy  Years  to  come,  bought 
by  the  Lord-Treafurer,  were  rented  at  1500 1,  psr 
Annum,  or  thereabouts;  whereof  the  Leafe-Lands 
arc  about  300  1.  per  Annum:  And  that,  befides  the 
Recompence  given  to  the  Officeis  of  Ordnance  and 
Bir  Thomas  Msunfon,  there  is  allow'd  to  him  and 
his  Mother,  for  clearing  iheir  Inierefts,  200 1,  per 
jlnnum  for  their  Lives ;  But  Sir  Arthur  Ingram  of- 
fereth  to  lett  the  whole,  for  forty  or  fifty  Years,  or 
any  other  reafonable  Time,  at  1 100 1.  per  Annum. 
And  it  appears,  by  the  Teftimony  of  him  and  Mr. 
Adiiylt,  that  the  Lands  were  incurabrcd  with  an 
Annuity  of  200  1.  per  Annum  to  Mr.  Beddin^eld 
for  Life  j  for  which,  and  the  Arrears,  about  1200 1. 

.  hath  been  given,  by  way  of  Computation;  and 
with  140  1.  to  Mt.  Smith  for  Life,  for  which,  and 
the  Arrears,  hath  been  given,  by  Way  of  Compo- 
Iition>  about  the  Value  of  800 1,  and  with  an  Af- 
furance,  on  the  Part  of  Sir  Richard  Smith  and  Sir 
"John  Davy,  for  which  is  to  be  given  3000  I.  be- 
fides many  other  Incumbrances  not  yet  brought  in. 
But  the  Certainty  thereof  appears  not,  nor  that 
any  of  them,  of  any  conCdcr^ble  Value,  arc  pre- 

i  cedent  to  Sir  Rsgir  DuUifinh  becoming  Officer.'

Jimeil.W'itnefles,  and  he  would  anfwer  the  fame  fully  in 
i6j4.  ■  Writing.  He  alfo  defired  that  his  Adlions  might 
not  be  exaiiiined  fay  Pieces,  but  totally  and  toge- 
ther ;  and  then  he  doubted  not  but  that  his  Care, 
touching  the  Store  for  Munitions,  i^c.  would  ap- 
pear to  be  Inch  that  their  Lordfliips  will  clear  his 
Honour  therein-  This  being  faid,  the  Lord  T^ea- 
lurcr  left  the  Houfe  whilft  the  Matter  of  the  Repori 
was  in  Debate. 

After  fomc  Time  fpent  therein,  itwasagroed. 
That  another  Commktee  fhould  be  appointed  to 
draw  up  the  Heads  of  a  Charge  againft  the  Lord 
Treafuret,  out  of  a  Brief  of  the  laft  Report,  and 
Examinatmi  taken  by  the  former  Committee. 

Nothing  was  done  by  the  Lords  fexcept  reading 
and  pafling  federal  Bills,  of  no  Confequence  to  thele 
Enquiries)  untill  the  I5lh;  when  a  Meflage  was 
brought  from  the  Houfe  of  Commons  by  the  Lord 
Cavendijh,  and  others,  to  this  EiFefl ; 

*  That  whereas  they  had  received  divers  and 
fundry  Complaints  againft  a  Member  of  that  Houfe, 
which  are  of  high  and  grievous  Nature,  they  defire 
a  Conference  thereon  to  impart  the  fame  to  their 
Locd&ips.'  This  was  agreed  to  by  the  Lords ;  the 
Place,  the  Great  Hall  at  WUuhall-^  and  the  Time, 
at  Three  that  Aftemoou. 

April  ih.  The  Lord  Keeper,  according  to  Or- 
der, reported  the  faid  Conference  held  the  Day  \iz- 
iorezttt'hitehali,  between  the  two  Houfes,  in  this 
Manner ;

iion  ;  but  the  Memtters  of  the  Houfe  of  Commona 

by  free  Elefiion :    They  appear  for  Multhudes, 

3tid  bind  Multitudes,  and  therefore  they  have  no 

Proxies  i 
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Proxies ;  for  a\l  the  People  are  prerenc  in  Parlia-  An.i 
tnent  by  Pecfons  reprefentaiive  ;  and  therefore,  by 
the  Wifdom  of  the  State,  and  by  Parliament  Orders, 
the  Commons  are  appointed  the  Inquifitors  Gene 
ral  of  the  Grievances  of  the  Kingdom  ;  and  that 
for  three  Caufes.' 

*  I.  Becaufe  they  have  beft  Notice  from  all  Parts 
thereof.' 

'  2.  They  are  moil  fenfible  it  is  not  your  Lord- 
Ihips,  but  the  weakert  Commons  that  go  to  the 
Walls.' 

'  3.  As,  in  a  natural  Body,  not  the  Difeaft, 
but  the  Negleil  of  Cure  killeth ;  Non  Morbus  fid 
JtSerU  fiegleiia  Curatie  inttrfedl;  fo  the  long  Delay 
of  Grievances,  Corpus  Pelicitum  inierfmt -,  and  this 
Would  happen  if  they  were  not  found  out  by  the 
Commons.' 

*  In  their  Inquifition  they  met  with,  what  they 
fcarce  ever  found  before,  many  great  Exorbitancies 
and  heinous  Offences,  againft  a  Member  of  this 
Houfe,  the  Earl  of  Middle/ex,  the  Lord  Treafiirer; 
and  they  found  him  guilty  after  a  ftrange  Manner  j 
for,  in  all  their  Houie,  not  one  Man  feid  No,  but 
concluded  againft  him  Nemine  contradkente,' 

That  Sir  Edward  Coke  faid  further,  '  The  . 
Houfe  had  appointed  him  to  prefent  three  Enormi- 
ties to  their  Lordfhips,  much  againft  his  Mind  ; 
others  being  far  more  fuflicient,  as  well  in  regard  of 
his  great  Years,  as  of  other  Accidents ;  yet,  he 
faid,  he  would  do  it  truly,  plainly  and  fliortly.' 

*  There  were  two  greaiOffcnces  in  geneni],which 
they  had  diftribuied  into  two  Parts ;  one  of  which 
ihould  be  reprefenied  by  him,  and  the  other  by  his 
Colleague,  That  which  he  (hould  fpeak  to  was  to 
confift  of  two  Charges.' 

*  The/r/?,Grof5and  fordid  Bribery.  ThefHO?id, 
For  procuring  the  good  Orders  of  the  Court  of 
Wards  to  be  altered  :  For  that  this  was  done  by  his  . 
principal  Procurement,  to  the  Deceit  of  the 
King,  Oppreffion  of  the  Subject,  and  the  Enrich- 
ing of  his  own  Servants.  He  would  begin  with  . 
pfolMiting  to  [heit  Lordfhips  ihc  Bribery,    Here

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he  craved  Favour  if  he  fhould  feem  long  in  touching 
fomc  Circumftanccs ;  for  Circumftances  to  Things, 
he  faid,  were  like  Shadows  lo  Pidlures,  to  fct  them 
out  in  fulier  Rcprefentations  ;  but  herein  he  pro- 
mil'ed  lo  obferve  Seriem  Tanporii.

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by  Sir  Ed™j    dize)  a  Leafe  of  the  Subfidy  and  Impofts  of  the 


French  Wines,  was  lett  to  the  Farmers  of  the  Petty 
Farm,  jfnno  17.  yac.  at  4+.000I.  yearly  Rent» 
and  for  50,000  ].  Fine ;  with  a  Covenant  from 
the  King,  that  no  more  Impoft  fhould  be  laid  du- 
ring their  Leafe ;  becaufe  that  they  knew  that  the 
Impoft  would  overthrow  their  Trade. 

'  Yet  the  Farmers  were  not  content  with  thia 
Covenant  for  their  Money  and  their  Trade,  {for 
Money  is  their  Plow,  and  Trade  their  Life)  they 
defire  the  Addition  of  the  King's  Word  for  this 
Covenant.  Accordingly  they  had  Accefs  to  the 
King,  and  the  Covenant  was  confirmed  and  re- 
peated by  him,  P'erba  Regis,  in  the  Prefence  of  the 
Lord  Treafuier.  Then  they  thought  themfelves 
in  Tut),  and  that  they  did  in  Porta  ntivigare,  free 
from  all  Storms  and  Tempefts.' 

'  But  behold,  j^nitt  i6zi,  tlie  iirfl  Thing  my 
Lord  did  in  hisOffite.  was  the  laying  of  an  extream 
Impoil  of  3  1.  per  Ton  upon  the  French  Wijies, 
which  the  King,  by  reafon  of  his  Coven,int,  could 
not,  and,  by  reafon  of  his  Word,  would  not  fure* 
ly  do.' 

'  This  ImpoGiion  was  agamft  Juftice,  the  Co- 
venant, and  the  Honour  of  the  King.  The  King, 
furely,  had  he  been  rightly  infotm'd,  would  never 
have  done  it.' 

'  Upon  this  the  Trade  fank,  and  they  became 
Suitors  to  hffi  Lordfhip  for  Relief,  for  ten  Months 
together  \  but  wi:h  no  Succefs.' 

'  In  Michaelmas.,  1622,  they  petitioned  hisXord- 
Ihrp,  that  the.  Trade  was  overburdened,  and  ihem- 
felves  quite  undone.  It  is  a  Rule,  that  a  Commo- 
dity overburdened  enrichetij  not  the  King,  but 
quite 
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«)uite  deftroyeih  the  Trsdc  i  but  hereof  they  haveAn.i».J»w 
no  Succefj.'  »(*»• 

*  Then  they  prefer  a  Bill  of  Right  againft  the 
King  in  the  Exchequer,  becaufe  of  the  Breach  of 
Covenant:  But  to  this  they  could  obtain  no  An- 
fwer  in  Mkhaelmoi  Term.  The  King's  Attorney 
knew  well  enough  of  the  Bill,  but  could  not  for 
his  Heart  dcvife  an  Anfwer  for  it.' 

'  In  Detetnher  22,  i6ia,  the  Term  is  out, 
they  a^eolJlo{  their  Money,  and  the  Trade  is 
gone.  They  appeal,  therefore,  to  the  Foun- 
tain of-Juftice,  the  King's  Majefty.  The  King 
is  very  gracious  to  them,  and  laid,  Gsd  forbid 
tbetaHjKian/hmldlefeby  him.  He  knew  nothing  of 
Ihii.  It  was  the  Lord  Treafurer's  Aii  and  Device. 
And  fo  his  Majefty  allowed  them  a  Deduflion  of 
9500  !■  to  be  made  to  them  in  nine  Years  Time. 
Well,  Verba  funt  hac ;  ihefe  were  but  good  and 
gracious  Words,  but  filled  not  their  Puifes :  They 
muft  have  a  Warrant  from  the  Lord  Treafuter  to 
put  this  Favour  of  the  King's  into  a  public  AiS  ; 
snd  this  they  could  not  obtain  from  December  to 
ihe  End  of  June.  The  Men  underlland  ihem- 
felves  very  well,  and  looli  about  them  how  this 
Stay  comes :  One  of  them  teils  another,  The  Bu- 
iincfs  fticks,  my  Lord  looks  for  fomewhat :  And 
"  the  Man  was  in  the  right,  for  fo  the  Seque!  proved.' 

*  Five  hundred  Pounds  Bribe  was  paid  to  faeob 
for  my  Lord's  Ufe,  and  ftniightway  all  was  well  j 
the  Warrant  went  current,  and  all  was  pafling 
well.' 

*  One  Thing  remarkable  :  This  was  taken  out 
of  the  Petty  Farms,  fet  down  in  their  monthly  and 
yearly  Books,  and  call'd  a  Gratuity  fpeciejaque 
Nemina  Culpce.  Some  great  Space  after  this,  there 
was  a  Voice  of  a  Parliament  (Oh  !  faid  Sir  Edward^ 
Parliaments  work  wonderful  Things).  Then  the 
Lord  Treafurer  begin  to  caft  a  Circle,  and  fall  to 
hb  conjuring.  He  calls  upon  Jacob,  and  com- 
mands hifn  10  transfer  it  to  the  Great  Farm.  Here 
was  ohfcrved,  Tlut  Supprejpo  Feri  is,  in  Law,  an 
Argument  of  Guilt.'

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Ml.  '  Here  Sit  Edward  aifo  obierved,  (in  a  P;iren-- 
thefis)  That  it  is  a  blefled  Thing  of  ihofe  ihat  love 
Parlianienls;  and  that  Turely  this  Lord,  of  all  others^ 
loved  them  not  i  becaiife  he  caft  bimfelf  into  darit 
Mifts,  when  he  fliould  meet  them  ;  Nifih  quid 
Peccali  partat  ifla  Puigath.  This  argues  much 
Guiltincfs,'  ~ 

'  Then  he  nominated  hisWitneffes;  which,  I 
faid,  were  without  Exception.* 

'  This  Biibe  is  proved  by  Hide,  Daws,  Bifl. 
and  by  Abraham  Jacob ;  The  lail  is  a  Witncfs  w 
a  Wiinel's.* 

*  For  Jacob  blanch'd  his  Bribe  as  well  as 
could,  and  was  taken  in  three  notorious  Falfitiesifl 

1.  '  Being  charged,  that  the  Money  was  delivery 
ccl  to  liim  by  Hide,  he  vowed  he  had  never  recei^ 
ved  it  ;  yet,  being  confronted  with  Hide,  lie  con< 
fefs'd  it: — There  was  one.' 

2.  '  He  pretended  he  had  received  the  MoneyJ 
hut  gave  his  Bond  for  ic-     Hide  affirming  to  \' 
Face,  the  Bond  v^^as  for  other  Money,  and  i 
Uundatallfor  this;  then  hehkewifeconfefledihisjJJ 
—  —  There  were  two.' 

3.  '  He  faid  he  never  had  any  Warrant  to  entefi 
the  fame  in  the  Petty  Farm  ;  yet,  afterwards,  fattV 
avowed  he  had  r^And  this  is  the  third  Falfiry."    Ijf 

'   Here  Sir  Ed-Ward  obferved.  That  Jaccb  -WsgiH 
my  Lord's  neceO'ary  Creature  and  petty  Chapman  J 
and  had  a  Son  that  was  his  Secretary  j  and,  becaufl 
be  was  a  Jacob,  that  is,  a  Supplanter,  he  defir^ 
their  Lordfhips  ro  take  good  care  of  him." 

'  About  the  Beginning  of  this  Parliament  m3n 
Lord  fent  for  this  Jacoli ;  ask'd  him.  If  he  had  en^^ 
ter'd  this  Money  in  the  Petty  Farm  I  he  faid,  VcaTl 
Then  faid  my  Lord,  Go  about  it  prefently,  and 
fee  that  the  Cocquets,  and  all  Things  elfe,  be  in^ 
prefs'd  in  the  Petty  Farms,  and  that  thii  Money  be 
removed  to  the  Great  Farm  ;  for  I  would  have  dXY  4 
hid  and  fiippieis'd.

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'  Upon  the  Delivery  of  this  Charge  (as  wasde-Ao-s 
:d  by  his  Friends)  to  the  Lord  Treafurer,  they 
w  the  Houfe  of  Commons  expefled  an  Arifwer  of 
fome  rare  Wii  j  for  fo  this  Nobleman  was  reputed 
in  that  Houfe :  But  his  Lordlhip  deceived  their  Ex- 
_  Deflation  ;  for  he  declared  it  was  utterly,  in  every 
Point,  he  would  not  fay  falfe,  but  furely  untrue.* 
*  Fout'  Things  he  denied  as  he  was  a  Chrijlian% 
ind  thefe  were  all  direflly  proved  and  made  good 
"^infl  him.'

The  Bribe  is  the  Point.' 
'  My  Lord  liked  the  Sureiles  well ;  but  fome  of 
!in  fell  ofFi  and  niy  Lord  would  not  accept  of 
le  reft  j  and  ^560 1.  of  the  Rent  was  referved  for 
I  Year  and  a  Quarter.     After  Delay  of  their  Leafei 
fed  500 1.  in  Gold  paid  unto  him  by  the  Hands  of 
mtJi,  then  the  Security  formerly  rejefted  was  now 
Wpted :  Which  Afl:  of  his  Lordfhip  the  Kn^ht 
ofiiied  by  this  Syllogifm.

'  In  thefe  Articles  his  Lordfhip  created  a  new 
Officer,  a  Secretary.  The  chief  Proceedings  there 
go  by  way  of  Petition.  In  the  former  Articles 
thefe  Pcliiions  were  received  h']  the  Court,  and  en- 
tered by  the  Clerk  without  any  Fee,  and  fo  were 
to  he  found  on  Record;  But,  in  the nev^  Articles^ 
this  new  Officer  is  to  receive  thefe  Petitions,  and

The  Lord  Treafurer's  Place  requires  a  whole  IVlan^ 
and  lb  doth  the  Mafterfhip  of  the  Courr  of  Wards  j 
whereupon  his  Lordfhip  was  fijin  (as  unable  to  weild

Surteigh  had  a  Stabip,  bccaafe  bf  his 
Gout,  but  never  fuffer'd  it  to  be  ufed  but  in  his 
own  Prefence.' 

*  King //«o' Vlll.had  alfo  aStalnp;  hut,  fuf- 
fering  it  to  be  employ'd  by  another,  an  Aft  of  Par- 
liament was  overihrown  thereby.' 

*  Hfc  would  contlude  with  one  ExaitipJe :  1 

If  a  Ward  be  not  found  within  one  Year,  he  iS 
reputed  concfeaied,  and  fo  falls  within  the  Difpofe 
,  oftheMaftetof  the  Court  of  Wards:  Now,  by  the 
Secretary's  keepirig  of  this  Stamp  and  Petitions,  he 
may  fo  carry  the  Matter,  that  any  Ward  may- 
prove  concealed ;  and  that  is  no  remote  Poffibi- 
lity.

in,  '  The  Farmers  of  the  Great  Farm  having, 
by  their  Leafe,  covenanted  to  give  Security  for  the 
Payment  of  iheir  Rent,  divided  their  Farm  into 
32  Parts,  appointing  every  Partner  to  give  Security 
of  ijool,  for  every  Part.  Five  of  the  Partners 
relinguifliing  their  Parts,  the  Security  fell  fliort 
7500  1.  Whereupon  the  four  Patentees,  refuming 
thofe  five  Parts  to  themfeivea,  tendered  their  own 
Security ;  which  his  Lordfhip  agreed  to  accept,  yet 
protrafled  about  three  Quarters  of  a  Year,  untill

Upon  long  Debate  and  Advifement,  in  the  Time       »^*4« 
of  the  Treafurer  Salisbury^  it  was  refolved  they 
fliould  not  be  prefsM  thereto:  Neverthelefs,  the 
Lord  Treafurer  hath  given  Warrant  to  levy  that 
Compofition  upon  the  Merchants  of  the  Out-Poni 
againft  their  Wills,  or  elfe  to  ftay  the  Landing  of 
their  Goods ;  which  hath  been  put  in  Execution 
accordingly/ 
VI.  *  In  December,  1618,  his  Majefty,  upon 

frcat  Deliberation  and  Advifement,  did  fet  forth 
nftrudlions,  very  fitting  and  neceflary  for  the  well 
Ordering  of  the  Court  of  Wards :  The  Lord  Trea- 
furer becoming  Mafter  of  the  Wards,  and,  for  his 
own  private  Gains,  aiming  at  an  Alteration  of 
ihofe  Inftruflions,  firft  procured  a  Reference  to  di- 
vers of  the  Council  to  confider  thereof,  yet  after 
waved  that  Reference ;  and,  by  his  own  Power 
and  Greatnefs  with  the  Officers  of  the  Court,  (tho* 
much  againft  their  Wills)  and  by  Mifinformaiion 
of  his  Majefty,  (tho*  much  to  the  Difadvantage  of 
the  King  and  Subjeft)  in  the  Year  1622,  procures 
new  Inftruflions ;  thereby  taking  the  Petitions  from 
the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  and  appropriating  them  to 
himfelf  and  his  Secretary,  who  takes  great  Rewards 
of  the  Subjeft  for  procuring  Anfwers  to  the  fame ; 
and,  by  Colour  of  thofe  new  Inftrudlions,  he  dou- 
bles Fees  of  Continuance  of  Liveries ;  and,  having

May  I.  This  Day  the  Lord  Treafurer  fent  yet 
another  Petition  to  the  Lords,  with  his  Anfwer  to 
his  Charge,  and  the  Interrogatories  to  four  Parts  of 
the  fame;  which,  being  read,  were  referred  to  3 
Committee,  who  were  to  report  to  the  Houfe  what

Anfwer  is,    That  no  fuch  feveral  Sums  were  ever 

paid  unto  him,   nor  any  Money  at  all  for  any  of 

the  Caufes  mentioned  in  the  faid  Charge ;    but  he 

acknowledgeth  that,  the  27th  of  June  laft  paft, 

IkJ,  hy  his  Servant,  did  receive  at  the  Hands  of 

Aiirahany  • 
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i^Ahroham  Jacsb,  one  entire  Sum  of  a  looo  I.  in 
conlitleraii^n  oi  his,  the  laid  Lord-Treafurer's,  In- 
tereft  in  four  32  Pans  of  the  great  Farm,  which 
he  had  formerly  referved  unto  himfelf,  upon  fettling 
the  new  Lc ale  thereof ;  and  for  no  other  Caufe,  as 
he  hath  truly  alledged  in  his  Anfwer  to  the  Houlb 
of  Commons:  And,  (or  better  Satisfaflion  of  this 
moft  honoLitable  Hovife  therein,  he  hath  here  fet 
down  a  true  and  particular  Declaration  of  the  Stale 
and  Carriage  of  thar  Bufmefs,  as  foUoweth  ; 

'  He  is  very  well  afliared,  [hat  as  his  general 
Courfe,  in  all  Bargains  of  the  like  Nature  for  the 
King,  hath  been  to  look  to  his  own  Duty  and  the 
King's  Service,  as  the  Husband  of  his  Mdjelty'a 
Eftatc;  fo  in  this  particular,  touching  the  9500 1, 
allowed  to  the  Petty  Farmers  in  recompence  of 
their  Lofles,  lie  carried  himfelf  fo  carefully  and 
fo  ftridtly  for  the  King,  as  he  could  no  ways  ex- 
peft  fo  much  as  Thanks,  much  lels  any  Gratuity 
or  Reward  from  ihem :  For  though,  at  firft,  they 
demanded  of  his  Majefty  a  very  great  Sum,  pre- 
tending, that  the  Interruption  they  complained 
of  was  10,000  1.  Difadvaiitage  to  them  in  their 
iirfl  Year  only  ;  yer,  upon  good  Reafons,  fhewed 
by  the  Lord-Treafurer,  on  his  Majefty's  Behalf, 
they  were  brought  to  accept  of  9,500  I.  whereof, 
though  they  earncftly  prcded  to  have  prefent  Satia- 
fadlion,  yet  he  over-ruled  them  to  take  it  in  nine 
Years  and  an  Half,  (which  was  not  worth  more 
than  5000  1.  in  hand)  and  that,  alfo,  to  be  in  full 
Salislaflionofall  their  Demands,  notforone  Year, 
but  for  the  whole  Term  of  nine  Years  and  an  Half  j 
ib,  as,  in  that  Particular,  the  Lord-Treafurer  was 
ib  far  from  doing  them  Favour,  that  he  thinks, 
ihcy  have  maliced  him  ever  iince,  rather  for  hold- 
ing them  fo  hard  to  it,  than  for  any  Regard  to  the 
King's  Service." 

'  And  for  the  Great  Farm,  the  faid  Treafurer 
faith.  That  the  old  Farmers,  becoming  Suitors  to 
renew  [heir  Leafe,  propounded  to  leave  the  Silk- 
Farm  upon  his  Majefty's  Hands;  and,  withall,  to 
Jiavc  an  Abatement  of  the  Rent  ihcy  then  paid  for 
Ih2 
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the  Great  Farm :  Whereupon  the  Lord-Treafurer,  An.  a».  Jtmeil. 
finding  how  much  that  Oflter  tended  to  hb  Majefty's       ^^*^' 
Diiadvantage,  deiired  Sir  Arthur  Ingram^  by  him- 
felf  and  his  Friends,  to  get  a  better  Offer  made  to 
the  King,  which  was  done  accordingly  ;  and  there- 
by his  Majefty's  Rent  was  not  impaired  (as  at  firft 
was  propofed)  but  increafed  4000  1.  per  Annum 'y 
and  the  Silk- Farm- Rent  was  alfo  made  good; 
which,  otherwife,  to  have  been  lett  by  itfelf,  would 
not  have  yielded  the  old  Rent  by  5,  or  6000  I.  per 
Annum ;   fo  that  the  Bargain  was  better  to  the  King 
than  the  old  Farmers  firft  offered  by  9,  or  10,000  1, 
per  Annum :  Notwithftanding,  it  was  thought  fit 
by  his  Majefty  that,  the  old  Farmers,  coming  to 
the  Rate  offered  by  others  within  a  1000  1.  per 
jlnnumj  fhould  have  the  Preference  of  the  Bargain. 
But  withall,  the  Lord-Treafurer,  to  gratify  thofe, 
who,  by  their  faid  Offers,  had  done  the  King  Ser- 
vice, by  advancing  the  Rent  as  aforefaid,  did,  at 
the  Inftance  of  Sir  Arthur  Ingram^  on  his  and  their 
Behalf,  referve  certain  Fans  of  the  faid  Farm,  with 
no  other  Intention  but  to  difpofe  the  fame  among 
them ;  and  then  gave  Order  for  the  Leafe  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  Patentees,  who  were  named,  in  Truft, 
for  themfelves,  and  all  the  Partners/ 

*  And,  afterwards,  the  faid  Lord-Treafurer  did 
difpofe  of  the  faid  Parts,  referved  to  the  faid  Sir 
Arthur  Ingram  and  others,  according  to  the  firft 
Intention  ;  four  of  which  Parts,  the  Parties  which 
had  them  did  afterwards,  at  feveral  Times,  give  up 
to  the  faid  Lord-Treafurer,  and  left  the  fame  at 
his  difpofing.     Some  Months  after.  Sir  Philip  Ca- 
rey ^  who  had  one  of  the  Lord-Treafurer's  Parts, 
and  fome  others  placed  by  the  Farmers,  upon  fome 
Miflike  of  Carriages  of  that  Farm,  did  alfo  relin- 
quifh  and  give  up  their  Parts;    upon  Occafion 
whereof,  the  Lord-Treafurer,  being  put  in  mind 
by  Sir  Arthur  Ingram  of  the  faid  four  Parts,  which 
were  returned  unto  him  by  thofe  to  whom  he  had 
fiwrmerly  difpofed  them ;  and  being  afk*d  what  he 
would  do  with  them,  did,  upon  Jacob's  next  com- 
ity to  him,  afk  him.

i6»4-  He  anfweretf,  That  becaufe  his  Lordflilp  had  for- 
merly lign'd  a  Warrant,  for  the  King's  Security  of 
al!  the  ihiriy-two  Parts,  and  faid  nothing  of  thofe 
four  Parts,  tiiey  thought  his  Lordftiip  had  waved 
them;  but  he  would  fpeak  with  the  Partners  about 
it,  and  then  give  him  a  full  Anfwer.  Within  few 
Days  after,  yacsA  letuined  lo  him,  and  very  free- 
ly offered  a  looo  I.  for  his  Parts,  according  to  the 
Rate  which,  he  faid,  ihey  had  lately  given  to  Mr. 
Chancellor  for  his;  which  the  Lord-Treufurerwa» 
contented  to  accept :  Arid,  within  four  Days  after, 
he  told  Mr,  Chancellor  what  Bar^in  he  bad  made 
with  the  Farmers,  for  his  Iniereft  in  four  ihirty- 
two  Parts  of  [he  Great  Farm,  viz.  That  he  had 
fold  them  to  the  Farmers  for  a  looo  1.' 

'  This  Agreement  being  thus  made  with  Jacoby 
and  the  loOu  1.  paid  accordingly  ;  it  falls  our,  by 
that  which  was  lince  difcovered.  That  he  and  hia 
Partners,  which  fhared  thofe  four  Parts,  agreed 
together,  to  eafe  themfelvesof  that  Money,  {which 
fhould  have  been  properly  born  upon  their  own  pri- 
vate Accounts,)  by  laying  the  lame  upon  the  general 
Accounts  of  the  Great  and  Petty  Farms ;  (them- 
felves  being  Farmers  in  both)  and  thereupon,  the 
1000  1.  as  is  lince  difcovered,  was  by  them  divi- 
ded into  two  Parts ;  the  one  H;t!f  enter'd  upon  the 
L  Books  of  the  Petty  Farmers,  and  the  other,  upon 
the  general  '\ccount  of  the  Great  Farm,  as  Gra- 
tuities to  theLord-Treafurer;  who  little  knew  of 
iheir  unjuft  Proceedings,  both  with  himfelf  and 
their  Partners,  untill  about  Cirj/?W'jj  laft;  when 
he  bad  firll  Intimation  oF  fome  fuch  Charge  laid 
upon  the  Petty  Farms,  not  hearing  then  that 
which  was  done  upon  the  Great  Farms  Account: 
Hereupon  heprefentlyfentforyawi,  and  was  much 
offended  with  him,  that  he  (hould  fufFerany  fuch 
unjuft  Thing  lo  be  done ;  who,  at  firft,  denied  it ; 
but,  the  next  Day,  confefs'd  it ;  and  faid,  it  was  ill 
done ;  and  faid,  he  was  over-ruled  in  it ;  and  prn- 
mifed  to  let  all  flraight  again,  according  to  the 
Truth  and  Right  of  the  Cale  J  which,  the  Lord-

Treafurer  underftands  was  done  accordingly ;  not  An.tft.jtmefl* 
by  porting  the  500 1.  from  the  Petty  Farm's  Ac-  '•*♦• 
count  to  the  Great  Farm's,  but  by  difcharging 
both  unjuil  Charges  out  of  both  Accounts;  the 
Patentees  returning  back  the  Money  which  they 
had  taken  off  the  Petty  Farmers,  upon  the  Lord- 
Treafurer's  juft  Exception  thereto  ;  and  alfo  mak- 
ing like  Reftituiion,  of  their  own  Accord,  to  their 
Partners  in  the  Great  Farm,  whom  they  had  like- 
wife  wronged  ;  whereof  the  Lord- Treafurer  heard 
nothing  till  of  late :  So,  he  hopes,  the  Proofs  of 
this  Caufe  will  make  it  evidently  appear,  that  all 
diis  Scandal  hach  fallen  upon  him,  by  this  under- 
hand working  of  the  Patentees  for  their  own  pri- 
Tate  Gain ;  by  ^wrongfully  charging  their  Partners 
in  both  Farms^  to  eafe  themfelves,  without  the 
Lord-Treafurer's  Privity  or  Knowledge :  And  tho* 
the  Patentees,  to  make  their  own  Tale  good,  have 
lately  denied  that  the  Lord-Treafurer  had  any  Part 
in  the  Farm ;  yet,  it  will  manifeftly  appear  upon 
Proof,  by  the  Oaths  of  Men  of  good  Reckoning, 
that  themfelves  have  acknowledged,  that  his  Lord- 
Ihip  had  referved  Part  of  that  Farm  at  his  difpo- 

*  For  the  100 1.  and  the  Tun  of  Wine,  alledgcd, 
in  the  fecond  Article,  to  be  received  :  The 
Truth  is  this.  That  Abraham  Jacob  being  with 
the  Lord-Treafurer  about  other  Bufinefs,  told  him. 
That  the  Farmers  of  the  Petty  Farms,  had,  or 
did  intend,  to  prefent  him  with  a  Tun  of  Wine, 
for  a  New  Year's  Gift.  The  Lord-Treafurer 
then  anfwered  him  merrily.  That  other  Lord- 
Trcafurers  had  been  better  refpefted  by  thofe  Far-, 
mers,  and  that  he  would  have  none  of  their  Wine  5 
and  (hortly  after,  Bernard  Hyde  brought  him  an 
100  L  for  a  New  Year's  Gift  only,  and  for  no 
other  Caufe.'

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I>  iGjOOO  Marks  per  Amuttt  as  is  alledged  in  the 
Charge,  but  at  lefs  by  a  looo  I.  per  Aiimni,  viz. 
5666  1.   13  E.  4d.  Ren:.' 

'  Afterwards,  the  17th  of  November  1620,  in 
the  Time  ih^hoxAVdcayxni  MandeviUe  wasTrea- 
furer,  Herrint  obtain'd  a  Privy-Seai  of  Affignment, 
whereby  he  had  Power  to  pay  himfelf  out  of  the 
Sugar- Farm-Rent,  by  way  of  Retainer,  a  Debt  of 
13,089  I.  16  s.  formerly  due  to  him,  vi%.  for  his 
Fee-Arrear  in  the  Exchequer  187  1.  to  s.  and 
upon  fix  Privy-Seals  for  Jewels,  formerly  bought 
of  him,  12,902  1.  6  s.  in  which  Privy-Seal  of  Af- 
lignment,  there  was  one  fpecial  Claufe,  That  if 
the  faid  three  Years  Rent  would  not  fuffice  to  pay 
the  whole  Debt,  by  reaCon  of  Defalcations  which 
might  fall  out  upon  the  Farm,  the  reft  fliould  bs 
made  good  out  of  the  Exchequer ;  and  afterwards, 
in  May  and  Augujl  i6zi,  in  the  Vifcount  Mande- 
ville's  Time,  Herriot  obtained  two  other  Privy- 
Seals,  for  two  other  Debts  due  to  him,  amounting 
1019611.  153.  which,  being  added  to  the  former 
Debts  by  Privy-Seal,  makes  up  the  great  Sum  of 
14,865  1.  mentioned  in  the  Lord-Treafuret's 
Charge.' 

'  And  whereas  it  is  alledged,  that  this  whole 
Sum  of  14,865 1.  was  paid  to  Herrist  by  the  now 
Lord-Treafurer's  Order  withm  the  Space  of  26 
Days;  the  Truth  is.  There  was  not  one  Penny 
paid  at  all  in  Money,  but  Herriot  being  indebted  to 
his  Majefty  7799  1.  upon  account  of  ihe  Rents 
and  Profits  of  the  Sugar-Farm  until!  Chrijlmas 
i6ii,  the  fame  was  allowed  in  dil'charge  of  fo 
much  of  his  Debt  of  14,865  I.  viz.  5666  I.  13  s. 
and  4  d.  which  he  had  Power  to  pay  himfelf,  by 
virtue  of  the  faid  Privy-Seal  of  Affignment  j  and 
2131  1.  6  E.  and  8  d.  which  was  done  by  him 
upon  his  Account  before  the  Leafe  of  the  Sugar- 
Farm  began.  And  whereas  he  might,  by  the  faid 
Privy-Seal  of  Allignment,  have  paid  himfelf  the 
other  7066  1,  within  lefs  than  15  Months;  the 
Lord-Treafurer  did,  by  Herriot'^  Confent,  irant- 
fer  the  lame  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Tobacco-Farm,

viz.  4000  1.  zi  Michaelmas  1622,  and  ihe  reft  alAn.  i 
JiSchaelmai  1623;  which  was  a  longer  Time  and 
more  advantageous  Affignment  for  the  King  than 
the  former  was:  So,  although  there  were  feveral 
Orders  fign'd,  as  if  the  Money  had  been  paid  im- 
mediately out  of  the  Exchequer ;  yet  that  was  done, 
of  Neceility,  to  enable  the  ftriking  Tallys,  for  the 
Tellers  Charge  and  Difcharge,  as  the  Form  of  the 
Exchequer  required,  without  ilTuing  any  Money  at 
all:  So  that  it  will  appear  upon  Record,  this  Charge 
Bpon  the  Lord-Treafurer  is  wholly  miftaken  j  and 
that  he  was  To  far  from  paying  fo  much  ready  Mo- 
ney as  he  is  charged  with,  that  he  paid  no  ready 
Money  at  all,  but  by  Affignment ;  which  he  made 
»t  longer  Days,  than  it  was  formerly  fettled  in  his 
Predeceffors  Time.  And  thereupon  Herrht,  hav- 
iiig  his  Debt  thus  fettled  and  paid  to  his  Content, 
didfurrenderuphisLeafe;  which,  he  had  procured 
to  no  other  End,  but  to  fecure  the  Payment  o£ 
theDebts  owing  tohim  by  the  King.  Afterwards, 
it  is  true,  hb  Majefty  granted  a  new  Leafe  of  the 
Sugar-Farm  to  the  Lord-Treafurer's  Ufe,  at  the 
Rentof  2000I,  per  Annum;  in  the  granting  where- 
of his  Majefty  was  truly  inform'd  of  the  State  of 
fefame,  and  particularly  made  acquainted,  That 
the  faid  Farm  of  Sugars  mipht  be  improv'd  to 
Soool.  per  Annum,  though  Hirrist  had  it  but  at 
iW6  1.  13  s.  4  d.  it  being  his  Mnjefty'sPlcafure, 
Out  of  his  own  Grace  and  Goodnels,  to  grant  the 
f^mG,  in  Form  zforefaid,  to  the  Lord-Tre;ifurer, 
'or  his  many  Services,  and  for  Con  fide  rat  ions  bell 
Wwn  to  hlmfelf.' 

'  For  the  flow  paying  his  Ren.t,  it  is  true,  that 
°neof  the  3cao  1.  was  paid  three  or  four  Days 
sfler  the  Rent-Day,  and  the  Other  two  Half-Years 
"enis  were  forborn  in  refpedt  of  fome  private  Dlf- 
"Urfemcnis  of  his  Lordfliip's  for  the  King;  upon 
Bills  of  Exchange  to  the  Commiffioners  for  Ire- 
^nd;  and  other  Engagemcnis  for  his  Mnjefty ; 
Which  his  Lordfhip  intended  fnould  be  difcliarg'd 
VaA  cleai'd  by  the  faid  Rent.' 

*  And, 
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'  And,  laftly.  The  Liberty  of  tranfporling  Mer- 
'  ch.int3  Sugars,  formerly  imported,  remaineth  now 
in  the  fame  Eftate  and  Condition,  without  any  Al- 
teration, fiiice  the  Lord-Treafurer'sLcafe,  as  it  did 
at  any  Time  before  ;  neither  is  there  any  fuch  Re- 
ftraint  or  Denial  made  by  him,  or  under  him,  lo 
tlie  Merchants  Prejudice  or  his  own  Profit,  as  it 
alledged  in  the  Charge.' 

•  To  the  fifth  Article,  touching  the  Compo- 
fition  for  Grocery-Wares  in  the  City  of  Brijiid 
and  theOut-Poris;  the  faid  Lord-Tleafurer  faith. 
That  Complaint  being  made  unto  him  on  his  iVIa- 
jefty's  Behalf,  That,  the  faid  Compofiiion-Money 
being  no  lefsdue  in  the  Out- Ports  than  in  (hePotC 
of  London,  no  certain  Courfe  was  fettled  for  the 
receiving  of  it,  or  brmging  it  to  account  for  his 
Majefty's  Ufe.  fo  as  liide  or  no  Benefit  thereof 
came  to  the  King:  He  thereupon  thought  fit  to 
fend  a  general  Warrantto  the  Out- Ports,  to  au- 
thorize Abraham  Jacob  to  take  cate  of  that  Col- 
leflion  J  and  receive  fuch  Duties  of  that  Nature, 
as  had  been  formerly  ufcd  to  have  bedn  paid;  to 
the  end  the  whole  Colleaior.  thereof  might  come 
in  upon  one  iVJan's  Account ;  with  no  Intention  to 
raife  a  new  Charge  upon  the  Subjedt,  but  only  to 
fettle  the  CoUeflions  of  ihc  ling's  Duties  in  Order : 
And,  as  foon  as  the  faid  Lord-Treafurer  had  no- 
tice. That  the  Citizens  of  Briflal  had  formerly 
yielded  to  furnifh  his  Majefty's  Huuihold  with 
Grocery  in  Specie,  upon  Purveyance,  at  the  King's 
coming  into  thofe  Parts;  and,  thereupon,  had  ob- 
tain'd  an  Order  in  the  Exchequer,  to  exempt  ihem 
from  the  Payment  of  the  Compoiiiion ;  the  Lord- 
Treafurer  did  prefently  difcharge  the  former  War- 
rant fent  ttiitiier  before,  and  referred  the  Mer- 
chants (who  acquainted  them  with  it)  to  Sir  Simon 
Harvey,  one  of  the  Officers  of  the  Green  Cloth, 
who  certified  his  Lordfhip,  that  he  had  agreed  with 
ihcm  to  liitir  good  Contentment.' 

'  To  the  iiisih  Article,  concerning  the  Bulinefs 

of  the  Court  of  Wards,  the  Lord-Treafurer  makeg 

this  humble  Anfwer,  That  \nDiccmber  1618,  his 

Ma- 
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Majefty  did  fet  forth  Inftrii£iions  for  the  ordering  ai 
of  ie  Court  of  Wards ;  which  Orders  were  fee 
forih  by  the  Procurement  and  Solicitation  of  fome 
of  the  Officers,  without  the  Privity  of  the  Lord 
Vifcouni  IVallingferd  then  Matter,  and  fome  other 
of  the  Council  of  that  Court,  and  near  about  the 
Time  of  his  Lordfhip's  leaving  the  Place;  divers 
of  which  Articles  tended  to  the  Abridgement  of 
the  antienl  Authority  and  Profits  of  the  Malter's 
Place,  and  for  the  Profit  of  others  of  the  Officers 
of  the  Court.' 

*  Whereupon  the  Lord  Treafurer,  being  made 
Mailer,  was  an  humble  Suitor  to  his  Majefty  to  re- 
ftore  him  to  the  former  Rights  of  the  Place,  by  al- 
tering the  faid  Inftrudtions  in  fome  Points,  not  pie- 
judicial  to  his  Majefty's  Profits,  nor  grievous  to  his 
Subjects ;  upon  which  it  pleafed  fiis  Majefty  to  re- 
fer the  fame  to  (ome  Privy  Counfellors,  as  is  men- 
tioned in  the  Chirge  ;  after  which  Time,  and  be- 
fore any  Thing  was  done,  upon  the  humble  Mo- 
tion of  the  Lord  Treafurer,  his  Majefty  was  pleafed 
todireft.  That  the  Mailer  and  Officers  fhould  fall 
confisr  and  agree  (if  they  could)  among  ihemfelves, 
and  refott  to  the  Referrees,  if  they  agreed  not  ; 
Whereupon  the  Mailer  and  all  the  Officers,  upon 
fundry  Meetings  and  DebatJngs,  agreed  among 
themfelves  for  the  new  Inftmflions,  and  thereupon 
Voluntarily  fubfcribed  their  Names.  There  was 
no  Mifinformaiion  ufed  to  his  Majefty ;  neither 
are  the  Points  contained  in  the  new  Inftruilions 
difadvantageous  to  the  King  or  Siibjeits  more  than 
the  former,  and,  in  fome  Points,  of  much  more 
Advantage  both  to  the  King  andSubjcft.' 
,  '  Touching  the  taking  Petitions  from  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court,  and  appropriating  them  to  himfelf 
end  the  Secretary,  who  is  charged  vi'ith  taking  great 
Rewards  for  procuring  Anfwers  to  the  fame,  he 
laiih.  That,  untill  the  faid  Inftrurtions  of  iSi8, 
ail  Petitions  were  delivered  to  the  Mafter ;  which, 
by  the  faid  Inftruftions  of  i  iIiB,  were  (to  the  great 
Prejudice  of  the  Subjeft,  and  Dehy  of  his  Majc- 
%'8  Service)  delivered  ;o  the  Clerk  of  the  Court, 
who 
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,l,who  ■w?,s  to  prefent  it  at  ihe  Sitting  of  the  Court- 
cil,  which  could  be  only  in  Term  Time;  where- 
as, by  Ihe  former  antient  Courfe,  and  by  the  laft 
Inltruftions,  the  Petition  being  delivered  to  the 
Mafter,  he  only  giveih  Order  for  finding  and  re- 
turning an  Office,  which  muftalfo  beetitered  with 
the  Clerk ;  and,  the  Office  being  returned,  the 
Grant  is  made  by  the  Mafter  and  Council,  at  the 
Council  Table.  By  this  Courfe  the  Suitor  haih 
Expedition  at  all  Times,  and  the  Matter  no  Profit  at 
all ;  and  the  Secretary  neither  hath  taken,  nor  ex- 
afled,  any  Reward  of  the  Subjcfl  for  procuring 
Anfwers,  to  the  Knowledge  of  him  the  Lord  Trea- 
furer.' 

'  Touching  the  doubli;ig  Fees  for  Continuance 
of  Liveries,  by  the  new  Inflruflions,  he  faith. 
That,  ever  till  the  Inftruflion  of  1618,  the  Suitof 
might  continue  his  Livery,  either  with  ihe  Maftet 
ur  Surveyor;  and  the  Mafter'a  Fees  for  fach  Con- 
tinuance was  ever  ten  Shillings.  The  Inftruftions 
of  i5i8  appropriated  the  Continuance  only  to  the 
Surveyor,  which  was  an  Encroachment  by  the  Sur- 
veyor upon  the  Matter;  now  the  newlnftruftions 
enjoin  the  Continuances  to  be  with  both,  for  which 
Ihe  Mailer  taketh  no  other  Fee  than  ten  Shillings, 
which  was  the  antient  Fee  for  Continuances  taken 
by  all  Mafters  before  him  :  And,  for  Tenders,  the 
Mailer  doth  now  take  but  five  Shillings ;  whereas 
the  antient  Fee  is  ten  Shillings.' 

'  By  the  Continuance  before  both  Houfes,  Men 
are  railier  forced  to  fue  out  their  Liveries  to  the  Be- 
nefit of  the  King,  and  Good  of  fuch  as  have  Caufe 
to  fue  againft  them,' 

'  Touching  the  having  of  concealed  Wardfhips, 
and,  to  that  Point,  that  the  Mailer  may  eafily 
make  Wardfliips  concealed  by  the  Courfe  of  the 
rew  Inftrui^ions,  the  Lord  Treafurer  fniih,  That 
alrho"  he  hath  the  difpolingof  concealed  Warlfbips, 
vet  the  Benefit  of  them  is  ,to  the  King's  own  Ufe ; 
and  it  is  not  in  his  Power  to  make  a  concealed  Ward- 
fhip:  For  if  the  Petition  (hould  be  fupprefs'd,  or 
not  anfwered,  yet  it  is  no  Concealment)  by  the 
new 
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tiew  Inflcuflions,  if  any  Suit  be  made  for  it  wiih-^„, 

in  a  Year  after  the  Death  of  the  Tenant ;  neither 

is  the  Lord  Treafurer  charged  to  have  done,  or  fo 

much  as  to  have  attempted  any  fuch  Afl.' 

'  Touching  the  Stamp,  which  he  is  charged  with 

■hwing  delivered  to  the  Secretary,  he  doth  humbly 

"^owledge  the  fame ;  but,  withall,  dclireth  your 

tdfhips  to  take  into  Conlideralion,  that  the  whole 

■ilrpofe  and  Scope  of  doing  thereof  was  only  for  the 

pififeni  Difpaich  of  Suitors  in  ordinary  Matters  of 

Courfe;  and  for  fuchBulinefs  as  could  not  be  effected 

byibeStamp  alone,  without  the  AiEftance  or  joining 

«  other  Officers  therewith,  either  before  or  after 

Kltii^theSump;  And  thcLordTreafurerwasra- 
I  induced  to  give  way  thereto,  becaufe  he  had 
BBifcrftood  that  the  Lord  Burleigh,  when  Lord 
Twifurer,  made  ufe  of  the  like  j  and  for  that  Stamps 
«e  in  ufe  in  other  Offices  at  prefenc :  Yet,  if  the 
lard  Treafurer  had  ever  conceived,  or  been  in- 
fctmed,  tliat  it  had  been  unlawful  or  unfit,  he 
flwuld  not  have  ufed  it:  Alfohedirefllyaffirmeth, 
''"tat,  by  the  Ufe  theieof,  neither  the  King's  Ma- 
Kfiy,  nor  the  Subjedt,  haih  hitherto  any  Charge  or 
i'tejudicc,  but  much  Kafe  in  their  Difpaich.' 

'  And  as  to  Dallifin's  unfeliling  the  Office  o£ 
Oidnmce,  that  fell  out  eight  or  nine  Years  lince  ; 
Mid  the  Supply  fetdowii  by  the  Lords,  ^ntio  1617, 
*«four  Years  before  the  Lord  Treafurer  was  in 
Officej  neither  did  the  Commifiion  of  the  Trea- 

R^f^i  nor  his  Predeceffors,  purfue  any  Point  thereby 
^tftStcd  i  but  it  lay  wholly  neglefled,  and  now 
Mly  revived  againll  the  Lord  Treafurer,  who  ne- 
'*V  faw  it  but  in  this  Parliament :  And  for  the 
Buok  made  up  by  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Navy, 
'Wh/?j  i6io,  for  fuppiying  the  Stores  and  future 
"ptioldlng  of  the  OlHce  of  Ordnance,  (tho",  being 
'hclaft  of  ihe  three  Seitlements  niejuioncd  in  the 
Ariiclcs,  i[  might  be  fufficient  to  fulpend  both 
fe  former)  It  was  fo  hx  frotii  bein^  an  Eflablilh- 
"lent  to  t;;overQ  the  Office  hy,  thir  all  the  Officers 
^lave,  and  ftill  do  oppole  it,  and  proieft  againft  ic 
to  this  Day  i  io  as  there  being  only  Propufuions 
Vot-VL  >l  wilh^ 
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;, [.without  Reroluiions,  and  no  fettled  Rule  of  Efla- 
blifhment  and  Direflion,  why  ihould  the  Lord 
Treaiurer  be  bound  lo  keep  it?  Or  why  ihe  Breach 
thereof  be  made  his  Fault  now,  when  It  was  bro- 
ken and  neglefted  in  his  Predeceflbr's  Time,  who 
was  [hen  the  only  proper  Officer  to  have  put  it  in 
txeciiiJon,  the  now  Lord  Treafuret  being  buCMie 
of  the  Propounders  of  it.' 

'  Notwithftanding,  he  humbly  conceives,  and 
hopes  10  prove  clearly,  that  there  hath  been  no  fuch 
wilful  Negligence  as  is  alledged ;  for  tbo'  it  be  true, 
ili;u  the  Officers  of  the  Ordnance,  always  oppofing 
th;^[  Bouk  of  the  Commifiioners,  would  never  fue 
out  the  two  Warrants  thereby  required,  the  one  of 
13,64.0).  14s.  3d.  for  Supply  oftheStores,  and 
the  other  of  3000 1.  per  Annuin  for  the  Ordinary  ; 
yet  (here  have  been  other  Privy  Seals  of  the  fame 
Nature  fued  out,  whereupon  hath  been  ifiijed  to 
that  Office,  fmce  that  Book  of  the  Com mifTi oners 
was  delivCTed,  as  follows,  v\%.  for  the  Supply  of 
iheSt-ores,  11,096!.  17s  6d.  which  Sums  want 
not  much  of  the  CommifTioners  Preparations,  con- 
fiflering  that  the  ordinary  Quarter-Books  are  yet 
unpaid  for  a  Year  and  aQuarter  J  allwhichai^e 
no  wilful  Negligence  in  the  Payments,  howfoever 
the  Officers  have  difpofed  of  the  Monies ;  nor  any 
great  Unliirnilhing  of  the  Stores,  which,  if  they 
have  lefi  Proportion  of  fome  Storesof  Pro viiions  than 
were  fet  duwn  in  the  Commiflioners  Books,  yet 
they  have  more  of  otherSioresof  Ptovifions,  which 
have  fmce  been  thought  more  ufeiul  and  more  ne- 
ceflary.' 

As  to  what  concerns  neglefling  the  Supplies  for 
Gun-powder,  the  Lord  Treafurer  faith,  '  That  the 
Bargains  with  Evelyn  were  made  in  ihe  Lord  Mcn- 
iftz-ii/e'sTime,  who  continued  in  the  Office  ihe  firft 
five  Months  after;  in  which  Time  Evelyn  ferved 
in  Powder  for  the  firft  three  Months  ;  but,  getting 
no  Money  for  it,  made  a  Stop  of  his  Delivery,  ac- 
cording to  the  Liberty  of  his  Conirafl :  So  that  the 
fame  was  broken  in  the  Lord  AJandmll/s  Time, 
and'left  wholly  in  Diftraflion  to  the  now  Lord 
Trca- 
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Treafurcr,  with  a  Debt  for  three  Months  Powder,A».a»*ja«Ml, 
delivered  as  aforefaid  ;  his  Predece£br  not  paying      '^^* 
one  Penny  upon  that  ContraQ:  in  all  that  Time.* 

•  Neither  did  that  Bargain  with  Evelyn  fuffer 
any  fmall  Interruption,  by  the  continual  Com- 
plaints ftirred  up  againft  him  by  Mr  Sadler^  and 
new  Propofitions  made  by  him  for  fettling  the 
Powder-makingotherwife ;  whereby  £vefyn*$  Con- 
traA  flood  under  Queflion,  and  both  the  Lord 
Treafurer,  and  Mr  Chancellor,  and  the  Commif- 
iicHiersof  the  Navy,  had  feveral  Times  the  Trouble 
to  examine  the  fame ;  the  Lord  Treafurer  having 
a  Purpofe  to  bring  Eviiyn  to  Account  for  the  Pro- 
fit, made  by  him,  of  the  Surplufage  of  the  Price  of 
the  Powder  put  to  Sale :  By  this  Means,  and  by 
reafotl  of  other  Mifliaps,  of  blowingup  the  Powder- 
Milb  by  Fire,  Evefyn  grew  difcouraged;  and  the 
Service  was  r>egle£led,  till  Sadier^s  Suggeftions  were 
found  frivolous,  which  was  near  a  Year's  Interrupt 
tien  of  the  Service/ 

•  Befides,  when  the  Lord  Treafurer  enter'd,  he 
fcmii  in  the  Stores  but  one  hundred  and  iixteen 
Lifts  o^d  hundreds  of  Powder ;  and,  the  20th  of 
March  laft,  he  left  in  ftore  above  one  hundred  and 
forty  one  Lafts,  notwithftanding  the  great  Expehce 
of  Powder,  upon  Extraordinaries,  in  the  now  Lord 
Tpeafarer's  Time,  which  alfo  niight  have  been  one 
hundred  ninety  four  Lafts,  if  the  Lord  Mandevilli 
had  fettled  and  maintained  the  Contract  in  hbTime,* 
by  Addition  of  his  five  Months  Provifion,  and  the 
three  Months  which  he  left  the  now  Lord  Trea- 
furer to  pay  for ;  whereas  the  whole  Proportion  of 
Gun^Powdcr,  affign*d  by  the  Commiffionersof  the 
Navy's  Bopk  to  be  in  ftore,  wa?  but  one  hundred 
arid  forty  three  I^afts  of  Powder  ;  and  good  Rea- 
fofts  given  wherefore  there  fhould  be  no  more.* 

^  Laftfy',  It  will  appear,  by  comparing  the  Quan- 
tjliy  of  Powder,  paid  for  by  the  now  Lord  Trealu- 
isr,  with  the  Time  before,  that  his  Lordfhip  had 
paid  tot  as  much,  iathis  ftiort  Term  of  two  Years 
and  a  Half,  as  hath  been  paid  for  in  the  next  feveii 
Years  before ;  fo  as  -never,  in  the  King!?  Timc^ 
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« I,  were  the  Stores  fo  well  furniftied  with  Powder  for 
Quantity  and  Goodnefs,  aa  they  are  now ;  and  yet 
never  more  want  of  Money  in  the  Exchequer  thcfc 
twenty  Years,  than  hath  been  in  the  now  Lord 
Treafurrer'a  Time.' 

To  ihc  laft  Article  of  the  Charge,  about  the  Bar- 
gain for  the  Land  which  was  Sir  Rager  Dal/ijsn's, 
the  Lord Treaturer  faith,  '  That  he  liaih  not  made 
any  unlawful  Bjrgain  for  the  Lands  of  the  (aid 
DaHifon;  iieiiher  hath  he  paid  for  the  laid  Lands 
with  making  of  Baronets,  or  freeing  Copyholders, 
or  any  other  Suit  to  the  King,  as  by  that  Article  a 
pretended  ;  but  halh  really  paid  iox  the  fame  in 
Money  and  Money's  worth,  out  of  hisown  Eilate, 
to  the  full  Value  of  the  Lands  and  moie:  And, 
for  more  full  Declaration  of  the  Truth,  he  faith, 
That  ihc  faid  Sir  Rsger  Dallifin  being  ifidebted  to 
ihe  King  in  13,0611.  43.  loi  d.  whereof  Sir 
Thcmas  Mowifin,  his  Surety,  was  found  Debtor 
3100!.  the  faid  DaUifsn's  Lands  were  exiended  for 
9961 !.  45,  loi  d-  thereof,  and  the  (aid  Sir  thamat 
MauTijon's  Lands  for  the  /aid  3 100  ]■  and  ihefe  lb 
extended,  logeiher  with  the  faid  feveral  Debts> 
were  granted  by  his  Majefty'a  Letters  Patent  the 
20th  of  July,  18.  Jacsbi  Regii,  unto  Franiis  Mor- 
rke,  and  other  Officers  and  Creditors  of  the  Ord- 
nance, for  13,062  1,  owing  to  iheni  by  his  Ma- 
jefty  ;  with  a  fpecial  Command  to  the  Lord  Trea- 
furer  and  Chaiiccilor  of  the  Exchequer,  to  make 
out  fucb  Wilts  and  Prucels  for  the  laid  Debts  as 
fliould  be  required ;  and,  with  a  Covenant  on  the 
King's  Part,  that  if,  by  reafon  of  Incumbrances, 
they  could  not  receive  the  fame  in  convenient  Time, 
then  it  fliould  be  paid  unto  them  out  of  the  Ex- 
chequer.' 

'  Thcfe  Lands  of  ihe  faid  Sir  Reger  DdHfiid 
were  fo  incumbei'd  by  foimcr  Charges,  that  the 
faid  Officers  and  Creditors  of  the  Ordnance  could> 
not  raife,  by  the  faid  Extent  thereof,  neat  lb  much 
as  ihe  bare  intereil  of  the  faid  9962!.  4  s.  lOid. 
Pared  thereof  j  and  theitfore  did  not  conceive  how 
it  could  give  Satisfa^ion  ci^to  them  f^ir  the  laid 
0962' 
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9962 1,  due  Debt,  long  forborne;  but  that  theyArnxLjamur* 
maft  of  Neceffiry  have  Recourfe  to  his  Majefty  '^*^ 
again  for  their  better  Satisfaction,  according  to 
his  Majefty's  Covenant  contained  in  the  faid  Leafe, 
made  unto  them  in  that  Behalf;  and  yet  there  was 
XK)thing  allowed  to  relieve  the  poor  diftrefled  Lady 
of  the  faid  Sir  Roger  DaUifon  and  her  Son ;  where  • 
upon  the  now  Lord  Treafurer,  in  Jidy^  1 621,  be- 
ing then  but  one  of  his  Majefty *s  Commiflioners  for 
his  Debts,  was  made  acquainted  by  the  faid  Francis 
Morrice^  and  other  the  faid  Ofiiccrs  and  Creditors 
of  the  Ordnance,  of  their  Intent  and  Purpofe  ;  and, 
being  willing  to  do  his  Majefty  the  beft  Service  he, 
could  therein,  after  divers  Conferences,  did  come 
to  an  Agreement  with  them  for  their  Intereft  in 
the  faid  Extents,  and  to  make  them  Payment  of 
the  faid  13,062  1.  for  the  fame,  as  follows,  viz* 
1062 1.  before  the  laft  Day  of  November  following. 
1621,  and  the  reft  by  500  h  every  fix  Months,  at 
and  after  the  Annunciation,  1623:  After  which 
i^reement  made  for  the  Extents,  he  not  perceiving 
how  he  could  make  any  Ufe  thereof,  unlefs  he  com- 
pounded alfo  with  fuch  as  had  the  Inheritance  and 
other  Eftates  in  the  faid  DaUifin*s  Lands,  did  deal 
with  fome  of  them  for  the  fame ;  and  then  came . 
to  a  fecond  Agreement  with  the  faid  Francis  Mor- 
rice^  and  the  reft  of  the  Officers  and  Creditors  of  the 
Ordnance,  to  convey  to  them  an  Eftate,  which  he 
Ihen  had  for  nine  or  ten  Years  to  come,  in  the 
Fetty  Farms  of  Currants  and  Wines,  of  the  yearly 
Value  of  1400 1.  (and  worth  7000 1.  and  more,  to 
be  fold)  which  he  did  grant,  and  they  did  accept 
in  foil  Satisfaction  of  the  faid  13,062  1.  4  s.  lo^  d. 
and  for  their  Interefts  in  the  faid  Extents  accor- 
dingly.' 

•  Not  long  afterwards,  the  Lord  Treafurer,  be- 
ing defirous  to  free  himfelf  of  any  further  Trouble 
or  Care,  by  reafon  of  many  other  the  Incumbrances 
which  were  upon  the  faid  Lands,  did,  in  or  about 
Nmmber^  162 1,  agree  with  Sir  Arthur  Ingram^  to 
deliver  the  faid  Lands,  with  other  Laiwis  th 
him  the  faid  Lord  Trcafurcr„  in  the  Coi« 
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Teri,  unto  the  (aid  Sir  Arthur  Ingram,  in  Exchange 
fotother  Lands  of  his.  and  to  give  unto  him  9000 1. 
in  Money,  for  ihe  compounding  and  freeing  ihe 
faid  Eftite  and  Incumbrances,  which  wete  upon 
the  faid  Lands,  late  DaWfan's,  and  of  a  Leafe  he 
had  of  one  Anthny  Meen,  of  other  Lands  inter- 
mixt  with  the  faid  DalUfin's  Lands,  efteem'd  of  ±e 
yearly  Vak;e  of  400 1  per  Annum;  of  which  9000I. 
the  faid  Lord  Treafurer,  afletwards,  in  February  and 
in  March  1621,  by  the  Confentof  the  faid  Sir  Ar- 
thur Ifigram,  did  pay  unto  Sir  7hmas  Mmnfin,  Knt 
for  his  Intcreft  in  DelUfiit's  Lands,  the  Sum  of 
300DI.  befides  the  freeing  of  his  the  faid  Siit  Thenms 
AUunfon's  own  Lands  of  the  fiid  other  Extent,  for 
the  laid  3100!.  andalt  theRefidueof  thefaidgoool. 
he  the  feid  Lord  Treafurer  hath  paid  and  fatisfied, 
as  it  hath  been  required  by  the  laid  Sir  Arthur  In' 
gram  accordingly!  which  ttid  fcveral  Sums  of 
7000I.  and  9000 1.  amounting It^ether  to  i6,oooI. 
are  more  than  the  faid  Leafe  and  Lands  are  worth* 
at  and  from  the  Time  of  die  faid  Agreement 
for  the  Exchange,  fo  made  between  the  faid  Lord 
Treafurer  and  the  faid  Sir  Arthur  Ingram:  And 
thereupon  the  Lady  DalHfin,  and  Sir  Thmm  D^li- 
fin,  her  Son,  upon  a  Compofition  made  with  tbem 
by  x\itbii'^S\t  Arthur  Ingr  an:,  &A,\r  February  16a  i, 
make  an  AfTignment  of  the  faid  Leafe,  to  certain 
Perfons  named  by  the  faid  Sir  Arthur  Ingram,  in 
IruftforhisUfe;  and,  fince  the  faid  Agreement  and 
ihat  Time,  the  Lord  Treafurer  had  no  more  to  do 
therein  than  as  the  Duty  of  the  Place  requires,  and 
(as  he  hath  been  advifed  by  his  Majefty's  learned 
Counfelj  convenient  and  fit  to  be  done  on  his  Ma* 
jefty's  Behalf:  And  therefore,  as  touching  the  reft 
of  the  faid  laft  Charge,  That  the  Lord  Treafurer 
having  agreed  with  Sir  tbamas  DaUifnti,  and  the  Of- 
ficers of  the  Ordnance,  he,  to  gain*  indireflly,  and 
byopprellive  Means,  an  Eftate  which  Sir  iitff  if  Oa/- 
lifan  had  pafltd  to  Sir  Richard  Smith  and  Sir  John 
Paty,  did  fet  on  Foot  an  Outlawry  of  Sir  Rager 
Pal/i^n's,  and  thereby  difpoffeflcd  Sir  Richard  Smith 
and  Sir  John  Davy,  who  had  been  in  Pofleffion» 
by 
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by  a  Trial  at  Law,  ufing  the  Power  of  hh  Place,  a 
and  Countenance  of  the  King's  Service,  lo  wreft 
them  out  of  a  Leale  and  Eftate  of  great  Value,  the 
Lord  Treafurer  f;ii[h,The  fame  is  wholly  miftakeii;

Smish,   having  a  Conveyance  of  al!  the  Freehold 
Lands  which  were  the  laid  Sir  Richard  Dallifiri's, 
in  Siitten,  as  a  Mortgage  for  Payment  of  i joo  I. 
and  the  faid  Sir  John  Davy  having  an  Aflignmenc 
«f  the  faid  Leafe,  as  a  Mortgage  for  the  Payment 
of  6oo  1,  by  Year,  for  ten  Yean,  upon  a  very 
liard  Contraft  for  Money,  he  the  faid  Sir  Richard 
Smith,  Jong  before  the  faid  Treafarcr  had  any 
Thing  todo  with  the  faid  LandsorLcafe,  wasdif- 
poTelled  of  Freehold  Lands,  by  virtue  of  the  faid 
Extent,  for  the  King;  and,  after  fuch  Time  as 
Kh  faid  Lord  Trcafurer  had  fo  bargain'd  and  agreed 
With  the  faid  Sir  Arthur  Ingram,  and  had  left  the 
fiid  whole  Bufinefs  tohimasaforefaid,  it  was  found 
ffiat  the  faid  Sir  Rn^er  Dallifin  ftood  outlawed,  af- 
ter Judgment,  at  divers  feveral  Men's  Suits,  where- 
by the  fame  Leafe  and  Intereft  was  in  his  Majefty ; 
°y  Means  whereof  fome  Difference  grew  between 
*He  faid  Sk  Richard  Smith,  Sir  Jahn  Davy,  and  the 
^lASir  Arthur  Ingram,  which  the  faid  Treaftirerufed 
'he  bell  Means  he  could  to  reconcile ;  and,  to  that 
^d,  endeavoured  to  have  the  fame  arbitrated  and 
^ftded  by  Sir  Thomas  Savage  and  Sir  Niebolgs  For- 
f^a/,  Knights :  But  their  Travel  and  Pains  there- 
*^  taking  no  Effeift,  after  fome  Suits  in  the  Prero- 
K*tive  Court,  the  Exchequer,  and  Common  Pleas, 
between  Sir  Richard  Smith,  Sir  Jib?i  Davy,  and  Sir 
^'^^thur  Ingram,  in  Cond'jfion  {by  and  with  the 
^  'JConfent  of  all  Parties^  the  faid  Differences  were 
.^eard  and  ended  by  Sir  i^nry  Hobart,  Knight  and 
"^iaronet,  Lord  Chief  Jnftice  of  the  Common  Pleas, 
^nd  by  the  reft  of  the  Juftices  of  the  fame  Court ; 
ijr  whofe  Mediation  and  Order,  there  is  to  be  paid 
the  laid  Sir  Richard  Smith  and  Sir  John  Davy^ 
,   _.  fatisfaflion  of  their  Eflates  anJ  I-iiereft  in  the 
r^nd  Lands  and  Leafe,  over  and  belid^s  other  great 
"      ims  of  Money  by  them  foriperly  received,  the 
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jamMi.Sum  of  3000I.  And  couching  the  Charge  of  the 
?**f-  Contraft,  about  paying  the  8000 1.  old  Arrears,  the 
Ijord  Treafurer  faith.  That  all  the  8000 1,  was  not 
old  Arrears,  as  is  pretended,  for  that  3,800].  there- 
of was  then  newly  due  by  Quarter-Books,  for  cer- 
tain Quarters  ending  at  Midfummer,  ihe  next  before 
the  laid  Year  of  our  Lord  1621,  And  alfo  faith. 
That  his  Promife  therein  was  made  before  he  be- 
came Lord  Treafurer ;  and  that  Promife  was  but  to 
(]o  his  Endeavour  to  get  the  8000 1.  paid ;  the  fame 
being  a  juftand  due  Debt  owing  to  about  1 00  poor 
Pamilies,  whofe  prcfling  Neceflitles  would  have 
forced  him,  after  he  came  to  the  Place  of  Treafu- 
jer,  to  have  given  ihem  Satisfaction,  if  he  had  made 
no  fuch  uncertain  Promife  before ;  and  the  faid 
Debt  was  paid  at  thirteen  fevera!  Times,  by  I'evera! 
Portions,  as  Money  could  be  bcft  fpared,  between 
Msrcb  i6ii,and  May  i6zj ;  and  the  King's  Ma- 
jefty  was  fo  far  from  being  prejudiced  by  the  Lord 
Treafurer's  Dealing  in  ihis  Bargain,  that  his  Ma- 
jefty  was  thereby  eafed  from  the  repaying  of  the 
iaid  13,0621.

*  And  as  to  the  Baronets,  the  fame  nothing  at  all 
concemeth  this  Matter ;  but  was  a  Grace  of  the 
King's  Majefty,  (upon  the  Suit  of  a  Nobleman, 
who  was  affifted  by  the  Lord  Treafurer)  which  he 
was  pleafed  to  confer  upon  Sir  Thomas  Mounfon^  in 
reg^d  of  the  Lois  of  his  Office  of  Hawkes ;  and 
the  6rae  taking  no  EfFedl,  his  Majefty,  upon  the 
iaid  Sir  Thomas  Mounfon*^  late  Petition,  was  pleafed,

three  Years  mentioned  in  the  Charge,  and  that,  charge,  * 
"Within  that  Time,  he  did  receive  the  ordinary  Affign^ 
ment  of  20,000 1. perAnnum^or  thereabouts ;  where- 
in, he  conceives,  he  did  no  ill  Service  to  the  King 
when  he  did  reduce  the  vaft  Charge  of  that  Office 
to  20,000 1.  per  Annum  ;  and,  by  three  Years  Ex- 
perience,  to  fliew  his  Majefty  the  Means  how  that 
20,oool.  might  be  again  reduced  to  i2,oool.  which, 
be  conceives,  is  no  Argument  that  he  hath  brought 
that  Place  to  any  Diforder  or  Confufion,  as,  in  a 
Generality,  is  objecf^ed.'

for  a  new  rich  Barge-Cloth,  and  other  extraordi- 
nary Disburfcmenls  of  about  1 000 1.  more ;  for 
all  which,  amounting  lo  7000 1,  or  thereahouts,  he 
never  yet  received,  or  demanded,  any  Allowance  j 
and,  if  any  Man  hath  any  Thing  owing  to  him,  in 
the  Time  that  the  faid  Lord  Treafurer  was  Officer, 
(as  he  is  well  afliired  tliere  is  none,  except  fome 
fmall  Remains  upon  the  Foot  of  fome  private 
Reckonings)  the  fame  are  no  way  chargeable 
upon  the  King ;  the  faid  Lord  Treafurer  being-

*  To  that  Explanation  of  the  former. Charge, 
concerning  his  not  repaying  the  Merchants  the  Im- 
pofis  due  unto  them,  upon  the  Exportation  of  Su- 
gars formerly  imported,  according  to  his  Majefty's 
Letters  Patent,  of  the  5th  of  September^  i6io, 
the  Lord  Treafurer  faith.  That  the  Ufage  in  that

After  thefe  Affairs  were  all  read,  the  Lords  recei- 
i6»4-  veda  MefiJge  from  the  Commons,  along  with  five 
Bills,  importing  '  That  they  defireda  Conference 
with  their  Lordihips,  on  the  Subjeft  of  two  other 
Bills,  then  before  them  ;  and,  at  the  fame  Time,

Before  the  laji  Parliametil,  I  never  faw  any  Prt- 
udent  ^  this  Nature :  In  the  laft,  againji  ansthtr 
great  Officer  of  mine  there  needed  no  Admonition  from 
rne,  becaufe  ye  had  Reum  Confiientem  ;  in  this  the 
Parly  flands  upon  bis  fuflijitaiiOH ;  and  therefore  ye 
have  mare  Need  to  laie  and  examine  it  we!!.  There 
is  na  Daubt  at  all  of  your  doing  fufiite ;  ym  are  moil 
of  you  nobly  barn,  the  refi  are  noble  by  their  Places  ; 
you  are  the  moft  honourable  fury  a/'England ;  nor  do 
1  intend  further  to  infiruil  you-,  than  to  give  your 
Eyes,  many  Eyes  fee  more  than  one,  pme  Light  into 
this  Matter.  No  King  is  the  vjorfe  for  the  Advice  of 
his  Council,  nor  Jhall  you  be  for  receiving  my  Advice 
and  Injiruiiion. 

In  all  Matters  ef  Tryal  where  are  Denials,  two 
7hings  are  Jpeiialfy  to  be  confidered,  the  Verity  of  the 
Fail  and  Greatnefs  of  the  GuHt. 

For  the  firfl,  Tou  cannot  be  too  diligent  in  the 
Search  of  the  Verity  of  the  FaSi ;  for  Satius  eft  Reum 
dimittere  quam  Innocentem  damnare. 

For  the  fecund.  You  are  to  confider  duly  the  polity 
of  tie  Offence  ;  for^  if  your  Punijhment  be  far  infe- 
lior  to  Ike  Crime,  it  is  an  Invitation  to  commit  neve 
Offences.  And,  if  it  be  over  and  above  the  Offence, 
it  is  plain  hifitflKe  and  tyranny :  Therefore  ymr 
Punijhment  miijl  be  ever  lounded  in  Miafure  and 
Moderation,  according  to  the  ^aSty  of  the  Offence. 
}iu  will  d'>,  I  am  jwe,  what  a  Jury  doth,  for  you 
have  taken  u  greater  Oath  than  they ;  you  have  jworth 
upon  your  HiHi^nr,  H  me  ;  by  yo:;r  Canfcience^  tcwsrdi 
God. 

Andheie  IJhall  give  aTaiuh  of  two  Things  if  rjl, 
I  Jhall  ^eak  of  the  Perfon  oftl:e  Man,  /ml  then  of 
my  Opinion  of  the  Coiirfe  ivhichycu  are  to  hold  in  your 
Judicature  at  ihii  Time.

*The  fecond  Thing  1  recommend  to  your  Conftder ac- 
tion is  J  That  you  look  upon  a  found  Trial,  Jo  that  the 
Offence  he  clear ;  and^  In  the  next  Place ^  when  you 
find  a  Caufe  of  Punijhment^  let  it  be  within  and  not 
without  the  Limits  of  his  Defert. 

Now  I  Jhall  recommend  toyoufome  Generals ;  hot 
for  his  ReJpeSf  or  P articular j  but  my  own^  my  Son*s 
and  Po/lerit/s^  and  your  own^  my  Lords,  whofe 
Part  God  knows  when  it  may  fall  unto.  Let  no 
Man^s  particular  Ends  bring  forth  a  Precedent ,  that 
may  be  prejudicial  to  you  all  and  your  Heirs  after 
you ;  Precedents  there  are  none  of  many  Years,  before 
this  and  the  lajl  Sejfions.  7he  Informers  are  the 
Lower  Houfe,  and  the  Upper  Houfe  are  the  Judges* 
If  the  Accufation  come  in  by  the  Party  wronged,  then 
you  have  a  fair  Entrance  for  Jujlice ;  if  by  Men 
that  fear ch  and  hunt  after  other  Men* s  Lives,  beware 
of  it,  it  is  dangerous  ;  //  may  be  your  own  Cafe  ano^ 
ther  Time,  No  Man  can  fiand  upright  before  God 
and  Man,  if  every  A^tof  his  Jbould  be  enquired  of" 
ter  and  hunted  out  by  every  Man,  though  it  concerns 
him  not. 

The  main  Ground  in  an  Information  is  this.  The 
Party  complaining  Jhould  fay.  This  Wrong  he  hath 
done  me ;  if  he  hath  corrupted  Judicature  in  Judg^ 
ment,  or  taken  a  Bribe  to  the  tlurt  of  the  Innocent ; 
if,  in  Extortion,  he  hath  wrejied,  by  Violence,  from 
the  Party  ;  here  is  a  jufl  Ground  for  an  Accufation* 
But  for  every  bujy  Fellow  to  turn  Inquifitor  isaThing 
infufferable ;  how  far  it  falls  thus,  in  this  Particu^ 
lar,  I  know  not.  Bribery,  as  1  would  define  it,  is 
"Where  a  Judge  receives  a  Reward  againji  the  Inno^ 
cent ;  Extortion  is  done,  ivhen  Money  is  wrung  from 
the  SubjeSi  by  theGreatnefs  of  a  Man^s  Power ^  and 
by  the  Denial  of  Juftice ;  Mifdemeanor  is,  when  a 
Man  abufeth  his  Place,  afid  cpprejfeth  the  poor  Suh- 
je^s.  I  have  difcufjed  this  Point,  and  I  do  not  doubt 
but^  when  he  comes  before  you,  you  will  hear  him  with 
TeTiper  and  Patience.

&Btne  curious  Men  may  fay,  peradvtnlure^  he  tnighti 
in  fame  Points,  have  done  better ;  but  this  is  not  cri- 
minal in  him :  But  if,  by  Deceit  and  Cozenage^  by 
helping  himfelf  he  bath  hindered  my  Eftaie,  he  is 
worfe  than  a  DevH.

felves ;  and  thereupon  tendered  the  Lord  Treafu- 
rer their  own  Security  for  thofe  five  Parts ;  which 
he  agreed  to  accept,  yet  ptotrafled  them  till  Jantt 
Anno  31.  yucobi.' 

'  The  Bufinefs  of  both  Farms  thus  delayed,  flnij 
it  being  conceived  that  Money  was  expefled,  the 
Farmers  of  the  Wines  refolved  to  prefent  the  Lord 
Treafurer  with  500 1.  and  they  of  the  Great  Farm 
refolved  of  the  like  Sum  ;  and  Mr.  Abraham  ya- 
{cb  heing  a  Partner  in  either  Farm,  was  enirufted 
feverally  by  the  Farmers  of  each  Farm,  viz.  500  I, 
a-piece,  to  be  prefented  to  the  Lord  Treafurer  ; 
which  he  paid,  in  one  entire  Sum  of  looo  1.  to  Mr. 
Cat(hmay,  the  Lord  Treafurer's  Steward,  June  ^1, 
Anrm  z\.  Jiuobi,  by  the  Lord  Treafurer's  Ap-. 
pointtnepl;  and  theieupoti  the  Bufinefs  of  both  J 
FarmJ 
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Farms  had  a  Difpatch  by  the  Lord  Treafurer's  An- 
Means.' 

'  But  to  palliate  and  difguife  there  two  corrupt 
Gifts,  the  Lord  Trealitrer  then  pretended  to  have 
four  Parts  of  the  Great  Farm  divided  into  32  Parts  |  • 
and,  in  his  Anfwer  touching  thefc  Corruptions, 
juftifieth  the  taking  of  1 000 1,  by  way  of  Bar^ia 
for  thofe  four  Parts  from  the  Farmers  of  the  Great 
Cuftoms:  This  Anfwer  being  difproved,  and  itbe-- 
ing  made  plain  that  he  had  no  Part  in  that  Farm,  it 
tnuft  needs  follow  ihat  the  Money  was  taken  cor- 
ruptly, for  the  Difpatch  of  the  Farmers  Bulinels ; 
and,  for  Manifeftation  hereof,  it  ttaods  proved, 

*  That,  upon  the  Treaty  of  the  Bargain  for  the 
Oreat  Farm,  the  Lord  Treafurer  propounded  to 
Ihe  Farmers  to  have  fome  Parts  in  the  Farm,  not 
*br  his  own  Benefit,  but  to  difpole  of  amongft  his 
X^riends ;  bat  this  was  rather  a  Propoiiiion  than  any 
fettled  RefolmLon  or  Conclufion  :  For  the  Farmers 
•doubting,  left,  by  this  Pretence,  fome  Partners 
Xnaight  \k  put  on  them  with  whom  they  were  un- 
"^illing  to  join,  defired  the  Lord  Treafurer,  that 
Vhey  might  make  Choice  of  their  own  Partners, 

:^nd,  if  their  Farms  profpered,  they  would  be  thank- 
-Vul  unto  his  Lordfhip.' 

•  This  Thanklulnefs  was  afterwards  performed 
•^cn  their  Part,  for  they  raifed  his  ufual  New-Year's 

^jifc  from  1000  Marks  to  i  oao !.  And,  upon  this 

-_^3lequeft  of  the  Merchants,  the  Loid  Treafurer  wa- 

"nd  his  Propofiuon  of  having  Ihe  Difpofal  of  any 

^3*arta  in  the  Farm  ;   which  .ippeareth  not  only  by 

^ahe  plain  and  exprelsTeftimony  of  many  WitnelTes, 

~~2)Utby  thefe  Proofs  following,  viz. 

■  I.  '  The  Leafe  of  the  Great  Farm  bears  Date, 
jfflB-  I.  Janii  ig.  yuc.  between  which  Time  and' 
April  zq.  /i'l'io  20.  Jac,  the  Farmers  divided  the 
whole  Farm  into  32  Parts,  allowing  to  each  Man 
bis  Part,  and  reduced  the  fame  intu  Writing,,  ex-  - 
preffing  therein  theSumof  the  Security  which  every 
Man  was  to  give,  without  mentioning  therein  any 
f*arls  refervcd  to  the  Lord  Treafurer,  or  his  Friends ; 
Sod  this  Writing,  being  tendered  to  [he  Lord  Trea- 
'■'■"  fuifer, 
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l.furer,  ^prtl  29,  i6iz,  was  by  him  allowed,  and 
Warrant  fign'd  by  him  to  the  King's  Remembran- 
cer to  take  Security  accordingly.' 

1.  *  When  the  Partners,  to  whom  five  of  thefa 
Parts  were  alloued,  fell  off,  and  would  not  giva 
Security,  the  Patentees  refolving  to  takethofe  Parts  . 
to  themfclves,  tendered  their  own  Security  to  tho> 
Lord  Treafurer,  and  he  agreed  to  accept  it ;  and,.. 
iho'  he  protrafted  it  long,  yel  he  did  not,  in  that, 
long  Time  of  Delay,  challenge  any  Parts  untill 
about  y"«*,  1613. 

3.  '■  The  Farmers  refting  fecure  about  that  Pro-  ; 
pofition,  did,  afier  the  zgihof  April,  1612,  divide  i 
the  whole  Farm  by  Indentures,alIotting  to  each 
Man  his  due  Part,  without  referving  any  for  ihe) 
Lord  Treafurer.'  I 

4.  '  Ai  Chriflmas,  1622,  the  firft  Year  of  \hsi 
Farm  ended;  and  this  Year's  Profit  was,  byAc-i 
count,  in  j^'H  1613,  divided  among  the  Patiners,^ 
referving  no  Share  to  the  Lord  Treafurer/ 

1;.  '  But  the  Truth  is.  That  all  this  Time  thtq 
Lord  Treafurer  refled  quiet,  and  neither  did  noTi 
would  challenge  sny  Farts  (  the  Farm  being  oEl 
ihai  fmall  Expeflation  of  Benefit,  as  five  PartnerB, 
gave  over  their  Parts,  rather  than  they  would  ^vej 
Security  ;  but,  about  June  1623,  the  Farm  being 
grown  more  hopeful  by  the  Return  of  fome  £afl 
India  Ships,  the  Lord  Treafurer  having  in  hi? 
Hands  the  Bufinefs  of  both  Faims,  which  he  had 
Jo  long  delayed,  meaning  to  make  this  a  Veil  and 
Cover  for  taking  ihofe  coriupt  Gifts,  then  prc-,_^ 
tended  to  have  four  31  Pans,  which  he  had  waved 
fo  long  before.' 

6.  '  The  Lord  Treafurer  appointing  CaUhni])\ 
his  Servant,  to  receive  the  lOooI.  of  Jacob,  which 
was  received  the  27  th  of  fune,  ifiij,  forbad  him 
to  give  any  Acquittance  for  the  Money,  but  to  leave 
that  to  himfelf  and  yacob  j  which,  had  it  been  paid 
upon  a  plain  Rirgain,  he  never  would  have  done.'

tbc  Lord  '["reafurer,  by  ihe  Hards  of  Mr-  Jacob,  for  ''^ 
a  Gratification  of  his  Favour  in  accommodating 
an  Allowance  of  1000  1-  per  AHnum  10  be  abated 
«f  their  Rent  for  the  Time  to  come;  and  the 
like  Entry  was  made  in  the  Ledger  of  the  /bme 
Farm.  And,  December  20,  1613,  upon  the  ge- 
neral Account  of  that  Farm,  this  500 1.  is  put  to 
Account,  aa  a  Gratuity  given  to  the  Lord  Treafu- 
rer,  and  is  borne  nieably  by  all  the  Partners  of  the 
Farm,"of  which  Account  many  Copies  were  given 
Out  to  the  Partners ;  and,  for  the  oiher  500  I. 
there  is  extant  a  Warrant,  dated  Juh  29.  162^, 
fubfcribed  by  Sir  "John  Walflenholme  and  Henry  Giir- 
rawaj,  two  of  the  Farmers  ot  the  Great  Farm, 
diredied  to  tf^iUiams,  the  Caihier  of  that  Farm,  to 
pay  to  Mr.  Jacsb  500 1,  given  by  him,  by  Order 
of  the  Farmers,  to  the  Lord  Treafurcr,  for  a  Gra- 
tuity, and  to  put  it  to  the  Account  of  the  Farm  j 
^vhich  was  done  accordingly  :  And  tliefe  Accounts 
Itood  in  this  Manner  tilt  February  laft,  after  the 
Parliament  was  fummoned ;  and  then  the  Lord 
Treafurer  caufed  Jacob  to  procure  the  500 !,  that 
Was  fet  upon  the  Petty  Farms,  to  be  altered  from 
Thence,  and  to  be  charged  upon  the  Farmers  of  the 
Great  Farm;  and  Saiisfaflion  to  be  given  to  ibc 
Partners  of  the  Petty  Farms  of  their  proportionable 
Parts  they  were  charged  with  for  that  500 1.  upon 
the  aforefaid  Account  of  the  aoih  of  December ; 
and  as  many  as  could  of  the  difperfed  Copies  of 
that  Account  to  be  gotten  in.  He  alfo  procures

the  faid  Acquittance  and  Letter,  manifefleth  ihat 
■■tile  former  Proceedings  were  not  fincere,  but  were 
0  be  coiivcrted  and  blanched  with  tJicle  Devices ' 
*  Toueb- 
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An.u.  Jamttt  *  Touching  the  faid  Corruption)  fliadowed  un- 
ifa*.  der  pretext  of  aNew-Yeai's  Gift,  it  ftands  proved. 
That,  at  CAryfmajlaft,  1623,  the  Farmers  of  the 
Petty  Cuftcms  prefented  the  Lord  Treafurer  with 
a  Tun  of  Wine,  intending  to  have  added  to  it  a 
Pipe  of  Cefiory  Wine,  or  the  belt  Sick  ;  but  the 
Lord  Treafurer  mifliking  the  Smalnefs  of  their 
Prefent,  urged  ihcm  to  a  further  Gratuity  in  Mo- 
ney, and  thereby  obtained  from  them,  betides  the 
Wine,  100  1.  in  Money.' 

'  The  Charge  being  thus  opened  by  Mr.  Attor- 
ney, the  Clerk  read  ihe  Proofs,  viz.

«  had  endured  fo  long  Delay.     His  Majefty  gave'    ' 

*  them  a  raoft  gracious  Anfwer,  That  he  would 

*  not  that  any  Man  fhoulJ  be  hurt  or  damnified  by 
'  him ;  but,  ai  the  Lord  Treafurer  brft  underflood 

'  the 
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the  Bufinefs,  be  would  command  him  to  make  A|^***J*<"^'* 
a  fpeedy  End  with  them;  and,  calling  Mr.  '^*** 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  by  him  fent  a 
Commandment  to  the  Lord  Treafutcr,  that  he 
(bould  fpeed  their  Difpatch ;  and  thereupon  the 
Lord  Treafurer,  being  attended  upon  New- Year's 
Eve,  made  an  Agreement,  that  there  {hould  be 
an  Allowance  of  9500  i.  made  unto  them  for 
their  Satisfadion,  to  be  paid  in  nine  Years  and  a 
Half:  And,  after  this  Agreement  made,  they 
did  long  and  often  attend  the  Lord  Treafurer,  for 
bis  Warrant  to  Mr.  Attorney,  for  paffing  their 
Book,  according  to  the  Agreement;  but  his 
Lordlhip  ftill  delayed  the  figningof  the  Warrant. 
The  Examinant  being  grieved  at  the  Delay,  told 
Mr.  Dawesj  That  he  marvelled  at  the  Delay, 
and  thought  there  was  fomewhat  in  it  that  caufed 
to  long  a  deferring.  To  which  Mr  Dawei  an* 
fwered.  That  he  thought  they  muft  make  their 
Paflage  by  Money :  And  thereupon  they  pro- 
pounded it  to  their  Partners,  who  appointed  one 
(which,  as  he  thinks,  was  Mr.  Jacob)  to  move 
the  Lord  Treafurer  thereabouts ;  by  whom 
Word  was  brought,  that  500  1.  muft  be  given ; 
which  was  agreed  to  be  given,  and  Dire<5tion  gi- 
ven to  Richard  Bijhop^  their  Cafhier,  to  deliver 
fo  much  Money  to  Mr.  Jacobs  or  his  Afligns ; 
which  was  accordingly  delivered  the  31ft  of  July 
laft,  unto  a  Servant  of  Mr.  Jacob's^  in  Gold,  for 
fo  it  was  required,  and  the  fame  entered  in  the 
monthly  Account  as  a  Gratuity  to  the  Lord 
Treafurer.  Jnd  faith^  That  prefently  after  the 
Delivery  of  the  Money,  the  Warrant  was  fign- 
ed  by  the  Lord  Treafurer;  whereupon  theit 
Book  paffed  (hortly  after.  But  further  faithi 
That  December  20,  1623,  the  yearly  Account 
being  made  up  for  the  Partners,  the  faid  500 1.

'acob  fent  for  this  Examinantr  and  propounded 
to  this  Examinant  and  Mr.  Grey^  that  the  faid 
Lord  Treafurer  had  told  him,  that  the  King  was 
made  acquainted  with  the  500 1,  and  that  the 
faid  Treafurer  had  denied  it  his  Majefty ;  and 
therefore  the  Account  muft  be  altered,  and  the 
500 1.  polled  from  the  faid  Account  unto  the 
Great  Farm  ;  and  this  was  at  the  Houfe  of  Mr* 
Jacobs  To  which  this  Examinant  (aid.  It  might 
be  done ;  but  then  not  only  the  Book  muft  be 
altered,  but  there  being  Copies  of  the  Account 
in  the  Hands  of  many  of  the  Partners,  they  muft 
be  gotten  in,  which  would  be  difficult ;  yet  this 
Examinant  would  do  his  beft,  which  he  did  ac- 
cordingly ;  where\Yith  Jacob  was  well  fatisfied : 
And  the  faid  Alteration  being  made,  there  wses 
Reftitution  made  to  this  Examinant,  and  fuch 
other  of  the  Partners  as  had  no  Share  in  the 
Great  Farm,  of  thieir  Parts  of  the  faid  500 }, 
whereof  this  Examinant's  Part  was  about  40 1. 
And  this  Examinant  did  always  take  it,  that  this 
500 1.  was  given  to  the  Lord  Treafurer  for  his 
own  Ufe,  for  Difpatch  of  the  faid  Warrant,  and 
for  no  other  Purpofe.

Ibejaid  Examinant  faitb^  •  That  upon  the  Con- 
^  dufion  of  the  Leafe  of  tlie  Great  Cuftoms,  the 
Lord  Treafurer  told  him,  that  he  would  referve 
fome  Part  in  the  Farm,  nominating  at  firft  fix 
Parts,  and  afterwards  four  Parts :  But  the  Farmers, 
fearing  that  thereby  fome  Partners  might  be  put 
on  them,  with  whom  they  had  no  liking  to  join, 
untreated  that  his  Lordthip  would  give  them  Leave 
to  difpofe  thereof  among  their  own  Friends ;  and, 
if  the  Farm  did  profper,  they  would  be  thankful

Payment,  1000 1.  as  in  the  former  Depofitionsw 
declared  ;  and  that  the  faid  Payment,  as  he  hath 
heard  Mr.  Jacob  fay,  was  about  the  latter  End  of 
June  laft»  That  prefently  after  the  Lord  Trea- 
lurer  had  fign*d  the  Warrant  to  Mr.  John  JVeft^ 
for  the  accepting  of  their  Security,  as  aforelaid* 
which  was  in  Aprils  16^2,  to  this  Deponent's  beft 
Remembrance,  he  this  Deponent  and  hisPart* 
laers,  the  Patentees  in  the  Great  Farm,  gave  Or- 
der to  draw  up  the  Indentures  for  the  Diviiionof 
the  whole  32  Parts;  which  was  done  long  be- 
fore  the  Lord  Treafurer  made  any  Demand  of 
fix  Parts ;  for,  to  this  Deponent's  beft  Remem- 
brance, the  Lord  Treafurer  did  not  make  any 
Demand  till  the  Month  of  Junty  162  3.

*  Mr.  Sergeant  Crew  replied.  That  there  is  no 
T^Iq  in  the  Cuftom-Hgufe,  tq  fhevr  any  Compo- 
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Ction  for  theOut-Poro;  and  caufed  the  Clerk  to  An. « 
read  the  Examination  of  y^hn  Guy,  on  the  Pan  of 
ihe  Lord  Treafurer,  taken  A/Ay  ill,  1614,  which 
agrees,  in  effeil,  wiih  his  former  Examination, 
caken  for  the  King;  and  that  after  he,  and  others 
of  Brijtoli  had  long  petitioned  the  Lord  Treafurer 
to  have  their  Bond  cancelled  and  delivered,  which 
zhey  had  entered  for  the  Payment  of  the  fnid  Com- 
pouUon,  they  could  not  obtain  any  Thing,  fave 
ibme  good  Hopes  and  fair  Words  horn  Sir  Shmn 
Jiamey ;  and  that  theii  Bonds  are  yet  4^tained.'

*  Conceming  the  Bargains,  it  ftands  proved. 
That  Sir  Soger  DaUiJi/i,  being  Lieutenant  of  the 
Ordnance,  became  indebted  to  the  King  in  9962  1. 
for  Monie^  impreiTed  for  that  Office,  but  not  em- 
ployed ;  And  that  Sir  Roger  DalSfon  and  Sir  Tho- 
mas MmitfsH  Were  indebted  to  the  King  by  Bonds 
to  the  Value  of  5 100 1.  which  Bonds  were  forfeit- 
ed for  not  bringing  certain  Stores  to  that  OiRce  ; 
both  which  Debts  amounted  to  13,062,  and  the 
Lands  of  DalHfoit  were  extended  for  9962  1.  and 
the  Lands  of  Mmnfon  for  jiool.  And  that  "July 
30,  18  'Jac.  the  King  affign'd  thefe  Extents  to 
Francis  Morrice,  Clerk  of  the  Ordnance,  and  others 
in  Truft  for  the  Officers  and  Creditors  of  that  Ofr 
lice,  towards  Satisfaflion  of  lo  much  of  tl 
Debts.'

Hand,   and  12,000  1.  more  by  1000  1.  per  At. 
nam,  for  twelve  Years,  beginning  at  Lady-Day^ 
1613  i    and  alfo  to  do  liis  Endeavour  lo  procure 
Payment  of  an  Arrear  of  8000 1.  more,  due  to  that 
Office  from  his  Majefty;    But,  before  this  Bargain 
was  performed,  at  Michaelmas  following,    he  be- 
came Lord  Treafurer;    and  when  they  expefled 
Payment  of  the  1061 1,  and  Security  for  the  reft, 
he  propounded  that,  in  lieu  of  the  12,000  1.  to  be 
fecured,  ihey  ftiould  have  his  Part  in  the  Farms  oC 
the  Petty  Cuftoms  for  nine  Years,  valued  to  be 
worth  1000 1,  per  Annum,  for  the  two  firft  Years, 
ard  afterwards  i^qo\,  psr  Annum,  which,  accor- 
ding  to  that  Rate,    would  yield   in  nine   Years 
I  i,8co  i,  but  coft  his  Lordlhip  only  3750 1.' 

'  He  being  then  Lord  Treafurer,  on  whom  they 
mud  depend  both  for  the  Payment  of  the  Arrears, 
and  for  tuiure  Favour?,  they  accepted  it

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!  then  again  dire£lly  agreed  ihey  ihould  be  paid  ^^ 
i  their  800Q 1.  Arrear  out  of  his  Miijefty's  Cofim." 
^  *  In  February  i6zi,  Aflurances  were  prepared, 
t  *nd  the  Creditors  required  10  feal,  being  promiled 
to  have  at  the  Sealing  iheir  8000  I.  Arrears,  and 
expefling  their  1062!.  from  the  Lord  Treasurer, 
■Whereof  they  never  conceived  a  Doubt ;  but  fofoon 
as  they  had  fealed,  they  were  fent  away  wiihout 
any  Money,  being  promifed  to  receive  their  8000  I. 
■w^ithin  three  or  four  Days  after,  which  was  not 
performed  in  fb  {hort  a  Time ;  but  was,  after,  paid 
in  divers  feveral  Payments  out  of  his  Majefty's 
Riloney :  But  the  1062 1,  which  was  to  have  come 
fromhimfeif  was  ablolutely  denied,  the  Lord  Trea- 
furer  affirming,  that  as  well  that  1062  i.  as  the  other

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,  fore  he  was  Lord  7"ieafurer,  yet  lie  then  was  trulted 
as  a  Commiflloner  for  the  King's  Debts;  and,  being 
after  Lord  Treafurer,  pcrfovm'd  that  corrupt  Agree- 
ment made  before.' 

'  The  other  Corruption  was,  in  agreeing  to  pay 
the  oiher  4000 1,  for  as  it  is  a  Corruption  in  a  Ttea- 
furcr  to  pay  the  King's  due  Debt  for  Money  giv«a 
unto  himfclf ;  fo  it  is  to  pay  the  King's  Debt,  for 
gaining  to  himfelf  a  Barg-ain  by  which  he  either 
had  or  did  exped  Advantage;  and  iho'  the  Lord 
Treafurcr,  in  his  Anfwer,  doth  pretend  he  is  a 
Lofer  by  Di}llifon'&  Lands,  ii  is  certain  that  what- 
foever  his  Gain  or  Lofs  prove  upon  the  other  Bar- 
gains for  the  Inheritance  of  the  Lands,  this  Bargain 
with  ihe  Officers,  taken  by  itfelf  alone,  was  bene- 
ficial ;  and  if  it  were  not,  it  is  all  one:  For  if  2 
Judge,  or  Treafurer,  bargain  for  a  Rribe,  though 
he  never  receive  it,  he  is  corrupt ;  for  it  (kilb  not 
what  he  had,  but  what  he  aimed  at  and  expcfted.' 
*  About  the  fame  Time  ihat  the  Lord  Treafurer 
biirgained  for  the  Extent  aforementioned,  viz.  zS 
July,  ig  Jac.  he  contracted  with  Sir  T'^majAftwa- 
fiit  for  the  Inheritance  of  the  fame  Lands.' 

'  For  Sir  Rogtr  DaUifiti,  after  he  became  Lieu- 
tenant of  ihe  Ordnance,  conveyed  the  Inheritance 
of  his  Lands  to  fecure  Sir  Thomas  Mounfin  of  divers 
great  Debtsand  Engagements;  fo  as  the  Inheritance 
of  thefe  Lands,  afrc/  ihe  King's  Extent,  was  in 
the  Difpofe  of  Sir  1  ubtnas  Mounfin,  who  bargained 
for  it  with  the  now  Lord  Treafurer;  and  upon  that 
Bargain,  the  Lord  Treafurer  agreed  to  free  Sir  Tfe- 
mas  Mounfon's  own  Lands  of  ihe  3 100 1.  Debt,  to 
pay  in  3000 1.  in  Money,  and  to  procure  the 
making  of  him  fix  Baronets  and  fome  other  fit  Suit 
from  rhe  King ;  and  when  the  Baronets  could  not 
be  obtained,  the  Number  being  full  then,  the  Lord 
Treafurer  procured  him  another  Suit  of  2000 1.  Va- 
lue, ns  his  Lordfhip  efteemed  it,  viz.  For  com- 
pounding with  the  King's  CopyholJers  of  Wnkc 

fieUi  to  reduce  their  Fines  to  Certainty,  for  which 

Suit  the  Lord  Treafurer  was  a  Referee  from  ths 

King ;  and,  for  Accotnplifliment  of  this  Bargain, 

made 
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ttiade  for  his  own  private  Gain)  he  gave  way  tOAii.ss.>iiaL 
that  Suit  whereby  fo  much  was  to  be  taken  for  his  i^ 
Majefty :  Yet  there  relied  another  Bargain  to  be 
made,  for  Sir  Thomas  DalHfon^  the  Son  and  Heir  of 
Sir  Roger  DalRfon^  pretended  Title  to  thofe  Lands 
by  an  old  Entail ;  and  the  Lady  DalHfon^  Widow 
ot  Sir  Roger  Dallifon^  claimed  to  have  the  third  as 
her  Dower;  and  the  Lord  Treafurer  having  entrcd 
hto  Treaty  with  them,  and  finding  their  Demand 
not  fuitable  to  his  Defires,  he,  to  make  them  the 
more  compliant,  threatens  them,  by  his  Extent,  to 
keep  them  without  any  thing  for  an  hundred  Years; 
to  lay  upon  Sir  Thomas  DalHfon  certam  forfeited 
Bonds,  which,  upon  the  Agreement  with  the  Offi- 
cers of  the  Ordnance,  were  transferred  to  him ; 
and  he  fends  for  Sir  John  fVolftenholmij  whofe  Son 
had  married  Sir  Thomas  Dauifin*%  Sifter,  and  re* 
bukes  him  as  an  Hinderer  of  his  Lord(hip*s  Pro- 
ceedings with  Dallifon:  And  by  thefe  and  other  like 
Means,  for  an  Annuity  of  200 1.  per  Annum^  pro- 
cures a  Releafe  of  their  Title ;  and  whereas  Sir 
Roger  Dallifin^  being  pofleffed  of  a  Leafe  of  great 
Value,  had  affign'd  the  fame  to  Sir  John  Davis^ 
fat  Security  of  Money  owing  to  him  and  Sir  Ri^ 
chard  Smith  J  which  Leafe,  for  Non-payment,  had 
been  long  forfeited,  and  the  Pofleflion  gotten  by 
Sir  John  Davis  upon  a  Trial  and  Recovery  at 
Common  Law,  which  Pofleffion  had  continued 
divers  Years ;  the  Lord  Treafurer,  by  this  Agree- 
ment with  Sir  Thomas  Dallifon  and  his  Mother,  by 
way  of  unlawful  Maintenance  and  Champarty, 
bought  their  Title  to  this  Leafe ;  and  hji ving  hedged 
in  thofe  Lands  and  the  Title  to  this  L^fe,  ex- 
changed the  fame  mih  Sir  Arthur  Ingram  for  other 
Lands ;  and  then  to  gain  the  Pofleffion  of  thofe 

.  Leafe- Lands  from  Sir  John  Davis  and  Sir  Richard 
Smithy  and  to  make  good  this  Exchange,  an  old 
Outlawry  againft  Sir  Roger  Dallifon^  before  the  Af- 
fgnmcnt  made  by  him  to  Sir  John  Davis ^  is  fought 
out,  the  Debt  being  many  Years  paft  fatisfied  ;  by 

•  colour  of  which  Outlawry  and  the  Power  and 
Countenance  of  the  Lord  Treafurer,  this  Leafe  was 

feized 
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al.feized  into  the  King's  Hands,  and  S\r  Richard Smitb 
and  Sir  Jah/i  Davis  thruft  out  of  Poileflion; 
whereupon  they  endeavoured  to  reverfe  the  Out- 
lawry in  the  Common  Pleas,  and  the  better  loef- 
fe£t  it,  ihey  procured  an  Adminillration  of  ttw 
Goods  of  Sir  Roger  DaWfan  to  be  taken  by  ona 
Camben  a  Creditor  of  Sir  R!>ger\,  to  the  intent  the 
laid  Adminiftrator  might  fue  to  reverfe  this  Out-* 
lawry  ;  but  the  Lord  Treafurer  to  prevent  them 
therein,  interpofeth  in  ihe  King's  Name,  and  in 
his  Majelly's  Behalf,  to  revoke  that  Adminlftr*- 
lion  i  and  the  better  to  countenance  the  BufinelSa 
feiids  a  Cafe  to  the  King's  Attorney  grounded  upon 
other  Matters,  without  mentioning  the  Outlawry, 
which  was  the  chief  Thing  in  queftion ;  and  hav- 
ing obtain'd  his  Opinion  in  that  Cafe,  fends  a  War- 
t-ant to  the  King's  Advocate,  to  proceed  in  the  Ec- 
clefiaftical  Court  as  for  ihe  iiing;  and  in  a  Matter 
much  touching  the  King,  to  proceed  for  Reverfal 
of  the  Adminiftration }  and  in  the  end,  by  his 
Means,  the  Adminiftration  was  revoked  i  and  af- 
terwards, the  Matter  coming  in  queftion  in  the 
Common  Pleas,  iliere  alfo  he  interpofed  himfelf ; 
and  fent  to  the  Jud|ies  of  that  Court,  whereby  Sir 
Richard  Smith  and  Sir  John  Davis  were  at  iaft  en- 
forced to  accept  of  a  Compofition :  Now,  in  Truth, 
this  Matter  no  waya  concerned  the  King,  for  this 
Lcafe  was  never  extended  for  Dallifan's  Debt ;  and 
before  the  Lord  Treafurer  inierpoied  in  the  Eccle- 
fiaftical  Court,  he  had  caufed  a  Petition  to  be  made 
in  the  Name  of  Sif  Thomas  DaUifin  and  his  Mother 
to  the  King;  and  a  Reference  ihetcupon  to  him- 
felf for  this  Ledfe,  among  other  Things  -,  it  being 
tecretly  agreed  between  him  and  T)a!liJon,  ihat  the 
whole  Benefit  of  this  Leafe,  when  his  Majefty 
ftiould  be  pleafed  to  pafs  it,  fliould  be  at  the  Dif- 
pofe  of  the  Lord  Treafurer.' 

'  And  whereas  the  Lord  Treafurer  would  exciife 
thofe  Proceedings,  as  being  after  he  had  transferred 
all  to?>\r  Arthur  Ingram:  It  is  evident  that  ihcLord 
Treafurer  thus  interpofed  j  which  muft  be  either 
for  his  own  Benciii,  to  fupport  his  own  Sargain* 
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or  meerly  by  way  of  Maintenance  j  and,  eiiherAn.ai.jiaMl. 
Way,  his  Doings  are  moft  unwarrantable,  to  uie       "'m- 
fuch  Rigour  in  the  King's  Name,  either  for  him- 
fcjf  or  Sir  Arthur  Ingram.'  w 

*  Mr.  Aitorney  having  thus  opened  the  forinet  ^M 
Part  of  this  Charge,  the  Clerk,  by  his  Directions,  ^1 
read  the  Proofs,  viz.

Jhednid^  fi  nothing  is  allowed ;  and  if  he  hath  exa^' 
id  anf  Things  his  Lordjhip  will  be  the  feverefl  Cen* 
fisrer  of  him.  He  never  heard  of  any  till  now. 
Ibat  tie  Secretary  to  former  Majiers  received  what" 
fi$m»  any  Man  gave  voluntarily^  fo  it  was  lawful 
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l_  As  touching  the  Fee  lor  Continuances,  WI;yJhoald 
hi  lofe  any  Thing  due  for  a  Favour  to  the  Subjeli  ? 
By  this  Means  there  be  fewer  Coniimances ;  andfi 
the  King  has  his  Money  the  fooner,  and  the  Party  is 
free  for  the  Subje^s  Suit  the  fooner.  

As  for  concealed  Wardfliips  within  a  Year, 
It  it  beneficial  to  the  King  ;  aihenvi/e,  within  three 
Tears,  the  If^ard  might  die,  and  the  King  loft  the 
f^ardjliip.    Neither  hath  the  Mafier  fuch  Pm-er^ 
elsne,  therein  by  theje  nnu  InHruffims :  He  is  enly      -~

*  Then  he  defired  their  Lordfliips  to  take  into 
Confideration  His  Difability  to  anfiver^  and  the  Abi* 
lity  ofthofe  that  did  oppofe  him ;  and^  if  he  had  been 
as  well  able  to  ^eak  for  himfelf  as  they  that  [poke 
againjl  him^  he  doubted  not  but  that  he  Jbould  have 
given  their  Lordjhips  very  good  SatisfaSiion. 

'  His  Lordfhip  fpake  much  in  excufe  for  thofe

Of  the  Uoujhold ;  of  the  Navy  ;  of  the  Wardrobe  5 
and  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland  ;  which  are  Things 
of  that  Nature  that  they  beget  Enemies :  And  if  in 
doing  Service  to  his  Mcgefly^  he  hath  procured  to  him^ 
felf  many  Enemies^  their  Lordftnps  will  not  impute 
that  to  him  for  a  Fault. 

^  His  Lordfhip  alfo  affirmed,  That  he  had  done 
bis  Majefty  good  Service  in  the  Palatinate,  by  advan- 
cing the  Exchange  of  the  King*s  Money  thither^  where* 
in  hejaved  the  King  5o,ooo  /.  And  affirmed.  That 
he  had  advanced  the  Profits  of  the  Crown  at  leaji 
80,000  /.  tho*  not  by  Impofitions  ;  thefehe  medlednet 
withy  the  other  two  excepted,  and  they  were  agreed 
unto  by  the  Council- Board.  The  Ships  indeed  were 
in  the  River ^  but  the  Fintners  were  fent  for,  and 
made  to  pay  what  was  impofed  on  the  Merchants..

*  And  as  for  the  Offence  taken  Yefterday  againft 
him,  touching  the  King*s  Counfel,  (whom  he  ever 
lov'd  well)  He  knew  them  to  be  of  that  loving  Na^ 
turej  that  be  doubted  not  but  that  they  would  impute 
it  to  bis  Ra/hnefs.  and  forgive  him. 

*  Then  he  craved  Pardon  of  their  Lordfliips,  if 
he  had  omitted  any  Thing,  or  fpoken  ought  that 
might  difcontent  them  ;  and  fo,  with  humble 
Thanks  for  their  Favour  to  him,  he  concluded  his 
Speech.'

*  And  the  King's  Counfel  having  fatisfied  their 
Lordftiips,  That  the  faid  Pardon  to  the  Lord  Trca- 
furer  did  not  pardon  his  Lordfhip*s  not  accounting  ; 
the  Houfe  was  refumed,  and  the  Queftton  put. 
Whether  the  Lord  Treafurer,  for  his  Carriage  in 
the  Office  of  the  Wardrobe,  be  cenfurable,  or  No  ? 
And  it  was  agreed,  Nemine  diffentiente,  To  be  cen-

*  Poji  Meridiem^  Mr.  Attorney  read  that  Part 
of  the  Charge  againft  the  Lord  Treafurer  which 
concerned  his  taking  of  500 1.  of  the  Farmers  of 
Wines  and  Currants  for  a  Bribe,  and  500  L  of  the 
Farmers  of  the  Great  Cuftoms,  for  a  Bribe  ;  and 
for  exafting  100 1.  of  the  faid  Farmers  of  Wines 
and  Currants/ 

*  Arid  their  Lordfliips  took  into  their  Confidera- 
tion  the  Lord  Treafurer's  Anfwer  unto  the  faid 
two  Bribes,  viz.  Hhat  he  accepted  of  looo  /.  paid 
him^  at  one  entire  Payment^  by  the  Farmers  of  the 
Great  Cujioms^  upon  a  Bargain  of  his  four  32  Parts 
of  the  Great  Farm.  And  it  appeared  plainly  un- 
to them,  by  the  Examination  of  divers  Wit- 
nefTes,  as  well  of  thofe  taken  ex  Parte  Domini  Re» 
gis,  as  of  thofe  taken  ex  Parte  Domini  7hefaurarii\ 
That  500 1.  of  the  faid  Sum  was  given  to  the  Farmers 
of  the  Wines  and  Currants,  called  the  Petty  Cu^ 
ftoms,  to  procure  his  Lordfhip's  Warrant  for  De- 
falkation  of  1000 1.  per  Annum  of  their  Rents,  for 
nine  Years  and  a  Half,  in  recompence  of  their  Lofs, 
acording  to  his  Lordfhip's  farther  Agreement  with 
them  on  the  King's  Behalf,  upon  his  Majefly's 
Reference  unto  his  Lordfhip :  And  that  the  other 
500 1.  was  given,  by  the  Farmers  of  the  Great 

Cuftom5f  % 
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Cuftoms,  to  procure  his  Lordfliip's  Warrant  unto  Aa.a».j«iii«i, 
ihe  King's  Remembrancer,  to  take  Security  for  ■^*** 
Payment  of  the  Rent  to  his  Majefty  of  the  four 
Patentees  of  that  Farm,  in  lieu  of  five  Partiiers  who 
had  relinquiflied  their  Parts  therein :  And  that  his 
Lordfhip  had  not  referred  to  himfelf  any  Parts  of 
the  faid  Great  Farm,  as  his  Lordfhip  pretends : 
And  if  he  had,  it  had  been  a  great  Deceit  unto  his 
Majefty,  for  the  Lord  Treafurer  of  England  to 
-contraft  with  others  for  his  Majefty's  Cuftoms,  and 
fecretly  to  referve  Parts  therein  unto  his  own  Bene- 
fit :  And  when,  as  his  Lordfliip  affirms,  that  he  re- 
ceived the  100  1.  of  the  Farmers  of  the  Wines  and 
Currants,  for  a  New- Year's  Gift,  it  appeared  alfo 
by  the  Examinations,  That  the  laid  Farmers  did 
prefent  his  Lordfhip  with  a  Tun  of  Wine  for  his 
New- Year's  Gift,  and  his  Lordfhip  exadted  the 
100 1.  of  them  afterwards ;  which  divers  of  their 
Lordfliips  conceive  to  be  Extortion.' 

*  All  which  being  fully  difculTed,  theHoufe  was 
lefumed,  and  the  Queftion  was  put,  Whether,  upon 
this  whole  Charge,  the  Lord  Treafurer  be  cenfur- 
able,  or  No  ?  And  agreed  generally.  To  be  cenfured.' 

*  The  Houfe  being  again  adjourned  ad  Libitum^ 
Mr.  Attorney  General  read  that  Part  of  the  Charge 
againft  the  Lord  Treafurer,  which  concerned  his 
Lordfhip's  procuring  of  George  Herriot  to  furrender 
his  Leafe  of  the  Farm  of  Sugary,  which  he  held 
-at  the  Rent  of  10,000  Marks  p^r  Annum  to  the 
King,  and  for  procuring  a  new  Leafe  thereof  im- 
mediately to  two  of  his  Lordfliip's  Servants,  to 
his  own  Ufe,  at  2000  1.  per  Annum  5  and  for  de- 
nying the  Merchants,  upon  their  Exportation  of 
Sugars,  the  Impofts  paid  therefore  upon  the  Impor- 
tation, as  his  Lordfhip  ought  to  have  done  by  ;he 
Direftions  of  his  Majefty's  Letters  Patent  of  the 
5  th  of  December y  Anno  8.  Jacobu 

*  Upon  reading  whereof  the  Lord  Keeper  figni- 
fied  to  their  Lordlhips,  That  he  had  received  a  M«f- 
lage  from  the  King  touching  this  Charge,  viz.

Treafurer  4000 1.  per  Annum ^  out  of  the  i 
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An.a».  jamesi.of  Sugars,  the  fame  to  begin  prefently  after  the 
j6»4.        Date  thereof.' 

*  Their  Lordfliips  taking  into  Confideration, 
that  this  was  the  King's  free  Gift,  they  did  not 
think  it  fit  to  cenfure  the  Lord  Treafurer  for  the 
fame ;  altho'  his  Lordfhip  had  unduly  informed  his 
Majefty  of  good  Services  done  in  the  Office  of  the 
Wardrobe,  which  his  Lordfliip  perform'd  not,  for 
which  this  Leafe  of  Sugars  was  given  him.  Nei- 
ther did  his  Lordlhip  inform  his  Majefty,  (for  ought 
appears)  that  a  Debt  of  7000 1.  was  inftalled  upon 
that  Leafe  j  the  which  his  Lordfhip  transferred  to- 
the  Farm  of  Tobacco.' 

*  And  as  touching  the  Denial  of  the  Impoft  uo- 
to  the  Merchants,  upon  the  Exportation  of  Sugars^ 
for  that  his  Lordfhip  affirms.  That  the  Under-Far- 
mers  of  the  faid  Sugars  from  him  are  liable  to  the 
Re-payment  of  the  faid  Imports,  if  any  be  due, 
their  Lordfhips  did  not  think  it  fit  to  cenfure  the 
Lord  Treafurer  for  the  fame.' 

*  And  the  Houfe  being  refumed,  the  Queftioa 
was  put.  Whether  the  Lord  Treafurer  fhall  be 
freed  from  any  Cenfure  in  this  particular  Charge^ 
or  No  ?  And  generally  agreed.  To  be  freed.* 

*  The  Houfe  was  again  adjourn'd  ai  Libitum. 

*  And  Mr.  Attorney  General  read  that  Part  of 
the  Charge  againft  the  Lord  Treafurer,  which  con- 
cerns the  Compofition  for  Grocery  Wares  in  the 
City  of  Brijioly  which  City  had  refufed  to  ykdd 
unto  any  Compofition  for  the  fame ;  and  yet  the 
Lord  Treafurer  had  given  Warrant  to  levy  the 
fame  againft  their  Wills,  and  toftay  the  entering  of 
their  Goods  untill  the  fame  was  paid  accordingly. 

*  But  for  that  it  appeared^  that  the  Lord  Trea* 
jfurer  Dorfefs  Letter,  dated  1610,  for  levying  the

'  That  his  Lordftiip,  for  this  two  Years  and  a 
Half,  fince  he  was  Lord  Trcafurer,  hath  not  obferved 
the  two  Proporiions  or  Eftablifliments  of  ihe  Or- 
dinary,  and  Supply  of  the  Office  of  the  Ordnance  j 
neither  that  which  was  fettled  for  the  Supply- 
thereof  by  Piivy  Seal,  Ama  fexta  Jaeobi,  for  the 
Ordinary  of  that  Office,  nor  that,  in  Anns  i6io» 
fct  down  by  his  Lordfliip,  and  the  other  Com- 
ntilGoners  of  the  Navy  for  the  prefent  Supply 
thereof ;  whereby  the  Stores  are,  in  eft'efl,  wholly 
.unfumifhed :  And  that  his  Lordfhip,  fince  he  was 
Lord  Trealiirer,  neglefled  and  kept  not  the  Con- 
Xn^y  made  by  himfelf  and  other  CommiflionerB 
.with  Mr.  Evelyn,  for  Gun- Powder,  to  the  Hazard 
•f  the  Kingdoms  and  Prejudice  of  the  King ;  and 
tbat  he  made  unlawful  Bargains  for  the  Lands  of 
Sir  Roger  Dallifin,  contrafting  to  procure  Pay- 
ment of  old  Arrears  of  Debt,  which  he  performed 
when  he  became  Treafurer,  and  to  procure  the 
Making  of  Baronets,  and  a  Suit  to  the  King  for 
compounding  with  his  Majefty's  Copyholders  of 
fyiihfield,  which  he  valued  at  two  thoufand  Hounds ; 
and  for  ufing  indireft  Means  and  the  Power  and 
Countenance  of  his  Place,  to  wreft  Sir  Richard 
Smith  and  Sir  John  Davis  out  of  a  Leale,  which  Sir 
Hoger  Da/li/oii  had  pafied  unio  them,' 

*  And  their  Lordfhips  having  fully  difcufled  the 
great  Neglefl  of  the  Lord  Treafurer  to  ifliae  the 
King's  Money  for  the  futniftiing  of  the  King's 
Stores  of  Munitions,  with  Armour  and  Powder; 
Hnd  that  yet  he  paid  the  Arrcarof  Debt!  to  that 
OSice  for  his  own  particular  Profit  upon  a  Con- 
t.Ta6t  with  Ihe  faid  Officers:  And  having  confider- 
atl  his  Lordfhip's  great  Mifdemeanors  in  the  Bar- 
ifains  for  llie  (iiid  Lands  of  Sir  Ri>£tr  DaUifen  ex- 
teniJcil 
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An.  ai.  James  I.  tended  for  that  Debt ;  and  his  Lordfliip's  propound- 
1624.*        ing,  for  Part  of  Payment  thereof,  the  Making  of 
Baronets  and  a  Suit  for  the  compounding  with  his 
Majefty's  Copyholders  of  Wakefield:* 

*  And  his  Lordfhip's  Anfwer,  That  he  preferred 
this  Suit  unto  the  King^  in  pity  of  Sir  Thomas 
Mounfon'j  Ejiate^  a  Man  heretofore  of  good,  Ac^ 
count  in  his  Country^  and  now  decayed 'y  which  their 
Lordfliips  thought  moft  fordid,  for  a  Lord  Trea« 
furer  to  make  Ufe  of  to  his  own  Benefit :' 

'  And  it  appearing  unto  their  Lordfliips,  That 
the  faid  Lord  Treafurer  liad  fet  on  foot  an  old 
Outlawry,  upon  a  Debt  long  Time  fince  paid  by

of  the  Common  Pleas  for  the  countenancing  of 
this  indiiefl:  Courfe,  to  wreft  the  faid  Leafe  from 
the  faid  Sir  Richard  Smith  and  Sir  John  Davyy  for- 
merly granted  unto  them  by  the  faid  Sir  Roger 
Dallifon :  All  this  being  fully  debated,  the  Houfe 
was  refumed,  and  it  was  put  to  the  Queftion^

*  And  Mr.  Attorney  read  the  reft  of  the  Charge 
againft  the  Lord  Treafurer,  viz.  That  the  Lord 
Treafurer,  being  Mafter  of  the  Wards,  did,  jlnn9 
Domini  1622,  caufe  the  Inftrudions,  fet  forth  by

The  Houie  being  adjourned  ed  Libiium,  the 
Clerk  read  the  Heads  of  the  fix  Charges  agaJnfl 
the  Lord  Treallirer,  and  the  fix  feveral  Voces  of 
the  Houfe  which  were  Yefterday  paft  upon  ihe 
fame. 

And  their  Lordfhips  having  duly  confidered  up- 
on the  Proofs  of  Britrery,  Extortions,  Oppreffions, 
Wrongs  and  Deceits,  objefled  againlt  the  Lord 
Treafurcr,  found  the  fame  to  be  moft  apparently 
proved. 

And,  as  to  the  Allegations  of  the  Lord  Treafu- 
rer  of  his  good  and  profitable  Services  to  the  King  ; 
in  the  Reformation  of  the  King's  Houfliold,  of  the 
Navy,  of  the  Wardrobe,  and  the  Kingdom  of  Ire - 
land,  their  Lurdfliips  entiing  into  Debate  thereof, 
it  was  made  manifeft  lo  them,  by  many  Particulars 
then  declared.  That,  as  touching  the  Reforraation 
of  the  King's  Houlhold,  Wardrobe,  Ireland,  He, 
the  Lord  Treafurer,  had  deferved  very  ill  of  his 
Majefty  ;  and,  as  touching  the  Navy,  though  his 
Lordfhip  was  but  a  Coromiilioner  with  others, 
who  were  more  ikitfull,  and  did  more  Good  than 
he,  yet,  he  alHimed  to  himfelf  the  whole  Glory 
thereof ;  and  his  Manner  was  fo  to  do,  in  al!  other 
Buiinefs  wherein  his  Lordfhip  and  others  were 
joined.

Accordingly,  the  Lords  being  all  in  their  Robes,  to 
the  Number  of  fixty- two,  viz,  the  Prince  of  Wales^ 
the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Archbifliop  of  Canterburyi 
twelve  other  Bifhops,  with  forty-feven  Earls,  Vif- 
counts,and  Barons,  the  Lord  Treafurer  was  brought 
to  the  Bar,  by  the  Gentleman  Uflier  and  the  Sergeapt 
at  Arms ;  when  his  Lordftiip  making  a  low  Reve- 
rence, kneeled,  untill  the  Lord  Keeper  willed  him 
to  ftand  up.

Title,  and  to  one  of  the  highell  Pofts  in  the  King- 
<^om.  He  was  the  Son  of  'Fhomas  Cranfield,  Efqj 
but  was  no  more  than  a  London  Merchant  bimfelf; 
and,  being  bred  up  in  ihe  Cuftom-Houfe,  was 
looked  uponasa  fitlnHrumenHo  dcte*^  the  Frauds 
"in  ihofe  Officers.  Tlie  King,  in  his  lad  Speech  to 
the  Lords,  hath  given  an  Account  how  he  was  in- 
troduced lo  Courr,  and  by  wlut  Steps  he  rofe  to 
Ihc  Height  he  fo  fuddenly  fell  from ;  and,  by  what 
liis  Majeity  hints,  in  that  Speech,  there  might  he 
■niich  Malice  and  Envy  in  his  Profecution. 

Mr.  K;;^!'/ charges  the  Prince  of  Hf-'ales  and  Duke

«hcy  made  Vfe  of  their  Credit  with  the  P.u!iament 
for  that  Purpofe,  and  caufed  him  to  be  accu(ed,  by 
iheir  CreaiuiTs,  of  Mifmanagement  in  the  Dil- 
tharge  of  his  Office  (g).

will  be  found  prophetically  true  in  the  SequeJ.

However,  it  feems  very  plain  that  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham^  who,  as  the  King  takes  Notice,  firtt 
introduced  him  to  the  Court,  did,  at  leaft,  defert 
him  upon  his  Trial ;  otherwife  there  is  no  RoonH 
to  fuppofe  that  the  Profecution  Would  have  been 
carried  on  fo  vigoroully,  or  the  Sentence  have  been 
fo  unanimous  and  fo  fevere  againft  him. 

Whether  the  King  remitted  the  Fine,  or  any  ParU 
pf  it,  is  uncertain  j  buthisLordQiip  lived  many  Year^ 
after  this  Diigrace,  and  died  in  a  good  old  Age,  u 
the  Year  1645,  leaving  two  Sons,  who  both  fuc— 
cceded  him  in  his  Title  of  Earl  of  Middle/ex  j  bu  ^

May  14.  A  Committee  of  Lords  was  appointed 
by  the  Houfe  to  attend  the  l^ing,  and  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  Judgment  awarded  by  the  Lords  agaihft 
ihe  Earl  of  MiddkfeXy  late  Lord  TreiaAirer  of  En- 
glandy  and  to  defire  his  Majefty  to  take  away  the 
Staff  and  the  Seal  of  the  Court  of  Wards  from  him. 

Ordered  alfo,  That  the  King's  Counfel  do  draw 
up  a  Bill,  and  prefent  the  fame  to  the  Houfe, 
ID  ifiake  the  Lands  of  the  Earl  of  Middle/ex 
liable  unto  his  Debts;  unto  his  Fine  to  the  King; 
unto  Accounts  to  the  King  hereafter;  and  to  Re- 
ftitution  to  fuch  whom  he  had  wronged,  as  {hall  be 
allowed  by  the  Houfe.— -This  Bill  afterwards 
pailcd  into  a  Law  ;  but  not  with  that  Unanimity, 
in  the  Lower  Houfe,  as  iri  the  Trial  before  the 
Lords ;  for,  upon  the  third  reading  thereof  in  the 
Commons,  it  was  carried  by  a  Majority  of  but 
thirty-fix  Voices  (i). 

The  fame  Day  the  Bifhop  oi  Norwich  befought^j^^  Commont 
the  Lords  to  remember  theMelfage  from  the  Com- Cbasplaint  a- 
mons,on  the  8th  Inftant,  for  a  Conference  touch- g«oft  the  Kflwp 
ing  fome  Accu ration  againft  his  Lordfliip,  which  °^ '^**'*"'*' 
their  Lordlhips  then  deferred,   by  reafon  of  the 
Thinnefs  of  the  Houfe ;  and  defired  them  to  ap- 
point

I.  *  As  touching  the  firft  Part  of  the  Accufetion.' 
'  His  Lordfliip  confefled,  That  fix  or  fevcn  of 
the  abler  Sort  of  Minifters  in  Norwich  ufed  to  ex- 
pound, in  their  own  Churches,  before  the  SermoA 
began  in  the  Cathedral  Church ;  and  many  refort- 
cd  from  other  Places  to  thefe  Expofitions,  (for  all 
the  Churches  have  not  Preachers)  and  in  the  Af- 
ternoon to  their  Sermons.     The  Preachers  them- 
felves  found  Fault  with  this,  being  willing 'to  be 
rid  of  the  Pains,  for  they  were  to  preach  in  the 
Afternoon  and  on  the  Week- Days,  and  fhewed 
him  many  Diforders  therein,  which  they  pretend- 
ed ;  as  the  cutting  off  Part  of  the  Prayers,  or  their 
beginning  fo  early,  that  many  could  not  Come  to 
the  common  Prayets,  and  the  like ;  an4  they  be- 
fought  his  Lordfliip  to  remedy  it,  becauie  ihejr, 
being ilipendary  Men,  were  loth  to  doit,  for  fear^ 
belike,  to  lofe  their  Stipends ;    whereupon  be  fenc=: 
for  them  by  an  Officer,  and  willed  them  to  omicz: 
thefe  Expofitions  in  the  Forenoon  ;  and  yet  he  ha* 
fince  taken  Order  for  the  erefting  of  three' Sermons 
in  the  molt  reiuote  Parts  of  thi?  City  from  th^ 
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Cathedral  Church  ;  and  he  alfo  had  eredled  many  Axli%.  jisiest 
Le£tures  in  feveral  Places  of  the  Country.*  "'^H- 

II.  *  As  touching  the  Images  in  a  Church/ 

*  What  was  done  was  done  without  his  Know- 
ledge ;  it  was  meant  by  St.  Peter's  Church  :  That 
hi^  LordOiip  never  faw  that  Church  till  one  Even- 
ing as  he  came  by  ;  and  being  informed  of  much 
Colt  done  upon  it,  he  went  in,  and  kneeled  down 
to  his  Prayers,  as  his  Ufe  was.  When  he  rofe  up, 
and  perceived  thai  they  had  beftowed  very  great 
Coft,  and  not  feeing  or  knowing  of  any  Image  at 
all-  fet  up  there,  he  faid,  God*s  BleJJing  on  their 
Hearts  that  had  beftowed  fuch  Coji  on  G$d*s 
Houfe: 

III.  *  As  touching  Prayers  to  the  Eqfl: 

•  He  never  enjoinod  it,  nor  heard  of  it  till  now/ 

IV.  *  For  the  fourth  Part  of  his  Complaint : 

•  He  perceived  that  he  had  been  fifted  thro'  the 
whole  Courfe  of  his  Life ;  that  this  Peck  visls  fent 
to  him  by  the  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  for  keeping 
an  Aflembly  late  at  N'ight  at  his  Houfe ;  his  Cate* 
chtzing  being  but  a  Colour  to  draw  them  thither. 

"  That  this  Peck  had  infefted  the  Parifli  with  Arange 
Opinions ;  as  not  to  kneel  when  they  came  to 
Church ;  that  the  Name  of  Jefus  is  no  more  than 
a  Common  Name,  and  that  it  is  Superftition  to 
bow  down  at  it.  His  Lordfhip  affirmed  that  this 
Feci  had  formerly  been  convifted  of  Nonconfor- 
mity, Jnnis  1615// 1617;  alfo,  for  Simony  and 
Conventicles  in  his  Neighbour's  Houfe,  as  appears  , 
bjr  an  Aft  in  the  Regifter.*

'  The  others,    mentioned  in  this  Part  of  the 
Charge,  were  punilhcd  for  their  Opinions  alfo  5 
making  no  Difference  between  an^Aleboufe  and  the 
Church,  till  the  Preacher  was  in  the  Puh 
^1  he  mud  confefs  his  Fault,  That  ir 
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^  »».  Jamei^l.  nance  which  he  enjoined,  he  caufed  them  to  con- 
^^*^  kk  their  Errors,  omitting  their  Refort  to  Conven- 
ticles, which  be  did  at  tbeir  own  earned  Suit/ 

V.  •  HisLortJfbip  abfolutely  denied  that  be  im- 
pofed  any  Fees^  and  affirmed  that  he  H^d  not  any 
of  ihofe  Fe?s  which  were  complained  of ;  onlyi 
Hhe  Fees  for  Ir^ftitution,  which  be,  took  as  his  Pre- 
decellbrs  did.  If  therein  he  had  committed  any 
Error,  Ermvimm  cu/n  PatrHus ;  and  denied  thai 
he  had  ever  feeo.  i^hat  Table  of  Fees  which  is  fpoke 
of  by  the  Commons/ 

VL  '  His  Lqtrdfcip  affirmed.  That  he  had  re- 
giftred  all  tihe  Inftitutions/ 

When  the  Bifliop  had  ended  his  Defencp,  his 
Royal  Highpefs  the  Prince  ftood  up  and  told  him, 
*  That  he  had  not  ^nfwered;  concerning  th^Para- 
phrafe  pf  xht  ,Cat€cbi/m  which  he  had  taken  aw|iy/ 
To  which  the  Biflipp  replied^  *  That  the  Preachers 
i^fed  tO'cbuf^  a  Text  frpm  the  Creeds  &c.  and  to 
a(k  the  Qhild  fome  one  Queftion,  and  theq  tQ  di«> 
latQ  very  long  upon  it,  but  never  defcend^  to  the 
Capacity  of  the  Child.  That  he  did  not  forbid 
the  Eixplanation^  bjut  ordered  that  it  (b^uld  be  done 
catechetically.' 

We  may  fuppofe  that  the  Lords  were  very  wiU 
ling  to  be  rid  of  this  Affair,  for  an  Oder  isi  enter* 
ed,  immediately  after  the  Biflipp's  Anfwer,  *  That, 
in*  refpevSt  of  the  ShortQefs  of  Time  and  the  Mul-* 
tiplicity  of  Bufinefs,  now  depending  to  be  deter- 
termined,  the  Complaint  of  the  Commons,  agsiinft 
the  Lord  Bifliop  of  Norwich^  {ha)l  be  referred  to 
the  High  Commiffion  Court,  to  be  examioec}*  by 
them  ;  and  they  to  make  Report  thereof  to  thf 
Houfe,  and  then  the  Houfe  will  judge  of  it.* 

The  fame  Day  the  Bifliop  of  NorwUh  exhibited 
a  Complaint  to  the  Houfe  againft  one  Thomas S$okit^ 
Clerk, 

His  Complaint  to  '  ^^^^  whcreas  the  faid  7hamas  Stokes  had  prefe»- 
the  Lords  againft  red  a  Petition  to  the  Houfe  of  Comn)ons  agaiofi:. 
one  Thomas  his  Lordfhip,  for  exceffiye  Fees,  pretended  to  I 
^*'^*'  taken  by  his  Lordfhip,  and.  for  otlier  Grievanc 

thcreir* 
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therein  mentioned.  He  acknowledged  the  Proceed- , 
ings  of  the  faid  &lokes  to  be  legal,  and  humbly  fub- 
milted  himlelf  to  an  Examinatiorx  and  flriit  Trial. 
However,  he  complained  that  the  faid  Stains  had 
fcnt  his  LonJftiip  this  Meflage:  That  if  he  would 
fufier  2.  Judgment  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
for  him,  the  faid  Sukts,  to  be  Archdeacon  of  Nor- 
foli,  that  then  Siaifi  would  profecute  no  further 
againil  his  Lordthip;  oiherwife,  he  would  fmokc 
him  with  more  Complaints.  Moreover,  that  the 
iiaid  Stohti  reported  that  his  Lordlhjp  did  drink  a 
Health  to  Spineld,  and  refufed  to  pledge  a  Health  to 
the  Prince, of  Orange,  for  that  the  faid  Prince  was 
Sk  General  unto  Traitors.  Lqflly,  That  States  zf- 
firmed  his  Lordfhip  did  lake  thirty  Pounds  of  eve- 
»-y  oneof  the  Archdeacons  when  he  came  iirft  to  his 
See.     All  which  his  Lordfhip  aflifmed  to  be  falfe.' 

This  Complaint,  with  the  Wjtnefles  the  Bifliop  which  ii  itfa- 
pioduced  to  prove  it,  was  referred  to  the  Examina-  red  to  the  Ant- 
lion  of  the  Arthbifliopof  Canlcriury,  who  was^|_"'°P''*'*^""^" 
to  make  Report  thereof  to  the  Houie  for  their 
Judgment  of  the  Matter. 

But  we  hear  no  more  of  this  Affair,  or  the  for- 
mer, in  \.\x  yourrtiili,  or  elfewhere;  for  neither 
a^lfin  rnr  Rufbwotth  mention  one  Word  of  it. 
This  Bifhop  of  Norwich  was  Samuf!  Harfiut,  who 
he  Neve  tells  us  had  been  guilty  o£  feveral  fcanda- 
Jous  Practices,  whilft  he  was  Mailer  of  Pembrsh 
Hail  in  Cambridge  {/).  By  bis  Anfwer,  he  (eems 
to  clear  himfelf  from  the  Commons  Complaint  a* 
gainft  him  ;  which,  by  the  bye.  Is  fomcwhat  ex- 
traordinary, and  would  not  have  been  fuffercd  in 
ihe  laft  Reign.  He  came  into  higher  Favour,  at 
Court,  in  the  next;  for  in  the  Year  1628,  he  was 
made  Archbiftiop  of  Teri.  But  to  return  to  our 
Proceedings, 

The  fame  Day,  ftili,  a  Mellage  was  hroiight 
from  the  Commons  to  llie  Lords,  b)'  Sir  Edivin 
Sandys  and  others,  10  this  Effedt:

Firjt,  '  For  thai  the  King  permitiing  them  to 
name  iheir  own  Treafuren,  tor  the  Subfidy  this 
Parliament,  much  longer  Time  haih  been  fpenc  in 
that  Bill  than  nlual,  becaufe  they  had  no  Precedent 
for  the  famei  whereby  many  good  Bills  were 
delayed.' 

Secondly,  '  For  that  the  Buiinefs  of  free  Trade, 
which  had  been  long  difordered,  had  brought  many 
general  Complaints  unlO  them  ;  not  only  by  the 
Merchants,  but  by  the  Clothiers  and  thofe  of  the 
meaner  Sort.  Which,  if  they  have  longer  Time, 
they  hope  fo  to  accommodate,  that  it  fliall  be  ad- 
vaniageous,  to  the  King's  Profit,  and  give  Content 
both  to  the  Poor  and  lo  the  Rich.* 

Thirdly,  •  The  Bill  for  \ht  Subfidy  of  the  Clergy 
was  but  newly  come  into  their  Houfe,  and  their 
own  Bill  of  Subfidy  is  yet  to  have  another  Reading.' 

Lajify,  '  For  that  they  underftand  that  their 
LordlViips  have  fo  many  Bills,  and  other  Matters 
of  Weight,  as  yet  depending,  that  they  doubt  whe- 
ther they  can  peiform  them  in  fo  Dion  a  Time. 
Wherefore,  and  lo  hold  that  fair  Correlpondence, 
which  hath  hitherto  continued  between  both  Hou- 
fes,  they  make  this  earneft  Requeft  (  not  intend- 
ing to  entertain  any  new  Matters,  but  thofe,  only, 
which  are  begun  and  ready  to  be  finiihed.' 

The  Mefiengers  being  withdrawn,  his  Highnefs 
the  Prince  fignified  unto  the  Houfe,  '  That  at  bis 
coming  from  the  King,  hisMajefty  told  him  that 
he  wab  determined  to  end  this  Seifion  on  Saturdai 
next ;  and  commanded  his  Highnels  fo  to  anfwer 
them  who  (houid  move  to  have  that  Time  pro- 
longed. But  what  his  Majcfty  would  do  therein, 
when  he  fhall  hear  thefe  Reaibns,  his  Highnefc  faid 
he  knew  not.'  Whereupon,  the  Houfe  humbly 
befc'Jghi 
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befoughl  the  Prince  to  move  his  Majefty  to  give  3*0.1; 
longer  Day. 

The  Meflengers  were  then  called  in  and  anfwer-

The  Earl  ^ujtSii/ alio  reponed.  That  the  Lords 
of  ibc  Committee  had  ihought  this  Order  proper 
concerning  Judicature,  viz.

Ground,  as,  on  the  oihsr  Side,  in  affording  all  jufl

the  Emperor,  I  had  it  ftraminium,  but  1  leave  it 
marmortum.  1  care  not  for  the  Grudges  of  many 
particular  Men^  that  are  in  very  deed  a  Shame  to  this 
Kingdom.  I  marvel  much  you  fhould  Condemn  the 
Conimijfion,  without  hearing  the  Commijftoners :  If 
they  be  too  JlriU  in  their  Points,  I  pray  you  complain 
to  me^  and  Iwillredrefs  ity  and  give  you  Eafe.    God

•Sh-  of  others,  (o  neceflary  for  the  Good  of  the  People . 
That  his  Majefty  accepteth  in  good  pari  ilieir 
Thanks  for  his  general  Pardon,  which  he  hath  fo 
freely  granted  unto  hisSubjefls:  But  his  efpecial 
Command  is.  That  thofe  that  are  in  Office  do 
ftridly  look  to  the  Execution  of  the  Laws  againft 
Recuraois.  TheSubfidies  his  Majefty  gracioufly 
accepteth,  and  therefore  imitates  not  the  Story  in 
MacrsltiuSf  of  one  who  had  all  his  Debts  paid,  and 
inftead  of  Thanks,  anfwered,  viihi  mhil:  Tho' 
this  be  given  to  the  Palatinati^  his  Majefty  interpret- 
eth  it  as  given  to  himfelf,  and  rendreth  to  you  all 
heartyThanks  for  the  fame.  [Ji  for  pur  own  Requtft, 
Mr.  Speaier,  his  Mojifty  holds  it  impertinent ;  then 
needs  m  Pardon  where  no  Error  is  commilled.'] 

'  The  Lord  Keeper  having  ended  his  Speech, 
theCleik  of  the  Crown  flood  up  and  read  the 
Titles  of  the  Bills  pafled  both  Houfesi  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Parliament  read  his  Majefty's  Anfwer 
to  each  Bill,  which  being  done,  his  Majefly  re-

Betides  ihe  long  Affair  of  the  Spanifo  Match,  the 
IBulinefs  of  the  Palatmaie,  the  Trial  of  the  Lord  The  Dtath  of 
Treafiirer,y^.  which  took  up  much  Time  j  fuch '''' ^'"S" 
^a  Number  of  public  and  private  Afts  were  made 
^nd  pafled  in  this  Parliament,  as  fcarce  ever  was 
«<Jone  by  any  before.  The  printed  Statutes  only 
Jnention  3  5 ,  Rujhiuarth,  together,  makes  them  7  3  ; 
fcut,  in  a  Catalogue  of  the  Adts,  at  the  End  of  the 
Xords  yournaU,  for  this  Reign,  are  the  Titles  of 
ii8.  This  may  be  fome  way  accounted  for, 
"becaufe  no  Afts  at  all  were  pafled  in  the  laft  Par- 
liament; that  Bufinefs  being  put  a  Stop  to  by  its 
fudden  Diflblution;  fo  that  this  took  up  what  the 
other  had  left  unfiniflied;  and,  both,  K^ether, 
made  the  Number  grow  to  fo  great  a  Height. 

l"here  is  noNecelliiy  to  enter  into  the  Particu- 
lars of  any  of  thele  Ads,  the  moft  material  of 
them  being  already  printed  1  except  the  laft  Bill  of 
Subfsdiis,  which,  by  the  King's  extraordinary  Con- 
ceffions,  was  made  fo  difficult  as  to  puzzle  both 
the  HoufcE  in  drawing  it  up  and  carrying  it  through 
the  ufual  Forms,  Never  any  King  ot  Queen  of 
England,  before,  did  give  Leave  for  Ihe  Parlia- 
ment to  name  and  appoint  their  own  Treafurers 
and  CommHIioners  for  difburling  the  Money  to  be 
raifed  by  a  Grant.  By  what  we  find  in  the  fore- 
going Proceedings,  this  Supply  was  all  defigned  to 
go  for  the  Recovery  of  the  Palatina/t ;  and  the 
King's  voluntary  Offer  of  putting  it  out  of  his  own 
Power  to  touch  a  Penny  of  it,  evidently  (hews  that 
he  did  not  iligiit  his  own  Defcendenis,  fo  much  as 
fomc  Authors  have,  very  ungeneroufly  and  unna- 
turally, reprefented. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  (hall  enter  no  farther  into 
the  Charafter  of  this  King ;  but  leave  it  to  be  de- 
termined by  every  Reader's  Judgment,  on  the  dif- 
ferent TranfaflionS)  throughout  his  whole  Reign, 
between  him  and  hi':  Parii.imcnis.  The  Republi- 
can Party,  v/hich  grew  lo  luch  a  Height  in  the 
next 
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[il.n^xt  Reign,  have  fpared  no  Pains  to  blacken  him; 
and  will  no:  allow  him  any  one  good  Attion  in 
Government.  Some  of  their  Authors  making  hinl 
no  better  than  a  dreaming  Pedant:  Whilft,  by 
Ihofe  of  another  Stamp,  he  is  cried  up  for  an  £n- 
gli/li  Solomon.

»c  new  Qiieen  landed  at  Dover;  the  next  Day 
je  King  met  her  at  Canterbury,  where  the  Nup- 
lls  were  compleated. 

Before  this  Uft  Affair  happened,  a  Parliament

The  Journals  of  the  Lords  here  adlft  us  to  fi  "• '

RuJIiworih;  and  that  isan  Abllradl  of  theSpeaker'*'^ 
Oration,  on  liis  being  prefented  to  the  Kingfc*'' 
Approbation,  and  the  Lord  Keeper's  Anfwer  to  i  *^- 
The  former  Authorities  tell  us.  That,  on  June  tt^* 
joth,  the  Commons  prefented  Sir  IhemaiCrew,  KI^* 
SergeaLi ' 
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Sei^eanc  at  Law,  for  :heir  Spealier;   who  niadeAn.  i.chirie 
bis  formal  Excufe ;  but  being  confirtn'd  in  his  0(-        itij. 
See,  he  addrefled  himfelf  to  the  Throne  in  Words 
lo  this  Effeft : 

*  He  firft  proteftcd  ihat  he  undertook  the  Office  his  Oraiion  t 
of  Speaker,  in  Obedience,  only,  to  his  Majefty  j  thtThront. 
he  remembred  the  Proceedings  in  the  taft  moll  hap- 
py Parliament,  in  which  it  pleafed  the  late  King,  ' 
of  famous  Memory,  to  a(k  the  Advice  of  his 
People;  and  exprefled  their  Joy  that  God,  who 
hath  the  Power  of  the  Hearts  of  Kings,  direfted 
his  Majefty,  that  now  is,  to  proceed  in  the  tike 
Parliamentary  Courfe.  That,  as  a  Woman  for- 
gets her  Sorrow  at  the  Birth  of  a  Man-Child,  fo 
they,  when  his  Majefty  was  placed  on  his  Father's 
Throne,  had  their  Hopes,  [hat  as  good  King /it- 
zeiiah,  was  five  and  twenty  Years  of  Age,  and 
having  a  wife  and  great  Council,  when  he  began 
to  reign,  and,  at  his  firft  Entrance,  fhewed  his 
Zeal  to  God  and  his  Care  for  Religion ;  To  his  Ma- 
jefty being  of  the  fame  Age,  and  having  a  faithful 
People  to  advife  him,  will  maintain  true  Religion 
and  the  antient  Laws,  fo  much  efleemed  in  all 
Ages.  In  this,  he  faid,  their  Hopes  were  the  great- 
er, for  that  his  Majefty  begins  with  a  Parliament, 
and  remembers  his  Father's  Charge  to  maintain  our 
Religion.  That  it  was  God's  merciful  Power  to 
bring  his  Majefty  hack  out  of  Danger  when  he  was 
in  a  ftrange  Land.  He  esprefled  their  Sorrow  for 
his  then  Abfence,  and  exceeding  great  Joy  at  his 
fafe  Return;  and  humbly  befought  his  Majefty, 
That  now  God  had  put  the  Sword  into  his  Hand, 
he  would  extend  it  for  the  Recovery  of  ihs  Pala- 
tinate, to  difhonourably  gotten  and  kept  by  hoftile 
Arms  j  which  was  antiently  a  Refuge  tor  Religion ; 
and  not  to  fuffer  ihofe  Locufts  the  Je/uits  to  eat 
up  the  good  Things  of  this  Land,  He  acknow- 
ledged his  Majefty's  Stem  to  be  lineally  defcendeii 
from  Lucius,  the  firft  Britijh  King  ihat  embraced 
the  Gofpel ;  and  concluded  with  the  accullomed 
petitions  for  Freedom  from  Arrefls,  /imdo^Jedende, 
itridtundo,  during  this  Parliament ;  for  Freed  cm

The  Lord  Kerp-  '^^^  Lord  Keeper,  having  firft  had  Conference 
ir't  AnfwcT.  With  the  King,  anfwered  to  this  EiTedl :  '  That 
his  Majelly  had  amply  accepted  the  Speaker's  Obe- 
dience, tho'  he  refufed  his  Sacrifice,  That  be  rc- 
membred  ihelaft  Parliament  to  be  happy;  as  it  was 
fo  accounted  by  the  late  King,  fo  efteemed  tiy  his 
Majefly,  and  fo  it  proved  by  the  Event,  in  which 
the  two  Treaties  with  Spain  were  difJblved,  and  fo 
many  gracious  Laws  enacted.  It  became  the  late 
King  fo  to  clofe  his  Government ;  in  which  Par- 
liament, our  prefent  King  being  a  principal  Aflor, 
he  can  never  forget  the  Defires  of  the  Commons 
nor  the  Wifhes  of  the  Lords ' 

'  That  hisMajefty  takes  ingood  Part  Mr.  Speak- 
er's Obfervation  of  the  five  Circumftances  of  bis 
Entrance  to  the  Crown  ;  as  that  he  began  with  a 
Parliament ;  ibai  he  came  to  us  with  Noble  Blood, 
being  lineally  de'cended  from  the  antient  Briiijb 
Kings;  that  his  Succeffion  fweetned  iheLofsof 
his  glorious  Father ;  that  God  was  with  him  in  a 
ftrange  Land,  and  delivered  him  from  thence;  even 
aa  God  was  with  Moff!  fo  be  he  always  with  hii 
Majelly,  to  which  let  all  fiy  Amen.  And,  laftly, 
ihai  his  Majefty  profefles  the  true  Religion,  it  being 
the  laft  Blcding  his  Father  gave  him  lo  have  a  fpe- 
cial  Care  thereof-  As  Mr.  Speaker  recommends 
to  his  Majerty  the  Laws  of  the  Land  ;  fo  he,  alfo, 
recommends  the  fame  to  the  Lawyers;  that  they 
ftudy  the  antient  Laws,  themfelves,  and  not  the 
Abridgements.  And  whereas  you  rcprefent  to  his 
Majefty  that  unjuft  Acquifilion  of  the  Palatinate^ 
the  Difhonour  of  our  Nation,  no  Man  can  but  be 
fenfible  of  his  Majefty's  Care  for  the  Recovery 
thereof;  he  having  given  a  lively  Reprefentation 
of  his  Affeftion  to  it,  himfelf,  the  other  Day  ia 
this  Place.  He  now  hopes  that  ye  who  firlt  drew 
hitn 
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tim  into  this  Aftion  will  give  him  fuch  Supplies  as 
will  enable  him  to  perform  it.' 

'  And,  as  touching  the  Banifhtnent  of  thofe  Lo- 
cufts  the  Priefts  and  Jeruits,  his  Majefty  commends 
that  Saying  of  St.  Amhrefey  Ihat  the  poortfl  Man 
iiatb  Interejl  in  Religion.  Yet,  he  defires  you  to 
truft  him  with  the  Manner  thereof,  and  he  will  be 
■careful  to  give  you  good  Satisfadtion  of  his  Zeal 
therein.  Laftly,  as  touching  Mr.  Speaker's  Peti- 
tions for  your  Privileges,  his  Majefty  grants  them 
all  without  any  Limitation  ;  Itnowing  well  thai 
youtlelves  will  punilh  the  Abufes  thereof.' 

The  firft  Bufinefs  done,  in  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, was  to  appoint  a  folemn  Faftamongft  'hem-^  ^^  ^Ytft 
fclves(c).  It  hadbeen  theCuftom  infeverallatePar-amongft  them- 
liamenis  to  begin  in  the  fame  Manner,  but  now  itW*"- 
was,  more  particularly,  urged,  on  account  of  ibe 
general  Plague  which  was  round  them.    The  next 
Day,  June  nd,   a  Committee  of  Privileges  and 
Ekflions  being  appointed,  Sir  Benjamin  R^dyardiXo^onian^ni 
got  op  and  fpoke  to  this  Effcft :    '  That  the  latcHarmony  be- 
Diftaftes  taken  between  the  laic  King  and  his  Par- J,*™  *''"»  "^ 
liaments,  were  the  chief  Caufeof  all  iheMiferiesot  "'"^'■ 
the  Kingdom.    The  firft  Turn  of  which,  towards 
!.a  Reconcihaiior,  was  given  by  the  now  King,  then 
'Prince  ;  by  which  accrued  mote  Benefir  to  ihe  Sub- 
[jefl,    than  in  any  Parliament  ihe/e  many  hundred 
•Years.     What  may  we  then  expect  from  him,  be- 
;jng  King,   and  having  Power  in  his  own  Hands? 
His  good  natural  Difpofition;    his  Freedom  from 

I  Vice  ;  hb  Travels  abroad  ;  his  being  bred  in  Par- 
liaments {d),  promifed  greatly.  Therefore,  he  mov- 
ed to  take  inch  Courfe  now  to  fweeicn  all  Things

The  reft  of  this  Days  Debates  turned,  chieflj^ji 
on  raifing  a  Supply,  and  the  old  Topic  of  puttii "' 
the  Laws  in  Execution  againft  Jefuiti,  Pi^_ 
Prifjis,  &c.  The  Solticitot  General  acquainted 
the  Houfe,  '  That  ihe  King  had  taken  Care  of 
their  Grievances  preferred  the  laft  Parliament;  and, 
at  any  one  Day  the  Houfe  would  aifign,  Satisfac- 
tion would  be  given  theni  therein.* 
The  Plague  Hill  raging  more  and 
about  London,  made  ihe  Members  of  both  Houfe 
very  uneafy  in  their  Situation  at  JVeflminJieri  foi 
of  them  taking  Nonce,  that  the  Bell  was  tollij 
every  Minute,  whilft  they  were  fpeaking.  At 
Petition  of  both  Houfes,  the  King  proclaimed 
general  Faft,  all  over  the  Kingdom,  on  a  cerii 
Day;  and  his  Majefty,  in  Perlbn,  went  with  tl 
two  Houfes  to  Prayers  and  Sermon,  at  St. 
giirei's  Church  in  IVeJiminfter.

yiily  7.  An  Affair  came  on  in  the  HouTe  of 
Commons,  whicli  muft  make  a  great  Noifeat  that 
Time,  A  Complaint  had  been  made  there  againft 
one  Dr.  Msntag'i,  for  priming  and  publifliing  ac™plaint  a- 
Book,  called  An  Appal  to  CEfar.  The  Recorder  e^ii  "  "" 
of  LsndM,  one  of  the  Commitlee  appointed  to  ex-  ^"' 
amine  into  ihis  Ma'.rer,  made  a  Report,  '  That  the 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  had  cenfured  the  faid  Dr. 
Mmtagu  for  a  former  Book  (f),  and  had  told  him, 
ihai  tho'  there  were  fome  Things  in  it  which  might 
receive  a  favourable  Interpretation ;  yet  there  were 
others  in  it  not  of  ihat  Nature.  In  which  the  Com- 
mittee all  agreed.  That  the  Archbifhop  had  done 
what  was  lirtiiig:  But  they  were  of  Opinion,  That 
there  were  many  Things  coniained  in  the  Dodlor'a 
Books  diredly  contrary  lo  the  Articles  of  Religion 
eftabliflied  by  Parliament;  as  thst  the  Church  of 
Stme  vizsvera  Chrijli  Ecekfia,  &  Spsrifa  Cl^riflii 
BSli  that  the  faid  ChurcheademFundjnienta  Doifrina 
^t'Secramtiio'-um-  nititur :  That  the  Committee 
nid  this  fecond  Book  as  factious  and  feditious,  tend- 
Tjg  manifsftly  to  the  Diihonour  of  tlie  late  King, 
and  the  Difturbance  of  both  Church  and  State,  ft  or 
the  firft,  he  denies  that  Armmius  was  the'  firft 
'i^t  infected  Z.fv(/f«  with  Errors  and  Schilms:  That 
t  Synod  of  bari,  fo  honoured  by  the  laie  King, 
'(  flighted  by  him  ;  calls  it  fmnfecui,  and  par- 
^i  he  knows  not  what  Ends  they  had,  nor  cares 
Mhem :  He  direfts  his  Book  to  the  prefeiit  King, 
H  calleil  AppilloCafarem,zr\A  yet  fays  the  Popi  is 
kjtnli(hri//ui ;  which  is  contrary  to  what  the  late 
bighimfelfhad  wrote  toallC/j'J^/flw  Princes.  The 
Diltee  think  that  ihere  is  enough  in  ihis  Rook

'  fted  Subje6ls.  Says  there  are  fome  amongft 
'lai  delire  an  Anurchy,  and  means  the  Puritans^ 
1  yet  lie  iiath  not  defined.  He  plainly  inti-

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<»«t.  Charles  I.  mates  that  there  ^re  Puritan  BiQiops;  which  the 
1^25..  Committee  conceived  tended  much  to  th^  Diftur- 
bance  of  the  Peace  in  Church  and  State.  He  relpeds 
Cellar  mine,  but  flighted  Calvin,  Beza^  Perkins, 
^i^itaker,  and  Reynolds.  In  his  Book  he  much  dif- 
countenances  God's  Word,  difgraces  Lcdtures  and 
'  :.'  Ledturers,  and  Preaching  itfelf ;  nay,  even  reading 

the  Bible.  That  never  a  Saint-feeming,  Bible- 
bearing,  hypocritical  Puritan  was  a  better  Patriot 
than  himfelf.  Upon  the  whole.  That  the  Frame 
of  the  Book  was  to  encourage  Popery ;  in  main- 
taining the  Papifts  to  be  the  true  Church,  and  that 
ihcy  differ  not  fiom  us  in  any  fundamental  Point*) 
If  therefore  i;hey  hold  us  Heretics,  and  not  to  be 
faved,  and  we  hold  the  contraryM>f  them,  who 
will  not  think  it  fafer  for  us  to  be  in  their  Church 
than  in  ours  ?  The  Papijfs  read,  and  commend  this 
Book  to  others  to  be  read ;  v/hereas  they  fufFer  non<? 
of  ours  to  be  read  amongll  them.  Laftly,  He  had 
done  an  Injury  to  that  Houfe  in  two  Points :  That 
when  he  knew  his  lirll  Book  was  there  queftioncdf 
and  referred  to  the  Arclibifhop  of  Canterbury  for 
Cenfures,  he  prints  a  new  Book  worfe  than  the 
former.  And  whereas  a  Petition  had  been  prefer- 
red to  this  Houl'e  by  one  Tat£$  and  IVard^  he  fays 
they  are  Puritans^  altho'  they  have  fubicribed  the 
Articles ;  and  to  revile  them  for  this,  is  a  Reflec- 
tion upon  the  Houfe.' 

Upon  the  Qiieftion,it  vvasrefolved.  That,  at  their 
Ifes^i"  birFl*  ^"^^^^  Meeting,  the  Lords  fhould  be  acquainted  with 
vour.  ihefe  Books,  and  a  Conference  to  be  prayed  with 

their  Lordfhips  about  them:  Likewife  for  a  Touch, 
as  it  is  termed,  to  commit  him  to  the  Cuftody  of 
the  Sergeant  at  Arms,  to  anfwer  his  Contempt  in 
the  next  Seflion.  But  the  King  fending  a  Meflage 
to  the  Houfe,  that  Dr.  Montagu^  being  his  Servant 
and  Chaplain  in  Ordinary,  he  had  taken  the  Caufc 
into  his  own  Hand;  wilhed  they  would  enlarge 
him,  and  that  he  would  take  Care  to  give  the  Houfe 
Satiifaftion  in  it ;  the  Doftor,  upon  giving  in 
Ba  1  of  2000 1.  was  difcharged  out  of  Cuftody.

The  Contagion  ftill  raging  very  foie,  the  Re- 
ceipt of  the  King's  Exchequer  was  removed  to 
Richmond ;  and  all  the  Fairs,  within  50  Miles  of 
Lon^on^  were  prohibited,  to  prevent  a  moregeneral 
\  Infeflion'.  During  this  ftiort  Recefs  an  Affair  hap- 
pened, which  occafioned  much  Difguft  againft  the 
Prime  Minifter,  the  Duke  of  Buckingham.  Tbb 
'  Nobleman  loft  no  Ground  in  lofing  his  old  Matter, 
King  James  \  for,  if  poflible,  he  was  a  greater  Fa- 
vourite with  the  Son  and.  Succeflbr,  than  ever  he 
had  been  with  the  Father:  His  Popularity,  how- 
ever, had  begun  to  fall  off  fome  Time ;  and  all 
the  Reputation  he  had  gained,  in  his  Recital  of  bis 
Conduit  in  Spain^  as  mentioned  in  the  laft  Reign, 
was  blafted  by  fome  Sufpicions  that  were  entertain- 
ed  of  that  Affair,  and  his  Mifmanagement  of  the 
Adminiftration  ever  fince. 

The  religious  W  ar  in  France  was  now  very  warm  ; 
the  Town  of  RSchell  was  in  the  Hands  of  the  Pro- 
teftants,  an^L  the  French  King  preparing  to  befiege 
it  by  Sea  and  Land,  fome  Ships  of  the  Navy  Royal 
of  England^  with  their  Complements  of  Men,  were 
lent  to  the  French  for  that  Purpofe :  But  their 
Crews  abfolutely  refufed  to  fight  againft  People  of 
their  owri  Religion  ;  and  a  Tumult  began  amongft 
them,  in  which  they  got  up  their  Anchors  and  fet 
Sail  for  England^  faying.  They  would  rather  be 
hang'd  at  home,  than  be  Slaves  to  the  French'^  and 
do  Hurt  to  their  Brethren.    The  Duke  ordered 

Admiral 
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Admiral  Penningim  to  go  back  wiih  ihe  Fleet,  Ao.  i.charinl. 
which  he  did  j  but  ftill  all  rhe  Conii.wnies  declined  '***' 
the  Service,  and  aftuaU)'  left  their  Ships  before  [hey 
would  fuhmit  to  fuch  Order!:,  This  Affair  hap- 
pening in  the  Interval  of  the  Recers  of  Parliament, 
gave  the  Duke's'Enetnies  greater  Scope  to  execute 
Iheir  Defigns  againft  him. 

On  the  firft  of  Auguji  the  Parliament  met  at  Ox- 
ford;  and,  on  the  foLirth,  the  Lords  and  Commons 
were  commanded  to  sttend  the  King,  in  the  Great 
Hall  at  Chrift-Chureh ;  where  he  fpake  to  them  as 
followetli  :

'jrth  of  his  Navy.  A  Ceuncsl  you  thought 
tft  and  appointed  for  the  IVar,  and  Treafurers  for 
Idling  of  the  Monies :  And,  to  begin  this  Work  of 
•ytur  Adviie,  you  gave  Three  Subfidies,  Fifteenths, 
''«Brf  Tenths;  which,  with  Speed,  wire  levied,  and,  by 
DireSiion  of  that  Council  of  War,  [in  which  the  Pre- 
fsration  of  this  Navy  was  not  ihe  Iiafl)  dishnfed. 
'  It  pleafed  God,  at  the  Entrance  of  this  Prepara- 
'tion,  (by  your  Advice  begun)  lo  call  my  Father  tO'bis 
'^'It&rcy,  whereby  I  entered  as  well  to  the  Cere  of  your 
'~*^xgn.  as  his  Crnvn.  I  did  not  then,  as  Primes  do, 
if.  Cujlom  and Firmality  re-ajfemble  you,  but  that, 
>  faur  fui  iher  Advice  and  jSd,  I  might  be  able  to 
'oceed  in  that  which,  by  y*ur  Counfel,  my  Father 
'03  engaged  in.  Tour  Love  to  me,  and  Ferward- 
'%  it  further  Ibofe  Jfairi,  you  expreffed  by  a  Grant 
iTwo  Subfidies,  yet  ung/tthertd  j  eltho'  I  mufi  sf- 
■     Z'3  M 
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.  i.Cha\a\,pre ym,  by  trQjelf  dndolhers^upsnCredil  taken  up,  and 
*^S'  af'yrihand  liisburfid ;  but{i!lfartoojhort,as  yet,  taftt 
forth  the  Navy  now  preparing ;  [as  I  have  lateiy  found 
by  Eftimate  of  thofe  of  Care  and  Skill  employed 
about  it.  Before  you  could  be  acquainted  fully 
with  ihefe  Neceflitiesof  further  Aid,  it  pleafed  God 
10  vifit  the  f  hce  of  your  Aflembly  then  with  a 
grievous  Plague.  To  ftay  you  in  that  Danger  had 
been  a  Negledt  of  my  juft  Cate,  and  to  prorogue 
the  Pailiament  had  been  to  dellroy  the  Enterprize : 
I  therefore  adjourned  you  to  this  Place ;  a  Place 
then  free  from  that  Infeftion,  with  which  it  hath 
pleafed  God  fince  alfo  to  vifit.  Here,  then,  to  hold 
you  long  againft  your  own  Defivea,  were  to  exprefs 
littb  Care  of  your  Safeties ;  and  to  adjourn  it,  with- 
out your  further  Helps,  were  to  deilroy  the  Pre- 
paration already  made:  I  therefore  leave  the  Care 
of  both  to  your"Ele£ltons,  Refolitiions,  and  An- 
fwers;  only  acquainting  you  with  ray  own  Opi- 
nion, which  is,  That  ii  is  betier  far,  boih  for  your 
Honours  and  mine,  that,  with  Hazard  of  half  the 
Fleet,  it  be  fet  forth,  than,  wiih  the  aflured  Lois 
of  fo  much  Proviiion,  it  be  Itayed  at  Home. 

The  whole  Pariicolar  of  all  Expence?  about  this 
Preparation  (hall  be  laid  beibre  you,  when  you  {bail 
be  pleafeii  to  overlook  iheni,  and  the  Lord  Trea- 
furer,  with  other  Minifters  employed,  {hall  ac- 
quaint you  withUiemJ  [b). 

After  his  Mdjefty  had  ended  (his  Speech,  he  com- 
manded his  Secretrities,  The  Lord  Conway  and  Sir 
"John  Cook,  more  particularly  to  declare  the  prefenC

*  Caufe-  In  the  Loiv  Csuntrks,  iheSe-51  of  the

*  Romans  rather  than  totheir  own  Safety, notwith- 
'  ftanding  that  the  Enemy  had  a  great  and  power- 

'■*  fill  Army  near  them  i  fo  that  his  Majefty  was  ■ 

*  enforced  to  proiedl  and  countenance  them  with 

*  an  Army  of  6000  Mc-n  from  hence,  with  a  Cau- 

*  tion  \i>f  Repayment  of  the  Chargts'}  and  the  like 
'  Supply  further,  if  required.  Moreover,  he 
'  fought  Alliance  with  Fraita,  by  3i  Match  for  his 

*  Royal  Majefty  that  now  is,  tbcreby  to  have  In- 

'  terefl 
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terefl;  in  that  King,  and  to  make  faim  a  Party. 
The  laft  Confideratlon  was  his  Majefty's  own 
Honour,  who  had  laboured  with  the  two  Kings 
of  Denmark  and  Sweden^  andrfhe  German  Princes, 
from  whom  he  received  but  cold  Anfwers,  they 
refufing  to  join,  unlefs  they  firfl:  faw  his  Majefty 
in  the  Field :  But  of  this  he  was  very  tender,  un- 
lefs the  Leage  was  broken,  or  he  firft  warred 
upon.    The  Forces  of  an  Army  were  confider- 
ed,  and  the  Way  of  proceeding,  whether  by  In- 
vafion  or  Diverfion :  The  Charges  thereof  ai>- 
peared  in  Parliament  to  be  700,000!.  a  Year; 
befides  Ireland  was  to  be  fortified,  the  Forts  hem 
repaired,'  and  a  Navy  prepared,  he  thought  it  fea- 
fible  to  enter  into  a  League  with  the  French  King, 
and  the  Duke  of  Savoy  and  Venice, 
*  Hereupon  an  Army  was  committed  to  Count 
Mansfteldy  the  Charge  whereof  came  to  *o,ooo  1. 
(i)  a  Month  for  his  Majefty*s  Part  5  alfo  he  com- 
manded the  preparing  of  this  great  Fleet :  All 
which  fo  heartened  the  Princes  of  Germany^  that 
they  fent  Ambafladors  to  the  Kings  of  DenmaHt 
and  Sweden^  and  thofe  two  Kings  offered  a  greater 
Army,  both  of  Horfe  and  Foot,  to  which  his 
Majefty  was  to  pay  a  Proportion.     Count  Mans- 
JisId'sArmy,  tho'  difaftrous,  produced  thefe  happy 
Effefts  :  FirJ}^  It  prevented  the  Diet  intended  by 
the  Emperor.     Secondly y  The  German  Princes 
gained   new  Courage  to  defend  themfelves  and% 
oppol'e  their  Enemies.     Thirdfyy  The  King  of 
Denmark  hath  raifed  an  Army,  with  which  he 
is  marched  in  Perfon  as  far  as  Minden>     More- 
over, theConfederates  oi  France  zndltaly  have  pro- 
fecuted  a  War  in  Milan^  and  Peace  is  now  made 
by  the  French  King  with  his  own  Subjefts ;  fo  that 
by  this  Means,  Breath  is  given  to  our  Affairs. 
*  This  Parliament  is  not  called  in  meer  Formality 
upon  his  now  Majefty's  firft  coming  to  theCrown; 
but  upon  thefe  real  Occafions,  to  confult  with  tbc 
Lords  and  Commons :  Two  Subftdies  are  already

*  own  Coafts,  andof  the  Enemy's  Increafe  of  Ship- 

*  ping  in  all  Parts.      Thefe  Things  have  called 

*  the  Parliament  hither,  and  the  preient  Charge  of 

*  all  amounts  to  above  400,000 1.  the  further  Pro- 

*  fccution  whereof,  the  King  being  unable  to  bear, 

*  hath  left  it  10  their  Confultations.     His  Majefty 

*  is  verily  perfuaded,  that  there  is  no  King  that  loves 

*  his  Subjects,   Religion,  and   the   Laws   of  the 

*  Land,  better  than  himfelf;    and  likewife,  that 

*  there  is  no  People  that  better  love  their  King, 
'  which  he  will  cherifh  to  the  uttermoft.     It  was 

*  thought  that  this  Place  had  been  fafe  for  this  Af- 

*  fembly ;    yet,  fince  the  Sicknefs  hath  brought 

*  fome  Fear  thereof,  his  Majefty  willeth  the  Lords 

*  and  Commons  to  put  into  the  Ballance,  with  the 

*  Fearof  theSicknels,  hisand  theirgreatandweigh- 

*  ty  Occafions. 

Then  ihe  Lord  Treafurer  added,  '  That  the  late 
'  King,  when  he  died,  was  indebted  to  the  City  of 

*  London  120,000 1.  befides  Intereft,  and  indebted 

*  for  Denmark  and  the  Palatinate  150,000  1,  and 

*  indebted  for  his  Wardrobe  40,000  1.   That  thefc 

*  Debts  lie  upon  his  Majefty  that  now  is,  who  is 

*  indebted  unto  London   70,000  1.  That  he  hath 

*  laid  out  for  his  Navy  20,000  I.  and  20,000  1. 

*  for  Count  MamfieM.     And,  for  Mourning  and 

*  Funeral  Expences  for  his  Father,  43,000!.  For 
■*  Expencesconcerning  the  Queen,  40,000  I.  The 

*  Navy  will  require,  to  fet  ir  forth  in  that  Equi- 

*  page  as  is  requifice  for  the  great  Defign  his  Maje- 

*  fty  hath  in  Hand,  and  to  pay  them  for  the  Time 

*  intended  for  this  Expedition,  500,0001.' 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Commons  being  now 
the  principal  Thing-;  done  in  this  Parliament,  we 
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An,  1,  Charles  I,  ^^^'1  Chiefly  foliow  the  Amhority  of  their  Jeurmh 
1(17,$.  for  our  Teftimony  therein.  We  are  told.  That  the 
firft  Day  of  this  SelTion,  the  Affair  of  Dr.  Monta- 
ThiConnncms  gu's  Books  was  brought  again  on  the  Carpet,  by 
nfumeihcCQm-Sii  Edward  Co^ie.  and  others:  The  Sergeant  at 
mZ^I".  '  ^^^^  'o''i  f""^'  ^°^^^^  'halhe  had  the  Doflor's 
Bond  of  2000  t,  for  his  Appearance  ;  hut  that  he 
had  lately  got  a  Letter  from  him  that  he  was  ficfc 
'  of  the  btone :  On  which  the  Sergeant  was  ordered 
to  produce  both  the  Bond  and  the  Letrer.  The 
SoUiciior  General  be^g'd  Leave  to  put  the  Houfe 
in  mind  of  his  Majcfty's  MeiTage  to  them  hefore 
ihc  laft  Recefs ;  and  moved  to  acquaint  the  King 
with  the  Particulars  and  Confequences  of  the 
Bock,  and  doubled  not  but  they  would  have  Leave 
to  fend  for  him.  Hereupon  a  Debate  arofe.  Whe- 
ther any  of  the  King's  Servants  might  be  qUeftion- 
ed  in  that  Houfe?  One  urged  the  Danger  of  fuch 
an  Exemption  ;  and  others  named  forae  inftances 
where  they  had  ;  ap,  particularly,  the  Cafe  of  Sit 
Thomai  Parry,  who  was  a  Privy  Counfellor,  whom 
the  King  defired  might  be  left  to  him;  but  the 
HouTe  would  not  confent,  but  expelled  him.  Mr. 
We'ilwarth  (afterwards  Esrl  of  Siraffird)  mention- 
ed the  Lord  Chancellor  Bacon's  and  the  Lord  Trea- 
lurerjW/i/i/i^*'sCafes,  whom  this  Houfe  dealt  with  ; 
he  faid  Montagu  reproached  Bible- bearers,  which 
was  the  Arms  of  that  Univerfiiy ;  and  moved  to 
proceed  againft  him  for  a  Contempt  of  that  Houfe. 
This  was  agreed  to,  and  to  pray  a  Conference  with 
the  Lords  about  it ;  not  to  meddle  with  his  Tenets, 
but  to  leave  them  to  the  Bifhops.  The  Sergeant 
was  commanded,  at  his  Peril,  to  bring  Dr.  Mmta~ 
ga  to  the  Houfe,  with  all  convenient  Speed,  and  he 
to  (land  commitied  lijl  he  fhall  he  difcharged  by  the 
Haufe. 

The  Commons  then  proceeded  to  take  into  Con- 
Jlderation  the  King's  Speech,  and  the  fubrequenc 
Account  from  the  Secietaries ;  and  ordered,  That 
all  the  Members  (hall  atlend  the  next  Morning,  and 
not  depart  without  Licence,  on  Pain  of  the  Ccn- 
futc  of  the  Houfe. 
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Auguji  5.  The  two  Chancellors  of  the  Exche-  An.  i.  cutlet  I. 
quer  and  Duchy,  the  Treafurer  of  the  Houlhold,       «^s« 
and  fome  more,  moved  for  the  Supply ;  which,  they 
faid,  muft  be  two  Subfidies,  and  two  Fifteenths^  at 
lead,  for  lefs  would  not  ferve  for  the  prefent  Oc-  Debate  on  tM«- 
cafions.     This  wasoppofed  by  others,  who  urged  *>5«f"»*^»«  Sup- 
to  know  the  Caufe  for  this  Supply,  and  the  Enemy  ^^' 
againft  whom  the  Preparations  were  deftinated : 
That  the  Eftates  of  the  Papifts,  who  contributed 
to  their  Enemies,  may  be  fpeedily  looked  into,  to 
fupply  the  King.     Old  Sir  Edward  Coke  begins,  as 
ufual,  in  this  Debate,  with  fome  Latin  Sentences, 
*  Neceffitas  affe^iata^  invincibilis^    far  improvida: 
The  two  laft,  he  faid,  break  all  Laws  and  Orders, 
and  muft  be  fupplied  :  But,  if  their  Neceflities  came 
by  Improvidence,  then  no  fuch  Caufe  to  give. 
Neutralitas  nee  Amicos  parit  nee  Inimieos  toUit.  Com* 
mune  Perieulum^  commune  Atixilium .    No  King  can 
fubfift  in  an  honourable  Eftate  without  three  Abi- 
lities. Firjiy  To  be  able  to  maintain  himfelf  againft 
fudden  Invafions.     Secondly^  To  aid  his  Allies  and 
Confederates.     Thirdly^  To  reward  his  well-defer* 
ving  Servants.     But,  he  urged,  there  was  a  Leak  in 
the  Government,  of  which  Leak  fuch  as  thefe  were 
the  Caufes ;  Frauds  in  the  Cuftoms ;  Treaty  about 
the  Spanijb  Match ;  neW  invented  Offices,  with 
large  Fees;   old  unprofitable  Offices,  which  the 
King  might  juftly  take  away  with  Law,  Love  of  his 
People,  and  his  own  Honour;  the  Prefidentfliips 
of  York  and  Wales ;  Multiplicity  of  Offices  in  one 
Man ;  every  Officer  to  live  on  his  own  Office  ; 
the  King's  Houfhold  out  of  Order ;  new  Table* 
fcept  there  made  the  Leakage  the  greater  ;  vollinta* 
^y  Annuities,  or  Penfions,  which  ought  to  be  flop- 
ped till  the  King  was  out  of  Debt,  and  able  to  pay 
^hcm.     In  the  4th  Henry  IV.  no  Man  was  to  beg 
<^f  the  King  till  he  was  out  of  Debt.     Lajily^  That 
^l  unneceilary  Charges,    coftly   Diet,   Apparel, 
buildings,  y  r.  increafe  ftill  the  Leakage. 

*  To  apply  fome  Means  for  Remedy  ;  theMuN 
^'pliciiy  of  Forefts  and  Parks,  now  a  great  Charge 
^^  the  King,  might  be  drawn  into  a  great  Benefit 

ta 
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,«.chiri«il.to  him;  that  underftanding  Officers  be  empl(^'ed 
"**■  in  the  King'sHoufe,  lo  reduceit  lo  its  aniient  Form; 
and  not  with  Sir  Li*«/Cra;/;i^W,  to  divides  Goofe; 
and  that  liis  Shop- Boys  be  not  taken  from  his  Shops 
and  placed  in  the  Green-Cloth ;  that  tlie  Great 
Offices,  for  the  Defence  of  the  Kinirrlom,  be  put 
into  theHands  of  able  Men  that  have  Experience,  as 
Admiralty's  Places,  isc.  (i).  The  King's  ordinary 
Charge  in  Edward  Ill's  Time,  was  borne  by  ihe 
King's  ordinary  Revenue.  Inland,  at  that  Time, 
■was  alfo  J 0,000  I.  a  Year  Benefit  to  the  King; 
but  now  a  great  Charge  to  him.  To  petition  the 
King  rather  for  a  logique  than  a  rherorique  Hard ; 
a  ftrait,  than  an  open  one.  Move  for  a  Cnmmit- 
tee  to  put  down  thefe,  and  fuch  oiher  Heads  as 
fliall  he-offered.' 

It  may  be  fuppofed  thai  this  Speech  of  the  old 
Orator's  was  very  long,  by  the  Heads  of  it  above 
mentioned,  and  the  Subfequence  of  this  Day's  De- 
bates ;  for  little  is  entered  after  it,  fave  that  the 
Solicitor  General  moved  to  petition  the  King  to  de- 
clare the  King  of  Spain  an  Enemy,  iince  it  was 
he  that  had  done  them  all  the  Wrong;  To  take 
Care  of  Papi/h  at  home,  whofe  Hearts  were  with 
the  Spaniards,  and  are  dan^cerous  here  whilft  our 
Navy  was  abroad.  Two  Subfid'ics  and  two  Fif- 
teens, to  be  paid  in  OBober  and  April  come  twelve 
Months.  Others  declared  againft  granting  Sai^rfi© 
in  Reverfion  ;  and  not  lo  graft  Subjldf  upon  Siibfidy 
in  one  Parliament-  A  Committee  for  this  Matter 
was  moved  for,  the  Duke  to  be  called  to  it,  '  That 
he  may  give  Satisfaftion  for  thefe  Afperfions  that 
had  been  laid  upon  him.'  But  no  Refolution  was 
come  10  on  this  Day. 

This  was  the  (irft  Siroke  made  at  the  Minifler, 

to  be  met  withinihey^HrM/j ;  but  much  more  is  in 

the  Sequel.     The  next  Day,  Augvfi  6,  after  fome 

Bufinefs  of  lefs  Cpnfequence  was  done.  Sir  Henry

ligion,  and  granting  a  Supply  to  his  Majefty.    That 
their  Coldnefs  in  Religion  was  one  of  the  principal 
Caufes  of  the  grievous  Vifitation  then  upon  them. 
To  add  to  our  former  Petition  to  his  Majefty,  that 
he  will  upon  no  Account  give  any  Connivance  to 
the  Papijis.    That  they  ^^ere  not  abfolutely  bound 
to  maintain  a  War,  but  to  affift  and  fupply  the 
King  in  a  War.     Moved,  firft,  to  know  what  Mo- 
ney will  I'erve  for  the  Fleet ;  then  to  raife  the  Sup- 
ply, if  not  by  Subfidy,  yet  by  fome  other  Courfe^ 
of  which  there  are  Precedents  ;  and  which,  being 
done  in  Parliament,  is  a  Parliamentary  Courfe.* 
A  Committee  was  moved  for,  by  others,  to  confi- 
dcr  of  the  King's  Supply :    And  Secretary  Coot 
urged.  That  the  Commiflion  of  the  Navy  nwight 
be  the  firft  examined.    This  was  followed  by  Mr. 
Strode ;  but  he  added",  farcaftically  enough,  *  That 
all  who  fpoke  in  the  Committee  mjght  apply  them- 
fehres  to  this.  How  two  Subftdies  and  Fifteens^  pay- 
able more  than  one  Year  hence,  can  fupply  a  Navy, 
to  go  out  in  fourteen  Days.* 

Another  Member,  Sir  Nathaniel  Rich  ^  faid,  *  That 
they  ought  not  to  refufe  to  give  at  all ;  but,  firft,  to 
reprefcnt  their  Wants  to  the  King,  firft,  for  Reli- 
gion, to  have  his  Majefty*s  Anfwer  in  full  Parlia- 
iftentf  and  then  enrolled ;  which  then  would  be  of 
Polte  with  an  Aft  of  Parliament.  Next,  to  know 
the  Enemy  againft  whom  War  was- to  be  made.  ♦ 

The  Neceffity  of  an  advifed  Counfel  for  govern- 
ing of  the  great  Affairs  of  the  Kingdom.  The 
Neceffity  of  looking  into  the  King's  Revenue.  To 
have  his  Majcfty*s  Anfwer  concerning  Impofitions 
on  Wines,  And  tho*  the  Time  was  not  pow  fit 
for  the  Decifion  of  all  thefe  Points,  yet  a  feleA 
XJommittee  to  be  appointed  to  fet  down  the  Heads 
of  them,  and  then  to  have  the  King's  Anfwer  to 
tbem  in  Parliament ;  the  doing  of  which,  he  faid, 
'Was  no  Capitulation  with  his  Majefty,  but  an  or- 
dinary Parliamentary  Courfe,  as  22.  Ed.  III.  and 

that 
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t.  ct.»ilal.  that  without  which  the  Common-Wealth  could 
neither  Supply  the  King,  nor  fuhfift.' 

Mr.  RujJiworth  lells  us  (/),  That  the  Anti-Cour- 
lien  were  freer  than  all  tliis  wrih  the  Miniftiy.  At 
this  Debaie,  he  fays,  ihey  urged,  *  That  great 
Sums  of  Money  were  given  for  Places,  to  the  Va- 
lue of  140,000  1.  at  leaft.  That  the  King  ought 
10  contribute  to  help  the  Pd/(j/'«d/f'sCaufe  with  his 
own  Eftate.  That  the  Time  of  the  Year  was  too 
far  fpent  for  the  Fleet  to  go  oui  for  Service.  That 
Enquiry  ought  to  be  made,  Wheiher  the  Duke 
brake  rot  the  Match  with  Spah,  out  of  Spieen  and 
Malice  to  the  Conde  Olivares  ?  Whether  he  made 
not  [he  Match  wiih  France  upon  harder  Terms! 
And  whether  the  Ships,  employed  againft  Rachel, 
were  not  maintained  with  \hcSubfidits  given  for 
ihe  Relief  of  the  Palatinate?  Of  all  which  there 

is  not  one  Syllable  mentioned  in  Ihe  'jBurnah.- 

Though,  indeed,  there  is  fufficientReaicn  to  believe 
tliey  might  have  been  faid  in  this  Debate,  by  what 
Jjj^^^'j-;™- follows:  For  Mr.  Edward  Clarke,  a  Member, 
RefleiiiDQ).  us'd  aQ  Expreffion  in  a  Speech,  '  That  there  had 
been  Speeches  there,  with  inveflive  Bitternels,  and 
very  unfeafonable  for  the  Time.'  On  which  there 
was  a  general  Acclamation,  ^o  the  Bar;  and,  be- 
ing ordered  to  explain  himfelf  there,  he  gave  ftill 
greater  Offence.  He  was  then  further  ordered  to 
withdraw,  whilft  this  Matter  was  debated  in  the 
Houfe.  Some  argued  for  Expulfion;  others  iiid, 
though  the  Offence  was  great,  yet  the  PuniJhment 
ought  to  be  more  moderate.  At  length,  it  was 
agreed,  '  That  he  ftiould  kneel  at  the  Bar,  and 
the  Speaker  to  let  him  know  the  Houfe  had  taken 
juft  Offence  at  liis  Words  i  and  therefore  that  he 
fliould  ftand  committed  to  the  Sergeant  during  the 
Pleafure  of  the  Houfe.'  But,  the  next  Day,  upon 
Submiffion  made,  he  was  relcafed,

ALTHO*  ihc  conftant  Wifdom  of  this  Houfesir  Robert  Ooe- 
of  Commons  did  well  and  worthily  appear, ton'*  Sp^<« 
iu  cenfuring  that  ill-advifed  Member  the  laft  D^y^  »»*  0«»»«^ 
for  trenching  fo  far  into  their  antieni  Liberties ;  and 
jmight  encourage  each  worthy  Servant  of  the  Public 
here,  to  offer  up  freely  his  Counfcl  and  Opinipn : 
Yet,  fince  ihefe  Walls  cannot  conceal  from  the 
Ears  of  captious,  guilty  and  revengeful  Men  with- 
out, the  Counfel  and  Debates  within ;  I  will  en- 
deavour, as  my  clear  Mind  is  free  from  any  perfo- 
nal  Diftafte  of  any  one,  fo  to  exprefs  the  honeft 
Thoughts  of  my  Heart,  and  difcharge  the  bell 
Care  of  my  Truft,  as  no  Perfon  {hall  juftly  tax 
my  innocent  and  public  Mind  •,  except  his  Con- 
fcience  fhall  make  him  guilty  of  fuch  Crimes  as 
worthily  have,  iiv  Parliament,  impeached  others  in 
elder  Times.

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i.i,Ciiiriesi,Sale{  nor  Places  of  Judicature  ;  Laws  againft 
»6as-  Priefts  and  Reculants  were  executed ;  Refort  of  Pu- 
p'sfii  to  Ambafladora  Houfes  barred  and  punilTied ; 
his  Majefty,  by  daily  Direflion  to  all  his  Minifters, 
and,  by  his  owe  Pen,  declaring  his  Diflike  of  that 
Profeflion ;  no  wafteful  Expenccs  in  fruitlcfs  Am- 
ballages,  nor  any  tranfcendeni  Power  in  any  one 
Minifter,  For  Matters  of  Slate,  the  Council- 
Table  held  up  the  fit  and  antient  Dignity.  So  long 
as  my  Lord  of  Scmerfit  Hood  in  State  of  Grace, 
and  had,  by  his  Majefty's  Favour,  the  Truftof  the 
Signet  Seal,  he  oft  would  glory  juftly,  that  there 
palled  neither  to  himfeif,  or  his  Friends,  any  long 
Grants  of  his  Highnefe's  Lands  or  Penfions :  For 
of  that  which  himielf  had,  he  paid  20,000!.  rof- 
wards  the  Marriage -Pottion  of  ihe  King's  Daugh- 
ter. His  Care  was  to  pafs  i>o  Monopoly  or  illegal' 
Grant ;  and  that  fome  Members  of  this  Houfc  c«i 
wiineis  by  his  Charge  unto  them.  No  giving  way 
to  the  Sale  of  Honours,  as  a  Bre.ich  upon  the  No- 
bility, (for  fuch  were  his  own  WordfJ  refufing  Sir 
yohn  Riper's  Office,  then  fendred  to  procure  him 
to  be  made  a  Baron.  The  Match  with  Spnin  then 
offered,  (and  wilh  Condition  to  require  no  further 
Toleration  in  Religion  than  Ambafiadors  here  are' 
allowed)  he,  difcovering  the  double  Dealing  and 
the  Dangers,  dillliaded  his  Majefty  from  j  and  left 
him  fo  far  in  Diftnift  of  the  Faith  of  that  King, 
and  his  great  Inftrument  Gondomnr,  then  here  re- 
fiding,  that  his  Majefty  did  term  him  long  Time 
after  a  JvgHng  Jack.  Thus  flood  the  Effcft  of 
his  Power  with  his  Majsfty  when  the  Clouds  of  his 
Misfortune  fell  upon  him.  What  the  future  Advices 
led  in,  we  may  well  remember-  The  Marriage  with 
S/iflin  was  again  renewed:  GsWowardecIaredanho- 
neftMant  i'e^^>  heartened,  by  employing  fufpcft- 
ed  Perfons  for  Conditions  of  Conveniency  :  The 
Forces  of  his  Majefty  in  the  Palatinate  withdrawn* 
upon  Spanijh  Failh  improved  here  and  believed,  by 
which  his  Highnefs's  Children  have  loft  their  Patri- 
mony ;   and  more  Money  been  fpent  in  froitleS 
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Ambaflages,  than  would  have  mainlained  an  Army  An,  i 
lit  to  have  recovered  that  Country,  Our  old  and  ' 
fait  Allies  diflieartened,  by  thar  tedious  and  danger- 
ous Treaty :  And  the  King  our  now  Maftcr  ex- 
pofed  CO  lb  great  a  Peril,  as  no  wife  and  faithful 
Council  would  ever  have  advifed.  Errors  in  Go- 
vernment, more  in  Misfortune  by  weak  Counfels, 
than  in  Princes.* 

'  The  Lofs  of  !he  County  of  Poyntois  in  F'anci, 
was  laid  to  Bifhop  JVukham't  Charge  in  the  firft  of 
JHebardU.  for  perfuading  the  King  ro  forbear  fend- 
ing Aid  when  it  was  required:  A  Capital  Crime  in 
Parliament.  The  Lofs  of  the  Duchy  of  Maine 
v/As  laid  to  De  la  Pole  Duke  of  Suffulk,  28.  Henry 
VI,  in  iingly  and  unwifely  treating  of  a  Marriage 
in  France.' 

*  A  Spani^  Treaty  loft  the  Pal<ilinale.~'Whok 
Counfel  hath  pronounced  fo  great  Power  to  ihc 
Spamjb  Agent  (as  never  before)  to  effeft  Freedom 
to  fo  many  Prieits  as  have  been  of  late;  and  to 
become  a  Sollicitor  aimoft  in  every  Tribunal  for 
the  ill-affeited  Subje^T:s  of  the  State,  is  worth  the 
Inquiry?' 

'  What  Grants  of  Impofitions,  before  eroded, 
have  lately  been  complained  of  in  Parliament  f  As 
that  of  Ale-Heufes,  Gold -'Thread,  Pretermitted  Cu- 
Jtms,  and  many  more;  the  leaft  of  which  would 
iiave,  50.  Edward  III.  been  adjudged  in  Parliament 
an  heinous  Crime,  as  well  as  thofe  of  Lyon  and 
Laty/fier.' 

'  The  Duke  of  Su^oli  in  the  Time  of  Hmry 
yi-  in  procuring  fuch  another  Grant,  in  Deroga- 
tion of  the  Common  Law,  was  adjudged  in  Par- 
•""lent." 

The  Gift  of  Honours,  kept  as  the  moft  facred 
*"cafure  of  the  St.iie,  now  let  to  Sate.  Parlia- 
"'^Tits  have  been  Suitors  10  the  King  to  bellow 
^le  Graces;  as  in  the  Ti.nei  of  Edward  III. 
™'»»>  IV.  and  Henry  VI.  More  now  led  in,  by 
•flat  Way  only,  than  all  the  Merits  of  the  heft  De- 
^•""ers  have  got  ihefe  laft  500  Years,  So  tender 
^'•^s  the  Care  of  elder  Timcsj  that  r[  h  an  Ariicic 
-Vol.  VI.  A  .  ?.8. 
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Aii.i.Chafltii,*8» /ifi?^ry  VI.  in  Parliament  againft  the  Duke^ of 
«625.      StgfolJk^  that  he  had  procured  for  bimfelf,  and  fome 
few  odiers,  fuch  Titles  of  Honour,  and  tl|;iofe  b 
irr^ular,   that  he  was  the  firft  that  ever  was  Earl, 
Marquifs,  and  Duke  of  the  felf-fame  Place.     £^ 
ward  I.  reftrained  the  Number,  in  Policy,  that 
would  have  challenged  a  Writ  by  Tenure:    And 
how  this  Proportion  may  fuit  with  the  Profit  of 
the  State,  we  cannot  tell.     Great  Deferts  have 
now  no  other  Recompence  than  coftly  Rewards 
from  the  King  ;  for,  we  are  now  at  a  vile  Price  of 
that  which  was  once  ineftimable.    If  worthy  Pcr- 
fons  have  been  advanced  freely  to  Places  of  greatcft 
Truft,  I  (hall  be  glad.     Spencer  was  condemned 
in  the  14.  Edward  II.  for  difplacing  goodServaoti 
about  the  King,  and  putting  in  his  Friends  and  Fol^ 
lowers ;  not  leaving*  either  in  the  Church  or  Com- 
mon-Wealth, a  Place  to  any,  before  a  Fine  was 
paid  unto  him  for  his  Dependence.     The  like  in 
part  was  laid  by  Parliament  on  De  la  Pole.     It  can- 
not but  be  a  fad  Hearing  unto  us  all,  what  my  Lord 
Treafurer  lately  told   us  of   his  Majefty's  grett 
Debts,   high  Engagements,  and  prefent  Wants: 
.    The  Noi(e  whereof  I  wifh  may  ever  reft  inclofcd 
within  thefe  Walls.    For,  what  an  Encouragement 
it  may  be  to  our  Enemies,  and  a  Difheartning  to 
our  Friends,  I  cannot  tell.     The  Danger  of  thokt 
if  any  they  have  been  the  Caufe,  is  great  and  fearful* 
It  was  no  fmall  Motive  to  the  Parliament,  in  the 
Time  of  Henry  III.  to  banifh  ihe  King's  Half- 
Brethren  for  ptocuring  to  themfelves  fo  large  Pro- 
portion of  Crown  Lands.     Gavejlon  and  Spenar 
for  doing  the  like  for  themfelves,  and  their  Fol- 
lowers, in  the  Time  of  Edward  II.  and  the  Lady 
VeJJy  for  procuring  the  like  for  her  Brother  BedU- 
monty  was  baniflied  the  Court.     Michael  de  la  PA 
*    was  condemned   10.  Richard  11.   in  Parliament, 
amongft  other  Crimes,   for  procuring  Lands  and 
Pen(ions  from  the  King,  and  having  employed  tte 
Sublidies  to  other  Ends  than  the  Grant  intended 
His  Grand-Child,  miltam  Duke  of  Suffilk,   for 
the  like  was  cenfurcd  28.  Henry  .VI.     The  great 
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Bifiiop  of  ^ifichtfftr,  $0.  Ediuard  III,  was  putin. 
upon  the  King's  Mercy  by  Parliamenr,  for  waft- 
ing in  Time  of  Peace,  the  Revenues  of  tlie  Crown, 
and  Gifts  of  the  People ;  to  the  yearly  Oppreflion 
of  the  Conimon-Wealth.  Offences  of  ihis  Na- 
ture were  urgeti,  ro  the  ruining  of  the  laft  Duke  of 
Semeifct  in  the  Time  of  Edward  VI.  More  fear- 
ful Examples  may  be  found,  too  frequent  in  Re- 
cords. Such  Improvidence  and  ill  Counfel  led 
Henry  III.  inio  fo  great  a  Strait,  as  afier  he  bad 
pawned  fome  Part  of  his  foreign  Territories,  broke 
up  his  Houfe,  and  fought  his  Diet  at  Abbies  and 
Religious  Houfes,  engaged  not  only  his  own  Jew- 
els, but  ihofe  of  the  Shrine  of  St.  Edu^ard  at  ryejl- 
minjiir ;  he  was  in  the  end  not  content,  but  con- 
ftraired  to  lay  to  pawn  (as  fome  of  his  Succeflbrs 
after  did)  Aiagnam  Caranam  AngUa,  the  Crown  of 
England.  To  draw  you  out  to  Life  the  Image  of 
former  Kings  Extremities,  I  will  tell  yoti  what  I 
found  (ince  this  AflemWy  at  Oxford.,  written  by  a  Re- 
verend Man,  twice  Vice-  Chancellor  of  this  Place ; 
hisName  was  Gafeoign  ;  a  Man  that  faw  theTragedy 
of  De  la  Pah:  He  tells  you  that  the  Revenues  of 
the  Crown  were  To  rent  away  by  ill  Counfel,  that 
llie  King  was  inforced  to  live  de  Tailagiii  PapuS: 
That  the  King  was  grown  in  Debt  guinque  centetia 
millio  Librarum:  That  his  great  Favouriie,  in 
treating  of  a  foreign  Marriage,  had  loft  his  M,ifter 
a  foreign  Duchy :  That  to  work  his  Ends,  he  had 
caufed  the  King  to  adjourn  the  Parliament  m  Vdlh 
y  rctnolh  PartiHis  Rignt,  where  few  People,  prop- 
ter defeflum  Ha/pkii  £3"  Vi£fualmm  could  attend; 
and  by  ftiifling  that  Aflembly  from  Place  to  Place, 
to  inforce  (!  wili  ufe  the  Authot's  own  Words)  il- 
hs  paucsi,  qui  refitanebatit  de  Cemmunitaie  RegnU 
eoncedere  Regi  quamvis  pejjitna.  When  the  Parlia- 
ment endeavoured  by  an  Adt  of  Refumption,  the 
juft  and  frequent  VVay  to  repair  the  langu^fliing 
Stale  of  ihe  Crown  (for  all  from  Henry  111.  but 
ont,  till  the  6.  Wffify  VIII.  haveufcdit)  ihi'igrear 
Man  told  the  King  it  was  ad  Dedecui  Rtgis.,  and 
furced  him  from  it :  To  whi^  h  ihe  Commors  aa- 
A  a  2  fwer'd. 
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chitiMi.  fwer'd,  3\iho' vexati  Laborious  &  ExpenfiSy  nuii' 
6ii.  joara  mmederent  Taxam  Regi,  untill  by  Authority 
of  PiiWimeni,  refiimeret  ait  ualitersmnia  Pertlnentia 
Corona  Anglia:  And  that  it  was  magis  dd  Dedi- 
cus  Regis,  10  leave  fo  msny  poor  Men  in  intolerable 
Want,  lo  whom  the  King  flood  rfien  indebted. 
Yet  nought  could  all  good  Counfel  work,  umill 
by  Parliament  that  bad  great  Man  was  bamfhedi 
which  was  no  fooncr  done,  but  an  Adt  of  Re- 
fumption  followed  the  Inrollnient  of  the  Afl  of 
his  h^xilement.  That  waa  a  fpeeding  Article  a- 
[jainfl  ihe  Biftioii  of  Ifinchejier  and  hia  Brother,  in 
ihe  lime  of  Edward  III',  that  they  had  ingrofied 
ihc  Pel  loll  of  Ihe  King  from  his  other  Lords.  It 
was  not  forgotten  againftGjw_/?(J«  and  ihcSptncers, 
in  the  Time  of  Edward  II.  The  unhappy  Mi- 
nillersof  i^fVAarif  II.  HenryVl.  zud  EdtaardVl. 
felt  the  Weight,  to  their  Ruin,  of  the  like  Errors. 
I  hope  we  Hull  not  complain  in  ParliameQt  again 
of  fuch.' 

'  I  am  glad  we  have  neither  juft  Caufe,  or  un- 
dutiful  Difpoliiions,  to  iippoini  the  King  a  Counfel 
10  redrels  ihufe  Errors  in  Parliameni,  as  thofe  42. 
Henry  111.  We  do  notdefire,  as  ;.  Henry  IV.  of 
29.  Henry  VI.  ihe  removing  from  about  the  King, 
any  evil  Ci,unlellors.  We  do  not  requeft  a  Choice 
by  Name,  as  14.  Edward  II.  3,  ;,  1 1.  Richard 
it.  8.  Henry  IV.  or  31.  Henry  Vi.  nor  to  fwear 
ibem  in  Parliament,  as  35.  Edward  I.  9.  Edward 
II.  or  5.  Richard  II,  or  to  I'ne  them  out  their  Di- 
redtions  of  Kule,  as  43.  He/iry  III,  and  8.  Henry 
VI.  or  delire  that  which  Henry  III.  did  promife  in 
his  42d  Year,  /e  Atla  emnia  per  JJfenfiim  Magna- 
tum  de  Concilis  Jua  elelionim,  isf  fine  ferum  jij/enfu 
nih'l.  We  only  in  loyal  Duty  offer  up  our  humble 
Dcfires,  that  fince  liis  Majefty  bath,  with  advifed 
Judgment,  clefted  fo  wife,  religious,  and  worthy- 
Servants,  to  attend  him  in  that  high  Employment ; 
he  will  be  pleafed  to  advife,  with  them  together,  a 
Way  of  Remedy  for  thofe  Dil'afters  in  SEaie,brought 
onby  long  Security  and  happy  Peace;  atidnoibelcd 
with  young  and  lingle  Counfel." 
Thus  ends  Sir  Rcberl  dimn. 
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Wcnow  return  to  the  Lords  Journalsj  for  aoAn.  i.cimriflfl. 
Affair  of  no  fmall  Moment,  fince  the  Confequence  "fi»s« 
of  it  determined  the  Fate  of  this  Parliament.  It 
is  very  lamely  inferted  in  the  Journals  of  the 
Commons,  and  more  fo  in  Rujhworth;  whofe 
Miftakes  and  Omiflions  will  be  particularly  diftin« 
guifhed  in  this  Recital. 

Auguji  8.  The  former  Authorities  tell  us  that 
thb  Day  the  Lords  fent  a  Meffage  to  the  Com- 
mons, *  That  they  had  received  one  from  ^^^a  erindConf  - 
King,  which  was  to  be  delivered  to  the  Lords  and  re^Trelating  t« 
Commons  together,  by  the  Lord  Keeper  and  theReU^oo. 
Duke  of  Buckingham ;   and  that  his  Majefty  had 
commanded  the  Lord  Keeper  to  require  the  Lord 
Treafurer,    the  Lord  Conway^  and  Sir  John  Coot, 
%o  affift  his  Grace  therein.    Upon  which  Account, 
the  Lords  required  a  prefent  Meeting  with  their 
whole  Houfe,  in  the  great  Hall  of  Chri/t- Churchy 
if  it  fuited  their  Conveniency.* 

The  Anfwer  returned  was,  '  That  the  Com- 
mons would  meet,  at  the  Time  and  Place  appoint- 
ed, with  their  Speaker  and  the  whole  Houfe.  And, 
as  Intimation  was  given,  that  there  might  be  Oc- 
cafion  for  a  worthy  Member  of  their  Houfe,  in 
delivering  the  Meffage  from  his  Majefly ;  though 
it  was  againft  the  very  fundamental  Privileges  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  yet  they  gave  way  to  it, 
with  this  Provifoj  That  he  Jpeak^  as  the  King's 
Servant  and  Commifjionery  and  not  as  a  Member  of 
their  Houfe* 

At  the  fame  Time,  the  Commons  ordered,  with- 
in themfelves.  That,  as  the  Speaker  and  the  whole 
Houfe' went  up,  if  the  Lords  kept  bare,  to  do  the 
fame  \  if  they  covered,  then  the  Speaker  and  the 
reft  to  covet  alfo. 

Auguji  9,  The  Report  of  this  gratid  Conference 
^between  the  two  Houfeswas  made  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  by  [Dr.  Abbotl^^  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury: 
And  firft,  on  what  had  been  offered  by  the  Com- 
*i5on8  concerning  Religion. 

^  That  they  prefented  a  Petition,  diredled ' 
Majefty,  defiring  this  Houfe  tg  join  with 

A  a  a  ti 
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An. i.charle. I. therein;  the  Efifeft  wtereof  was,  That  whereas 
*  i^as*  the  Lords  and  Commons  did,  at  thek  laft  Meeting, 
prefent  a  Petition  to  his  Majefty,  foi:  Advance- 
ment of  God's  true  Religion  and'fupprefling  the 
contrary  ;  unto  which  his  Majefty  vouchfafed,  as 
well  by  his  own  Mouth,  as  by  the  Lond  Keeper's, 
on  the  nth  of  July  laft,  to  return  fuch  an  An- 
fwer  as  g^ve  them  Affurapce  of  his  Royal  Perfor- 
mance thereof ;    yet,  at  this  Meeting,   they  find

was  recommended  by  the  principal  Secretary  of 

State,  without  paying  the  ordinary  Fees. 

Alfo,  That  divers  Copes,  Altars,  Chalices,  GV« 
(n)  being  found  in  the  Houfe  ot  one  Mary  Eft* 
mondy  in  Dorfetjhire^  by  two  Jufticcs  of  Peace; 
they  thereupon  tendered  her  the  Oath  of  Allegiance; 
which,  fhe  refufmg,  they  committed  her  to  the 
Conftable,  from  whom  (be  made  her  Efcape  and 
.  complained  to  the  King.  That  the  faid  Secretary 
of  State  did  write  unto  thefe  Juftices  in  her  Fa- 
vour ;  all  which  they  humbly  defired  his  Majefty 
to  take  into  Coniideration,  and  to  give  a  due,  ef- 
fedlual,  and  fpeedy  Redrefs  therein. 

After  which  the  faid  Petition,  Pardon,  and  Let* 
ter  were  read ;  and  then  the  Archbilhop  proceeded 
with  the  Report,  '  That  the  Commons  infifted 
much  upon  three  Points:  Firft^  The  Date  of  the 
Pardon,  being  the  next  Day  after  the  King's  An- 
fwer  delivered  to  both  Houfes,  by  the  King's  Com- 
mand. Secondly ^  That  the  Pardon  diipenfetb  with 
thefe  Laws,  viz.  with  the  Statutes  of 'the  2;daixi 
27th  £//z.  and  the  3d  Jac*  provided  to  keep  bis 
Majefty's  Subjefls  in  due  Obedience ;  and  with  the 
Statute  the  roth  of  Edward  III.  which  direftetbi 
That  every  Felon,  upon  Pardon  obtained,  (houM 
be  bound  to  good  Behaviour.     Thirdfy^  That  It 
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was  folicited  by  the  principal  Secretary,    the  LordAa.  y.chariiii. 
Conway  \   and  to  this  they  added  thefe  Circum*       >^J« 
ifainces.^ 

*  That  lYniJefidt^  being  formerly  imprifoned 
and  now  fet  at  Liberty,  his  Converfation  might  ^ 
be  dangerous  in  perverting  many  of  the  King's 
Subjedts.  That,  heretofore,  in  the  Time  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  if  any  were  convidlcd  and  par- 
doned, (for  (he  pardoned  none  before  Convidion 
that  their  Faults  might  be  firft  known)  they  were, 
alfo,  banifhed,  not  to  return  upon  Pain  of  Death, 
which  is  prevented  by  this  Pardon.  They  con- 
cluded. That  both  this  Pardon  and  Letter  were* 
procured  by  the  Importunity  of  feme  foreign  Era- 
bafiadors;  which  was  of  dangerous  Confequence, 
to  give  the  Subjedls  here  any  Dependency  upon 
them/ 

The  Archbifliop  having  ended,  the  Lord  Ctmway 
ftood  ap  and  affirmed,  '  That  tho'  the  Pardon  was 
dated  the  next  Day  after  the  King's  Promife  to  the 
Parliament,  yet  it  was  no  Breach  thereof.  For  it 
was  granted  long  before ;  and  his  Lordfhip  fbewed. 
That,  at  Chrijlmas  jaft,  his  late  Majefty  promifed 
to  the  Marquis  de  Villa  Clara^  the  French  Embaf- 
iador,  certain  Graces  and  Privileges  to  the  Papijis; 
that  the  Marquis  D'Effiat  did,  afterwards,  obtain 
Ac  like,  to  the  End  that  the  Queen  might  come 
the  more  eafy  hither ;  and  the  Duke  de  Chivereux 
his  Majefty's^Kinfman,  who  brought  the-Queen 
over,  had  importuned  him  that  he  might  alfo  carry 
Home  the  like  Graces.' 

*  That  the  Pardon  pafled  by  immediate  Warrant, 
to  take  off  the  continual  Importunity  of  the  Em- 
bafiadors  to  the  King ;  and  he,  being  Secretary  of 
State,  folicited  it  himfelf  -,  but  it  was  at  his  Maje- 
fly's  Command,  to  take  off  all  Imputation  from 
himfelf ;  and  not  out  of  any  Aifedion  of  his  to  . 
that  Religion  which  he  ever  hated.' 

*  As  touching  theNon-payraent  of  theFees,  his 
Lordfhip  faid.  That  Mr.  Benbowe  'demanded  50 1. 
for  tbem  ;  and  the  Erabaflador  complaining  thereof 
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i.i.chit)ul.to  the  King,  he  coininanded  him  to  fee  that  no 
'''^-        Fees  ftiould  be  taken.' 

'  Thai  the  Dulte  de  Chevereux  importuned  the 
King  to  write  that  Letter,  himfelf,  in  Favour  of 
Mrs.  Ejlmond ;  and  he,  as  Secretary,  was  forced 
and  commanded  to  do  it,  rather  than  that  his  Ma- 
jefty  ftould.  The  faid  Duke  complained  much  of 
the  Juftices  hard  Carriage  unto  her,  but  he  never 
heard  any  thing  of  her  olTftinaie  Behaviour  to  them  j 
nor  of  any  Copes,  nor  Aliars,  found  in  her  Houfe; 
wherefore  he  wroie,  alfo,  to  be  advertiled  of  her 
Offence  by  them,  but  was  not  anfwered  til!  within 
thefe  few  Days." 

*  HisLordfhipproiefted  hisSincerily  to  Ihc  true 
Religion,  here  eftabliflied ;  whereof  he  had  former^ 
ly  given  good  Teftimony,  and  in  which  he  would 
pcrlevere-  And  what  he  did,  in  thefe  Matters, 
was  only  to  lake  away  ail  Scandal  from  the  King, 
though  ii  lighted  upon  hinifelf;  and  that  he  did 
nothing  but  what  he  was  firit,  exprcfly,  cummand- 
,  ed  to  do  by  the  King.' 

TheLotd  Keeper  affirmed,  *  That  he  received 
the  faid  Pardon,  lonp; before  ihe  Date  thereof;  and 
if  he  had  made  a  Reiipe  upon  the  Warrant,  as  is 
lifual  in  other  Cafes,  it  hjd  born  Date  with  ihat  tbo' 
fealed  afterwards.  But,  Uiat  his  Lordfhip  deferred 
ihc  Sealing  iheieof,  in  Hopes  that  theEmbafladow 
would  have  b«n  jtone  firft,  as  they  were  often  for 
going.  But,  they  Haying  and  daily  urging  the 
,  King  for  the  Pardon,  he,  being  again  command- 
ed, iealed  it  at  the  next  general  Seal ;  and  fo  it 
had  Date  with  the  Time  of  the  Seal  and  not  of 
ihe  Grant.  His  Lordfhip,  well  hoping,  upon  the 
Departure  of  the  Emballadors,  to  have  Hopped  it 
with  his  Majelly,  oiherwiie  it  had  been  fealed  be- 
fore the  King's  Promife  to  the  Pailiameni;  and 
therefore  ibis  can  be  no  Breach  of  the  King's  Pro- 
mife.' His  Lordftiipallb  faid,  '  That  theEmbaf- 
liidor  urged  his  Majelty  very  much,  lo  give  a  gene- 
ra] Difpenfaiion  to  the  i'iJ/i//?J[  but  the  King  was 
Bdvjfcd  rather  to  pardon  fomc  few  of  them  what 
was  part.  Which  Counfel,  ihough  to  be  com- 
mendeiL 
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mended,  yet  none  gave  way  to  it,  but  much  againft  ai 
their  Wills  i   and  his  Lordfliip  wiflied  that  a  Peti- 
I    tion  might  be  prefented  to  the  King,  to  ftay  the  like 
Pardons  hereafter.'  ' 

Next  follows  in  the  JournaU,  a  Copy  of  a  Pe- 
tition to  the  King,  from  the  Lords  and  Commons, 
repeating  the  aforefaid  Evidences  ;  and  that  as  the 
Inciter  and  Pardon  were  drawn  from  him  by  the 
■  ImportunJEy  of  foreign  Embaii'adors ;  a  Courfe,  of 
late,  too  frequently  pradlifed  by  his  ill-affefled  Sub- 
-Jeils,  it  was  of  dangerous  Confequence,  inducing 
to  a  Dependency  upon  foreign  Princes,  i^c.  But 
as  the  whole  of  this  would  be  a  Repetition  of  what 
is  gone  before,  and  befides,  as  it  was  never  pre- 
sented, it  may  well  be  omiited. 

This  previous  AtFair  on  Religion  being  fettled, 
■which  we  find  the  Commons  inlifted  on  before 
they  would  liear  the  King's  Meflage;  the  Lord 
Keeper,  on  the  fame  Day,  next  proceeded  to  give 
the  reft  of  the  Report  on  what  pafl'ed  in  the  Con- 
ference, along  with  the  King's  MeiTage  and  the 
Confequence  of  it. 

His  Lordfliip  began  with  telling  the  Houfe, 
'  That  his  Majefty  had  gracioufly,  fully,  and  in  a 
_  Parliamentary  Manner,  anfwered  the  Petition  con- 
I-  cerning  Rehgion,  delivered  him  by  both  Houfes, 
at  Hamptm-Csurt,  the  7th  Day  of  7u/;>  laft;  and 
had  commanded  his  Lordfliip  to  fignify  to  the  Lords 
and  Commons,  that  he  had  alfo  given  Command 
10  the  Lord  Admiral  to  deliver  his  faid  Anfwers 
thereunto,  to  both  Houfes;  to  be  by  them  difpo-  . 
fed,  as  the  Anfwers  of  Kings  unto  Petitions,  of 
that  kind,  exhibited,  are  wont  to  be.  And  withalt 
to  deliver  a  Mefljge  from  his  Majelty,  concerning 
the  great  Affairs  of  his,  now  in  Agitation  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons.' 

That  then  the  Lord  Admiral  faid,  '  HisMajc-  ■ 
fly  had  laid  upon  him  fuch  a  Charge  ;  as,  when 
he  did  confider  his  own  Weaknefs,  it  might  utterly 
difcourage  him  j  were  it  not  that  refiefling  again 
upon  that  Plainnefs  and  Sincerity,  wherein  3  King 
Ihould  deal  with  his  People,  he  found  himfelf  the 
fitter 
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As. i.Ouirlctl. fitter  for  the  Erriployment  j  in  that  he  was  furche 
*6»S'  (hould  deliver  it  without  Rhetorick  or  Art.  As

Here  (he  Duke  made  a  Rcqjefl  to  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  '  That  if  any  Man  had  fpoken  or 
Should  fpcak  any  Thing,  in  Difcharge  o\  his  Con- 
fcicnce,  Zeal  of  Reformation,  or  Love  to  his 
Country,  which  may  feem  to  refleft  upon  fome 
particular  Perfoas,  he  may  be  thelaft  that  Ihall  ap- 
ply it  to  himfelf :  Becaufe  he  is  confidently  allured 
of  two  Things  ;  /ly?.  That  ihey  are  fo  juft  as  not 
to  fall  upon  him  without  Caufe,  w'ho  wasfo  lately 
approved  by  ihem.  And,  ffcondly.  That  himfelf 
fliall  deferve  nothing  that  fhall  misbecome  a  faiih- 
fui  EngUfliman-' 

This  Preamble  to  the  Duke's  enfuing  Speech  is 
almofl:  wholly  omitted  in  Rufhwattb ;  but  for  what 
Reafom  we  know  not,  fince  we  have  not  yet  met 
with  a  more  pathetical  one  thro'  the  whole  Courfe 
of  thele  Enquiries.  Herein  is  included  a  moft  fuc- 
dnfl  Account  of  the  then  prefent  State  of  the 
Cbrifiian  World  ;  which  evidently  fliews  that  the 
Dulce  of  Buckingham,  whatever  he  was  as  a  Mi- 
nifler,  was  both  a  very  great  Politician,  and  an 
excellent  Orator. 

The  Lord  Keeper  next  proceeded  to  give  the 
remaining  Part  of  his  Report,  which  was  the  Se- 
quel of  the  Duke's  Speech.  He  faid  his  Gr.ice 
chofe  rather  to  proceed  in  it  by  way  of  Qjellion 
and  Anfwcr,  than  in  one  continued  Speech,  as  be- 
ing the  fpeedier  Way  and  Means  to  yield  Satisfac- 
tion to  the  Commons.  He  would  take  his  Rife, 
he  faid,  from  the  Breach  of  the  Treaties  and  Al- 
liance, and  put  fome  Queftions  to  himfelf,  yet  none 
but  fuch  as  (hould  be  material  to  the  Bufinefs  in 
Hand.  That  his  Grace  did  move  twelve,  which 
the  Lord  Keeper  faid  he  would  enlarge,  for  Clear- 
nefs  and  Perfpicuity's  S^ke,  into  fourteen  Queftions. 
The  lirft  was,

Anfwir.  *  By  the  Advice  of  Parliament:    And 

this  his  Grace  proved  by  the  Ait  of  both   the

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i,lj,l,Houfes,  March  24,  1621,  which  was  read; 
then  his  Grace  procfcdeu  and  faid.  Here  you  &ei 
my  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  that  his  Majefty,  mo- 
ved by  this  Council,  applied  hlmfelf  accordingly  fai 
the  Defence  of  ihe  Realm,  the  fecuring  of  Irmndt 
the  aflifbng  our  Neighbours,  the  States  of  the  Vm- 
Ud  Provinces,  and  othei  uur  Friends  and  Allies. 

*  And  for  thefetting  forth  of  the  Navy  Royal,  the 
King,  looking  into  his  Purfe,  faw  enough  to  do  all 
the  former  Adtions,  but  not  the  latter :  For  when 
he  came  to  confider  the  Navy,  there  was  neither 
Money  nor  Preparations ;  yet,  looking  upon  the 
Affairs  of  Chrifiendsm,  he  found  this  the  moil  ne- 
ceflary.  Hereupon  his  Majefty,  of  famous  Me- 
mory,did  his  Grace  that  Honour  as  to  write  to  him 
from  Newmarket  loLcndun,  a  Letter  to  thisEffeft, 

*  That,  obfcrving  foreign  Affairs,  he  found  it  ne- 
'  ceflary  that  a  Royal  Fleet  Ihould  be  prepared,  and 
'  put  in  Readinefs ;  but  that  he  had  no  Money: 

*  Wherefore  his  Lordfhip  and  his  Friends  muft  lay 

*  out,  and,  no  doubt,  others  would  follow.  And, 
'  by  ihis  Means,  the  King  might  the  longer  lie 
'  concealed  and  undifcovergd  in  the  Enterprize,  as 

*  bearing  the  Name  of  the  Subjedls  only ;  and  other 
'  Princes,  in  hopes  to  draw  him  on,  would  fooaer 
'  come  to  the  Bufincfs.' 

'  That,  upon  this  Letter,  his  Grace  leap'd  into 
the  Aflion  with  all  Alacrity  ;  and,  having  received 
all  he  had  from  his  Majefty,  was  defirous,  and  held 
it  a  Happtnels,  to  pour  it  out  again  upon  his  Service 
and  Occafidns.  But  this  he  did  not  on  his  own 
Head,  but  fortified  by  the  Advice  and  Counfels  of 
ihefe  worthy  Perfons,  the  Lord  Canway,  the  Lord 
Chiihejler,  Lord  Grmdijan,  Lord  Carey^  Lord 
Brsak,  Lord  Ln,  Sir  Rabtrt  Alanfell,  and  Sir  John 
CM.' 

'  Their  firft  Confultation  was  of  a  War,  the 
next  of  the  Means  j  but  both  the  one  aad  the 
other  was  juftificd  by  more  than  himfclf.  He  ne- 
ver did  any  Thing  but  by  ihem,  noihirg  was  ever 
refolved  or  altered  but  in  [heir  Company  ;  for  cither 
he  repaired  to  them,  or  elfe  ihey  did  him  that  Ho- 
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rour,  as  his  Grace  term'd  it,  lo  rcfortlohisCham- An-i-Chiritii, 
ber.  And,  when  all  wasdigefterl  ind  iirepaiL.'d,and  '*'5- 
that  they  came  lo  proportion  Time  and  Levies, 
theoi  with  the  Kitig's  Leave,  the  Bu/inefs  was  im- 
parted to  all  the  Lords  of  the  Council;  the  Ac- 
count was  made  to  ihcm,  and  allowed  by  them ; 
who  iaid  there  openlj',  his  Majefty  being  pre  fen  c. 
That  if  this  vi'as  puE  in  Execution,  it  would  do 
well ;  and  g^ve  feme  Attributes  to  it.' 

Here  Sir  "John  Caok  juftified  the  fticwing  and 
approvingof  their  Accounts,  at  the  Council  Table ; 
thai  thofe  Accounts  confided  of  long  Particulars  for 
Soldiers  to  be  levied,  Mariners  to  be  prefl'ed,  For- 
wardnefs  of  the  Ships  and  Provilions,  and  that  no- 
thing was  wanted  but  Money  ;  and  that  he  had 
all  thofe  Particulars  ready  to  be  (hewn  to  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  if  they  fiiould  require  them. 

His  Grace  then  proceeded  and  (hewed,  '  That  he 
was  fo  religious  to  guide  thefe  great  Affairs  by  Coan- 
fel,  that,  at  his  Journey  into  Friinci^  which  feS 
out  about  this  Time,  he  defired  his  Majelly  to  re- 
commend the  Bufinefe  to  a  feleft  Committee  of  the 
Council ;  which  his  Majefty  did  to  the  Lord  Trea- 
furer,  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  the  Lords  Conway 
and  Brook,  who,  in  his  Abfcnce,  took  Care  of  the 
fame.  This  his  Grace  thought  fit  to  tell  their 
Xxirdfhips,  that  they  may  fee  by  what  Counlel  this 
great  Bufincfs  was  carried  j  and  chat,  in  all  the 
Management  thereof,  he  took  no  Steps  but  by  their 
Approbation.'

which  was  prefently  beftowed  on  this  Occalion,  the 
Fleet.' 

'  His  Engagements  were,  for  the  Pay  of  6000 
Foot  in  the  Low  Csuntries ;  of  10,000  Foot  un- 
der Count  Mansfield ;  and  for  the  Rigging,  Victual- 
ling, and  Providing  this  great  Navy,  not  the  like 
in  our  Memory.' 

2.  '  Concerning  the  State  of  the  King,  as  i: 
now  ftands,  his  Lordfliip  divided  the  fame  into 
Debts  and  Disburfements,  which  he  defrays  out 
6F  his  own  Coffers ;  that  his  Father's  Debts,  An- 
ticipations, and  Engagements,  lie  ill  upon  him. 
Hisown  Debts,  as  Prince,  come  to  70,000 1.  at  the 
leaft,  it  is  feared  90,000 1.  For  Payment  ■whereof 
his  Mjjefty  hath  engaged  thofe  Lands  he  then  had, 
and  the  Commiflioner^  Bonds.  This  gi'eat  Occa- 
fion  brought  his  Majefty,  when  he  was  Prince, 
thus  into  Debt  5  for  he  then  gave  20,coo !.  to  the 
Navy,  and  20,000 1.  to  Count  Mansfield,  befides 
bther  great  Gifis  that  Way  ;  whereas,  beforej  he 
owed  very  little,  to  his  Lordlhip's  own  Knowledge.' 

'  The  King's  Disburfemcnts  defrayed  out  of  his 
own  Coffers ;  to  the  King  of  Denmark,  4^,000  1. 
to  the  Soldiers  at  Plymouth  and  Hull,  1 6,000  1. 
for  Mourning  and  Funeral,  12,000  I.  paid,  and 
1 6,000 1,  to  pay.  Expenccsof  the  Queen's  Enier- 
tainmeiH, 
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AB.i.ChuleiI.f2'""ien[of  AmbalTadorsinDietandGifts,  40)OooI. 

1615.       aiivanced  to  ihe  Queen,  50,000  I.   to  ihe  King

J,  '  The  King's  Eftatc  for  the  future,  as  in 
Charges  of  Continuance,  confifled  of  ten  Articles. 
I.  Of  Debts  unpaid,  and  Iniereft.  2.  Old  An- 
ticipations of  50,000  I-  3.  Anticipations  of  new, 
300,000 1,  taken  up  by  himfelf,  lo  the  emptying 
of  all  his  Coffers,  even  of  that  which  fhoijld 
maintain  him  with  Bread  and  Drink  from  this  Day 
forward,  4.  To  the  King  o\  Dmmark^  30,000!. 
ptr  Menfcm.  5.  To  Count  Mansfield,  :o,aool. 
6.  To  the  Duiih,  8000I.  7.  To  Inland  zboa\. 
8.  The  Queen's  Allowance  and  Diet,  37,000  1. 
all  ptr  Mciifim.  9.  To  the  King  and  Queen  of 
BolKmia,  lo.oool.  per  Annum.

•  The  Lord  Treafurer  alledged.  That  certain 
Sums  were  omitted,  becaiife  ihey  were  uncertain 
and  before  his  Time,  That  no  Total  was  call  up, 
becaufe  he  had  no  Auditor ;  and  promifed  that  him- 
felf, or  his  fuboidinaie  Officers,  v.'ould  be  ready  to 
give  Satisfaiftion  of  all  or  any  of  ihefe  Particulars.' 

The  Lord  Keeper  having  ended  this  long  Re- 
port, which  was  the  Bulinefs  of  a  whole  Day,  the 
Lords  eKpielled  their  Approbation  of  it,  and  order- 
ed it  to  be  entered  on  their  Journah. 

As  it  hath  hilhetto  been  the  Purport  of  ihcfc  En- 
quiries to  ftate  the  Matters  of  FaiS  as  they  hap- 
pened, and  leave  ihem  to  the  Reader's  Judgment 
for  Rcfle£lion,  fo  here  we  fliall  do  the  fame  ;  tho' 
there's  Room  for  a  long  Chain  of  Arguments  on 
the  foregoing  Report ;  in  which  the  young  King 
and  his  Miniflers  have,  feemingly,  laid  tbemfclvcs, 
and  the  Affairs  of  State,  as  naked  and  open,  as  the 
Circumftarces  of  the  Times  could  poflibly  hear ; 
However,  it  will  foon  be  found  to  have  been  of  no 
Availance  viithihe  Commons. 

On 
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On  the  very  fame  Day  with  the  former,  Aug.  g-  ^n 
a  Report  was  made  in  ihatHoufeof  what  had  been 
delivered  at  the  Conference,  by  the  Recorder  of 
Ltndm,  the  Sollicitor  General,  and  Mr.  Pymm. 
This  Repor!  was  divided,  as  before  in  the  Lords, 
into  three  Heads:  The  King's  Anfwer  to  their 
Petition  about  Religion ;  the  Duke's  Account  of 
ihe  Fleet,  tff.  and  the  Lord  Treafuret's  Concju- 
fion.  But  it  is  all  fo  lameiy  inferred  in  the  y""'''"?^ 
of  the  Common!,  and  fuch  great  Hiati  made  in  the 
Recital,  that  it  is  impofllble  lo  make  any  Thing  of 
the  Matter.  The  laft  Part  of  the  Report  was  gi- 
ven by  iAT.Pymm  ;  a  Name  not  mentioned  before 
in  the  Courfe  of  this  Work,  tho'  it  hath  been  often 
met  with  in  the  latter  Parliaments  of  King  7tfm«, 
as  well  as  in  this  ;  yet  not  hitherto  engaged  in  any 
Thing  material  enough  for  our  Nonce;  But,  if 
ihis  is  thought  any  Slight  to  the  Memory  of  that 
great  Patriot,  it  will  be  amply  made  up  in  the  Se- 
i^uel. 

One  Particular  is  mentioned  in  ths  Commons 
'Journal,  not  taken  Notice  of  in  the  Lords ;  which 
was,  Tiiat  the  Lord  Treafurer  told  them,  '  That 
fince  their  Houfe  had  firft  taken  Care  of  Religion) 
and  had  received  fo  gracious  an  Anfwer  (o  it ;  there- 
fore they  ought  now,  fpeedily,  to  think  of  a  Sup- 
ply ;  not  of  his  Majefty's  Wants,  but  of  thofe  for 
the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom.' 

The  Reportas  above,  being  delivered,  Mr.  May- 
Hord,  afterwards  the   famous  Sergeant  MayuarJ, 
ftood  up  and  told  the  Houfe,  '  That  it  was  an  cafy  Oeb, 
Matter  to  infeft  the  King  ai  Spain  ;  but  he  did  notCi 
like  the  vail  Charge  now  demanded,  which  was  not  "^ 
lo  be  fupported  by  the  Kingdom,     That  he  was 
not  for  a  War  by  Land,  but  by  Sea ;  and  there  not 
wiih  Letters  of  Marque,  but  for  an  open  War.  Wag 
for  recommending  to  his  Mitjefty  the  Way  to  live 
glorioufiy  athome,and  how  to  be  feared  abroad ;  by 
having  his  Deligns  better  managed,  and  an  Enemy 
declared.     Was  againit  Sui/idies  in  Reverlion ;  bur 
would  willingly  give,  if  he  knew  how;  forgiving, 
be  faid,  was  adding  Spurs  to  the  Sia-H^Tja.    'Mo- 
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Aa.i.Cbuleil.vcd  for  a  general  Committee  to  go  on  thcfe  Mat- 
•*»l-        ters  the  next  Day.' 

On  the  other  Hand,  Mr.  Mallei  faid,  *  That 
it  was  nol  proper  at  this  Time  to  Hand  too  much 
upon  Precedents.  That  it  was  plain  the  Houredid 
not  regard  them,  when  they  tended  to  ftraiten  the 
King's  Revenue:  For,  in  the  Afl  of  Tonn.ige and 
Poundage,  which  was  always,  fince  Henry  VI's. 
Time,  granted  for  Life,  it  is  limited  now  but  to 
'  the  15th  of  March  next,  contrary  to  former  Prece- 

dents. He  moved  for  a  Confideration  of  the  Din- 
ger, which  might  grow  by  not  contenting  the  King 
in  his  juft  Dcfires  this  Parliament.'  Others  moved 
for  a  grand  Committee  10  go  upon  thefe  Matters 
the  next  Morning  at  Eight  of  the  Clock ;  which 
was  a'jreed  to.

The  Debates  on  this  Meflag«  and  the  Supply 
were  this  Day  very  lorg,  above  30  diiferent  Mem- 
bers (peaking  in  them :  The  molt  niateriaJ  of  wbofe 
Arguments,  ^raand  con,  we  Ihall  colIeii»  and  give 
as  follows: 

The  Courtiers  at^ued,  'That  the  Reputation  p. 
of  both  King  and  Kingdom,  in  point  of  Honour, 
was  at  Stake.  That  the  Preparations  now  making 
for  War,  muft  have  their  Movement  from  Parlia- 
ment, i'he  Coniideraiion  of  the  difafterous  State 
of  the  King's  Royal  Sifter ;  and  of  Religion  in  great 
Dangerabroad,  which  fuffered  alio  at  home,  Con- 
lideration  of  iheif  Confederates  i  who  would  tall 
afunJer,  if  their  King  did  not  hold  them  together. 
The  Danger  of  King,  Lords,  and  Commons,  by 
theSicknels,  by  a  longer  Continuance.'  Sir  Roger 
North  faid,  '  That  he  was  once  againft  giving  any 
Thing  at  this  Time ;  bur  had  now  altered  his  Opi- 
nion by  his  Majefty's  moft  gracious  Anfwer  about 
Religion;  alfobecaufeitwas  hisfirft  Requefl  ;  Be- 
fides  ihe  Confequence  of  an  ill  parting  this  Pailia- 
ment  would  be  a  Thing  very  acceptable  to  the 
Papifts.  Moved  for  two  Fifteens  to  be  added  to 
the  two  Subfidies,'  Another  faid,  '  That  Prece- 
dents were  neither  to  be  dcfpifed,  nor  adored  as 
Gods.  That  in  the  firft  Parliament  of  the  late 
King,  two  Subfidies  were  granted  and  four  Fifteens ; 
viihin  a  Month  after  one  Sulfdy  more  was  given 
in  the  fame  Sefiion,  If  all  our  greateft  Enemies

The  Argumems^fr  contro  were  thefe  ;  Sir  ^- 
iert  PhiUpsia'id,  '  That  the  Point  now  before  them, 
by  the  King's  laft  MefTage,  migh[  be  reduced  ftiort 
lo  this  i  Either  to  give  prel'ently,  or  e!(e  that,  inie- 
fpeft  of  Danger  to  U5,  he  will  adjourn  us  to  fome 
other  Time.  That  the  Arguments  for  giving  were 
Honour,  Neceflity,  and  Safety ;  not  honourable 
Adtions  grounded  upon  found  Counfels.  That  Ne- 
ceflity had  been  the  continual  Argument  for  Sup- 
ply in  all  Parliaments  J  but  the  Counfels  which 
had  put  the  King,  and  the  prefeni  great  Deligns 
into  this  Hazard,  whoever  gave  them  muft  anfwer 
it.  Moved  that  the  prefent  Neceffiiy  might  be 
fupplied  by  fome  other  Means,  rather  than  by  €3 
dangerous  a  Precedent,  That  a  Committee  migttti 
be  appointed  to  confider  of  a  fit  Anfwer  to  the  Kin-' ' 
why  they  could  not  now  give;  and  yet  to  afll 
him,  that  they  would,  in  due  Time,  fupply  all  1 
honourable  and  well-grounded  Defigns.'  Sit  FraiM 
as  Seymsur  (aid,  '  It  was  (Irange  that  the  Common^ 
of  England  (hould  be  called  ihitticr  only  for  a  Sup- 
ply of  40,000  1.  and  it  fliewed  the  King's  NeceJIi- 
ties  were  great.  What  was  become  of  all  the  Mo- 
ney raifed  by  the  Adl  of  Refumption  of  the  Crown 
Lands?  That  1+0,000!.  had  been  alfo  raifed  bf 
Places  of  Honour ;  Places  of  Juftice  were  foldji 
and  Sergeants  Places ;  which  muft  come  toa  greater 
Sum.'  Others  argued  for  giving,  fo  that  it  might 
be  in  a  Parliamentary  Manner.  But  Sir  Thamai 
IVencwerth  faid,  *  TliaC  he  feared  the  prefling  this 
Precedent  for  fo  fmall  a  Sum,  was  to  take  the  Ad- 
vantage of  it  for  greater  Things  hereafter,  Wai 
againft  prefent  giving ;  but  moll  ready  and  wil«^ 
hng  10  give  in  due  Time.'  Sir  Hineagt  Fimk 
argued,  *  That  the  granting  of  Subfidies  in  Rever- 
iion,  as  the  Clergy  had  done,  was  to  bind  and  give 
for  our  Executors,  as  they  had  for  their  Succef- 
fois.    He  difliked  their  drawinghitherj  andwifh'd 
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they  might  never  hereafter  be  put  upon  fuch  Rocks: 
Yet  was  for  giving  then,  in  rcfped:  of  the  King's 
Anfwer  to  their  Petition  about  Religion  ;  the  ra- 
ther, becaufe  he  had  faid  it  was  not  dune  to  draw 
us  on  ;  But  to  do  this  wjrh  great  Caution,  and  wiih 
a  Proteftation  never  to  do  the  like,  upon  any  Ne* 
cefli  ly  hereafter,'  Others  again  were  more  violent : 
Mr.  fc//ffaid,  'That  the  King  could  not  but  have 
Credit,  without  their  Grant,  for  40,000!.  That 
if  the  Neceiiiiy  for  Money  was  now  fo  great,  this 
was  the  Time  to  prefs  for  Redrefs  of  Grievances. 
That  Tarkifij  Pirates  take  our  Ships  and  Men,  and 
endanger  our  Sea-Coafts;  v.'hicb  were  forced  to 
arm  to  defend  themfelves.'  The  Jaft  Speaker,  on 
this  SiJe,  we  (hall  mention,  was  old  Sir  Edward 
Csh  ;  who  began  again  with  his  Leaks,  and  laid, 
'  That  two  would  drown  any  Ship.  That  fduni 
i^  malum  CeiicUium  was  a  bottomlefs  SieVe.  An 
Oflicer  (hould  not  be  Cupidm  alisn/s  Re!,  partus 
fua ;  dvirus  Relpublhis  -,  fuper  cmnia  txperlus. 
Mi/era  Serviius  eji,  uVi  Lex  incerta  dut  incsgnita. 
That  in  the  1  nh  of  Henry  III.  Hubert  de  Burgh, 
Chief  Juftice,  advifed  the  King  that  Magna  Charta 
was  not  to  hold,  becaufe  the  King  was  under  Age 
when  that  Ait  was  made.  He  was  Earl  of  Kent, 
but  degraded  for  this  fomeTimeafier-  In  the  i6ih 
of  Henry  III.  Segrave,  Chief  Juftice,  was  fenten- 
ced  for  giving  fole  Counfel  to  the  King  againft  the 
Common- Wealth.  That  it  was  malum  Confdmm 
to  prefs  more  Subfid'-es  when  they  had  given  two. 
To  bring  them  [hiiher  only  for  40,0001.  And, 
J.ajUy,  offered  to  give  1000  1.  cut  of  his  own 
ICrtate,  rather  than  grant  any  Sub/idy  now.' 

Thefe  Reflciaions  were  aimed  direftly  at  the 
Prime  Minii^er,  and  are  bolder  rhan  any  that  fell  in 
this  Day's  Debate.  The  Refuh  of  all  which  was, 
a  Refoluiion  was  agreed  on,  'That  a  Committee  of 
*■  the  whole  Houi'e  fhould  he  appointed,  at  Eight 
*  o'clock  the  next  Morning,    to  confider  what

That, 

poftpoiietheSup-  jn  Conclufion,  tho*  he  was  offered  great  Sums  of 

P  ''*  Money,  or  Half  the  Goods  in  the  Ship,  yet  he  re- 

fufed  tog;o  out. 

Sir  Edward  Ccke  moved  for  a  Committee  to  be 
appointed  for  this ;  and  afterwards  to  acquaint  the 
Lords  with  it.  Sir  Fronds  Seymour  faid,  *  That  the 
Lord  Admiral,  Buckingham,  had  the  Care  of  thefe 
Things;  therefore  the  Default  muft  needs  be  in 
him  or  his  Agents-  And  moved  for  a  Committee 
to  confider  of  the  Caufes  thereof,  and  where  the 
Default  lay.'  '  Mr.  L/V/^r  mentioned  iheWrongJ 
done  to  our  Trade  by  the  Dunkirkers ;  and  there- 
fore moved  that  the  Committee  to  be  appointed 
might,  in  a  general  Way,  confider  of  this,  and 
the  Safety  of  all  the  Sea-purts.'  Others  agreeing  in 
this,  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  was  ap- 
pointed to  take  thefe  Matters  into  Confide  ration, 
and  they  to  have  Power  to  name  a  Sub-Com- 
mittee. 

The  reft  of  this  Day's  Work  was  taken  up  with 
a  long  Repetition  of  the  Pardon  to  the  Jejuiii-,  (j!(. 
and  of  their  defiring  a  Conference  with  the  Lords, 
in  order  to  induce  them  to  join  in  a  Petition  to  the 
King,  to  beleech  him  not  lo  bs  importuned  here- 
after by  any  foreign  Amb.iflador,  to  grant  any 
Thing  contrary  to  the  Anfwers  to  their  formet 
Petition.  On  which  Sir  Rel'crt  Philips  obferved, 
'  That  no  Pepi^i  King  would,  at  the  Inlligation  oi 
our  Ambafiadors,  relcafe  any  Perron  out  of  the 
Jtipiifiiim'    A  Conference  with  the  Lords,  on  thi'^- 
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was  agreed  upon  and  held,  zni  S'n  Edivard  CBhAn.i.ct 
made  the  Report  of  it  lo  iheir  Houfe.  '*'i 

After  repeating  what  is  faid  before,  about  ob- 
taining the  Pardon  from  the  King,  he  told  them, 
'  That  the  Lords  had  refolved  to  move  the  King, 
never  to  pardon  any  yefitit,  or  other  Popi/l,  till 
they  were  auaintcd.  For  their  joining  in  the  Pe- 
tition, they  denied  it  not ;  but,  conlidering  his 
Majefty's  gracious  Anfwer  to  their  other  Petition 
about  Religion,  and  that  both  Houfes  were  to  give 
him  Thanks  for  it,  the  Purport  of  this  laft  might 
only  be  intimated  to  the  King  ;  which  the  Lords 
prcHed  them  to  confent  to.  That  he  had  declared 
the  Satisfaftion  of  that  Houfe,  touching  the  Par- 
don and  the  Date  rhereof,  and  the  Lord  Csnway'a 
Letter.  Laflly,  That  all  the  Lords  were  molt 
hearty  in  the  Point  of  Religion.' 

In  this  Manner  ttood  Affairs  in  boih  Houfes, 
when  the  next  Day,  jiugujl  12th,  a  Proteftation 
was  unanimoufly  agreed  upon,  by  the  Commons, 
in  a  Grand  Committee,  which  was  reported  to  the 
Houfe,  ordered  to  be  entered  in  the  Cleric's  BooV,  and 
prefented  to  his  Majefty  with  all  convenient  Speed, 
by  all  the  Members  that  were  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil, with  Sir  "Jchn  Fullirton  and  Sir  Robert  Carr 
attending  them.  Immediately  after  this,  the  Gen- 
tieman-UIher  of  the  Black  Rod  came  lo  call  the 
Houfe  and  the  Speaker  to  come  up  to  the  Lords, 
to  hear  a  Commiflion  from  the  King,  read  to  both 
Houfes:  Which  was  done  accordingly.

The  firit  had  only  riiie  Afts 
paiJ'ed,  all  of  ihem  of  no  Confequence  to  this  Hif- 
tory,  except  ihe  Afts  for  SubJUm  from  the  Clergy 
and  Temporality,  already  mentioned;  and  an 
Adt,  as  ufual.  That  this  Seflion  of  Parliament  (hall 
not  be  ended,  notwithftanding  the  King's  Aflent 
to  thefe  and  Ibme  other  AGs.  The  Proteftation 
of  the  Commons,  mentioned  above,  is  not  in  their 
Jsiurnah ;  but  is  preferved  by  Ru/kosrth,  and 
fome  other  Hiftorians  of  thofe Times;  which,  be- 
ing lingular  in  its  Kind,  full  of  loyal  and  dutiful 
ExpreflioDS  to  their  Sovereign,  deferves  particular

A  Proclama- 
cbmationagiinn  [Jon  Was  lHucd  oui  for  Calling  home  all  the  Children 
Raufuit..  Qf  p^yi,  R^cufatits,  fent  out  for  foreign  Education, 
or  otherwife.  LikewifeaU  £«^/i/6,  Scotch  2nd  Irijb 
Soldiers,  who  had  entered  into  the  Service  of  the 
Emperor  and  King  of  Spain,  were  recalled.  The 
Archbilhops  of  both  Provinces  were  required  to 
proceed  ftriflty  againft  all  Popijh  Recufaiiti  in  their 
Dil^rifls,  by  Excommunications  and  other  Cen- 
fures  of  the  Church;  and,  by  another  Proclamation, 
they  were  commanded  not  to  ftir  above  five  Miles 
frum  their  own  Homes,  and  were  alfo  effeflually 
difarmcd,  But  I hefe  Sugar- Plumbs  did  not  ferve  to

Sent,  and  Bilhop  of  Line/iln,  had  fallen  under  the 
Dil'pleafure  of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  who  pre- 
vailed upon  his  Majefty  (o  take  ilie  Seal  from  him, 
and  give  it  ro  Sir  Thmas  Ovetitiy.—Thk  is  necef- 
fary  lo  premife,  becaufe  ihe  Reader  ought  lo  undcr- 
ftand  who  it  was  that  fpoke  in  that  Charafter  in 
the  enTiiing  Parliament  (l).

The  firft  Thing  the  Commons  went  upon,  was 
to  appoint  a  grand  Committee  for  Privileges  and 
£Ieftions :  To  fix  a  Duy  and  Place  for  receiving 
the  Communion;  and  to  nominate  a  Preacher. 
Every  Member  of  the  Houfe  was  to  take  the  Sacra- 
ment at  5^  Margaret's  Church,  tVe/im'mJfer,  on 
Sa»i/rty  Sevennight :  To  bring  his  Name,  and  the 
Place  For  which  he  ferves,  and  to  deliver  it  to  fome 
Gentlemen  appointed  for  that  Purpofe.     After  that  ■*/'  ti"  Men^l^™ 

rry  fi  -  1       rr       ,■       -ill     01  the  Coniiiiipni 

Time  no  Man  was  to  come  mto  the  Houfe,  till  he  ,ccc\iz  ihe  i.- 
■  had  firfl:  received  the  Communion  in  the  Prefence ctament. 
of  fome  of  this  Committee. 

This  religious  Precaution  had  been  taken  at  the 
Beginning  of  fome  late  Parliaments,  defigned,  no 
doubt,  for  the  Deteflion  of  concealed  Papifts ;  ima- 
gining, that  tho' they  might  take  the  Oath  of  Al- 
legiance and  Supremacy,  againft  iheir  Gonfciences, 
yet  they  would  not  be  fo  wicked  as  to  crown  their 
.Hypocrify  with  receiving  the  Sacrament.  Eur,  as 
none  refufed,  fo  we  may  charitably  fuppofe  there 
were  noconcealed  Papijls  in  that  Houfc. 

Feb.  10.  This  Day,  after  fome  Bufinefs  of  fmatl 
Moment  wa5done,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exche- 
qjer  delivered  a  Meflage  from  the  King  to  the  Com- 
mons, to  this  Effeft: 

'  Thai  his  Majefty,  taking  Notice  of  an  Order  The  King-i   ' 
*  they  had  made,  to  fend  out  new  Writs  uponMeirigeoomenj. 
double  Returns,  delites  to  acquainr  them  alfo.c^te."  ^ 
Tfiat  Sir  Edwmd  Ctke,  being  SherifFof  Bucking- 
batnj}>iri,  was  returned  one  of  the  Kni^^hts  of  the 
Shire  for  Ncrfiii,  contrary  to  the  Tenor  of  the 
\Vrit :  Therefore  he  hoped  the  Houfe  would  do 
D  d  a  •  bitn 
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Aa.i.OiKlei].*  him  ihai  Kight  as  to  fend  ouc  a  new  Writ  for  that 
•*»S'       *  County.' 

In  order  lo  underftand  the  Meaning  of  this  Mef- 
fage  better,  it  is  neccflary  to  bole  Into  the  Hifloiies 
of  ihele  Times  for  a  further  Explanation.     It  is 
faid,  That,  todifqualify  jbme  Gentlemen,  who  had 
been  zealous  in  their  Oppofuion  lo  the  Court  in  the 
lafl;  Parliament,  from  fcrving  in  this,  ihe  King  had 
pricked  them  as  Sheriffs  of  Counties  for  the  Year 
enfuing,     Amongft  the  reft  old  Sir  Edward  Ceke, 
who  had  fovigoroufly  diftinguilhed  himfelf  againft 
the  Minifter  and  his  A-Ieafures,  was  nominated  as 
above.     This  great  Lawyer  demurred  to  the  Oath 
of  a  Sheriff,  and  inlifted  that  one  Part  of  it,  which 
was  to  dejlroy  and  eradicate  aU  Herifui,  tammmly 
called  Lollardics,  ^vas  rut  to  be  laiert.     This  pro- 
fit, duced  an  Order  of  Council,  wherein  that  Claufe 
tM^  was  left  out  of  the  Oatb,  and  eftabliftied  to  conii- 
liue  fo  fpr  the  future  :  However,  Sir  Edward  gat 
himfelfreturned,as  Knight  of  the  Shire,  for  another 
Ciunty  ;  and  thi^  was  ihe  Occafion  of  the  Kii^ 
Meffage,  and  tbe  Debates  Jn  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
muns  which  enfued  upon  it.     Tho'  all  that  the 
Houfe  did  this  Diy,  in  relation  to  the  Meflage,  was 
to  refer  it  to  the  Commitiee  of  Privileges  and  Elec- 
tions, lo  report  their  Opinions  of  the  Law  in  thefe 
Cafes,  and  the  Vfage  of  Parliament,  and  to  be  the 
tirlt  heard. 
After  this  Sir  Benjamin  Rudyard  got  up,  apd  ni»

ftandjlogiMini-of,  he  faid,  the  King  had  ^ven  ample  Teflimo-

k  Execution  of  the  Laws  againft  ihem,  by  Commif- 
iiona  and  Letters :  But  h?  thought  there  ought  to 
be  Ibme  Care  taken  againft  fcandalous  Miriiftcrs» 
as  well  as  lci(iidalous  Livings.  Said,  That  he 
knew  two  Minifters  in  Laticajliire,  who  were  found 
to  be  uniicenfed  Ale- Houfe  Keepers.'  A  Com- 
aiittee  ordered  lo  confider  thereof. 
Mr.  Pymme  npoved,  *  That  this  Committee 
might  alfo  confider  of  ce.rtain  Articles,  fet  down 
.k 
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kit  Parliament,  but  not  put  into  their  Petition,  otAn.  i.OiuUii. 
any  Thing  elfe  concerning  ReJigion.*     Upon  which        '6»S' 
Motions  a  large  Commiliee  wasappoinied,  and  ali  Matters  of  Reli- 
thai  would  come  were  to  have  Voices,  to  confidersion  i 
of  all  Points  concerning  Religion,  and  to  preiem 
their  Opinions  to  the  Houfe, 

Sir  'John  Elliot  propored,  firft,  in  general,  to  con- 
fidcr  of  the  State  of  the  Country,  and  a  Relief  for 
Litievances,  itfc.  '  For  Particulars ;  firft,  the  Con-  Oiieiuicei,  se. 
fideration  of  the  King's  Revenue.  Next,  an  Ac- 
count how  tlie  Suhfidia  and  Fifteenth,  granted  the 
ix.'Jac.  weic  expended  ;  and  therein  to  include 
the  Examination  of  the  Carriage  and  Mifcarriage  of 
the  laft  Fleet ;  Mifgovernment ;  MirempIoymEnt 
of  the  King's  Revenues;  Mifcounfelling,  Wf.  and 
moved  for  a  fpecial  Committee  to  take  Confidera- 
lion  thereof.*  But  happening,  in  his  Speech,  to 
make  Ufe  of  the  'Word  Courtier  ^  he  was  called  upon 
hy  another  Member  to  explain  it ;  which  he  (lid« 
but  in  what  Manner  is  not  mentioned, 

Refihed,  That  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  con,^i(t, 
of  the  whole  Houfe,  (hall  fit  every  fVsdnifday  andihcwupoi 
Friday  during  the  Parliament,  with  Power  to  make 
a  Sub-  Committee,  and  with  Power  to  fend  for  any 
Pcrfons.  Records,  i^c. — The  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  for  Courts  of  Jufticc,  upon  'Die/day 
i  every  Week,  whh  like  Power.  And,  for  Trade, 
upon  TburfdiVft  every  Weelt,  with  the  fame.— 
Ordered  alio.  That  the  Committee  for  Grievances 
fhall  take  Confideraiion  of  all  fgch,  exhibited  fince 
the  Beginning  of  King  Jamet's  Reign,  and  how 
Ihey  have  been  anfwered  and  reformed. 

Thefe  Orders  and  Refotutions,  without  one 
Word  of  a  Supply,  (hewed  but  a  very  unpromi- 
iing  Beginning  of  this  Parliament ;  and  fecmed  to 
hint  to  the  Mtniftry,  that,  without  great  Altera- 
tions amongft  them,  little  Relief  was  to  be.expeft- 
cd  from  this  Body.  From  the  Date  above,  for  fe- 
veral  Days  together,  there  is  nothing  to  be  found 
in  the  Jourtials,  but  regulating  Eleflions,  main- 
Wining  Privilege?,  and  fome  llight  Reports,  from 
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An,  (.chuiMUhe  feveral  Committees,  concerning  Grievance  in 

i6«5-        religious  and  other  Matters,  i^(. 

Februaryzi.  Itwasordercd,  '  That  the  KnigliEs 
and  Burgeflis  of  every  Shire,  City,  and  Burrough, 
within  this  Realp,  ftial),  upon  Conference  toge- 
ther, prefeni  the  Names  of  fuch  Pcrfons,  remain- 
ing in  Commiflion,  or  Place  of  Government,  or 
Command  in  the  Service  for  the  Wars,  or  Truft, 
contrary  to  the  King's  Anfwer,  that  either  are  con- 
vifted,  or  juftly  fulpeded,  for  Poperf.  Their 
Names,  in  Writing,  to  be  prefented  to  the  Com- 
mittee for  Religion,  on  the  ^^Jlh  Inftant,  and  they 
to  prefent  them  to  the  Houle.  The  fame  Com- 
miitee,  at  their  next  Sitting,  were  to  take  Notice 
alio  of  fuch  as  ought  to  be  confined,  and  yet  le- 
fort  to  the  Cities  of  London  and  Wtjtminf.er.  The 
Knights  and  Burgefles  of  yvri/bire  and  Narthtm- 
i(rlaatit  were  to  make  Einjuiry,  and  prefent  the 
Names  of  all  fuch  in  ihc  Bifhoprick  of  Durhanit 
which  yet  fent  no  Members  to  Parliament. 

The  fiime  Day,  after  reading  fome  Petitions  for 
Payment  of  fome  Monies  disburfed  for  the  Main- 
tenance of  the  Englijh  Officers  and  Forces,  under 
Count  Mansfield,  in  the  Low  Coantrits,  a  grand 
Committee   was  apiioined   to  conJider  of  thofe 
Things  i  and  alfo  of  the  Thrsi  Suljiditi  and  Ef- 
mm t  ^'?he  k« ''''^''^  formerly  granted  :  To  audit  the  Accounts  by 
Supphei  inquireda  Sub- Committee,  who  were  to  prepare  them  rea- 
iaioj  dy  for  the  other's  Infpeiiion. 

Some  of  the  fucceeding  Hiys  were  taken  up 
with  reading  of  BiJls,  of  no  great  Moment,  the 
Houfe  being  divided  into  different  Commitiees; 
amongit  which,  that  on  Grievances  was  bufy  in 
hearing  CompLiintsag-iinft  the  Prime  Minifter,  and 
examining  W(tiiefles  againft'  him:  The  Reports 
of  which  will  fall  hell:  in  the  Sequel. 

Ftbruary  !■}.  Sir  John  Finch  made  a  Report  from 

the  Commisiee  of .  Privileges  and  Eleflions,  what 

^y  had  done  in  the  Cafe  of  Sii  Edward  Coke  a&re- 

'  iTientioned : 
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meniioned:  Wherein  many  Cafes  were  cited  ^o  An. i. Charles!, 
y  csntra,  as  to  the  Nature  of  an  H^h  Sheriff  for  *^' 

one  County  being  elefted  Knight  of  the  Shire  for 
another.  On  all  which  Cafes,  he  faid,  the  Com- 
mittee would  give  no  Opinion  ;  but  defired  that  a 
Search  might  be  made,  amongft  the  Records,  for 
more  Precedents  of  the  like  Nature.  But  the  De- 
bate about  this  was  put  off  to  the  jd  of  Maich,  and 
from  thence  to  another  Day  ;  from  which  Time 
we  hear  no  more  of  it.  In  all  Probability  Sir  Ed- 
ward  loft  his  Seat  in  the  Houfe  ;  for  he  is  no  way 
taken  Notice  of  as  a  Speaker,  or  oiherwife,  through- 
out the  whole  Courfe  of  this  Seflioo afterwards,  ex- 
cept on  the  Day  before  ihe  Diflblution  of  this  Par- 
liament j  when,  on  the  Queftion,  it  was  refolved, 
*  That  Sir  Edward  Ceke,  Handing,  de  FaUa,  re- 
turned a  Member  of  that  Houle,  fliould  have  Pri- 
vilege againft  a  Suit  in  Chancery ,  commenced  againft 
him  by  the  Lady  Clare' 

Affairs  of  a  higher  Nature  than  the  !aft  now  be- 
gin to  rife  i  and,  what  had  been  long  hatching  in 
the  Houfe  of  Cotnmons,  takes  Shape  and  Life,  and 
becomes  very  formidable  againft  the  Miniftcr  and 
ill  his  Creaiures.  The  Reciial  of  which  not  ap- 
appearing,  in  the  Journals  oi  either  Houfe,  clear 
enough  to  diftinguifh  righily  the  particular  Move- 
ments of  this  grand  Attack,  we  fli:ill  not  follow 
them,  asufual,  j(iPiirtfii£>j>OT  ;  but,  in  general j  re- 
late theSourle  and  Ending  of  this  great  Affair. 

The  Houfe  ot  Commons  had  been  bufy  a  long 
Time  in  getting  Materials  for  exhibiting  Articlei 
againft  the  Duke:  Tndr  Committee  on  Grievances 
Hiade  feveral  Reports ;  That  they  had  learn'd  the 
Reafon  why  our  Merchant  Ships  and  Goods  *cre*jjj^'j!'^^jpp'^j, 
fcizsd  in  Franct,  was  bec.iufe  our  Admirals  had  fei-  of  Buckb^um. 
»ed  the  Goods  of  that  Naiion  in  feveral  Ports  of 
England,  particularly  in  the  Ship  called  ihePeUr 
i?i  Newhaven ;  which  was  brought  into  Pljmnuth 
by  Order  or  the  Duke,  after  the  King  and  Council 
bad  ordeieJ  it  to  be  reftored  upon  a  juft  Claim,  and 
tbf  Court  of  Admiralty  had  alio  releafcd  her :  That 
twenty- 
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in.t.ebulttt.twenly-ihree  Bags  of  Silver  and  eight  Bagsof  GoW, 
»6»s-       taken  out  of  this  Ship,  were,  by  Sir  Franeii  Stewart, 
delivered  to  the  Lord  Duke  :  That,  till  this  Aaion, 
the  French  did  not  begin  to  feize  any  Englijh  Ships  or 
GooiJs  i  and  that  the  Duke,  having  Notice  of  ir, 
ijid,  He  would  juftify  the  Stay  of  the  Ship  by  an 
exprels  Order  from  the  King. 
The  next  Thing  we  find,  is,  Thar  the  Com- 
'  mons  fent  out  a  particular  Warrant,  by  their  Ser- 

geant, to  fummon  the  whole  Council  of  War  be- 
fore them,  who  were  appointed  to  manage  the  Bu- 
imefs  for  the  Relief  of  the  Palatinate,  and  this 
The  Commons  Queftion  Was  propofed  unio  them,  '  Whether  their 
•umine  the  Advice  was  followed,  which  ihey  gave  for  the  four 
CouniUof  War,£j,jj^  mentioned  in  t'lG  Aflof  Parliament,  21.  Jac. 
for  which  the  Money  given  by  that  Atfl  was  to 
idue  and  be  applied  ?'  The  Names  of  this  Council 
of  War  were,  the  Lord  Carey,  the  Lord  Brnkt 
Lord  Fere,  Lord  Vilcount  Grandifin,  Sir  Ribtrf 
MaunfeU  Sir  JoAs  Ogle,  and  Sir  Thomas  Button, 
The  Srft  excufed  himfelf  by  the  Weaknefs  and  In- 
firmities then  upon  him  ;  The  next,  by  his  Age, 
being  72,  and  having  parted  with  his  Places  :  The 
Lord  Vtre,  the  fame,  hy  his  Abfence  in  the  Wars 
of  theiwCflus/nVi.-  Lord  Grandifin  faid,  That, 
lirce  July  laft,  they  had  feldom  met,  being  difper- 
fed  by  the  Sicltnelsj  but  defired  Leave,  in  a  Qae- 
flion  of  fuch  Conlbquence,  to  confer  together  be- 
fore they  anfwered  :  And  this  was  alfo  the  Requeft 
of  the  reft.  Which  was  granted,  with  a  fpecial 
Order  of  the  Houfe  to  deliver  their  Anfwer,  per- 
(bnally,  in  three  Days  Time.  But  what  they  ihta 
delivered  in,  not  appearing  fatisfaflory  to  the  Houfe, 
they  were  ordered  to  be  examined  lingly  on  the 
Queflion  ;  but  none  of  them  appeared  willing  to 
gratify  the  Houfe  in  that  Particular,  except  Sir 
Jtoierl  MtJuTifel. 

It  may  not  be  improper,  upon  this  Occafion,  to 
oblerve,  That,  for  the  belter  Employment  of  the 
Money  to  be  expended  in  managing  of  the  expefl- 
ed  War,  the  Trcafurers  and  the  King's  Council 
fpr  the  War,  were  required  to  nuke  Qath,  012, 
The 
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The  Treafurers,  '  That  tione  of  ihofe  Monies  An.  i.Oiarifii, 
fhould  iflUe  out  of  their  Hnnds,  without  Warrant  '615. 
from  tlie  faid  Council  of  War:*  And  the  other, 
•  That  they  fhould  make  no  Warranis  for  the 
Payment  of  any  of  thofe  Monies,  but  only  for  the 
Ends  above  mentioned.'  And  further, '  Should  all 
he  accountable  for  tlieir  Doings  and  Pioceedinga  in 
that  Behall,  to  the  Commons  in  Parliament,  when 
they,  cr  any  of  tliem,  (hould  be  iheteunto  re- 
quired (u).' 

Whilll  this  Affair  was  debating,  the  King  fent  a 
Letter  to  the  Speaker,  and  a  MeiTage,  by  Sir  Rubard 
IVeftan,  to  iha  Houle  i  whith  were  as  follows ;

They  thought 
fit,  however,  fome  Days  after,  to  return  the  King 
an  Anfwer  to  his  Meflage,  which  had  been  prepa> 
red  by  a  grand  Committee,  appomted  for  that  Pur- 
pofe.  This  being  twice  read,  was  agreed  to  by  the 
whole  Houfe;  and,  upon  ihcQuellion,  was  to  be 
delivered  to  the  King  by  the  Speaker.

allowed   common  Fame  fufficient  to  accufe  any  ■ 
-Man.     And  they  that  arc  learned  amongft  them 
ijvctwo  Reafons:  Firft,  for  Greatnefs.  Next,  for 
*  Ctmning.     Our  Anceftors,   within  thefe  Wall?, 

■  faiiVe  done  th^  like^  and  that  to  a  Duke,  the  Duk^. 

■  .    Vei.  VI.  £  9  of 
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An.f.ai»rleil.ot"  SupUt  in  the  Time  of  Henry  VI.  who  was 
i6»j.  acculed  upon  Fame.  And,  laftly,  he  iaid,  Mr. 
Chancellor  himfelf  did  prefent  the  common  Under- 
takers upon  particular  Fame  ;  and  why  he  ftiould 
not  have  as  ample  Privilege  in  this  Place,  he  knew 
no  Reafon  to  the  contrary.' 

The  Commons  having  appointed  another  Day 
for  the  Debate  of  this  Buiinefs,  in  the  mean  Time 
came  this  Letter  ftom  Dr.  Turner  to  the  Speaker.

Notwiihftandiog  the  Order  for  another  Hearing 
of  this  Matter,  there  is  little  or  no  further  Men- 
lion  made  concerning  itinihe  fournah,  till  ma- 
ny Days  after,  when  the  Houte  came  to  debate 
on  the  Bafis  of  Dr.  Turner's  ^eries,  ffhether  com~ 
mon  Fame  uiai  a  fuffuient  Ground  far  Accufation  ? 

Upon  tills,  Afiril  32.  a  long  Debate  en fued  in  theoetiteon  th 
Houfe  on  the  Qiieftion.  Mr,  Maliet  began,  and/oiefiidQueri 
laid,  '  That  the  Queftion,  JVheiker  common  Fame 
was  a  Ground  fufficttnt  for  the  Commons  Hetfe  of 
Parliament  to  proceed  upon,  required  great  Confi- 
deraiion,  Tiiathewas  againftit;  tho',heconfef3'd, 
he  had  feen  few  original  Precedents  in  the  Caie. 
But  the  Point,  Whether  an  Accufalion  upon  com- 
mon Fame  he  to  be  enteriained  there,  and  from 
thence  ii'anfmined  to  the  Lords,  he  was  againft, 
for  thcfe  Reafons :  Firfl,  Eecaufe  it  would  difad- 
vantage  the  Party  accufedi  confidering  thathemuft 
anfwer  the  Fame  as  well  as  the  Accuiaiion.  Next, 
Whofoever  is  acculed  here,  and  cleared,  is,  by  the 
Juftice  of  [his  Houfe,  to  have  Remedy  againft  the 
Accufer;  which,  by  this  Courfe,  he  will  want.' 

'  In  the  7ih  of  RichardU.  an  Accufation  of 
Bribery  Wiii  made  againft  the  Ciiancellor,  by  Ca- 
vendljb  .■  The  Complaint  being  found  falfe)  he  was 
adjudged  to  pay  a  Fine  of  3000  Marks,  to  be  im- 
prilbned,  tff.' 

•  In  the  17th  of  the  fame  Reign,  a  Complaint 
was  made  by  the  Earl  of  Arundel  againft  the  Duke  . 
of  Lancajltr.     He  was  acquitted,  and  the  Duk«. 
£  e  3  or- 
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An.  i.Cbirleil.orderciJ,  in  Parliament,  to  have  Satisfaflion  from 
it*6.        Aruxdei' 

'  That  if  this  had  been  an  Ufe  in  Parliamenr,  it 
would,  from  thence,  h,ive  been  derived  to  otlier 
Courts;  whereas  no  Temporal  Court  hath  ever 
ufed  it,  exi;epi  in  Cafes  Capital,  as  in  that  of  Mi- 
rhael  dt  la  Pole.  So,  in  the  Cafe  of  Recufanls,  he 
thought  it  might  be  kwibl ;  becaufe  the  Recufant, 
tho'  indifled,  yet,  conformingand  taking  theOaths, 
is  freed  from  all  Penalties  of  the  Law.  But  this 
was  not  the  Ca',  m  Quellion.' 

'  If  this  was  calculated  to  prevent  a  Mifchief,  it 
m^ht  be  tolerated;  but,  on  the  contrary,  here, 
where  it  tends  to  Judgment.  This,  he  faid,  was 
not  hite  the  Enquiry  of  a  Grand  jury ;  yet  no 
Grand  Jury,  except  in  the  Cafe  of  Recufahti^  pro* 
ceedeth  upon  commoB  Fame,  wilhoutother  Proof. 
He  likened  the  Refemblance  of  it  to  a  double  Judg- 
ment on  Account  j  where  the  firft  Judgment  muft 
be  grounded  on  a  Verdiift  of  Confeffion.  Doubled 
this  Precedent  might  be  dangerous  to  inferior  Tem- 
poral Conns,  by  way  of  Imitation.' 

'  That  Petitions  to  this  Houfe  for  a  Grievance 
are  in  Writing,  the  Petitioners  prefent,  and  their 
Hands  unro  it.  Laftly,  he  faid,  he  ri;merabred  the 
dfe  of  the  Bifliop  of  Ltncsln,  i2.  Jac.  which, 
upon  fpeciai  Reafon,  as  concerning  the  Honour  of 
this  Houie,  and  for  which  they  could  have  no  other 
Ground  of  Proof,  was  yet  rejedcd,  becaufe  it  had 
no  other  Ground.' 

■This  Speech  was  anfwered,  firft,  by  Mr.  If^yhl  % 
who  quoted  £ri7if?on,  *  ThatatlSufpicion'i,  ground- 
ed upon  Fame,  were  to  be  regarded.  That  fome 
Prefumptions  admit  Proof  to  ihe  contrary,  others 
not:  But  ihac  this  Fame  muft  arile  amongft  the 
belter  Sort-  Ail  our  Law-Boots  concur  in  this 
Point,  That  an  Act  mull  firft  be  done,  and  the 
Fame  rife  in  the  County  where  it  was  done.  Thfs 
is  a  good  Ground  for  arrelling  upon  any  Felony  ; 
as  iWurder,  Robbery,  fefr.  and  quoted  levcral  Afls 
of  Paili-imeiu  to  prove  it,'--  .     . 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Littleton  faid,  '  That  this  was  nor  a  Houfe^; 
of  deliniiive  Judgment,  Sue  of  Information,  De- 
nunci.uioit,  or  Prerentment,  for  which  common 
Fame  was  lufficienl.  That  there  was  a  great  Dif- 
ference between  common  Fame  and  Rumour:  The 
general  Voice  was  common  Fame  ;  and,  {''qx  Po- 
puli,  yox  Dei.  By  the  i+th  of  Edward  [(.  com- 
mon Fame  was  more  than  theSayingof  oneManj 
for  that  it  was  the  Voice  of  many.  That  com- 
mon Fame  was  a  good  Ground  of  Imprifonment 
for  Treafon  or  Felony,  by  the  z-^\ho(  Elizabtth; 
but  the  Perfon  cannot  then  be  faid  to  be  either  a 
Felon  or  a  Traitor.' 

'  That,  in  other  States,  amient  and  modern. 
Men  had  been  not  only  accufed,  but  condemtred, 
by  common  Fame.  He  quoted  Precedenis;  of  the 
Puke  of  Saj/itt's  Cafe,  %imHi7iryV\  the  Duke  of 
Stmer/el's,  igth  Henry  Vl.  and  the  Biftiop  of  Z./K- 
eoM's  Cafe,  in  the  nth  of  Jmes.  Cor.cluded", 
That  a  Man,  accufed  by  commoii  Fame,  is  to  an- 
fweronly  to  the  Accufaiion,  and  not  the  Fame.' 

Mr.  Bmvne,  on  the  fame  Side,  argued,  *  That 
Accufation  was  lo  be  allowed,  hut  not  Calumnia- 
,tion  :  Calumniation  13,  in  an  unfit  Place,  to  lay  an 
Afperflon.  That  common  Fame  was  called,  by 
CivUians,  SitiiipUna  Prabaiie,  arifing  out  of  appa- 
ttnl  Signs.  If  a  private  Man  accufe,  and  it  be 
found  falfe,  he  is  liable  to  Puniihmeni;  hecaufe  he 
bad  nothing  to  do  in  it :  But,  where  a  Member  of 
this  Houfe  does  it,  Hhen  liiet  4(iufatio,  if  the  Place 
be  proper  for  it;  otherwife,  not:  Therefore,  an 
Accufation,  in  this  Houfe,  proper.  That  there  was 
no  Siibjefl,  how'great  foever,  but  what  isqucltion- 
able  here,  if  he  be  grievous  to  the  Common-Wealth : 
So,  in  ail  former  Precedents ;  and  this  the  only 
Place  in  which  toqueftion  great  Men.' 

Sir  Tkcmai  Syentworth  ii.^,  '  That  if  they  could 
iiot  prefent  to  the  Lords  upon  common  Fame,  yet 
they  mightenqulte  and  accufe,  in  that  Houfe,  upon 
it.  That  this  was  ihc  only  Saf^uard  for  Accufa- 
tion of  great  Men*  whereas,  in  all  olhers,  no 
Map  <3»re  accule  them  for  Fear  of  Danger.  Men 
E  e  3  ui 
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an.».ch«letl.of  evil  Fame  were  not  bailable;  but  to  be  bound 
iMi.  to  good  Behaviour  by  Aft  of  Parliament.  If  com- 
mon Fame  was  fufiicient  for  Treafon  and  Felony, 
it  was  much  more  fo  in  lefler  Offences.  And 
Scandalum  Magnalum  lieih  no[,  where  a  Man  can 
bring  forth  but  one  Author.' 

Mr.  Sildeu  fpoke  next  in  this  Debate,  and  ar- 
gued, '  That  iheQueftion  was  now  only.  Whe- 
ther this  Houle  may  proceed  to  tranfmil  to  the 
'  Lords  upon  common  Fame!    And  furcly  they 

might,  elfe  no  gieat  Man  Ihall  be  acculed,  by  any 
Particular,  for  Fear  of  Danger.  The  Faults  of 
the  Gods  were  not  to  be  told,  till  the  Goddefs /am* 
was  born.  De  to  rrtak  criditar,  is  put  into  Indi£t' 
ments  for  Murder.  That  this  Courfe  of  Accufa- 
tion  was  held  in  all  the  Courts  in  Cbrifltndam. 
That  ihefe  Cafes  were  to  be  ruled  by  the  Law  of 
Parliaments,  and  nor  either  by  the  Common  or 
Civil  Law.  In  the  Cafe  of  the  Duke  of  Suffolk, 
sSih  Henry  VI.  there  was  a  general  Rumour  and 
Noife  of  great  Offenges  done  againft  the  State, 
The  Coinmons,  taking  Notice  thereof,  acquainted 
the  Lords  with  that  general  Rumour,  praying  them 
he  might  be  commiited  totlie  Taivfti  which  the 
Lordi.,upon  Coalultation  with  the  Judges,  refufed  i 
becaufe  the  Charge  wa?  only  general :  Thereupon 
the  Commons  inltanced,  in  one  Particular,  Thai 
the  Fre/uh  King  was  ready  to  invade  the  Kingdom 
thro'  his  Default ;  whereupon  he  Was  prefcntly 
committed.  In  the  Duke  of  Sumer/JJ's  Cafe,  igth 
Henry  VI.  the  like  Clamour  upon  common  Fame, 
and  the  Partiej  tomplamed  of  were  removed  from 
their  Offices.' 

Mr,  Ralle  faicl,  '  The  Commons  may  pfcfent  a 
Lord  of  [he  Higher  Houfc  to  the  Lords ;  for  he  is 
not  compellable  to  anfwer  in  this ;  And,  if  wc  can- 
not preient  upon  common  Fame,  he  can  never  be 
drawn  to  ^nfwer.  If  the  OiTence  tend  to  Felony 
or  Tieafoii,  the  Commons  may  pray  to  have  hint 
fomipitted,  in  refpeft  to  the  C^ujlity  of  the  Fad  i 
tut  it  is  olherwife  in  fmaller  C^ences  In  the  5th 
pf-  i^aiji  JY.  3,  Cgmplnim  was  mad?  againft  thq 
Kin§'« 
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King's  Confeflbr,  and  fome  oihers :  Hereupon  thcAn.!.  chaiieil. 
Lords  ordered  they  fliould  be  removed  from  about  1616. 
ihc  King.  And  the  King,  in  Parliament,  tho'  he 
knew  no  Caufe  particuiariy,  yet,  becaufe  the  Lords 
and  Commons  had  ihought  them  unlitiing,  he  iliere 
commaniicd  ihem  to  come  no  more  near  him  ; 
and  that  if  there  was  any  others,  againft  whom  the 
Lords  and  Commons  had  Indignation,  he  would 
remove  them  atfo  (y).' 

Mr.  Sbtrla/id  argued,  '  That,  in  a  Cafe  where 
there  was  probabilis  Cauja  Mgandi^  no  Damages 
Were  ever  awarded.  That  common  Fame  was  al- 
lowed to  be  fimiplena  Prohaiio.  That  the  Life  and 
Soul  of  the  Common-Wealth  was  of  greater  Re- 
fpeft  than  Felony.  He-faid,  there  was  as  well  a 
real  Treafon  as  a  legal  Treafon ;  the  firft  tanta- 
mount to  the  other:  Therefore  common  Fame 
was  a  fufficient  Ground  in  this  Cafe,  as  well  as  for 
Felony.' 

The  laft  who  fpoke  in  this  Debate,  on  the  fame 
Side,  was  Mr.  Niy,  who  faid,  '  That  Men  bound 
by  Recognizance  were  fometimes  imprifon'd  on 
common  Fame.  That  this  Houfe  could  but  en- 
quire, they  had  no  other  Jurifdidlion;  for  they 
■■were  no  Church  Wardens  nor  Grand  Jury.  And 
it  was  wrong  he  faid,  that  the  Fault  fhould  go  un- 
punilhed,  becaufe  no  Man  durft  accufe.  The 
Grounds  for  an  Enquiry  were  two ;  the  firit,  com- 
mon Fame ;  the  next,  whether  that  Fame  be  true. 
That  ihey  ought  not  to  iranfmit  without  the  firft 
be  common ;  but  without  the  particular  Enquiry 
they  might:  For  it  might  happen  they  could  not 
get  Witnefles ;  fuppofing  the  Witnefles  to  be  of 
the  Houfe  of  Lords."  ' 

It  is  eafy  to  fee,  by  the  Courfe  of  ttiis  Debate, 
that  the  Duke  had  few  Advocates  in  the  Houfe  of 
Commons.  We  do  not  even  find  that  the  State- 
Officers  in  that  Houfe  faid  any  Thing  in  his  Favour ; 
only  we  are  told,  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Dutchy 
.being  asked  his  Opinion,  gave  it  againft  this  Pro- 
ceeding by  common  Fame.

the  Complaint,  if  the  Houfe  think  fit,  to  the  King 
or  the  Lords  i'  It  was  carried  in  the  Affirmative  by 
a  great  Majority. 

This  Riinora  being  put  by,  the  Commons  thca 
The  Commons  pjoj-g^ijgd  ^i[|,  g^eai  Vigour  agalnlt  the  Duke.  Se- 
Mjinflthe'Duke''^''^'  Com miuee*,  appointed  for  particular  Enqui- 
pf  Buckinglitnuries  into  his  Conduit,  brought  in  iheir  Reports,'  and 
many  Votes  and  Refolulions  were  taken  upon  them} 
which  we  ihall  poftpone  till  we  come  to  the  gene- 
ral Charge  againft  him.     But,  amoiigft  the  reft  of 
the  Committees,  there  was  one  appointed  to  confi- 
der  of  3  Supply  to  be  granted  io.the  King  ;  and, 
Miirch  27,  Sir  Dudley  D-gges   made  the  Repon 
from  it.     The  fame  Day  it  was  refolved  upon  the 
And,irotoEnnt^^'^'°"'  *  "^^'^  '^^**  Sub/sdUs  and  three  fi/ieins 
a  Su^ly.  fliouJd  be  granted  to  hJa  Majefty  in  this  Seflion  of 

Parliament,  payable  at  three  feparate  Times ;  the 
Bill  to  he  brought  in,  when  ihey  had  prefenied 
iheir  Grievances,  and  received  bis  Anfwer  to  ibem.' 
Hand  in  Hand  with  the  Supply  went  the  Com- 
mons Proceedings  againft  the  Duke.     Rujhwsrth 
infoims  us  of  one  Day's  Debate  on  that  Matter  i 
and  that  Sir  //',  IVakir,  if  his  Name  be  not  mifla- 
DAattoaihe    kcn  in  thofe  Collei^titjns  (2;),   reprefenitd   to  the 
Duke')  Affair,   Houle,  'That  the  Caufc  cJ' all  iheir  Grievancej 
Vaa,  becaufe,  ai  it  wasfaidof  i^7j]Jtl,of  Fiamt, 
M  th(  K'ng'f  Csumil  ridts  upon  sfii  Hsr/e :  There- 
fore the  Pailiament  wasioadvife  his  Majefty,  as 
Jtlhrs  did  Mofis,  to  ukc  unto  him  Afliftants  with 
ihcfe  Qualities: 

1.  '  Nob'i,  from  amongft  all  the  People;  not 
Upftiirte,  and  of  a  Night's  Growth.' 

2.  '  Men  cf  Couiage;  fuch  as  will  execute  their 
own  Pla'ces,  and  not  commit  them  to  bafe  and  un- 
^eferving  Deputies.' 

5.  '  Fiar  Hi  Ged;  who  halt  not  betwixt  |wo 
Opi'iions,  or  incline  to  falfe  Worfliip,  in  refpefl  of 
a  Mother,  Wife,  or  Father.'

4.  *  Dialing  truly  ;  for  Court{hip,  Flattery,  and  j^„,i.  chuldj, 
Pietence,   become  not   King's   Gaunfellors ;   but        i6a6. 
they  muft  be  luch  as  the  King  and  Kingdom  may 
tmft.' 

5.  '  Hating  Covitoufnefs  j  no  Bribers,  or  Sellers 
of  Places  in  Church  or  Coin  men- Wealth,  much 
\tis  Honours  and  Places  about  the  King,  and  leaft  • 
of  all  fiicb  as  live  upon  other  Men's  Ruins.' 

6.  '  They  fhould  be  many,  let  over  Thoufands, 
Hundreds,  Fifties,  and  Tens,  one  Man  not  engrof- 
fmg  all.  Where  there  is  Abundance  of  Counfe!, 
there  is  Peace  and  Safely,' 

7.  '  They  muft  judge  oi  fmnll  Matters;  the 
greater  muft  go  to  the  King  himfelf,  not  all  lo  the 
Council;  much  lefs  any  one  Counfellor  muft  alone 
manage  the  whole  Weight ;  but  royal  Adlions 
muft  be  done  only  by  the  King.' 

Lqflly,  'A^s/i-jchofe  them  £/^^r/, not  youngMen. 
Solomon,  by  Miracle  and  Revelation,  was  wife,  be- 
ing young;  but  neither  his  Son,  nor  his  young 
Counfellors,  had  that  Privilege  ;  No  more  is  it  ex- 
pected in  any  of  our  Counfellors,  untill,  by  Age 
and  Experience,  they  have  attained  it.' 

Sir  "J^hii  Elliat  continued  the  Debate,  and  thus 
.fpafce:  '  We  have  had,  fays  he,  a  Repretcntation  of 
great  Fear ;  but,  I  hope,  that  fhall  not  darken  our 
Underftandings.  There  are  but  two  Things  con- 
fidetable  in  this  Bufincfs :  Firjf,  The  Occafion  of 
our  Meeting :  And,  feandly.  The  prefent  State  of 
our  own  Country.  Thcfirftof  thefeweall  know, 
and  it  hath  at  large  been  made  known  unio  us,  and 
therefore  needeih  no  Difpuie.  The  latterof  thefe 
we  ought  to  make  known,  and  draw  and  fhew  it,  as 
in  a  Perfpedive,  in  this  Houfe  ;  For  our  Wills  and 
Affections  were  never  more  clear,  more  ready  as  to 
his  Majefty  i  but,  perhaps,  baulk'd  and  check'd  in 
pur  Forwardnefs,  by  ihcife  the  King  intrufls  with 
the  Affaiisof  ihe  Kingdom.  The  laft  Aflion  was 
the  King's  firfl  Aftion  \  and  the  lirft  Aflions  and 
De%ns  of  Kings  are  cf  great  Obfervance  in  the 
Eye  of  the  World  ;  for  thereon  much  dependeth 
the  Efteem  01  Di(^9aii  of  ib^tt  future  Proceedings. 

And 
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^j  And,  ill  this  Aflion,  the  King  and  Kingdom  have 
fuffered  much  Difiionour;  We  are  weaken 'd  in 
our  Srrcngth  and  Safety,  and  many  of  our  Men 
and  Ships  are  ioft.  Tins  great  Defign  was  fix"d  on 
thcPerfonof  the  Lord  General,  who  hid  the  whole 
Command  both  by  Sea  and  Land;  And  can  this 
great  General  think  it  fuflicient  to  put  in  his  De- 
puty and  ftayathomeJ  Count  jWonj/ff/rf's  Anions 
were  fo  miferab!e,  and  the  going  cut  of  thofe  Men 
fo  ill  managed,  as  we  are  fcarce  able  to  fay  they 
went  out.  That  handful  of  Men  fent  to  the  Pa- 
latinnte,  and  not  feconded,  what  a  lyols  was  it  to 
all  Germany  i  We  know  well  who  hdd  then  the 
King's  Ear,  I  could  fpeak  of  the  Aflion  of  Ai- 
gier\  but  I  will  not  look  fo  far  backward.  Are 
not  Honours  now  fold,  and  made  defpicable?  Are 
not  judicial  Places  fold  ?  And  do  not  they  then  fell 
Jufiice  again  ?  Vcndert  Jure  poteji,  emirat  ilk  prim. 
Tu!!y,  in  an  Oration  againft  l^crres,  notes.  That  the 
Nations  were  Suirors  to  the  Senate  of  Rome,  that 
the  Law,  dePccuniis  ripeiundis,  might  be  recalled  : 
Which  fecms  Itrange,  that  thofe  that  were  Suitors 
for  the  Law,  fhould  feek  again  to  repeal  it ;  but 
the  Rcafon  was,  it  was  perverted  to  their  111.  So  it 
is  now  with  us;  beiides  inferior  and  fubordinatePer- 
fons  that  muft  have  Gratuities,  they  muft  now  feed 
their  great  Patrons.'     • 

'  I  (hail,  to  our  prefent  Cafe,  cite  two  Prece- 
dents: Thefirft  is  \i.  Henry  III.  The  Treafurc 
was  then  much  exhaufted  ;  many  Difordcrs  com- 
plained on;  the  King  wronged  by  fome  Mi- 
nifters ;  many  Subfidies  were  then  demanded  in 
Parliament,  but  they  were  denied:  And  then 
the  Lords  and  Commons  joined  to  defire  the 
King  to  re-aflume  the  Lands  which  were  impro- 
viiienlly  granted,  and  to  examine  hisgieat  Officers, 
and  the  Caiifes  of  tliofe  Evils  which  the  People 
then  fuffered.  This  was  yielded  unto  by  the  King, 
and  Hugh  de  Burgo  was  found  faulty,  and  was  dif- 
placed  ;  and  then  the  Commons,  in  the  fame  Par- 
lianjent,  gave  Supply.  The  fecond  Precedent 
T,vas  in  ihc  lenth  Year  of  Richard  II.  Then  the 
Times 
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Times  were  fucfi,  and  Places  fo  changeable,  that  An.  a.chatlni. 
any  great  Officer  could  hardly  fit  to  be  warm'd  in  '**^' 
his  Place.  Then  alfo  Monica  had  been  formerly 
given,  and  Supply  was  at  that  Parliament  required : 
The  Commons  denied  Supply,  and  complained 
that  their  Monies  were  raifemployed  ;  that  the 
Earl  of  Suffolk  [Michael  de  la  Pali}  then  over-ruled 
all  ;  and  Jo  their  Anfwer  was,  7hey  couldmt  give. 
And  they  petitioned  the  King,  that  a  CommilTion 
might  be  granted,  and  that  ihe  Earl  of  Suffolk 
might  be  examined,  A  Commifiion,  at  their  Re- 
queft,  was  awarded  ;  and  that  Commiflion  recites 
all  the  Evil  then  complained  of,  and  that  the  King, 
upon  the  Petition  of  the  Lords  and  Commons, 
had  granted  that  Examination  fhould  be  taken  oF 
the  Crown  Lands  which  were  fold  -,  of  the  ordering 
of  his  Houfhold  ;  and  the  Difpofition  of  the  Jewels 
of  his  Grand-Father  and  Father.  I  hear  nothing 
&id  in  this  Houfe  of  our  Jewels,  nor  will  I  fpeak 
of  them  ;  but  I  could  wifh  they  were  within  ihefe 
Walls.  We  are  now  in  the  fame  Cafe  with  thofe 
former  Times ;   we  fuffer  alike,  or  worle:   And  ' 

therefore,  unlefs  we  feek  Redrefs  of  ihefe  great 
Evils,  we  ihall  find  Diiabiliiy  in  the  Wills  of  the 
People  10  grant.  I  wilh  therefore,  that  we  may 
hold  a  dutiful  Purfuance  in  preparing  and  prefent- 
ing  our  Grievances:  For  the  three  Subfidies  and 
three  Fifteens  which  are  propofed,  I  hold  the  Pro- 
portion will  not  fuit  with  what  we  would  give  ; 
but  yet  I  know  it  is  all  wc  are  able  to  do,  or  can 
give ;  and  yet  this  is  not  lo  be  the  Stint  of  our 
Affeflions,  but  to  come  again,  to  give  more  upon 
juft  Occafions.'

*  approved  himfelf  to  be ;  not  only  by  his  long 

*  Patience  fince  the  fitting  down  of  [his  Parlia- 
'  ment,  but  by  thofc  mild  and  calm  Direftions, 
'  which,  from  Time  to  Time,  that  Houfe  hath  re- 

*  ceived  by  Meflage  and  Letter,  and  from  his  Royal 
'  Mouth,  when  the  irregular  Humours  of  fomepar- 

*  ticular  Perfons  wrought  Diveriions  and  Diftrac- 

*  tions  (here,  to  the  Difturbance  of  thofe  great  and 

*  weighty  Affairs,   v/hich    the   Neceflity  of  the 

*  Times,  the  Honour  and  Safety  of  the  King  and 

*  Kingdom,  called  upon:    And  therefore  his  Ma- 

*  jefty  doth  afliire  you,  lhat  when  ihele  great  Af- 
'  *  fairs  arc  fettled,  and  that  his  Majefty  hath  recei- 
\  *  vcd  SatisfaiSlion  of  his  reafonable  Demands,  he 

*  will,  as  a  juft  King,  hear  ani)  anfwcr  your  jult 

*  Grievances,  which,  in  a  dutiful  Way,  (hall  be 
'  prefemed  unto  him ;  and  this  his  Majefty  doth 

*  avow. 

*  Next,  his  Majefty  would  have  you  to  know  of 

*  a  fureiy,  Thar,  as  never  any  King  was  more 

*  loving  to  his  People,  nor  better  affeflioned  to  the 

*  rightUfeofParliaments;  fo  never  King  was  more 

*  jealous  of  his  Honour,  nor  mote  fenlible  of  the 

*  Negteit  and   Contempt  of   his   Royal  Rights, 

*  which  his  Majefty  will  by  no  Means  fuffer  to  be 

*  vioiaied.  by  any  pretended  Colour  of  Parliamen- 
'  tary  Liberty;  wherein  his  Majefty  doth  not  for- 
'  get,  that  the  Parliament  is  his  Council,  and  there- 

*  fore  ought  to  have  the  Liberty  of  a  Council  j 
'  but  his  Majefty  underftands  the  Diffisrence  be- 

*  twixt  Council  and  Controlling,  and  between  Li* 

*  berty  and  the  Abufe  of  [.iberiy. 

*  This  being  fet  down  iii  general,  his  Majefty 

*  hath  commanded  nie  to  relate  fome  particular 

*  Paffages  and  Proceeding!,  whereat  he  finds  him- 
!  fdf  agerieveiJ. 
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■s.  Chulol.     '  -^^1  Whereas  a  fed itio us  Speech  was  uttered 
»6»6.       '  amongft  you  by  Mr.  Cake,   the  Houfe  did  not, 

*  as  they  ought  to  do,  cenfure  and  correft  him. 
'  And  when  his  Majefty,  undeiftanding  it,  did,  by 

*  a  Meflage,  by  Mr.  Chancellor  of  ihe  Exchequer 
'  deliver'd  to  ihe  Houfe,  require  Juftice  of  you ; 
'  his  Majefty  hath  fines  found  noihing  but  pro- 

*  trading  and  Delays.  This  his  Majefty  holds  not 
'  ayeeable  to  the  Wtfdom  and  the  Duty  which  he 

*  expeftcd  frorn  the  Houfe  of  Commons. 

"•  Secmd^,  Whereas  Dr.  Turner,  in  a  ftratigc 

*  Unparliamentary  Way,  without  any  Ground  of 
'  Knowledge  in  himfelf,  or  offering  any  particular 
'  Proof  to  the  Houfe,  did  take  upon  him  to  ad- 
'  vife  the  Houfe  to  enquire  upon  fundry  Articles 
'  againft  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  as  he  pretended ; 
'  but,  in  Truth,  to  wound  the  Honour  and  Go- 
'  vernment  of  his  Majclty,  and  of  his  renown'd 
'  Father ;  and  his  Majefty,  firft,  by  a  MelTage, 
'  and,  afier,  by  his  own  Royal  Mouth,  did  declare, 
'  That  that  Courfe  of  Enquiry  was  an  Example, 
'  which  by  no  way  he  could  fuffer,  tho'  it  were 
'  againft  his  meaneft:  Servant,  much  lefs  againll 

*  one  fo  near  him  j  and  that  his  Majeflydid  much 
'  wonderat  the  fuolith  Infolency  of  any  Man  that 

*  can  think,  ihar  his  Majefty  fliould  be  drawn,  out 
'  of  any  End,  to  offer  fuch  a  Sacrifice,  fo  unwof- 
'  thy  of  2  King,  or  a  good  Mafter ;  yet,  for  all 
'  this,  you  have  been  fo  far  from  correfling  the 

*  Infolency  of  turnir,  that,  ever  firce  that  Time, 
'  your  Committees  have  walked  in  the  Steps  of 

*  Turner^  and  proceeded  in  an  Unparliamentary 

*  Inquifition  ;  running  upon  Generals,  and  repeat- 

*  ing  that  whereof  you  have  made  Fame  the 
'  Ground- Work.     Here  his  Majefty  hath  Caufe 

*  to  be  exceed'ng  fenfible,  that,  upon  every  Parti- 
'  cular,  he  finds  the  Honour  of  his  Father  ftain'd 
'  and  blemifh'd,  andhisownnoiefsi  and,  withall, 

*  you  have  manifeficd  a  gieat  Forwardnefs  rather 
'  to  pluck  GUI  of  his  Eolom  thofe  who  are  near 
'  about  him,  and  whom  his  Majefty  harh  Caufe  to 
'  affe<2,  than  to  tiuft  his  Majefty  with  the  future 

■  Re- 
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Reformation  of  thefe  Things  which  you  feem  xo^n,%.OmUhh 
aim  at :  And  yet  you  cannot  deny,  but  his  Ma-        *,*  '    . 
jefty  hath  wrought  a  greater  Reformation  in  Mat-^ 
ters  of  Religion,  Execution  of  the  Laws,  and 
concerning  Things  of  great  Importance,  than 
the  Shortnefs  of  his  Reign  (in  which  he  hath 
been  hindred,  partly  thro'  Sicknefs,  and  the  Di- 
ftraftion  of  Things,  which  we  could  have  wifh- 
ed  had  been  otherwife)  could  produce. 
*  Concerning  the  Duke  of  Btf^iiff^Atfw,  his  Ma- 
jefty  hath  commanded  me  to  tell  you.  That  him- 
feJf  doth  better  know  than  any  Man  living 
the  Sincerity  of  the  Duke's  Proceedings ;  with  ^ 
what  Cautions  of  Weight  and  Difcretion  he  hath 
been  guided  in  his  public  Employments  from  his 
Majeily  and  his  blefled  Father ;  what  Enemies  he 
hath  procured  at  home  and  abroad  ;  what  Peril 
of  his  Perfon,  and  Hazard  of  his  Eflate  he  ran 
into  for  the  Service  of  his  Majefty,  and  his  ever 
bleffed  Father ;  and  how  forward  he  hath  been 
in  the  Service  of  this  Houfe  many  Times  fince 
his  Return  from  Spain:  And  therefore  his  Ma-  ,. 
jefty  cannot  believe  that  the  Aim  is  at  the  Duke 
of  Buckingham  j  but  findeth^  that  thefe  Proceed- 
ings do  direftly  wound  the  Honour  and  Judg- 
ment of  himfelf,  and  of  his  Father.    It  is  there- 
fore his  Majefty's  exprefs  and  final  Command- 
ment, That  you  yield  Obedience  unto  tho(e  Di-

*  whole  Years  and  E(1iicalion  cannot  atiain  to  that 

*  Depth :  Thar  foreign  Bufinenes  have  been  en- 

*  tertained  in  the  Houfe,  to  the  Hmderancc  and 
'  DifadvantageofhisMajefty'sNegoLiations:  That 

*  ihe  fame  Year,  yea,  the  firft  Day  of  his  Majc- 

*  (ly's  Inauguration,  youfuffered  his  Council,  Go- 

*  vernment,  and  Servanis  to  be  parajell'd  with  the 
'  Times  of  moft  Exception :  That  your  Cotnmit- 
'  tees  have  prefumcd  to  examine  the  Letters  of 
'  Secretaries  of  State,  nay,  his  own  ;  and  fent  a 
'  general  Warrant  to  his  Signet-Offlce,  and  com- 
'  mandcd  his  Officers,  not  only  to  produce  and

'  ftrong  Preparation  of  the  Enemy ;  with  the  Im- 

*  portance  of  upholding  his  Allies,  ftrengthening 

*  and  fecuringboth  Efigiandsnd  Ireland^  bclides  the 
'  encountering  and  annoying  the  Enemy  by  a  pow- 

*  erful  Fleet  at  Sea,  and  the  Charge  of  all :  This 
'  having  been  calculated  unto  you,  you  have  pro- 
'  felTed  unto  his  Majefty,  by  the  Mouth  of  your 
'  Speaker,  your  Carefulnefs  to  fupport  the  Caufe 
'  wherein  his  Majefty  and  his  Allies  arc  juftly  en- 
'  gsged  J  your  unanimous  Confent  and  real  Inten- 

*  tendon  10  fupply  his  Majefty  in  fuch  a  Meafure 
'  as  fliould  make  him  fafe  at  home,  and  feared 

*  abroad  j  and  that,  in  the  Difpatch  hereof,  you 
'  would  ufe  fuch  Diligence,  as  his  Majefty's  prcf- 
'  fing  and  prefent  Occafions  did  require. 

'  And  now  his  Majefty  having  erefled  a  Pro- 
'  ceedingfuitable  to  this  Engagement,  he  doth  ob- 

*  feri-e,  that,  in  two  Dnys  only  of  twelve,  this 

*  Bufinefs  was  thosght  of;  and  not  begun,  titl  hli 

'  Ma- 
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Majefty,  by  a  MeiTage,  put  you  in  mind  of  it;An.i.cimlM|i 
whilft  your  Inquifition,  againft  his  Majefty's  Di-        '*•*• 

*  reftion,  proceeded  Day  by  Day. 

*  And,  for  the  Meafure  of  ibis  Supply,  his  Ma-  ' 

*  jefty  fiodeth  it  fo  far  from  making  himfdf  fafe 

*  at  home,  and  feared  abroad,  as,  contrary  wife,  it 

*  expofeih  him  both  to  Danger  and  Diiefteem] 

*  for  his  Majefty  cannot  expeft,  without  better 
■  Help,  but  that  his  Allies  muft  prefently  difband, 

*  and  leave  him  alone  to  beat  '.he  Fury  of  a  pro- 

*  voked  and  powerful  Enemy ;  fo  as  both  he  and 

*  you  fhill  be  unfafe  ai  home,  and  aftiamed  and 

*  defpifed  abtu;id.     And  for  the  Manner  of  the 

*  Supply,  icisin  iifelf  very  dilhonourable,  and  full 

*  of  Diftruft  J  for  although  you  have  avoided  the 
.  •  literal  Word  of  a  Condition,  whereof  his  Majefty

Buty  I  pray  you  be  not  deceived^  it  is  nQt  a  Parlia- 
mentary IPay^  nor  it  is  not  a  Way  to  deal  with  a  King* 
-^1/r.  Coke  toldyoUy  It  was  better  to  be  eaten  up 
by  a  Foreign  Enemy,  than  to  be  deftroyed  at  Home. 
Indeed  I  think  it  more  Honour  for  a  JCiffg  to  be  /«- 
vaded,  and  almoji  dejlroyed  by  a  Foreign  Enemy y  than 
to  be  defpifed  by  his  own  Subjects .

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Rementber,  that  Parliaments  are  altogether  i«my  An.i.charlrtl. 
Powtr  for  their  Calling,  Sittings  and  Diplutisn;  '6»6. 
iherifore  as  I  find  the  Fruits  cfthem  good  or  evil,  tbey 
are  to  continue,  or  net  to  be :  jind,  remember,  tbat^ 
if  in  this  lime,  snRead  of  mending  your  Errors,  by 
Delay  you  perfij}  in  your  Errors,  pu  make  them 
greater,  and  irremncileable :  ff%erem,  en  the  other 
Side,  if  ym  da  go  on  chearfully  to  mend  them,  and 
look  to  the  diflrefjed  Stale  of  Cfariftendom,  and  the 
Jfffairs  of  the  Kingdom,  as  it  lleth  now  by  this  great 
Engagement ;  you  zuill  do  yewfelves  Honour,  you 
fiall  encourage  me  to  go  on  with  Parliaments,  and, 
I  hope,  all  Chriftcndom  jhallfed  the  Good  of  it.

-  •  That  as  hia  Majefty  would  not  have  you  ron- 
'  dition  with  him  direftly  or  indireflly,  (b  be  will 
not  lie  to  a  Day,  for  giving  further  Supply;  but 
it  was  the  preffing  Occafion  of  Ckrlflendom  that 
miadc  him  to  pitch  upon  a  Day. 
'  His  Majefty  hath  here  a  Servant  of  the  Kins 
of  Denmark,  and  another  from  the  Duke  of 
Weymer;  and  Yefterday  received  a  Letter  from 
his  Sifter  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  who  fignified 
that  the  King  of  Denmark  hath  fent  an  Ambaf- 
F  f  »  '  fedof 
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fador,  with  Power  ^o  perfeft  the  Contraft  which 
was  made  at  the  Hague  y  fo  it  was  not  the  Kin^^ 
but  Time,  and  the  Things  them&lves  that  prefled 
a  Time. 

.  •  Therefore  his  Majefty  is  plcafed  to  give  longer 
Time,  hoping  you  will  not  give  him  Caufc  to 
put  you  in  Mind  of  it  ^gain  ;  fo  that  you  have  a 
greater  Latitude,  if  the  Bufinels  require  to  think 
further  of  it. 

*  I  am  commanded,  further  to  tell  you,  that  if 
his  Majefly  fliould  accept  of  a  lefs  Sum  than  will 
fufRce,  it  will  deceive  youi-  Expedtations,  difap- 
point  bis  Allies,  and  confuine  tne  Treafure  of  the 
Kingdom  ;  whereas,  if  you  give  largely  now, 
the  Bjfinefs  being  at  the  Crifis,  it  comes  fo  fea* 
fonably^'  it  may  give  a  Turn  to  the  Affairs  of 
Chriftindcm, 

*  But  while  we  delay  and  fufFer  the  Time  to 
pais,.jQthers  abroad  will  take  Advantage  of  it,  as 
the  King  of  Spain  hath  done,  by  concluding  a 

.  Peace,  as 'tis  thought,  in  haly^  for  XhtValuUne ; 
whereby^our  Work  is  become  the  greater,  becaufe 
there  can  be  no  Diverfion  that  Way. 

*  As  it  was  a  good  Rule  to  fear  all  Things  and 
nothing,  and  to  be  liberal  was  fometimes^  to  be 
thrifty ;  fo  in  this  Particular,  if  you  give  largely, 
you  fhall  carry  the  War  to  the  Enemy's  Door, 
and  keep  that  Peace  at  Home  that  hath  been : 
Whereas,  on  the  contrary,  if  you  draw  the  War 
Home,  it  brings  with  it  nothing  but  Jt)iftur- 
bance  and  Fear,  all  Courfes  of  Juftice  ftoppM, 
and  each  Man's  Revenue  leilened,  and  nothing 
th^t  can  be  profitable.

*  will  be  for  your  Eafe,    and  may  fatisfy  you, 

*  without  calling  any  ill  Odour  on  hia  Govern- 

*  mentjOr  laying  open  any  Weaknefs  that  may  bring 
'  .Shame  upon  us  abroad,     Ttiat  which  is  propofed 

*  is  fo  !ilt!e,   that  when  (he  Payment  comes,  it 

*  will  bring  him  to  a  worfe  Eftate  than  now  he  is 

*  in;  therefore  wifhes  You  to  enlarge  it, but  leaves 

*  the  Augmentation  to  Yourfelves;  but  ia  ibrry, 

*  and  touch'd  in  Confciencc,   that  the  Burthen 

*  fhould  lie  on  the  pooreft,  who  want  too  much 

*  already;  yet  he  will  not  prefcribe,  but  wifli  that 

*  you,  who  were  the  Abettors  and  Counfcliors  of 

*  this  War,  would  take  a  greater  Part  of  the  Burthen 

*  to  yourfelves;  and  any  Man  that  can  find  out 
'  that  Way,  (hall  (hew  himfelf  beft  affetled,  and 

*  do  the  beft  Service  to  the  King  and  State.' 

The  Duke  then  made  his  Addrefs  to  them  in  his 
Own  Behalf.

Let  me  be  excufed 
if  I  give  Account  of  this  Particular,  when  I 
fliouM  fpeak  of  the  Geijeral ;  for  this  goes  near 
my  Heart,  and  to  diflemble  with  my  Conlcii' 
ence,  no  End&  of  Fortunes  in  the  World  can 
make  me>  do  it :  For,  if  I  had  any  ill  Inclina*» 
tion,  I  had  fucb  Offers  made,  to  me  in  Sffainy  as 
might  have  tempted  me. 

*  If  I  would  have  been. converted  myrelf9  I 
migl^  have  had  the  Infanta  {mt  in  my  Mafter's 
Bed;  and,  if  my  Diicontent  (hould  have  rifen 
here«,  t  might  have  bad  an  Armv  to  have  come 
with  me :  But  I  thought  the  Offer  foolifh,  ri-» 
diculous  and  fcornf^l,  in  that  Point  of  Religion.

*  My  Mafter  had  good  Intelligence  that  the  Kife^ 
of  Spain^s  Eye  was  malicioully  bent  this  Way, 
which  had  been  purfued  accordingly,  if  the  Em- 
ployment of  ih&  Low-Country- Men  to  thejBay 
of  Todos  los  Santos  had  not  diverted  iu 
^  Now,  for  the  Courifel  which  was  ufed  in  fcod* 
ingout  the  Fleets,  I  will  refer  you  to  the  Rela- 
tion of  the  Lord  Conway;  who,  a6  well  in  this  at 
other  Refoiutions,  can  tell  you,  that  nothing  was 
carried  with  fingle  Counfels :  And,  for  my^f, 
I  know,  that  in  all  thofe  Adtbns,  no  Man  cm 
ftand  up  againft  me,~  to  fay,  that  I  ever  did  go 
with  iingle  Counfels,  or  made  Breach  of.  anv;

*  the  former  Affairs  of  State  had  bred  fuch  Aftec- 

*  tions,  that  the -Bufinefs  being  aliered,  they  were 

*  not  ro  be  irufted  with  the  Change.  : 
''  '  I  will  now  give  you  an  Account  of  all  my   '^ 

■  Negotiations,  iince  itiy  being  at  Oxfsrd,  both  ac 

*  home  and  abroad  ;'and  becaule  there  it  was 
'  charged,    that  thofe  Things  were  carried  with 

*  finglc  CoUnfels,  I  was  more  careful  to  advife  the 

*  King  to  have  his  Council  with  him  in  the  Couti- 
'  try,    being  to  enter  into  War  with  an  aftive 

*  King. 

*  And,  formyP.irt,  I  did  diligently  wait  on  the 
'  Council,  left  all  Recreations,  all  perfonal  Occa- 

*  fions,  Itudying  to  ferve  my  Matter,  and  to  gain

'  cil  of  jyoodflock  generally  advifed  the  going-out

*  greateft  Suit  for  it  to  my  Matlet,  that  ever  I  did 

*  for  any  thing :  But  his  Majefty  thought  my  Scr- 
'  vice  more  ufeful  in  the  Luw  Counlries,  to  com- 
'  fort  his  Sifter,  and  to  treat  with  the  Kings  of 

*  Denmark,  Siuidin  and  the  States. 

*  And  though  the  Succefs  (as  I  faid)  of  the  Fleet,

*  From  Oxford  the  Conncil  went  to  Soutbamp* 
tofif  where  the  States  Ambailadors  did  wait  often 
on  the  King  and  Council  ^  and  a  League,  Ofien- 
five  and  Defenfive,  betwixt  us  and  them>  was 
thought  fit  to  be  refolved  on,  whereof  fome 
Reafons  I  will  exprefs,  but  not  all.  Firft,  they 
are  of  our  own  Religion.  Secondly,  they  are 
our  Neighbours,  for  Situation  fo  lifeful,  as  when 
they  are  in  Diftrefs,  it  is  Policy  in  us  to  give 
them  Relief  J  therefore  the  King  thought  fit  to 
do  it  in  fuch  a  Manner  as  might  lay  an  Obliga- 
tion on  them  ;  which,  if  it  had  not  been  donet 
they  had,  been  prefled  with  a  long  War,  and  fuch 
a  Faction  among  themfelves,  as,  if  the  King  had 
not  joined,  and  in  a  Manner  appeared  their  Pro- 
teftor,  they  had  broke  among  themfelves.  And 
in  this  the  King's  Care  was  not  only  of  them, 
but  of  all  Chrijlendom^  and  of  his  own  Particu- 
lar. 

'  For,  as  before,  he  only  affifted  them ;  his 
Majefly'sCare  now  ufed  Arguments  to  draw  them 
to  Contribution ;  fo  that  they  bear  the  fourth  Part 
of  the  Charge  of  the  War  at  Sea,  according  to 
fuch  Conditions,  as,  by  the  Lord  Chamberlain, 
you  have  heard. , 

*  This  League  being  peifefted  between  the 
States  and  us,  his  Majefty,  by  Advice  of  his 
Council,  thought  fit  to  fend  me  to  get  fuch  a 
League  with  the  other  Princes  as  I  could.  The 
Rendezvous  was  in  the  Low  Countries^  being  in 
a  Manner  the  Centre  for  Repair  for  England^ 
France^  and  Germany ;  I  had  Laritude  of  Cora- 
miilion  to  make  the  League  with  mod:  Advan- 
tage 1  could. 

'  Now  I  had  difcovered  from  Monfieur  B"'^^^ 
X\i%  French  Amb^^ador  h^e,  that  a  League,  Of^ 
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'  fenlive  and  Defcnfive,  would  be  refufed ;  and  I  Ao.».  chuittl. 
'  found  the  King  of  Dmmari  (hie,  and  loaih  to       '^**- 

•  enter  inio  fuch  a  League  againft  the  King  of 
'  Spain;  and  iu,  partly  out  of  Necefliiy,  and 
'  partly  out  of  Reafons  of  State,  I  was  forced  to 
'  conclude  the  League  in  general  Terms,  for  the 

•  reftoring  the  Liberty  of  Germany,  without  nam- 
'  ing  the  King  of  Spain,  or  the  Emperor,  that 
'  other  Princes  might  come  in  ;  and  this  to  conti- 

•  nue  till  every  one  had  Satisfaction  ;  and  nothing 

•  to  be  treated  of,  debated,  or  concluded  on,  but 

•  by  Confent  of  all  Parties.     It  did  appear  that  the 

•  Charge  was  fo  great,  that  tiie  Kingdom  could  ' 

•  not  endure  it ;  and  therefore  I  endea»oured,  in 

•  the  Law  Ceuntriis,  to  leflen  it,  and  fo  the  Sea- 

•  Charge  was  helped  ;   and  rhe  Land-Affiftance 

•  given  unto  them,  is  to  ceafe  fix  Months  hence, 

•  which  the  Lord  Conway  faid  was  to  end  in  Sep- 
'  ifml^er  next. 

'  Alfo,  by  this  Treaty,  it  b  conditioned  with 

•  the  King  of  Denmark,  that  when  my  Mafter 
'  fhall,  by  Diverfion,  equal  to  this  Contribution 

•  with  his  own  Subjefls,  enter  into  Aftion,  then 

•  his  Charge  to  ceafe :  Or  if  the  King  of  France 

•  may  be  drawn  in,  of  which  there  is  great  Hope 

•  (though  he  hath  now  made  Peace  in  Italy)  for 

•  that  the  Policy  of  France  may  not  give  Way 

•  unto  the  Greatnefs  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  and 

•  Ambition  of  Spain,  whofe  Dominions  do  grefp 
'  him  in  on  every  Side;   and,  if  the  Bufinefe  be 

•  well  carried,    his  Engagement  to  the  King  of 

•  Denmart  may  draw  him  in;  fo  there  is  great 

•  PoiTibility  of  eafing  our  Charge. 

*  But  all  is  in  the  difcreet  taking  of  the  Time  ; 

•  for,  if  not,  we  may  think  the  King  of  iJMmflr* 

•  will  take  hold  of  ihofe  fair  Conditions  which  are 

•  each  Day  offered  him  ;  and  then  the  Enemy's 

•  Army  will  fall  upon  the  River  of  Elve,  and  (the

«  I  am  accufed,  by  comnK>n  Fame,  to  be  the 

*  Caufe  of  the  Lofs  of  the  Narrow  Seas,  and  the 

*  Damage  there  futtained.     What  J  can  fay,  is' 

*  this,  fince  the  War  begun  with  Spain j  I- have  al- 

*  Ways  had  twelve  Ships  on  the  Coafts j  and  Allow- 

*  ance  but  for  four  ;   the  reft  my  own  Care  fup- 

*  plied.  And,  for  the  OfSce  of  Admiral,  when  I 
^  came  firft  to  it,  I  found  the  Navy  wdlk,  not

1  have  delired  my  Mafter  to  grant 
a  Commilfion  as  \i  were  over  me,  I  have  found 
a  gieat  Debt,  the  Ships  defeitive,  and  few  in 
Number;  the  yearly  Charge  of  54,000].  which 
was  brought  to  30,0001.  per  Annum  i  we  built 
every  Year  two  Ships ;  and  when  fo  many  were 
built  as  were  requilite,  we  brought  il  to  2j,ooo1. 
pet  Annum ^  which  oomes  not  into  my  Hands, 
but  goes  into  its  proper  Streams,  and  ijlues  from 
the  Officers  to  that  Purpofe  deputed, 
'  Now  if  any  can  fhew  me  a  Ptojed,  how  to 
maintain  a  War  againft  Spain,  Flanders,  and  the 
Titrkijb  Pirates  with  lefs  Charge,  he  will  do  a 
great  Work,  and  good  Service.  I  have  had 
fometimes  twenty,  fomelimes  thirty  Ships,  Iho' 
fomeiimes  difaftered  by  Tempeft,  which  dif- 
perfcd  the  Hsllanden  Ships,  and  caufed  rhem  to 
cut  their  Malls  and  forfakc  their  Anchors. 
'  There  are  now  twelve  Ships  viflualled  for  two 
Months  i  and,  though  mnny  Reports  have  been, 
that  they  do  not  do  their  Duty,  yet  I  have  ad- 
vertifed  them  thereof  from  Time  to  Time,  and 
find  no  fuch  Fault  in  them.

But  we  cannot 
find,  by  either  Jewnah,  th^t  ever  any  An.  wer  Was 
returned  to  ibe  Lor.ls  about  thii  Bufmefs;  the 
Commons  feem  ngmorc  intent  on  redicirmg  Grie- 
vances at  home,  than  troubling  chem.'cli'es  about 
Affain  abroad. 

The  Ltirds, notwiihftanding,  went  nn  with  rlieir

der ;  alio,  with  the  Armourers  and  Gun- Makers, 
m  and  about  Ltndsn,  for  providing  3  fufficien: 
QuaiUily  of  thofe  warlike  Scores. — But  their  Care 
in  ihefe  Things  was  foon  interrupted  by  Affairs  of 
a  different  Nature,  which  took  up  all  the  Attenti- 
on of  the  Houfe  of  Lords. 

Dlgby  Earl  of  Briflol,  fo  much  concerned  in^heCire  fDi 
ihe  late  Negotiations  in  Spaiti^  about  the  Malch^  &c.  byEirlVf  Biiftol' 
on  his  Return  from  thence,  had  been  committed 
Prifoner  to  the  Tetver.  This  Earl  had  been  a!fo 
examined  by  a  Committee  of  I,ords,  appointed  by 
the  King,  touching  thofe  Affairs;  and  certain  Pro- 
politions  were  made  to  him  in  order  to  his  Releafe, 
and  compofing  the  Diiferaiccs  between  the  Duke 
and  him.  On  his  Refufal,  in  fome  Meafure,  to 
comply  witli  the  Terms,  the  liord  Cetiway,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  wrote  to  Iiirn  the  following  Lettcri 
and  received  his  Anfwer  10  it.

the  Danger  whfch  may  happen  by  other  Books  of 
thb  Kind*  Some  Days  after  it  was  agreed  to  pe-

But  we  ftatl  leave  this  Affair  for  the  prefent,  to 
go  upon  much  greater  Matters,  which  engroffed 
the  Attention  of  both  Lords  and  Commons ;  and 
which  will  very  properly  begin  our  next  Volume.
